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CHAPTER 1 


The Nipissing Passageway 


Lam indebted to Archibald Freeman, retired general manager of the 
Ontario Northland Railway, for what I consider an extremely interest- 
ing and informative introduction to the district surrounding North Bay, 
entitled “The Nipissing Passageway”. 

Mr. Freeman, better known as Archie, arrived in North Bay in the 
year 1907, entered the employ of the railway as a stenographer and 
eventually became general manager in 1947. This speaks for itself. 
‘Throughout the years Mr, Freeman gave freely of his talent to com- 
munity service, particularly with the Public Library Board. Despite 
having reached the usual retirement age, he is now busily engaged as 
{industrial commissioner for thy ety and district. 


‘The Nipissing Passageway by Archibald Freeman 
‘The word “Nipissing” is one of the most musical place names to be 
found anywhere. It also has the distinction of being one of the oldest 
place names in the Province of Ontario. The word appears in the 
earliest maps and in the writings of the early explorers and missionaries. 
‘The spelling of the word varies but it is always recognizable, In 
chronological order, these renderings may be found: 








Nipisierinij ‘Champlain (1615) 
Nissiziniens Father Brebeut (1635) 
ipissriniens Father Vimont (1643) 
Nipisiini Labontan's Map (1704) 


‘Nipisingue RM. Ballantyne (about 1845) 


Where did the word originate and what does it mean? It is an Indian 
‘word and originally referred to the lake and the tribe of Indians living 
in the vieinity of the lake. The lake was Nipissing and the tribe— 
though of Algonquin stock was a distinct group known to other tribes, 
as Nipissings. To an Indian the word meant “ttle water” or perhaps 
“tle lake”. The name apparently was used to distinguish the lake 
from Lake Huron and Georgian Bay, which toa travelling Indian were

‘the Big Water. Leaving the Big Water, the Indian came to a smaller 
body and it became known as the “litle water”, or inthe Indian lan- 
‘guage “Nipissing”; and those who regularly fished in the lake and 
Ihanted in the surrounding forests became known as “Nipissings”. 





"The First White Men 


‘All authorities agree that the first white man to see Lake Nipissing was 
Etionne Brulé. This great traveller was the frst white man to see many 
parts of Ontario, but he did not leave any written record of his travels. 
‘However it is accepted by all authorities that Brulé reached Nipissing 
in the year 1610, en route to the Huron country, where he spent the 
winter. He returned to the St. Lawrence in 1611 

‘The second white man to soe Lake Nipissing was Father Joseph 
LeCaron, a missionary of the Recollet Order. The exact date of his 
arrival cannot be established, but we have these facts: 


(@) Father Le Caron celebrated Mass near Montreal on June 
24, 1615. He therefore could not have left the St. Lawrence 
‘before that date. Champlain took seventeen days to travel 
from the St. Lawrence to Nipissing. At the same speed 
Father Le Caroa could not have arrived before July 12. 
One author says he preceded Champlain by a few days; 
another author uses the words “only a week", This seems 
to limit the date of arrival to between July 15 and 20. 

() Parkman says Father Le Caron left the St. Lawrence on 
July 1, with Champlain following on July 9. Since Cham- 
plain arrived on July 26, we arrive at the same dates— 
probably about July 18. 


Accompanying Father Le Caron were about a dozen Frenchmen 
whose names are not recorded. 

Te might be appropriate at this point to quote from the writldas of 
this intrepid priest. It appears that he had to contend not only with 
savage men but even more savage insects, He writes: 


If Thad not kept my face wrapped in a cloth, Tam almost sure 
they would have blinded me, so pestiferous and poisonous 
are the bites ofthese little demons. They make one look like 
‘leper—hideous to behold. Iconfess this is the worst martyr- 
ddom I suffered in this country: hunger, thist, weariness and 
{ever are nothing to it. These litle beasts not only persecute 
‘you all day but at night they get into your eyes and mouth, 
‘raw! under your clothes or stick their long stings through

‘them and make such @ noise that it distracts your attention 

and prevents you saying your prayers. 
Ho reckoned that there were three or four kinds of biting insects includ- 
ing one known as “devil's imps”. 

Following a few days behind Father Le Caron came the most famous 
cof all—Samuel de Champlain—who arrived at Lake Nipissing on July 
26, 1615. Father Le Caron's party was actualy a part of the later group 
‘organized by Champlain, Apparently the original plan was that they 
would travel together. 

‘The entire party met the Hurons near Lachine in Tune, but Cham- 
plain himself returned to Quebec for additional supplies. While he was 
‘gone, the Hurons became impatient and left without waiting his return 
He followed soon after and, as stid above, arrived at Lake Nipissing 
on July 26. 

‘The fur traders route from Trout Lake to Nipissing was definitely 
bby LaVase Creek, and itis quite likely this was the route followed by 
‘Champlain. There were, however, two other routes between these two 
lakes—one by a tral west of the present site of North Bay, and the 
‘other by Lake Nosbonsing and the Wisi Wasi River. 

‘Champlain found the Indians on the south shore and remained with 
them two days, going on to the Huron country from which he returned 
via Nipissing in 1616. 








First Commercial Establishment in Ontario 


‘The earliest French explorers had missionaries for companions; but 
commerce followed religion in a very few years. Only seven years after 
Champlain crossed Nipissing in 1615, we find the first commercial 
establishment of any description in the Province of Ontario on the 
shores of Lake Nipissing. Jean Nicollet established this fur trading 
post {9 1622. He lived with the Nipssings about seven years, having 
his own separate tent but otherwise living as a native. 





Missionary Activities 

‘The Nipissing Indians were noted for being great sorcerers. Moreover 
they were a trading group acting as middlemen between the Crees as 
fer north as Hudson Bay and the Indians tothe south. There is record. 
of a missionary of the Recollet Order being assigned to the Nipissings 
in the year 1624, For a time the Recollets and the Jesuits worked 
together in the Canadian Mission Field. For example, Father Jean de 
[Brébeuf of the Jesuit Order and Father Joseph de In Roche Daillon of 
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the Recollet Order travelled together leaving Cap de Ia Victoire on 
July 25, 1626, arriving at Lake Nipissing about the middle of August 
‘St Jean de Brébeuf made several trips through this area—to Quebec 
{in 1629; to Hluronia in 1634; to Quebec in 1641 and then to Huronia 
‘aguin in 1644, In November 1645 this saint and mastys spent two days. 
ministering to the Nipissing Indians—apparently somewhere to the 
north of the Lake, 

Jesuit missionaries were assigned to the Nipissing area; Father 
‘Claude Pijart labouring in this field from 1640 to 1649 and Father 
(Charles Raymbault from 1640 to 1642. Its recorded that one oftheir 
missions was on the north shore and was called the Mission of the 
Holy Ghost 





Indian Warfare 


We now come to the period of war between the Iroquois and the 
Hurons, which reached its climax in the years 1648, 1649 and 1650 
and resulted in the uter destruction of the Hurons and of the Nipissing 
tribes. 

‘We may at times think of Indian warfare as being part of their nature 
and that wars were carried on merely for the love of fighting. Actually 
the Iroquois-Huron War had a commercial basis and though no one 
probably realized it atthe time, it was the beginning ofthe commercial 
rivalry between New York and Montreal. The Iroquois traded with the 
English and the Hurons with the French. The Iroquois were unable to 
secure sufficient fur in their own territory and coveted the rich fur 
bearing country of central Canada as far north as Lake Nipissing. In 
forder to control this area it was necessary to. destroy. the Hurons, 
and by cutting the Ottawa-Nipissing travel route, it was almost possible 
to encircle the French. This they proceeded to do with considerable 
success; and for more than one hundred years—from 1650 uggli:long 
after the cessation of Canada to the British—the province as falthorth 
as Lake Nipissing was known as Iroquois territory. 

However, the encirclement was not complete, and a few daring 
Frenchmen ran the blockade and eluded the watch on the Ottawa, 
Among others, the famous brother-in law team of Radisson and 
Grosellers broke through the blockade in 1658 and in the years 
immediately following. In 1661 they again crossed Lake Nipissing on 
their journey to find the Sea of the North—which we know as Hudson 
Bay. Like Champlain, they camped two days on Lake Nipissing, going. 
on to Lake Superior, reaching Hudson Bay in 1662, They returned to 
the St. Lavirence via Nipissing in 1663. 
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‘A few years passed, and these two Frenchmen, enraged by their 
treatment by the French authorities, turned to the English and guided 
them to Hudson Bay by way of Hudson Strait, and this led directly to 
the formation of the Hudson's Bay Company, witch as we all know is 
still doing business in many parts of Canada. A peace of sorts was. 
patched up betwen the French and the Iroquois and some exploration 
of the interior followed, The French explorer La Verandrye passed 
this way in 1736. 


Coming ofthe English 


‘The first Englishman to see Lake Nipissing was Alexander Henry the 
Elder. It wil be recalled that the Battle of the Plains of Abraham was. 
fought on September 13, 1759, Montreal passed to British hands in 
1760. Henry did not wait forthe end of the war and the succession of 
Canada to the British in 1763, but he was on Lake Nipissing in 1761, 
Hee was a careful observer and fortunately left a record of his observa~ 
tions. 

‘He mentions the terrible mosquitoes and says his party built fires 
and stood in the smoke to obiain respite. There is no doubt as to the 
route he followed from Trout Lake to Nipissing. He refers to La Vase 
Creek and even explains what the name signified. He says the name 
refers tothe swampy country through which the creek runs. He reached 
‘what he calls “Portage a la Vase” on August 26, finding beaver dams. 
‘on the ereek—one of which they broke. They fished in the lake and met 
Indians on the south shore. He obtained some furs from the Indians 
nd then continued his journey. He was followed shortly after by 
British soldiers on their way to Fort Michilimacinae. 

‘With the coming ofthe British to the Ottawa-Nipissing country, there 
‘came Canadian competition for the Hudson's Bay Company. The Cana 
sian traders joined together to form the North West Company with 
hheadgifarters at Montreal in 1779. This company established a small 
trading post at the mouth of La Vase Creek called Fort La Ronde. A 
‘preat explorer, Sir Alexander Mackenzie was an employee of the North 
‘West Company and he first entered central Canada by way of Lake 
Nipissing in 1785. 














‘Lake Nipissing a Point of Reference 
It may be appropriate at this time to mention that Lake Nipissing 
appeats to have been a point of reference for statesmen on more than 
‘one occasion. When Quebec was ceded to the British, Canada extended 
to the most southerly point on Lake Nipissing. 
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‘Again at the peace conference ending the American Revolutionary 
‘War, the Americans asked and the British Commissioner agreed that 
United States territory should extend to the same most southerly point 
of Lake Nipissing. Fortunately for Canada, the British Government 
refused to ratify this agreement, and secured the present boundary 
through the Great Lakes. 

For about forty years, the North West Company, using the Ottawa- 
[Nipissing route, competed with the Hudson's Bay Company. Great 
flets of canoes loaded with furs came up the French River and crossed 
Lake Nipissing; while similar fleets loaded with trade goods went in 
the opposite direction, When the two companies amalgamated about 
1821, this trafic was diverted to Hudson Bay and the Nipissing route 
declined in importance 

For decades the Nipissing country was almost deserted except for a 
‘ew Indians. Eventually timber operators moved in to strip the district 
ofits great forests, and setlement slowly followed. By 1871 there were 
about 400 poople in the district—practically all at or near Mattawa, 
Crude roads were opened up—one from Rosseau Lake to Nipissing 
‘Village in 1874 and another from Mattawa in 1875. The coming of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway opened up a new era—and we leave this 
‘modern history to others. 








CHAPTER 2 


Origins 


‘Commerce slong the Nipissing Passageway declined with the develop- 
‘ment of Southern Ontario, and about 1850 the Hudson's Bay Company 
‘removed its post from location atthe mouth of La Vase River. In con- 
sequence, the fur trade activity practically ceased on ths shore of Lake 
Nipissing and the area remained quiet until the bullding of the CPR. 

“True, colonization road from the south reached a point on the 
south shore, and Nipissing Village came to life about 1875. The lum- 
bering industry developed, settles took up land and with navigation 
established, the surrounding district began to open up. 

‘Alexander Dreany was one of the early settlers and later moved 
across the lake tothe Callander area. This family was active through 
‘any years inthe welfare of North Bay. This isthe man ereited with 
having chopped the fist tree on the CPR, right-of-way June 28, 1881, 
four miles east of North Bay, having taken up a farm at Thorne 
‘There were six sons ia the family: Harry, Tom, Jim, William, Alex and 
Joe; they were all railroaders except Joe. Mrs. Dave Reeves of North 
Bay is a daughter of William Dreany. 

‘In 1879, J.D, Cockburn reached Nipissing Village, and established 
a mercantile business later he erossed the lake to Sturgeoa Falls where 
the Cockburn family have long been prominent in affairs of that town. 
Mr. Cockburn was appointed Crown Lands Agent in 1884, the same 
year te Township of Widalield was opened for setlment, and all 
applications for Crown Land had to be processed through Mr. Cock- 
burn, The same also applied to applications from the townships around 
Sudbury, Crown land sold for fity cents per acre—one-half cash— 
balance in two years, and many settles were making “slashings” to try 
and substantiate claims, In 1890 Mr, Cockburn endeavoured to interest, 
the Cataract Pulp Mils of Niagra Falls inthe potential power on the 
Sturgeon River 

"The CPR. has always been credited with the bith of North Bay 
and rightly s0, but surely some merit should ecerue to Canada’s fist, 
Prime Minister and foremost statesman, Sir John A. MacDonald, for 
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his foresight in realizing that for Canada to develop as it should the 
country required railway transportation facilities from Coast to Coast 
In fact this became obligatory when British Columbia joined Confed- 
eration in 1871 

‘Alter long and continued effort, the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany was finaly launched in 1880 when a charter was granted to a 
syndicate headed by George Stephen and Duncan Melntyre. ‘The 
‘government agreed to supply twenty-five million dollars in cash and a 
{grant of twenty five million acres of western Crown Lands. Stephen 
became president and McIntyre vice-president, the latter controlling 
the Canada Central Railway which had been’planned to run from 
Ottawa to Lake Nipissing but had only reached as far as Pembroke. 
‘This railway was eventually taken over by the CPR. in 1881 

Construction of the railway westward from Pembroke and Mattawa 
hhad been under way during 1881 and 1882, Steel finally reached the 
north shore of Lake Nipissing in the summer of 1882, but passenger 
service did not commence until 1883. 

The mileage between terminals in early days was practically limited 
to about 120 miles due tothe length of time required to make the tip 
from one terminal to another using small locomotives, burning wood 
fuel. 

From Chalk River on the east to “the great north bay” on Lake 
Nipissing was 118 miles, and so a suitable terminal was fixed at this 
point rather than say Sturgeon Falls—twenty-five miles further along— 
1 splendid location from many points of view. However, itis not likely 
that Crown land was procurable where required, because settlers had 
preceded the railway 

‘Now Duncan Mcintyre, vice-president of the C.P.R., had an up- 
aand-coming nephew named John McIntyre Ferguson, so what was 
‘more natural than the fact that the nephew should apply to the Crown 
Lands Department for acreage atthe right spot? This he evidently did 
and was granted 288 acres, as mining lands, under the Mining Act of, 
1869, and all for the princely sum of $288. 

‘The land was described as being part of Lots 20 and 21, Concession 
“D», Township of Widdiild, and consisted ofall land west of Chip- 
pewa Creek, reserving C.PR. station grounds and right-of-way accord- 
ing to survey by James Allan, O.LS., August 9, 1884; also reserving 
Lots 313, 314, 315 and 316 west side William Street; and Lots 317, 
318, 319 and 320 east side of Railway Street; W. Bell, O.LS. Plan 
‘August 18, 1884, reserving free access to shore of Lake Nipissing for 
all vessels, boats and persons. A townsite having been duly surveyed, 
this beeame North Bay (in the Township of Widdifield) and John

‘The citizens honored him by electing him mayor for four years in 
succession (1919, 1920, 1921, 1922) and itis only to be regretted that 

years his memory is only marked by the name “Fer- 
sguson Street”; McIntyre Street was named for bis uncle and “Frases” 


His pet project was the Ottawa and Georgian Bay ship canal, but 
despite every effort through all available channels, it would appear 
other influence with the government of the day offset the advantages 
of this natural waterway.

CHAPTER 3 


Progress 


‘The next event of importance for North Bay was the extension of the 
Grand Trunk Railway from Gravenhurst to Lake Nipissing. This was 
accomplished about 1886, and in 1889 the company received running 
rights over the C.P.R. from Nipissing Junction, and the use of terminal 
facilities at North Bay. Needless to say, the movement of Grand Trunk 
trains through the crossover at the Junction was secondary to CP.R. 
traffic, and delays frequently occurred. The Grand Trunk office at 
‘Nipissing Junction was ia the competent charge of J. Jardine for many 
years and it was there the present general manager of the Ontario 
Northland Railway, Alvin Jardine, received his first instruction on 
‘operating a railway. The movement of trains was a fascinating study 
for a youth where there were not many distractions. 

‘The CPR. greatly benefited by the volume of traffic reaching North 
Bay from the Grand Trunk systom since-except when the Great Lakes 
‘were open—all Southern Ontario business to and from the western - 
provinces had to pass this centre. This meant a great deal to the town, | 
for many more railway employees were needed. A marked decline in 
this traffic occurred when the C-P.R. opened its branch fine from 
Toronto to Sudbury in 1908. 

In the meantime, the Grand Trunk placed a representat 
Bay to ook after its interests, and. J. Patton oceupied this position up 
to 1913 when he entered the insurance business. 

North Bay up to this time was always considered a C:P.R, town bat 
this changed greatly with the construction of the T. & N.O. Railway 
(now the Ontario Northland) which commenced in 1902, The building 
ff the government railway opened Northern Ontario's mine deposits 
and agricultural lands, resulting in heavy traffic north and south, 
Previously settlers for Northern Ontario travelled by C:P.R. from 
Mattawa to Temiskaming, and thence by boat to Haileybury. Then, in 
1921, when Chairman, George W. Lee engineered the transfer of the 
‘government railway head office from Toronto to North Bay, the CP.R. 
hhad to share our affection withthe T. & N.O. 
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‘The Canadian Netional Railway entered the picture in 1915, and 
then we really became a transportation centre. The Grand Trunk had 
been absorbed by the C.N.R., using the terminal facilites of the govern 
ment railway. With the removal ofthe district headquarters of both the 
CPR. and CNR. to Montreal and Toronto in 1959, the Ontario 
Northland continues to remain one of the principal mainstays of our 
economy. 

In 1885 the Township of Widdifield was organized (with George 
Fee, the first reeve, and C. W. Thompson, the first clerk) and to comply 
with the statute requirements a total of sixty settlers was necessary. At 
that time there were only forty in the township and consequently the 
‘Township of Ferris was called on to supply the additional twenty, and 
evidently did so without objection. In those early days there seemed 
to be methods of accomplishing things that were not strictly orthodox. 
Good neighbours are always worth while, 

‘Today Widdifield is a flourishing municipality with a population of 
11,640 and a total property assessment of $9,218,000. J. W. Bolton 
is the prosent Reeve. The Township of West Ferris has also prospered 
‘and it now boasts a populatios of 5,096, with an assessment of 
$7,302,050. The Reove is George Coombes. Both these municipalities 
have great possibilities and for some time past have been “feeling their 
cats”, and rightly so, They have become quite independent of the city, 
although thankful North Bay has taken care oftheir water supply and, 
just recently, the necessary sewage disposal facilities. For this the town 
ships pay their share. About all that remains to be cleared up is the 
serious question of garbage disposal, and this is now nearing a solution. 

‘would suggest that now would be a good time for someone inter- 
‘sted to compile a record of each municipality and keep it up to date 
‘rom year to year. 

During the past few years, Widdifield has become the home of the 
RCAF, the Department of Transport, the Bomare and S.A.GE, 
development, the Ontario Hospital and the Johns-Manville Company. 
West Perris for many yéars has greatly benefited by a summer resort 
and tourist industry, and recently DuPont Company of Canada has 
‘become well established. Both have great potential value and deserve 
every encouragement, The desirability of amalgamation with North 
Bay, or the forming of a metropolitan area, is presently under con- 
sidefation by all three concerned, and something may soon develop. 
Although the matter has been before the respective councils for quite 
some time, the elected representatives have not yet fully explai 
‘advantages that would result from either system 
personnel keeps changing. 
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In April, 1890, the Legislative Assembly granted the request of the 
citizens to be incorporated as a town and this took effect on January 1, 
1891. Following this advance, an appeal was made to have a Tudicial 
District formed for Nipissing. After a strenuous campaign forthe selec- 
tion of the “County Town”, North Bay was victorious over Mattawa 
and Sturgeon Falls, The voting in March, 1895, gave North Bay a 
majority of 177; Mattawa, not satisfied that all was as it should be, de~ 
‘manded a recount and another election. Sturgeon Falls withdrew from 
the contest and North Bay again won the verdict but only by the stim 
majority of eight, Sturgeon Falls having given most of her votes to 
‘Mattawa, It would appear North Bay cast sixty-five less votes the 
second time, and Mattawa thirty-three les, so doubtless the residents 
of the cemeteries were “worn out” by the first campaign.

Beyond the fre sood, 
scarce visible in the drkling woods, along low cabin of nave bark 
nd branches of the birch. and cedar, fom which crooning notes 
tecaped, of women singing ther ress fling (o sleepin the warm 
Somer night. ver and son a sky form would rie and make it 
Shadowy way trough the Bright toward te cabin, il at length 
fone were let but the solitary sentine! by the dwindling Si. This ay 
tra jut another pf the many day that had gone, All vere oblivious 
bf the peat event the morrow would Bring 

‘esugh the sinuous chanel of Troot and Tarte Lakes another 
scene had been endtted. Swiftly but steadily, four canoes in succession 
Sung round bend ifthe shoreline ofthe lake, and out into the open, 
nde ip au meatued roca of thir warty paler. Inthe 
row of i it alstood, bat knet, a gure strangely out ofarmony 
With bisPsurrountings, a Coury form, gazbed ina manner that be- 
{ols wean and distinction a prince he might be, of eal blood, 
ffomtsome alstant land beyond the seas. Close by to the rear, sat 
tier of like race, more youthful, of lighter build and darker hue 





+ Both were equally charmed with the passing panorama of forest and 


sky dnd island tote water though which they threaded their way 
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Now and again the younger would point to some striking landmark 
which he revognized (for he had been here before), to which he would 
direct the gaze of his leader. He gave it but passing notice; his wistfl 
eye would ever turn to scan the forward reaches ofthe lake as though 
his thoughts were bent on some distant, unrecorded goal. Then Brulé 
spoke, reminding him that this was the lad ofthe Nipissngs of which 
the Alumettes told them “They are sorcerers. They will kill you with 
charms and poisonous herbs. Go not near them. Avoid their land and 
pass them by for they will compass your doom.” But Samuel de 
Champlain would not be diverted from his purpose, by craven fears of 
untried dangers. Besides, the Nipssings might give him the very infor- 
mation that he sought, the western passage tothe great southern seas, 

‘They spent the night on the shelving shore atthe western limit of 
the lake. By dawn Champlain climbed the nearest hill to spy out the 
land. To his astonished gaze there lay almost at his feet a lake that 
siriched as far as the eye could reach, to the westem horizon and 
beyond. Bru seid this was the lake of the Nipssings. As they gazed 
in wonder, they spied the place of ther eamp, marked by a blue film 
‘of smoke that hung lzly above the distant pines, They dropped down 
the hillside and pushed through the dense forest fo the new found lake 
where their Indian helpers had by this time portaged their canoes 
[Embarking they dipped ther pads for the fist ine in its unrufled 
waters, making forthe camp at the command ofthe leader. 

To their delight, the tribe alter tee first shock of surprise to see so 
strange a being, difering from them in language, color and dress, were 
‘most hospitable, and feasted them in Indian fashion upon the choicest 
of the land, making expeditions to hunt and sh in honor ofthe being 
whom they looked upon with an awe approaching zeversnce, Here 
Champlain smoked with them the pipe of peace, told them ofthe great 
king from whom he had come, praised thei land as ape which might be 
‘great lke his in the days tobe, and, nearby, planted the cross and the 
fleur-de-lis in honor of God and king inthis remote region in the heart 
‘of the great continent. Almost upon ths historic ground the City of, 
North Bay stands today. 

For two and a half centuries fllowiag, Lake Nipissing begame the 
rendzzvous of the Indian tribes from North, South, East and West 
Its sandy shores were ablaze with campfires by night, and bf day the 
tribes bartered their goods with each other and with the representatives 
‘ofthe fur companies—the Hudson's Bay, the North West and others 
of lesser fame. Mingling with the redskins were the hary voyageur, and 
the sombre-robed Jesuit pres, indefatigable Missioner of the Cross, 
while here and there the galy garbed Coureur de Bois added color and 
vivacity to the scene, 
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‘The day came when Canada was more fully populated east and 
‘west, and threatened to break in two by virtue of her own bulk if some 
bbond were not devised to weld the scattered units. Paper bonds in the 
form of Acts of Union proved of little avail, and finally the sentiment 
took concrete shape in the proposal to link the extremities by a band 
of double steel across the continent. After months of wrangling in 
legislative halls the movement was given legal sanction and the contract 
alloted to a new corporation, whose tile has now a worldwide vogue 
in the familiar form of CPR, Obstacles were met on every hand, 
physical, nancial, administrative. The western sections were the first 
to be built, The Laurentian highland across Northern Ontario set the 
sternest of problems and was the last barrier to be breached. The great, 
far-sighted engincer in charge, Sir Sanford Fleming, when choice of 
routes was in dispute closed the question with this significant remark — 
"Choose what route you please, but you must reach the north shores of 
Nipissing.” These prophetic words are inseparably linked with the 
origin and destiny of North Bay. 

"The eastern unit of construction started at Pembroke, continuing 
the old Canada Central westward. It was to terminate at a point called 
Callander, There were three Callanders contesting the honor, one at 
the head of Nosbonsing Lake, one atthe Post Office at South East Bay, 
and one at Kai-buskong crossing on the site of the present village of 
Bonfield. Sturgeon Falls is said to have laid covetous eyes on the 
terminal and even Nipissing Village, south ofthe lake ofthe same name. 
But ike Pip in Great Expectations, North Bay insisted on being born. 
‘And so on a memorable day in November in the year 1882, the CPR. 
poked its nose through the spruce forest to the east of the present stie 
of the town. 

‘Metaphorically, Duncan Melntyre was on the pilot, and his irre- 
pressible nephew, John Ferguson, Was stowed away somewhere about 
the train, Literally, however, Alex. Gillie was at the throttle ofthe first 
train that earried human freight, Ike Irving stoked the furnace, and 
Harry Jackson collected the fares. Among the passengers were Mrs. 
Willigon Ferguson and family, and Adam Torrance, who mursed little 
Jessie all the way. Tt took two days to come from Pembroke to the end 
fof steel. The passengers spent the night at Bellefeuilles at Mattawa, 
tnd resushed their journey in early moming over the ill-ballasted bed. 
‘The freight, with a creaking coach to the rear, rocked into the litle 
open space in the forest, slowly drew up at a long low building, which 
did duty as a station, dumped its passengers and freight promiscuously 
in the muskeg and left chem standing ankle deep amid the stumps and 
slash, the frst forlorn contingent of the city that was to be. 

"Thus the baby colony was born. But who was to name the place? 
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‘What should it be called? Ithad three Godmothers, Mrs. Paul Bernard, 
Mrs. Wiliam Ledgerwood and Mrs. Amelia Parks. As for Godfathers 
it had a score or more proud 10 act at the christening, There were: 
John Nelson, cleaner; Alex Gillie, engineer; Bill Wilkinson, fireman; 
John Ferguson, yeoman; Bill Glover, blacksmith; Adam Torrance, 
blacksmith’s helper; Ben Parks, laborer; William Parks, farmer; Alex 
Dreany, farmer, Frank Reeves, yardman; Paddy Fitzpatrick, brake- 
man; Tom Guilfoyle, baggageman; Lott Britton, driver; “Smash” 
(Quinn, general help; Martin Conroy, stall cook; John Tansey, special 
constable; Wesley Coleman, policeman; John Lavery, conductor; Tom 
Dreany, ferryman; Tom Babcock, ferryman; Alex Doyle, railway men’s 
rest; Win, McFarlane, Bon-ton Rooming House; John G. Campbell, 
store manager; Lucien Levis, assistant manager; “Red Bill” Mofat, 
carpenter; Bill Comrie, section foreman; Sam Huntington, guide and 
raconteur; Ed, Welsh, shoemaker; Alex Lafferty, contractor; Dr. Me- 
Marchy, physician; James Dunnigan, farmer; Jack Stinson, road- 
master; Tom Reynolds, conductor; Tom Jackson, conductor; Harry 
Jackson, conductor; Fred Mitchell, brakeman; Sam Jackson, brake- 
‘man; Ike Irving, fireman; C. T, Boyer, baggageman; Frank Mackey, 
rodman; Adam Craig, quarryman; Jack Percival, conductor. 

Like many another child, who is an unknown heir to greatness, the 
choice of name was left much to chance. And so it was that so important 
an event hung on a vagrant nail-keg that wandered into South East Bay 
and found no owner. Some wag suggested in the dilemma, “Oh, send 
it to North Bay!" The place was named, and North Bay it remained, 
But the name isnot inept—for does it not imply thatthe place was the 
daughter ofthe God of the North and a sea-nymph of Nipissing? Thus 
was the helpless waif launched as a hostage to fortune in the northern 
wilds. 

Tt would take the imagination ofa Jules Verne, the wit of a Sheridan, 
the humor of Punch and the power of a Dickens to portray these early 
soenes on the forested shore of the fickle lake. The moods of the 
pioneers followed pretty closely the moods of the lake, for it was the 
only thing near them that seemed to have living qualities. I scintillated 
in the sun in its happior moments, it lashed itself into fury when its 
temper was roused and often by night when its wrath was spent it 
subsided and sang them to sleep in a lapping Tollaby on its sandy 
shores. What did the place look like? Well, a jumble of slash and stumps 
1nd ties and poles scattered over the muskeg through which trails 
meandered, going anywhere and getting nowhere in particular. The 
first building to rise into being was a log-cabin built by John Ferguson 
near the end of the old wharf and occupied by two Tacks and a joker— 
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John Nelson, John Ferguson and Sam Huntington, of fsh-story fame, 

‘The second was the McFarlane cabin, a long, low squatty log struc- 
ture east of the foregoing. It was planted on the shore of the lake over 
‘which it looked through a fringe of trees. It was a sort of living head- 
‘quarters for officials, no palace but a real purveyor of hospitality to the 
homeless, packed to the roof but with always room for one more, as 
‘Adam Torrance found, when it was either the underside of a log or a 
roost in the forest if they refused to take him in. Alex Doyle was next 
‘on the scene with his “maison de pension”, just north of the railway, 
where there was always a “snack” for the hungry, a roof for the selter- 
less, and a hearty welcome for all inthe real old Irish way. 

For these were the pioneer days when the pot was kept simmering 
‘on the stove, the Ketle on the hob, and the latchstring always out 
‘The company’s building came next, with station, office quarters and 
telegraph in one end and George Snider’s house in the other. The store 
building followed just west of this where the yard office now stands 
with John P, Campbell for manager and Lucien Levis assistant. All of 
these were of logs chinked with sod and with scoop-rools, for logs were 
the current coin of the day, and shingles were a luxury that nature did 
not supply. 

Finally the Ferguson home pushed its more pretentious form up 
through the trees ata point just south ofthe National Grocers of today. 
Red Bill Moffat, of Pembroke vintage, was the master carpenter in 
charge, There were numbers of floaters and birds of passage but it was 
thus that the settled community shaped itself into the nucleus of the 
coming town. 

The forest colony had nearly lost contact with the outside world, 
‘At times food supplies ran low and neighbors had to beg and borrow 
‘and swap til the next “beead-wagon” arrived. Lavery’s ballast train 
kept up a talking connection with the camps along the line, John 
Ferguson played mail cartier to His Majesty the King from his head- 
quartets at Matava to the end of steel by two-horse vehicle on the first 
relay, on horseback until the single tack failed, and on foot the rest 
of the way. Once a week of so the freight wandered in with a passenger 
car in tow. On a Saturday it dropped a new arrival in the form ofa tall, 
clerical looking figure. It was the Rey. Silas Huntington, The church 
hhad at length discovered the colony. Next day a boarding car was 
‘converted into a church and, with a motley audience of all lasses and. 
creeds, the Reverend Silas held forth from an improvised pulpit, with 
‘Adam Torrance “Raising the Tune”. 

Like all babes, North Bay was a bundle of strugaling life that kept 
‘up a vigorous protest for food and drink and more room to grow in its

narrow cradle in the forest, The cooks provided the first, the second 
‘was variously supplied (though the C.P.R. put on a dry limit of ten 
‘miles north and south), and John Ferguson took pity on them for the 
third. He acquired Lot 20; Con. D, Marleau cleared it, Marleau had 
been hauling logs for Gorman with a team of oxen. Nothing could 
stand in his way and soon a more or less shapely street took form out 
‘of the chaos of rocks and stumps and slash, Next a school was built, 
Which did duty as a church, school, hall, council and judges’ chambers, 
and general purpose institution. Stores began to follow in settled order 
along the new street; the litle colony had found its stride, and in eight 
short years it had reached the size and dignity of a town. Tt was off- 
cially so declared on April 7, 1890, John Bourke, a genial, wholesome 
Irishman, was its first mayor; and Joha G, Cormack, a shrewd, canny 
Scotchman, of highland proportions and calibre, was its clerk and 
treasurer. With such leadership, backed by a following of sturdy and 
loyal citizens, progress was well assured, and so it proved. 











‘The program for this historic event provided for special church 
services on Sunday, August 3, witha sacred band concert at Memorial 
Park after evening church services. 

‘Monday, August 3, was “Civic Day”, with a grand street pageant 
including beautiful floats, two bands with Scouts and cadets, At 11.30 
‘am, at Memorial Park, Hon. Chas. McCrea, M.P.P., offically pre- 
sented Mayor John H, McDonald with the charter incorporating North 
Bay as a city. Guests of honor at the event were E. W. Beatty, LL.D., 
KC, President of C.P.R; Hon. Jas. Lyons, M.P.P.; Hon. Geo. 8. 
Henry, MP-P.; E. A. Lapierre, M.P.; and H. Morel, M.P-P. John 
Ferguson then declared “Old Home Week” open and everybody was 
given the freedom ofthe city. 

‘Soldiers’ Day" was on the 4th; “New Ontario Day” on the Sth; 
“Children’s Day” followed on the 6th; “Old Timers’ Day” on the 7th; 
finally “Railroad Day” on Saturday the 8th. 

‘Duting the week, varied entertainment was provided throughout the 
day and evening, including sports events of all types, regattas, strect 
dancing, minstrel shows, community singing, fireworks, moonlight 
‘excursions and, at the close of the day, a “shirt tail” parade. Thus was 
brought to a finale an event long to be remembered with pleasure by 
all who were able to attend 

















Municipal Government 


It would appear North Bay has been well served throughout the years 
by the men and women elected to office to conduct the affairs of the 
‘municipality inthe interest of all concerned. 

‘The best evidence of this isthe high reputation the city enjoys in the 
‘bond market when necessary to sell debentures for extended improve- 
‘ment ofits physical assets; further, that at no time has the municipality 
defaulted om its indebtedness, even during the “Great Depression” of 
the 1930's. Not only that, but there is also the feeling we have that our 
city is a good place in which to live, to work and to raise a family. 

‘As has already been recorded we started as the Township of Wid 
field, became a fown in 1891 and a city in 1925, Since incorporation as 
‘town, here are some highlights in our government's administration. 





1891

G. W. Briggs offered to build a tannery and shoemaking establish 
‘ment at an estimated cost of $900. He agreed to turn out one hundred 
sides of leather per week in his tannery, employ twenty hands at work 
of shoemaking and an additional number of tanners to keep the shoe- 
makers at work. He asked 2 bonus of $500. The proposition was not 
approved and the bonusing of industry to locate in North Bay has never 
been looked on with favour by succeeding councils and time would 
seem to have proven this to be a wise policy. 

By-laws covering the ordinary conduct of affairs were duly passed. 
‘Committee empowered to procure a table for the council room at cost 
cof not more than $20. The following appointments were made: A. G. 
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Browning, Town Solicitor; Dr. A. McMurchy, Medical Health Officer; 
Daniel MeIntyre, Constable, $300 per annum; Wm. Mawhinney and 
Thos. McKelvie, Assessors, $50 each. Mayor and Treasurer authorized 
to borrow $600 for current expenses from Bank of Ottawa at Pem- 
broke. 

‘Mayor and Councillor McKenzie authorized to interview Attorney- 
General, asking formation of Nipissing into a Judicial District. Con- 
sideration being given to procuring of water supply from Lake Nipis- 
sing. L. V. Rorke, C.E,, engaged to take Jevels for contemplated water 
system by gravitation from Chippewa Creck—a reported height of 
156 ft. from Turgeon's mill and further north a height of 272 ft. John 
Galt, CE,, gave an estimate of $37,000 for system. Water at Turgeon’s 
nil ater reported to be impure, and unfit for culinary purposes. 

‘A petition submitted to have stumps removed from Main Strect lots. 
Owing to dry weather there was danger of fire by sparks from loco- 
‘motives. Public meeting called to organize a fire brigade. P.M. Bourke 
engaged as chief fire brigado, $75 per annum or $5 for each fre and 
$2 for each practice, also an engineer for steam fire engine with volun- 
teers. First team of horses coupling to steam fire engine at a fire to 
receive $3, 

‘Town constable authorized to purchase a pair of handeufls and 
rippers. Proposed to have one or two tanks sunk on some of the back 
lots for water supply for fre purposes. A colonization road under con- 
struction from Nipissing Junction to North Bay. Financial settlement 
between Widdifield and North Bay to be arranged early as possible. 
Murray Bros. asked to have Timmins Street opened from Main Street 
to Lake Nipissing to serve their sawmill and sash and door factory. 
Public School Board requested $1900 for 1891 and Separate School 
Board $1400, Tax rate for year: General—I and a half cent; Public 
School—I cent; Separate School—1 and a quarter cent. 

rain to be opened opposite CPR. cottage and John Ferguson's 
old residence, present drain being always blocked in the spring with 
‘coal and wood—cost not to exceed $15. Wm. McDonald asked that a 
sidewalk 12 f. wide be laid opposite new post office. John Ferguson was 
requested to have fence removed from across Sherbrooke Street at 
Worthington Street and First Avenue, Daniel McIntyre resigned as 
collector and town officer and Dan Donovan appointed to replace him 
—salary $25 per month as constable and $225 for collecting taxcs. 
Contingent committee empowered to locate a dump ground—this was 
secured at Mr. Power's farm in Fersis, near the old slaughter house, 
without charge.

‘Murray Bros. granted exemption from taxes for five years covering 
sawmill and factory providing they are kept running. The proposal of 
John Galt, C.E,, to secure water supply from Lake Nipissing, rather 
than Chippewa Creek or Trout Lake was approved. 

‘A lot at the comer of Government Road (later Klock Avenue) and 
Rose Avenue 66 x 132 was purchased for the sum of $200 on which 
to erect storage water tank; also property of Robertson on lake shore 
{for pumping station being east half lot 9 on what was then known as 
Gormanville Road for $250. 

‘Garson and Purser of St. Catharines awarded contracts for water- 
‘works system at $20,900 and debentures covering same duly sold. 
‘Water main extended 600 ft. into lake and Town applied to Ontario 
Government for patent of water lots in front of pumping station. The 
adoption of water rates and system of management as used by Owen 
Sound, Woodstock and Collingwood were considered. L. V. Rorke 
appointed Town Engineer and W. H. Cone superintendent of water- 
works. 

‘The death of Councillor Croskery recorded and James Fallon ap- 
pointed to replace him. Another dump ground site secured from P. 
Kinsella situated three quarter mile from town for $8 rental per year. 
‘The Bank of Hamilton, Toronto, authorized to honor all checks drawn 
by J. G. Cormack, treasurer, to extent of municipal monies deposited. 

‘The Royal Electric Company and the Toronto Construction Electric 
‘Supply Company expressed desire to establish an electric lighting plant 
in town, Reeve and Clerk authorized to proceed to Toronto to inter- 
view Fire Underwriter’s Association with respect to fire insurance, 

‘Arrangements made for a dumping ground on property of J. Fer- 
guson between Fraser and Ferguson Streets north of Third Avenue— 
rental $10 per annum, Judge Doran resigned as chief of fire brigade.

‘The death of Rey. Eugene Bloem, while attempting to board a train 
at CPR. station, was recorded with sincere regret. First mention of

delegate to attend meeting at Ottawa, The fist steam laundry was estab-

Mr. Robert Gorman requested Council to have street grade estab- 
lished on south side Main Street and north side Oak Street between 
Fraser and Ferguson Streets, in order to regulate the erection of build- 
ings, north side of Main Street being so much higher.

‘Chamber of Commerce to seek co-operation with the Chamber at 
Sturgeon Falls to have this land opened for development on a basis 
satisfactory to the Indian Band? It is unfortunate that this apparently 
good agricultural land remains idle when it might prove to be another 
“Holland Marsh” project. Also the lake frontage would be another 
souree of revenue for the present owners if opened for summer homes

‘A committee authorized to look up a suitable lot on which to erect 
a town hall and jail; a day and night constable presently employed 
‘The W.C.T.U. asked council to enforce the Sabbath Observance Act 
especially o prevent the playing of ball (a live question even in 1960). 
Council recommended that Government Road be named after success- 
ful candidate in forthcoming dominion lection for the District of 
Nipissing as he would be the first member of Commons forthe District. 
(Mr, J. B. Klock was elected and Government Road was named 
"Klock Avenue”, 

T. and W. Murray were instructed to remove fence enclosing 
Cassels Street from Government Road to Oak Street.

For the fist time the auditors were requested to prepare a statement 
of Assets and Liabilities. All committees were instructed to submit 
estimates oftheir proposed expenditures and, further, that no expense 
‘other than those authorized were to be incurred, and that tenders 
were to be called in each ease, 

‘A lady was injured by stepping through a hole in the sidewalk on 
Wyld Street and contemplated taking action for damages. The com- 
mittee interviewed her and found that she iad sustained injuries that 
would incapacitate her for some time and had been receiving medical 
attention, Committee recommended that the Town pay medical ex- 
penses and another $5 to recompense her for lost time. She accepted 
the offer—total cost was $6. Another lady injured through defective 
sidewalk settled for $11.25 and exemption of her taxes for 1896. 

J. G. Cormack tendered his resignation as clerk and treasurer. An 
indigent was supplied with some necessities at a cost of $3 and later 
‘with a bag of potatoes and 5 Ibs. of meat at a cost of 954.

"The Public Works committee authorized to negotiate with the Gov-

chatity for month of May amounted to a total of $6.10; the committee 
hoped the mild weather would enable them to make a more favorable 
report for the next few months. The Township of West Fertis com- 
plained about the unsanitary condition of the dumping ground. The 
Sanitary officers of the Township requested removal of dumping 
‘ground; it was decided to procure a new one. Wm, Martin, Jr, ap- 
pointed tax collector on a basis of 2%.

"The C:P.R. proposed the closing of parts of Foran and Regina 
Streets as they wanted to make North Bay an important railway centre 
with an estimated expenditure of $175,000. The railway to pive land 
for a street from Murray Street to Foran Street and Railway Street 
from Regina Street to Chippewa Creek to be narrowed to 20 ft. It was 
noted that the closing of Regina Street would be a serious inconvenience 
to citizens—the council suggesting that this could be kept open by an 
overhead bridge or in some other way. The proposed agreement was 
approved.

‘Mayor Richardson reported that the order to the day constable to 
report to him each moming zt 7 o'clock was ignored by him, For site 
of new town hall the property of R. Bunyan, being the north half of 
lots 131 and 132 McIntyre Street, was approved forthe sum of $1,500. 

Special meeting of council was called to consider doing something

CPR, offered to give 16 ft. of land along Oak Street from Fraser 
Street to Ferguson Street for a fixed assessment of $50,000 for term 
of 10 years—eancelled later. Fire, Water & Light committee reported 
466 water users in town, 79 baths, 82 water closets, 95 horses, 77 cows, 
30 stores and 6 hotels. The netting of fish in Lake Nipissing frowned 
‘upon and Government urged to have it discontinued. At this time plank 
sidewalks were discontinued and replaced by granolithic. 

Public Works committee recommended that a good large horse be 
‘procured, weighing about 1,600 lbs., for the purpose of Keeping the 
sidewalks clear of snow and to be used by the fire department when 
nocessary and that the whole council be a committee to purchase same, 
Installation of a fire alarm system to be installed by the Bell Telephone 
Co. was considered.

population of 35,000 in North Bay, Widdifield and Ferris, at a cost 
‘of $1,500,000, and capable of taking care of # population of 50,000, 
it i a utility that has been badly needed for years It is now hoped that 
the pollution of Lake Nipissing water isa thing of the past, The total 
‘cost of the disposal plant and the necessary sewer revisions will be 
approximately $2,100,000 and will be paid for over a period of thirty 
years. 

Consideration will also be given to the establishment of a Conser- 
vation Authority by the city and adjoining townships to provide, if 
possible, for the regulation of the watershed flowing to Lake Nipissing.

‘North Bay Hydro-Electric Commission 


In 1893, John Bourke operated a small sawmill atthe west end of the 
‘ovn, with a small steam generator, and in 1894 he undertook to supply 
the town with a certain amount of electric power. That was the begin 
ning of electric lights in North Bay. 

In 1904, Mr. Bourke sold his electric plant, such as it was, to a 
‘company formed by local citizens and named “The North Bay Light, 
‘eat and Power Company”. In 1910 the company obtained power 
‘rom a development on the South River and then in 1912 they disposed 
of their plant to “The Nipissing Power Company”, Stret lights were 
Installed the same year. 

In 1916, the Ontario Hydro-Electric Power Commission purchased 
the Nipissing Power Company and in 1940, after prolonged negot 
tions, the city purchased the distribution system from the Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission—the purchase price being $228,769.38. 
Today the system is valued at $1,700,000. 

‘A. W. H. Taber was the first local manager, succeeded by W. R. 
Stewart in 1944; followed by S. A. Walkinshaw in 1952. ‘The present 
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‘manager, B. M. Graham, has been in charge since that date. Oscar 
W. Harris has been secretary-treasurer since 1944. 

N. J, MeCubbin was the first chairman of the North Bay Commis 
sion, followed by D. L, Regimbal, then M. E, Dickerson, Geo. W. 
Deegan, A. T. Smith, Sr. and H. B. MeCubbin. The mayor of the city, 
by virtue of his offic, is always a member of the commission.

In 1954 Bruce resigned and was re- 
placed by H. G. Mellow, Bruce McLeod proved to be the right man 
for the job, and the Chamber made great progress during his term of 
‘offic. Mel Mellow is carrying on i the same eficient manner, 

The work ofthe Chamber isto initate any and every project con- 
sidered to be in the interest ofall citizens of North Bay and district, 
and to assist in promoting same toa satisfactory conclusion. On Sep-

In 1941, E. N, Majury took over as superintendent and was in charge 
‘until the end of 1948. He was relieved for a period of fourteen months 
in 1944-45, In 1949, F. H, Herbertson was engaged as acting superin- 
tendent for the month of Fanuary. On February 1, 1949, E. 8, Hether- 
ington was appointed superintendent and occupies that position at 
present. Mrs. B, C. Battles was office secretary for twenty-four years 
between 1935 and 1959.

Known for many years as “Home of the Aged” for the District of 
[Nipissing it was formally opened on June 24, 1925, under the ehair- 
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‘manship of T. J. Patton, The contractors for the building were the 
well-known firm of Jefley & Stevens, The superintendent and matron 
were Mr, and Mrs. Alex. Watt, later succeeded by Mr. and Mrs. 
Elsmere, and Mr. and Mrs, Ray Moyer, Mes. Moyer has been handling 
the position alone since the death of her husband. Mr. and Mrs. Con. 
McGuire also served at one time as superintendent and matron. 

With the growth of the district and age creeping up with more 
people, the old home was not large enough to accommodate those in 
‘need of care, and so the district has been divided into East and West, 
‘with a new home under way at Sturgeon Falls. 

In 1959 the board of management at North Bay decided a new 
modem home was a necessity, and in 1959 construction commenced. 
‘The fist sod was officially turned by the well-known chairman of the 
board, Ald. Nell Mallory. Arrangements are under way to have this 
lovely building, considered to be one of the finest in the province, 
officially opened at an early date in 1961, 

During the years this institution has been well served by many 
prominent citizens of the district from Mattawa, Sturgeon Falls and 
North Bay, among whom, from memory, may be mentoned: Alex.

For “spiritual hope” North Bay has been very fortunate from its 
earliest days in the establishment of “The Church” in all denomina- 
tions. With inspired leadership, progress has been continuous, and 
today we take pride in the record of our city as a community with 
‘deep religious convictions. The organization and service of so many 
‘welfare associations is definite evidence of the “fruit of the tree” 


‘The Church of St. John the Divine—Anglican 


‘The fist service was conducted by Rev. F. Bliss in the CPR. engine 
‘house on August 15th, 1883, with a congregation of 15. On September 
28, 1884, the newly built Church of St. Michael and All Angels was 
‘opened with $ communicants present. A new building was opened 
August 10th, 1896, and renamed “St. John the Divine”. In 1932 the 
lower parish hall was erected, and later the upper parish hall completed.

In 1882 “The Methodist Church” was organized by the Rev. Silas 
‘Huntington and first service was held in a railway car on a siding in a 
rock quarry immediately behind what was known as the “Cormack” 
block on Main Street West. Later, meetings were held in the Wm. 
‘MeFarlane home facing the lake east of the railway station 

Tn 1883 a trustee board was formed, with Messrs. A. S. Farmer, 
A.W. Schultz, A. E. Pennock, Thomas Carmichael, C. Pellow, John. 
‘Scott and James Fowler as members. Sometime later David Purvis, 
‘A. G. Browning, J. W. Richardson, W. J. Port and R. B. Scriven were 
‘added. In 1884 the first building was erected on Main Street East, 
‘where the Arcadian Grill now stands, 

In 1887, disposing of the Main Street property, the second church 
‘was built on a rock just east of the existing church. At the same time, 
2 parsonage was built at the comer of Ferguson and McIntyre Streets. 
‘This building was removed to face McIntyre Street and in 1907 the 
present building was opened and in recent years greatly extended 
Jin 1925, the Methodist congregation entered the United Church of 
Canada.

St, Andrew's United Church 


‘This church was organized in 1884, and like the Methodist Church, 
the first service was held in a railway car. The church was not properly 
‘christened until January 20, 1897, when it was named “St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian Church”, Mr. MeKechnie of Mattawa made frequent 
visits, and during this time service was being conducted in the “old 
log school”. However in 1885, John Ferguson donated a building site 
facing the present Algonquin Avenue, just east of where the church 
row stands, and a small frame structure was erected thereon. 

In 1886, the temporal committee in charge of church affairs con- 
sisted of Messrs. Dr, Carruthers, John Ferguson, J. G. Cormack, 
‘Alex McDonald, David Inches, Andrew Johnston, A. Olsen. In 1902 
the board of management was authorized to proceed with plans for 
the erection of a new building. They obtained additional property to 
the west and rear, and in 1904, construction commenced. The dedica- 
tion service was held in May, 1905. In 1951, a large addition was 
built for Sunday School accommodation. In 1959, a new manse was 
built in the Pinewood Village, The ministers in charge have been:

During the summer of 1885, missionary E. Bosworth came to North 
Bay in the interest ofthe Baptist people and was followed by Alexander 
Grant, In the spring of 1886, J. W. Gregory, a student from McMaster 
University, arrived and meetings were held wherever it was convenient 
to do so. Work was continued in 1887 by student L. S. Hughson, and 
the same year Rev. E. Bosworth agnin paid a vist. The church was 
organized and, on August 10, Duncan MeBeth received a Christian 
baptism in Lake Nipissing, ‘The church work was carried on in 
succeeding years by John Haines, W. A. Gunton and H. D. Webster. 

‘Church services and Sunday School were, for this congregation, 
held in the “Old Blue School” on McIntyre Street Fast and on July 5, 
1892, they were duly organized as “The First Regular Baptist Church?” 
‘A building on Main Strect was dedicated October 8, 1893, and a large 
‘Sunday School addition erected in 1931. In 1960, a new church edifice 
was built on Cassells Street. It was offically opened in 1961, a very 
beautiful building, modern in every respect. The congregation also 
built a modeen parsonage on Vimy Street in 1954. The ministers in 
charge have been:

‘The first church was a large frame building on Main Street West, 
where Cochrane Dunlop Hardware now stands. It was located a 
considerable distance back from the street line on a rock hilltop, and 
‘was in use until 1905 when the congregation moved to St. Mary's 
Cathedral, MeIntyre Street West. This eathedral was dedicated on 
December 17, 1908. The building committee was D. J. Scollard, J. 
MeNamara, H. C. Varin, Richard Bunyan and John Blanchet. The 
original frame church after 1905 was occupied at one time as a 
moving picture theatre, and in 1910 was destroyed by fire. 

‘The first priest was Father Nolin, a missionary, followed by Father 
Cote and Father Sinnott. The frst regular priest was Father Joseph 
Bloem who was succeeded by his brother, Father Eugene Bloem. The 
latter was killed while boarding a train at the C.P.R. Station. About 
1896 Father Kelly and Father Phelan appear to have been attached 
to the congregation, and eventually were followed by Father Scollard 
‘who continued until appointed Bishop. Since that time the following 
clergymen served as shown.

DIOCESE OF SAULT STE. MARIE 


On September 16th, 1904, the Diocese of Sault Ste. Marie was 
constituted, consisting of the Districts of Algoma, ‘Thunder Bay and 
the westem part of the District of Nipissing, Rev. D. J. Scollard was 
consecrated Bishop of the new Diocese on February 24, 1905. He 
served with distinction until his sudden death in 1934, Rev. R. H. 
Dignan succeeded to the Bishopric and remained until his death in 
1958, 
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Rey. Alexander Carter was named titular Bishop of Sita, Coadjutor 
Bishop of Sault Ste. Marie with right of succession December 10, 1956; 
consecrated February 2, 1937; appointed Apostolic Administrator 
November, 1957, and Bishop of Sault Ste. Marie November 22, 1958 


‘He remains in charge of this large and important Diocese of Northern 
Ontario. 





























CHAPTER 7 


Education 


Schools are said to be an unfailing index of the character and progress 
fof a people. If this be true, North Bay can claim an enviable position. 
With substantial buildings designed on modern architectural lines, 
equipped in the most approved manner from a sanitary and hygienic 
point of view, and set in spacious, well-kept grounds for athletic uses, 
the city is i the front ranks of educational facilities. North Bay has 
not spared her resources on schools, nor sacrificed education to the 
‘goal of material gain. Her schools are her best asset and are a standing 
tribute to the good judgment and fine foresight of her citizens. She has 
Jaid well the foundations for future growth in strong, self-dependent 
citizenship. 

Buildings, of course, are not the most important asset in the progress 
of education—itis the teachers who produce the well-equipped student, 
‘The trustee boards of all schools have kept this ever in mind, and it 
cean be confidently said that North Bay has had some of the finest 
calibre teachers in all departments, The organization of “Home and 
School Clubs” has also been of benefit in co-operation with the 
teaching stall 





Pablie School System 


‘In 1883 the first public school in North Bay was @ one-storey log 
building located on Government Road—later Klock Avenue and still 
later Algonquin Avenue, and situated about the rear of the Baptist 
‘Church property, The trustee board consisted of Messrs. Wm. Mc- 
Donald, Col. J.J. Gregory and J. A. Singleton. The first teacher was 
Tames Agnew and a second teacher was employed in 1885, Miss 
Gregory. 

In 1886 this building site was exchanged with John Ferguson for a 
site on McIntyre Street East and on it was erected a two-room frame 
‘building known as “The Blue School”, due to the colour of the outside 
paint. The present “King Edward” school ison this ste. The principal 
‘was W. Colvin and the other teacher, Miss Ovas. 
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‘The building was heated by a wood burning stove and, of course, 
toilet facilities were outside. At the rear of the building was an alder 
swamp, and miscreants were frequently sent out to cut their own rod 
of punishment. The public school system at present is governed by a 
Board of Trustees who serve without remuneration, and many of the 
‘members have served for a great many years. The annual budget now 
exceeds half a million dollars. Of this amount, the government grants 
are about 22% and the balance is supplied by public school taxpayers. 
Since 1950 there has been an increase in population of 24%, but 
public school enrollment has increased 59% and classrooms 58%. 
‘And the end isnot yet in sight. 

Exclusive of government grants, the cost per pupil for each schoo! 
day is about $1.33, What better bargain ean you buy for $1.33? 

Tn 1891, a new school was built on Worthington Strest East— 
Queen Vicioria—containing four rooms and belfry room, and under 
Principal W. J. Mill, a high school class was conducted in the Belfry 
oom in 1895. Graduates that year were given a certificate by Inspector 
Dr. Grant, permitting them to enter Model School at Parry Sound 
when they’ attained the age of 18. As I would have had five years to 
wait, there was nothing to do but go to work, and ths I did. 

Tn 1897, J. B, MacDougall was appointed principal of this school 
‘and continued there until 1903 when he took over as first principal of 
the new High School 

"The introduction of kindergarten classes took place in 1907, In 
1954, a school for retarded children was organized by interested 
citizens and class held in basement of St. Andrew's United Church; 
this is stil a voluntary effort under the care of Mrs, Angus. The 
association in charge is undertaking the erection of a suitable building 
in the near fature on a sito provided by the city, and it is hoped the 
government will recognize this effort with a suitable grant 

‘Throughout the years there were two school principals who gave 
outstanding service—Messrs, J. W. Bradley and J. B. Stewart and no 
doubt a number of others deserving of mention. 








Public Schoo! Inspectors 


In 1886, the Rev, Geo. Grant of Orillia was the first inspector but in 
1905 J, B, MacDougall was appointed, with residence at North Bay; 
in 1915—D. M, Christie; in 1919—P. W. Brown; in 1935—J. R. 
Pickering and since 1939—J. W. Trusler has been in charge of the 
district and has taken a very active part in everything pertaining to 
the advancement of education in all its aspects. He has recently been 
prominent in the move to establish a university in our city 
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Since 1905 the following citizens have served on the Trustee Board 
for the terms shown, and without remuneration.

Tn 1898 a committoe—Dr. Carruthers, Geo. Fee and 8. A. Huntington 
approached the council with the suggestion that there was need for 
‘2 high school. In 1900 the council appointed a High School Trustee 
Board—Messts.J.M, McNamara, D. Purvis, J.C.Detlor, W. W. Smith, 
John Blanchet and A. G. Browning. 

‘in 1903 the High School Board requested the council to make a 
debenture issue for $15,000 to purchase a site and erect a building 
‘The site was the present location of Algonquin Composite School and 
J.B. MacDougall was the first principal. In 1914 the status of the 
‘hoo! was changed and became known as “The Collegiate”. 

‘in 1930 the need for a Technical School was considered and it was 
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finally decided to add to the existing building to provide the required 
accommodation at cost of $300,000. The principals of the school 
have been:

‘Teachers’ College 

Erected by the Province of Ontario on spacious grounds facing First 
‘Avenue West. Formerly ealled “Normal School”, established for the 
‘raining of teachers and principally for service in Norther and 
Northwestern Ontario, School was opened in 1909 with enrollment 


of 25. 


In October, 1959, the SOth anniversary was celebrated with Dr. 
F. S. Rivers, B.A., B.Paed, (former stall member), now Deputy 
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‘Minister of Education, as chiet speaker. During the 50 years more 
than 7,000 teachers were graduated to pursue their calling. 

‘A. C. Casselman was the first principal and was in charge from 
1909 to 1930. He was followed by J. C. Norris, H. E. Ricker, J. A. 
Partridge, E. C. Beacom, M. B. Parnall and now J. D, Deyell. Total 
enrollment throughout the years—7,402, the clas of 1959 being 424, 
In 1953 the name of the school was changed to “Teachers' College”. 


SEPARATE SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Separate School classes were first held in part of the “Old Log” school 
building, with Miss Mary Zinger as teacher. This building was also 
used for Public School classes. In 1887 the first Separate School 
‘Trustee Board was formed, comprising Michael Brennan, Geo. Fee 
and Oscar Legros. It might here be noted that Mr. Brennan served 
21 years on this board. 

In 1888 the first school building was erected in Priest's Hill 
(presently used as part of a nurse's residence in connection with St. 
Joseph's hospital) with Miss M. O'Connor as teacher. With the 
continued growth of the municipality, school facilities were established 
atthe following location

is offering 15 first year university subjects in 1960-61, Arts, Science, 
‘and Business Administration. Twenty-seven day students are now 
enrolled and there are 85 taking extra-moral courses offered at eveni 
classes, The university is non-lenominational and on the Board of 
Directors all faiths are included. 

North Bay College is owned and operated by the Fathers of the 
Resurrection. Bills for submission to the Private Bills committee of 
the Ontario Legislature have been presented and when given Royal 
consent will establish the Northeastern University of Ontario, as a 
rnon-denominational degree granting university. The bills will also 
establish the University of North Bay College which will be a federated 
‘university within Northeastern University of Ontario.

1 has been said that books are the key to a continuing education 
‘Reading is an activity which the adult student can pursue in his leisure 
time and at his own convenience, pausing at will to appraise a new 
thought that sowehow brings fresh meaning or added dimension to a 
familiar idea, Unlike other leisure time activities which are considered. 
educational, reading requires the active participation of the mind, 
North Bay has been fortunate indeed in having an adequate public 
library for continuing self-education, and it is quite evident that the 
‘community’s young and old are taking advantage of it. As the city 
hs grown, demand for all types of publications has increased so that 
additional space is needed and the situation is being met by the 
construction of an extension, 


North Bay Public Library 
In June, 1895, a committee of the Board of Trade, Messrs. D. J 
‘MeKeowin, A. G, Browning, and L. P. Snyder was formed to consider 
the establishment of a publie library, and as a result, organization was 
effected August 30 that year. 

‘The Board of Management was A. G. Browning, D. J. McKeown, 
J. M. McNamara, P, A. C. Larose, W. J. Mill, L. P. Snyder, Mist 
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Foster, Miss Jennie Bryson, Mrs, (Rev.) A. J. Young; W. B. Way 
was the Secretary and Geo.

‘On February 29, 1896, a “Leap Year Carnival” was held in Fee & 
‘Mackey rink to raise funds, library to reeeive one-half gross receipts; 
25 cent fee if not in costumes 15 cents in costume; 10 cants for ladies 
and boys and girls under 16. Net proceeds $20:30, and a good time 
was had by al

In 1910 the Board thought the time propitious for the establishment 
of a “Carnegie Library”; in 1912 the Carnegie Foundation offered 
'$15,000 and in 1913, Architect H. W. Angus was engaged. In 1914 
the building was completed on the present site at a cost of $17,790. 
‘At that time the board ordered that the preparation or distribution of 
{ood ot refreshments was not to be countenanced. 
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In 1957 the board began to consider the necessity of enlarging the 
present building or building an additional library. In 1960, it was 
decided to purchase the White property east of the present site and 
this was duly authorized at a cost of $32,500 and the estimated cost of 
the proposed addition, made in 1949, was $244,500. 

In 1910 Miss Begg resigned as librarian and was succeeded by 
Mrs, Annic Huntington; she in turn was succeeded by Mrs. S. A. 
Jackson in 1912. Mrs. Jackson resigned in 1918 and Miss Jean 
Davidson was appointed. In 1930 Miss Flarity replaced Miss Davidson 
‘and in 1935 Mrs. E. Laura Raney was engaged, She remained until 
1956, when she retired. Miss F. G, Whiteway took over until 1959, 
when she was replaced by Miss M. Clarkson, the present librarian, 
‘Miss Clarkson had been a member of the staf since 1942, 

‘Throughout the years the Library Board has been served without 
pay by D. J. McKeown, J. B. McDougall, W. McKenzie, Rev. G. L.

Personalities 


Dr. A. MeMurehy 


‘The first physician in town, he had the duty of caring for the welfare 
‘of CPLR. employees and their families in addition to private practice. 
‘The railway company deducted 50e from the wages of all married men 
‘and 30¢ from single men to be paid over to the doctor. His office and. 
residence was on Fraser Street, where the McMurchy Building now 
stands. 

‘A son, Dr. Archie, followed in his footsteps and is now retired, and 
a grandson, Dr. Don McMurchy, isin practice here. The “Old Doctor” 
was always interested in community affairs and held in high respect. 


Dr. J. B. Carruthers 


"The second doctor to artive and enter private practice. Active in all 
community efforts and serving on many civic boards, he was well loved 
by all. He took great interest in St, Andrew's Presbyterian Church, 
being choir leader before a musical instrument was in use. 

His office and residence was also on Fraser Street where the 
Kennedy Building now stands. Served as mayor of town in 1895 
‘The Public school on McPhail St. is named after him. 





William McKenzie 


In 1887 he came to North May after spending ten years as a public 
school teacher in Western Ontario. He established a general provision 
‘store—at first on Oak Street and later a furniture store on Main Street 
West. In 1900 he was appointed Customs Officer. 

‘Sorved the town as mayor forfour years as well as a number of years 
as councillor. Active in the work of St. Andrew's Presbyterian Church. 





ohn Bourke 

‘Came to North Bay in 1884 to take charge of business interests of 

77. & W. Murray and in 1905 purchased the interest of Wm. Murray, 
123 
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‘Was interested in development of realestate in west end of town. Was 
lected fist mayor in 1891 and served on council and Separate School 
Board, 


3.6, Cormack 


‘Was the frst druggist to open a store in the village and for some time 
had a location where Garnet King’s Imperial Oil Staton is situated— 
being a far-seeing businessman he built a brick building on Main 
Street West, known as the Cormack Block. It is now occupied by 
McCubbin's Men's Weat, Harris Drug Store and Fosdick’s Book 
Store. This was his next business location and he conducted business 
there until his death, 

In 1891 on North Bay's incorporation as a town he was the first 
town clerk and in 1901 was mayor. Naturally he was active in all 
matters concerning the town’s interest. 





Richard Bunyan 
‘Came to North Bay in 1884 and engaged in the mercantile business as 
“Bunyan and Flannery”, on Oak Strest and later as Bunyan’s Flour 
‘and Feed Store on Ferguson Street where the Hydro building stands, 

Was mayor in 1894 and served as councillor a number of years, 
‘and for a very Jong time on the Separate School Board. 





‘Michael Brennan 


‘Came to Canada from Ireland as a child in 1863 and twenty years 
later arrived in North Bay—entered business in the dry goods trade 
and tailoring, with a store on Main Street West. 

‘Always interested in municipal affairs, he served on the council a 
‘number of years and was mayor in 1896—also served as chairman of 
the Separate School Board for over 20 years. 








T.N. Colgan 


Arrived in North Bay in 1883 with the C:P.R. and was in that service 
for 28 years. Was Bridge & Building Master for the district. 

Served the town as councillor a number of years and elected mayor 
in 1897 and 1898, Later he became Works Commissioner for the 
corporation until retirement. Also served on the Public School Board 
‘and as president of the Hospital Board. 
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A. G. Browning 


Came to North Bay in 1888 as the first lawyer. Appointed Crown 
Attomey in 1893, Took a prominent part in all afluirs of the com- 
‘munity, and particularly with reference to formation of a High School 
and Public Library, Board of Trade and many other organizations. 
"Was a prominent churchman at St, Andrew's Presbyterian. He 
retired from active legal practice and became for a time Deputy~ 
Attorney General of Alberta, later retiring to live in Southern Ontario. 


J. W. Richardson 


Arrived in North Bay in 1885, started business as a tinsmith, and 
‘gradually developed a very large hardware store in its present location. 

‘Was mayor in 1902, 1932 and 1933; as well as serving on council 
Needless t0 say he was active in all projects that were in the interest 
of the city as a whole, and gave of his time and talent without stint. 
Was also greatly interested in the Loyal Orange Association and was 
‘4 Methodist of long standing, 


J. W. Deegan 

Born in Ireland and eventually arrived here in 1883, opened a boot 
nd shoe repair store, then went railroading until 1889, when he again 
‘started in the boot and shoe business. That business is still in same 
location but of course in modern premises. 

Tnterested in municipal affairs, he served as Councillor, Public 
School Trustee, on Board of Health, High School Board, Hospital 
Board and Board of Trade. He was always open for a debate on any 
subject and was @ keen businessman, 


D. J. McKeown 


‘Appointed agent for the C.P.R., he arrived in 1883 and held that 
position until his retirement, as well as being agent for the Dominion 
Express Co, Was also consular agent until a permanent official was 
appointed. Helped organize the Board of Trade in 1894 and was 
Secretary of same for many years. Helped organize the Public Library 
and served on the High School Boar. 

‘After retirement he became interested in real estate and insurance, 
and erected a business block at corner Main Street and Fraser Strect. 
It has been twice destroyed by fire 
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M. W. Flannery 


‘Came to North Bay from Matava in 1887 and joined R, Bunyan ia 
the mercantile business on Oak Street. In 1897, he became Town 
(Clerk and Division Court Clerk, and later was Treasurer of the City 
‘until retirement. A member of the council for two years and also of 
the Separate School Board. 

‘A gentleman of a retiring disposition he always watched the affairs 
of the municipality inthe interest of the citizens, 


D. Purvis 


In 1888 he opened a branch of the hardware business that he and his 
brothers had started in Barrie. A man who took a prominent part in 
everything pertaining to the welfare of the community, he occupied a 
position of leadership at all times. 

His business location was on Main Street West which eventually he 
sold to Mackie Bros, Was first president of the Board of Trade; Mayor 
in 1905 and 1906, on Public School and High School Boards—also 
Library Board. Was chairman of the meeting when Hon. F, Latehford 
‘turned the first sod for building of T-&N.O. Railway in 1902 

He retired from business in 1907, still retaining his confidence in 
the eventual building of the Georgian Bay canal. 


E. W, Ross 


‘The frst jeweller in North Bay coming here in 1888 and having his 
place of business on Main Street West. He was C.P-R. watch inspector 
for many years, and built up a fine business in the jewellery trade. This 
was eventually taken over by T. M. Palmer, his son-in-law, and forms 
part ofthe Palmer chain of stores, 

A very quiet mannered man, he was long connected with St 
‘Andrew's Church as a trusts. After retirement he was one of the men 
interested in the formation of The North Bay City Laundry Co. Ltd, 


Robert Rankin 


Described as one ofthe most active, purposeful men of the community, 
hhe commenced business in 1888 and the same business is today con- 
ducted by his sons, William and Kenneth, as “Rankin's Grocery”, 
Served as mayor in 1909 and 1910 as well as many years on council 
‘Always was a staunch member of St. Andrew's Church and serve 
jn many ways. 
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43. B, MacDougall 


A rather late comer to the city, only arriving in 1895, at which time he 
‘was appointed principal of Worthington Street School. He immediately 
interested himself in a class for high school work, continued with this 
effort, and in 1903 became the fist principal ofthe new high school. In 
Fanuary, 1904, he became the frst resident public school inspector, in 
1911 teacher of English at the Normal School; received his Doctorate 
degree in Pedagogy in 1918; appointed Asst. Chief Inspector with 
Dept. of Education in 1919, Retired in 1948 after 35 years of service 
with the Department. 

Dr, MacDougall originated the “School on Wheels” for railway 
service to the outlying sections of Northern Ontario where schools 
wore not available and is the author of “Two Thousand Mites of Gold” 
which deals with the opening up and development of the mineral 
‘wealth of this section of the province. 








Appointed Stipendiary Magistrate March 3, 1885, Registrar of Deeds 
in 1887 and Mester of Titles in 1889. He has been described as 

inmind and body, dispensing justice wth impartiality. With the 
coming of the ist lawyer in 1888 he did not fel thatthe administration 
of justice would be helped by the interference of lawyers but in any 
event he was acknowledged toe the man forthe times. 





[Al these men Thave known from boyhood; they displayed a devotion 
to public welfare and did much to shape the destinies of a young 
‘conimunity, Their belief in North Bay never wavered and their private 
interests were subordinated to the good of all, All were men above the 
average, with a willingness to be of use; they would have adorned any 
‘community, Of ideal pioneer type, by their lives and influence, they did 
‘much to shape the destinies of a new town and district—more than 
Inter-day citizens realize, 

‘They tried to contribute something worthwhile to North Bay's 
evelopment, and the legacy they have left may be summed up in one 
word—character.

CHAPTER 9 


Early Business Establishments 


Richardson's Hardware 


‘This without doubt is the oldest established business in North Bay 
still operating under the same name and by 1 member of the family. 

J. W. Richardson arrived in North Bay in 1885 and, starting as a 
tinsmith, gradually developed a very large business in the same location 
where he started. Me. Richardson died in 1938 and the business was 
carried on by his sons, Stanley and Willard, until 1945. At that time, 
furniture having previously been added to the stock it was decided to 
separate the two lines and so Willard retained the hardware part of 
the business and Stanley took over the furniture end. J. W. Richardson 
was always interested and active in the affairs of the community and 
‘Willard is carrying on in the same way. 


Rankia's Grocery 


Established by Robert Rankin in 1888, and conducted by him until 
his retirement in 1926, when the business was taken over by his sons, 
William Rankin and Kenneth Rankin, who are still operating the third 
‘oldest mercantile business in the city, occupy their own property on 
Main Strect East 


‘T. M, Palmer Jewellers Limited 


In 1888 B. W. Ross opened the first jewellery store in North Bay with 
premises on Oak Street West; in 1893 hte moved to Main Street West 
as E, W. Ross & Co., W. F. Tate having joined the firm. Mr. Ross, on 
his retirement in 1927, sold the business to T. M. Palmer, “T. M." has 
kept pace with the development of Norther Ontario and is now in 
control of twelve jewellery stores and four optical parlors throughout 
the District. K. L, Palmer is associated with “T.M.” in the organization 
and in addition is manager of the North Bay store. 
133 
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‘Deegan Shoe Store 


‘This business established in 1889 by John W. Deegan is one of the 
‘oldest in the city operating under the original name. Following his 
‘death in 1941, his son, Geo. W. Deegan took aver, having been on the 
staff of the store since the end of his school days. In 1946 Ralph 
Diegel joined the sales staff and on the retirement of Geo. W. Deegan, 
because of il health, in 1960 became the proprietor. All three men 
have been community minded and taken an active interest in numerous 
‘municipal organizations throughout the years 


Harris Drug Store Ltd, 


‘This business was the first drug store established in North Bay by 
J. G. Cormack previous to 1890. It was located where the Gamet 
King service station stands and removed to Main Street West in the 
“Cormack Block”—a two-storey, three-store building, now occupied 
by the Harris Drug Store, MeCubbin’s Men’s Wear and Fosdick’s 
Book Store. 

‘On the death of Mr. Cormack, A. C. Rorabeck took over the 
business and operated same as “The Nipissing Drug Store” until his 
death in 1932 when the business was purchased by Reg. Harris. In 
1950 a limited company was formed taking in Roy Harris and Frank 
‘ipler, the latter having been with the firm for over thirty years. This 
store Was the first ofice ofthe Bell Telephone Co. with A. C. Rorabeck 
as manager. 


Bob's Hardware 


‘This business was established in 1892 by J. W. McDonald; later was 
joined by Geo. E, Hay and firm named “McDonald & Hay”. Eventually 
Geo. W. MeDonald, son of J. W., took over the business and operated 
same until 1941 when he sold out to John Halliday. On the death of 
‘Mr. Halliday, his sons Jack and Gerry became the owners until 1957 
‘when they sold to Robert Edwards. This firm now has a branch store 
in West Ferris. 


‘The Thomas Company—Jowellers 


In 1897 this business was established by Jas. A. Thomas and he 
conducted same until 1935 when it was purchased by Jos. Richenback. 
and Albert Richenback; the business has continued under the name 
“The Thomas Company”. In 1957 Joseph Richenback retired on 
account of ill health and Albert Richenback took over as proprietor. 
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Lindsay & McCluskey Limited—Fael 

‘This company established in 1904 to handle Fuel and Builders’ 
supplies, wholesale and retail, The proprietors were Jas. T. Lindsay 
and Jas, McCluskey. In 1921 the partnership was formed into a 
limited company with J. F, Nightingale as seeretary-treasurer, who has 


‘been operating the business alone since 1947 having been with the 
company for 44 years, 





‘MeCubbin’s Men’s Wear 


In 1906 this business was established by N. J. McCubbin with a store 
‘on Oak St, West. It was not long before increased business necessitated 
larger premises, and good sease prompted him to purchase a ste of his 
‘own on Main St. West and this he did, Since the death of “N. J.” his son 
Bruce McCubbin has continued the business, maintaining the same 
principles established by his father. Norman MeCubbin was a credit to 
the community in all phases of business life, church life, civie alairs, 
with a particular flair for all types of music. 


‘ack Lavery Jeweller 


Gerald C, Thompson established this business in 1908, having been 
‘on the E. W. Ross staff since 1902. His sudden death on a hunting trip 
to the West Arm of Lake Nipissing took place in the fall of 1911 in the 
company of Bill Jessop, Tom MeKee and Dune MeNabb. His brother, 
Russell H. Thompson, took over the business and operated same until 
his death in 1946, when Jack Lavery became the proprietor, The store 
is located in the same place Gerry Thompson opened over fifty years 
90. 


F, S, Fosdick of Fosdick's Book Store, 150 Main Street West 


Fred first visited North Bay in 1902, and for more reasons than one 
liked the place, At the time he was a travelling salesman (called 

“drummersin those days) and so was pleased to make his headquarters 
here from 1904, In 1912 he decided it was time to strike out for 
himself and purchased the property where his business is presently 
situated, With Sol Waiser he shares the honour of being proprietor of 
1 business longest under control of the one individual 
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‘Sol Waiser of Waiser’s Men's Wear & National Wholesale Men's Wear 
Ld. 


Sol also liked North Bay when he arrived in 1912 and established the 
business at 133 Main Street West. He extended his activities in 1927 
‘when he formed a wholesale division under the management of his son, 
William Waiser, at 136 Oak Street West. They own the premises they 
‘occupy, and eight o'clock in the morning will find Sol on the job. 


[Nipissing Electric Supply Company Limited 


In 1911, J, W, Alger and R. Dingle entered into a partnership for 
electrical contracting and retailing and in 1918 the name changed to 
Electric Supply Company; about this time R. Dingle left town and 
Chas. M. Sibbitt entered the partnership. In 1926 the company was 
incorporated as “Nipissing Electric Supply Co. Ltd.” with J. W. Alger 
as president, Chas, M. Sibbitt as vice-president and P. M. Chamberlain 
as secretary-treasurer. In 1928 P.M. Chamberlain died. In 1945 Clift 
‘Alger and Gerry Alger (sons of J. W. Alger) joined the firm, In 1952 
C.-M. Sibbitt died and the death of J. W. Alger occurred in the 
following year. The business of the firm was then taken over by Clit 
and Gerry Alger, associated with ten employees, In 1958 the retail and 
contracting departments were sold to Clif Alger, J. W. Leckie and 
other employees and they now carry on this part of the business as 
“Alger-Leckie Associates Ltd.”, and the wholesale division is continued 
by the Nipissing Electric Supply Co. Ltd. J. W. Alger was a prominent 
citizen interested at all times in civic affairs and more particularly in 
the advancement of the Independent Order of Oddfellows. 





Kennedy Appliances & Sport Shop 

This business was established as White Bros. in 1921 by Jack and 
Percy White, In 1940 the business wes taken over by Ken White and 
hhe operated same until his death when F. J. Kennedy became the 
proprietor in 1958, 


FR. Paterson Limited—Plumbing & Heating 


In 1922 the firm of “Paterson and Durrell” was formed by Fred R. 
Paterson and Wm. J. Durrell; they continued to operate as a partnership 
‘until 1945 when Fred Paterson formed the above limited company and 
Bill Durrel continued on his own, In 1955 Bill Durrell rticed, selling 
his business to Stan Pollard, 
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HYontngion & Smith Limited—Men's and Boys! Wear 
‘This business was established by Percy Huntington and Stewart Smith, 
in 1925, as a partnrahip. Later the frm was incorporated (1935) and 
on the death of Stewart Smith, Pat Quinn became a member of the 
firm, Perey entered this typeof business with te firm of Beamish and 
Smith in 1909 and that fm sold out to Canadian Department Stores 
and they were eventually taken over by tho T. Eaton Company. Percy 
was the first manager of this store in North Bay and also acted as 
supervisor over other Canadian Department Stores in this part of the 
country; consequently has had a very extensive experience in the gents 
furnishing business

Probably the oldest was Robert Wallace—1884—later R. Wallace 
and Son—namely, M. J. Wallace. They handled numerous contracts, 
fone being the Continental Hotel. Brick work was their specialty. 

"Another of the old timers was Wm. A, Martyn, who was another 
active builder of the same class of structure. Geo. S. Soutar built many 
‘dwellings inthe district for himself as well as for others. 

John Small came to North Bay about 1893 and was the contractor 
who built the Baptist Church on Main Street West. He remained in 
the business until he entered municipal service as water commissioner 
and tax collector. James H. Kennedy, a pioneer of 1887, confined his 
activities to building houses in all parts of the city and a number for 
himself. Alex. Gartshore and J. W. Billington formed a partnership 
‘and principally engaged in the construction of sidewalks and sewers 
{or the municipality 

Hugo Gomoll—for a number of years carried on the business of 
‘dwelling construction and throughout the city there are many fine 
buildings erected by him. Russell Foster—was in the contracting 
business at the same time as Hugo Gomoll and he also built many fine 
‘dwellings in our city when they were badly needed.

George Martyn, a son of Tan, 
continues the home with the assistance of Hartley Perkins. It might 
hhere be noted that back about 1900 Wim. McKenzie was the first to 
conduct a parlor, and this became the Martyn establishment. 


‘McGuinty Funeral Home 
Established by M. J. McGuinty Sr. and Harvey Heavener in 1919 with 
premises on Main Street West. In 1947 at time of Mr. Heavener’s 
retirement, the home has been carried on by M. J. McGuinty Sr. and 
Jr. In 1950 they moved to Cassels Street where they have a modern 
parlor. 


‘Tennant Funeral Home 


Established by Robert P. Tennant in 1946 with premises on MeTntyre 
Street West until 1958 when a new building was erected and since that 
time Ronald R. Philbin has been conducting same 
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North Bay News Service 


‘This business was opened in September of 1934 by E. C. Churchill 
and is presently managed by J. MeMurtrie on Cassells Street. 





Parker's Cleaners and Dyers 

Established by Gordon E. Parker in 1935, they presently occupy their 
own building on Second Avenue West. In 1953 a limited company was 
formed with the name of G. E. Parker & Son Ltd. In 1958 Clarence 
‘bought an interest in the company when Gordon Parker Sr. 
hhad to retire on account of ill health. The present name of the firm is 
Parker's Cleaners & Dyers Ltd, with Clarence Rennick the President 
‘and Gordon Parker, Jr. a director. 








‘Heal Laundry of North Bay Li 
‘This laundry originated by Clarence Rennick in 1931 in the basement 
of his dwelling at 131 James Street, In 1932 premises were secured at 
comer King and Cassels Streets and Clifford MeDowell joined as 
partner. In 1934 premises at 850 Cassels Street were purchased and 
business operated as a partnership until 1958, when Clifford McDowell 
retired. In 1959 Ideal Laundry was incorporated, with Clarence 
Rennick as president. 


City Laundry of North Bay Limited 

"This company was incorporated in 1926 by E. W. Ross, Sam Gordon, 
Lou Chapelle, and Alf Whittingham, the first manager. He was 
succeeded by Herb Vale, then Frank Edgar, and from 1959 to date by 
Fred Gammon, In 1945 the original shareholders sold their interest in 
the company and eventually a new Board of Directors took over with 
Clarence Rennick as President.

Farmer's Market

have been in existence but it would seem difficulty was experienced in 
providing the necessary facilities to conduct a proper and sanitary 
establishment. This has now been overcome, and the city boasts one of 
the finest farmers’ markets in Northern Ontario 





The St. Regis 


“The original name ofthis hotel was “The Pacific” and was constructed 
in 1886 by James Baxter for T. & W. Murray and opened under the 
management of T. J. Meagher. The ownership has changed hands 
several times and is now owned by The Sovereign Hotel Co. Ltd, with 
John Prisco as owner-manager, who enlarged and modernized the 
premises, Previous owners were a Mr. Daly (with Vince McCabe as 
manager), J. J. Doran, Charles Brown and W. E, Mason. 





"The Mackey House 


‘This hotel was located on the west side of Ferguson Street between 
(Oak Street and Main Street. It was a two-storey frame building, owned 
by Geo, Fee (frst Reeve of Widdifield) and J, J. Mackey; Richard 
Mackey was also connected with it. The building was completely 
destroyed by fire in 1945. 


‘The Belmont 


Originally the “Winnipeg Hotel”, erected about 1887 and owned and 
operated by Alex Doyle, Later owners were Wm. O'Brien about 1905; 
and Heavener Bros. about 1907. The property was purchased by 
Frank Scappatura, modernized and is presently operated by the 
Scappatura Estate. 


‘The Queen's Hotel 


‘This was a large brick building onthe eastside of Fraser Street between 
Oak Street and Main Street built in 1890 and owned and operated by 
Edward Lynch who sold the property to Edward Shepherd, At his 
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death a son, Harty, took ver the hotel and later his widow continued 
the operation until the building was completely destroyed by fire in 
1936. 


‘The Atlantic 


A two-storey frame structure owned and operated by the St. Eloi Bros, 
land located where the Angus Block now stands on Fraser Street, 
constructed previous to 1908 for in October of that year it also was 
destroyed by fre. 


‘The North Bay House 


Previously “The Windsor”, frame building built by J. A. Crawford in 
18915 later taken over by Martin Brennan in 1909. It later went out of 
business; was located on Oak Street West east of Fraser Street; was 
‘otherwise occupied and destroyed by fire at time of Queen's Hotel fre 


‘The Grand Union 


A brick building located on MeIntyre Street West and now forms part 
of St. Mary’s Academy at Foran Siret. It was built by John Flanigan 
‘and Salem Desjardins was manager. Patrick Bourke became the owner 
and continued to operate the hotel until it was sold 


‘The Continental 


‘This three-storey brick building was erected in 1907, owned and 
operated by Chamandy Bros,; and known as “The Ceci”. The name 
‘was changed and Jas, Symington was manager of the hotel from 1925 
to 1960, when the property was sold to Mr. & Mrs. N. G. Negusant 
‘The Empire Hotel 

‘This five-storey building of solid brick construction was opened on. 
‘August 27, 1929. The proprietor is “The Empire Hotel Company”— 
‘with Dan Mascioli as President and Elio Mascioli as Secretary—son 
‘and nephew of the first President of the Company. The first president 
fand general manager was Leo Mascioli, and secretary was Pete 
Bardessono, both deceased. The company also owns and operates 
hotels at Timmins and Huntsville. 





‘The Manor Hotel 
‘This building is the former Queen Victoria Memorial Hospital, pur- 
chased from the city by Mike Zaversnuke, modemized and operated 
by him since 1950 as lessee and since 1958 as owner. 
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Other Hotels 


Finally, reference should be made to the “Lakeview Hotel”, owned and 
operated by Wan. Parks who was one of the original pioneers. This was 
1 frame building situated facing Lake Nipissing where the sewage 
<lisposal plant now stands; the approach at that time was along Regina 
Street and over a bridge across Chippewa Creek, It was more the style 
fof a boarding house rather than a hotel 

‘There are three additional hotels in North Bay, namely: The Fraser 
‘House of Fraser Street; the Marlin Hotel on Main Strect East and the 
Parkview Hotel on Oak Street West—but particulars regarding same 
are not available. 








Villa Motel 

Erected in 1954 at 360 Main Street East; owned and operated by 
Hector Larooque. 

Regal Motel 

‘Built in 1957 by Frank DiBartolomeo at 284 Main Street East. 

‘The Sands Motel 

Built by M. E. Dickerson in 1959 at 366 McIntyre Street East. 





Kennedy Agencies Limited 
‘This is a private company conducting a general insurance and real 
estate agency; also a mortgage investment business. 

‘On May 1, 1912, W. K. P. Kennedy in partnership with C. V. Shea 
opened an olfice in the Campbell Block, comer Main and Ferguson 
Streets; Mr, Shea retiring from the business in 1915. In 1913 7. J, 
Patton opened an office in the same building for the same type of 
business. On May 1, 1926, the firm of Patton & Kennedy was formed 
fand carried on business at different locations but finally in the 
‘MeMurchy Building on Fraser Street. On May 31, 1947, T. J. Patton 
decided to retire and sold his interest to W. K. P. Kennedy. The name 
of the firm was changed to Kennedy Agencies Limited, and sons John 
and Peter entered the company, and are now conducting same. 

Growth of the business requiring more space, land at the comer of 
Fraser and Melntyre Streets was purchased and the Kennedy Building 
‘was erected in 1950-1951, With the continued progress of North Bay 
additional office space was necessary to properly service expanding 
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business and so land having been purchased at the opposite comer of 
these streets, a new building erected and presently occupied by the 
firm, providing better service to the public, and what is believed to be 
‘the largest business ofits type in Northern Ontario. 

'A. C. (Duke) Kilgour is manager of the Real Estate Dept. Miss 
Isobel Pappin has been a member of the Kennedy Agencies staff for a 
period of over 30 years. Effective January 1, 1961, the E. L. Banner 
‘Agencies Ltd., was incorporated with Kennedy Agencies; this business

Land east of Chippewa Creck and the C-P.R. was originally taken up 
by man named Metcalfe; west of the creek by John Ferguson, and 
west of Government Road (Algonquin Ave.) by T. & W. Murray; 
they later turned over their interests in the town to Jobn Bourke. 
‘About 1910 a syndicate was formed to subdivide land north of Jane 
Street to City boundary at Norwood Avenue; this was called the 
“Broadview Syndicate” with John Ferguson, A. G. Browning, Geo. 
Gordon and some others. A great many lots were sold, mainly on the 
prospect of the Georgian Bay Canal and eventually the City had to 
take over a large number for tax arrears. 

In 1912 another syndicate was formed to market Tots in the 
‘Township of Widdifield from Norwood Avenue to Reynolds Street. 
A great many lots were sold through Kennedy & Shea, who were selling 
agents for the property and there is no doubt this was also due to the 
‘Canal prospects. The Township took over many of these lots for tax 

John Ferguson also organized a sub-division of the Burrows farm 
bt sales not going well, taxes accumulated and the Township took 
lover for taxes and eventually the property was purchased by D. J. 
Morland and extensive development carried out. 

‘Along the lakeshore from Regina Street south Wm. Parks had 
located some sixty acres, and this became quite valuable, changing 
‘hands principally for summer homes. At the west end of the city 
Robert Gorman owned property south of the C.P.R. and running 
almost up to Duchesnay Creek; this section was known as “Gorman- 
ville” in the eatly days. About 1937 the greater part of this property, 
along the lakeshore was purchased from the Gorman Estate by St. 
Joseph's College. 

In 1954 a sub-division was placed on the market under the name of 
“Pinewood Village” with restrictions applied 10 private dwellings 
ensuring that it would prove to be a desirable residential section of the 
city. The district has been popular and many fine residences have been 
erected. 

Out on Trout Lake Road the Department of Veterans’ Affairs 
‘opened a sub-division for allocation to veterans who wished to erect 
a private dwelling and this has been well developed. Also off Trout 
Lake Road to the north a syndicate opened up a sub-division called 
“Eastview”, and atthe extreme end of Jane Street, opposite Pinewood,

While the operations of this company are now conducted at Temagami, 
where they are closer to their timber limits, they have always been 
considered a North Bay institution as the owners have long been 
residents of the city and active in its affairs. This lumber firm was 
founded by Wm. Milne Sr. in Ethel Township, Bruce County in the 
year 1871, Then he moved to Trout Creck where operations were 
carried on from 1896 to 1900. In 1900 a mill which had previously 
operated at Corbeil, was moved to Trout Mills, where with the 
assistance of his two sons, Fred and William H., operations went on 
continuously until 1935, the logs being brought in over the Ontario 
Northland Railway and from down Trout Lake. Due to the exhaustion 
of available timber supplies for the mill at Trout Mills, it was decided 
to construct a modern plant at Temagami and this was duly completed 

On the death of William Milne Se., Fred and Col. W. H. Milne 
became owners of the company. Eventually they sold ther interest to 
Donald W. Milne (son of Col. W. H.) and J. W. McNutt (son-in-law 
of Fred). In the period 1946 to 1955, when they were operating 
together, The Great Northern Woods Co. Ltd, the Oakville Lumber 
Co, Ltd,, Lakeview Forest Products Ltd. (a wholesale outlet) were 
born. In 1955 Don Milne sold his interest in the company to J. W. 
‘McNutt and the R. Laidlaw Lumber Co, Ltd. who are the present 
‘owners as well as two subsidiaries—the Moose Lake Timber Ltd., and 
A. B, Gordon Limited, the later being purchased in 1959. The R. 
Laidlaw Lumber Co. Ltd. took over Great Northern Woods Co. Ltd, 
and the Oakville Lumber Co, Ltd. 


Standard Planing Mills & Lumber Co. Ltd. 


This organization really commenced about 1907 when Jes. A. Cole 
operated a planing mill and sash and door factory which was taken

Thirty years later, in 
1955, he constructed a building for his plant to meet the requirements 
of his greatly extended business, He manufactures, at 240 Mattawa St, 
signs, neon and plastic, photo engraving, displays, a silk screen 
process and at present employs twenty people.

Hugh A. McEwen saw the opportunity for a bronze foundry in this 
area and became imbued with the desire to create a new industry for 
Northern Ontario.

The 
necessary building was erected and extended to meet requirements as 
business progressed, 

On July 4, 1929, a charter was granted to H. A. McEwen and 
George Rahn as senior members of the firm. The company manufac- 
tures all types of bronze articles and customers include all the principal 
industries inthe district, As an illustration ofthe extent of this business, 
for one company alone they require the stocking of patterns for over 
‘one thousand different bronze castings as well as supplying babbitt for 
what is reputedly the largest babbitted bearing in the world. Originally 
the company purchased ingot metals but now has a refinery which 
‘melts, in modern oil-fired furnaces, large quantities of non-ferrous 
scrap, 

On the death of H. W. McEwen in 1958, his son, Robert H. McEwen 
became president of the company, having been with the firm since 
1934 This was the same year Orville McKerrow, secretary-treasurer, 
joined the company. Ervin J. Pennock, with the firm since 1948, is 
‘sales manager. In 1954 it was decided to operate a plastics division 
and the services of James E. McEwen, who serves as manager, were 
secured. 

Starting with a staff of four, there are now sixty employed and sales 
hhave increased to such an extent that one month's production exceeds 
that of any one ofthe fist five years. The company is proud of the part 
itis playing in northern industry, doing business with firms from the 
‘old fields of Manitoba to the iron ranges of Labrador.

‘This is a wholly-owned subsidiary of the E. J. Longyear Company, 
Minneapolis, Minn., which had its beginning in 1889 when E. J. 
Longyear moved the frst diamond core drill on to the Messabi iron 
range, in Minnesota 
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‘The company came to Canada in 1928 with a branch office and 
warehouse at Halleybury. Canadian Longyear was incorporated on 
Dominion charter in October, 1930, and a small manufacturing shop 
‘was built on Regina Steet, North Bay near Lake Nipissing. Until 
1946 the company manufactured diamond core drills and related 
‘equipment and supplies. During 1946 they organized a contract drilling 

sion and presently the company manufactures a wide range of 
diamond core drills, industrial diamond drills, soil and foundation test 
rigs and related supplies. 

Tn 1947 there was need for expanded facilities so a site on Main 
Street West was procured where new and modern premises were 
constructed, Again, in 1957, addition was made to the plant which 
now has 28,000 sq.ft. of building space occupying an entire city block. 

Early in 1957 they entered into arrangements with Christensen 
Diamond Products Company of Salt Lake City, Utah, for the manu- 
facture of Longyeat-Christensen diamond bits and related units. The 
company also has an industrial department, handling several well 
known lines on a distributorship basis and in addition has progressed 
in the contract diamond driling field.

Commenced operation on May 29, 1941, to manufacture the Craig 
detachable steel bit which had been invented by Ernest Craig and his 
brother, Robert J. Craig. In 1952 the Joy Manufacturing Company 
fof Pittsburgh acquired a controlling interest in the company and 
transferred same to its subsidiary, Joy Manufacturing Company 
(Canada) Limited, of Galt, Ont. Joy handle all sales of Craig products. 
‘The company have added a number of new lines to their plant and 
have made extensive improvements to same, John W. Chapman is

‘This company was organized in 1954 by R. J. Minogue and manu- 
factures a diamond drill machine, invented by him, for easy transport 
by prospectors. Seven full-time people are employed. The plant is 
located on Hammond Street. 


[Nipissing Boat Company Ltd. 


Inthe early years of North Bay a small boatbuilding works was owned 
‘and operated by J. G. Crews. After his death the MeCubbin far 
‘continued with the business, which was located on Lake Nipissing at 
the Government Wharf. A MeCubbin boat was recognized as a first 
class product and many are still in use. For some time North Bay had 
to depend on the Giesler Boat Works st Powassan, although they 
were an inland operation, 

‘Then, in 1945, Allan M. Bishop organized the above company 
‘and is now said to be Canada's second largest builder of cedar-strip 
watercraft, The plant is located in West Ferris and while not on the 
Ink, is very close to it. The compuny started with 600 sq.ft. of floor 
space and has expanded until over 13,000 sq. ft. is now required, 
producing approximately 900 boats per annum, ranging from 14 ft 
runabouts to 224 ft, cabin cruisers. By their constant standard of 
‘good quality and fine workmanship the name of “Nipissing” now stands 
high in the field of boating throughout the length and breadth of 
Canada, §. K. Hewson is the manager of the company. 





LB. Christie Lumber Co, Limited 


‘This company was organized in 1948 and operates a saw mill business 
‘on Martin River, Township of Sisk. L. B. Christi isthe oldest active

‘Timber Company at Callander in 1927. About the year 1929, he was 
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president of the Ontario White Pine Bureau. He operated a mill at 
Callander and also at Rutherglen in the early days, and opened an 
(office in North Bay in 1941 at 348 Fraser Street. 


Great Northern Woods Co. Limited 


Charter was obtained June 1, 1949. The company was formed to 
process timber which had been damaged by forest fie and reclaimed 
by different saw mills inthe neighborhood.

‘outright the Sudbury Diamond Drilling Co, Ltd. ia North Bay, and 
the executive office of Inspiration was moved from Amos, Que., to 
Toronto, with Kenneth A. Davis as general manager. Following the 
‘war the office was moved to North Bay in 1950 under the general 
‘management of Karl Graber who had been comptroller of the company 
from 1945, In 1956, ten thousand square feet of manufacturing space 
twas added to the premises and the company now manufactures 

famond driling supplies forthe mining trade, for its own use and for 
re-sale 

Under the name Temiskaming-Inspiration, in partnership with 
‘Temiskaming Construction Ltd. of Haileybury, a very active and 
extensive contracting operation is being carried on in the mining field 
‘where mining and tunnelling work is conducted under contract. 

Inspiration carried out the intial financing of Beaucage Mines in 
which columbium-aranium properties were discovered in 1954 on 
islands in Lake Nipissing. The venture was continued in partnership 
with Consolidated Mining & Smelting and Power Corporation since 
that time. While it appears a financially proftable ore body exists on 
these islands, the future development ofthis enterprise is being delayed 
by the somewhat cloudy economic future of the metal columbium. 
Karl Graber is now vice-president and general manager of this 
company.

Limited” and in 1955 the name was changed to the above. They handle 
the distribution of gas throughout the north country, shipping as far 
north as Moosonee for commercial use, private dwellings and summer 
resorts. Management of the company has been under Emmett and 
Gordon Ruddy since commencement. 


Beaucage Mines Limited 


Jn 1952 two prospectors, James J. Kenmey and Martin VanCticaf, 
uncovered a mineral deposit on one of the Manitou Islands in Lake 
Nipissing and as a consequence there was great excitement throughout 
the area. All types of prospective miners were covering the country for 
ales around in an endeavour to locate other deposits that would make 
them millionaires overnight. Even the strets of North Bay were being 
worked over by geiger counters, but unfortunately without result. 

Tn 1953 Beaueage Mines Limited was incorporated and over 4,000 
‘acres of land and water, including and surrounding the Manitou Tslands, 
secured under lease for mining development. The mineral consisted 
of columbium, in very large tonnage and not too difficult to mine. A 
‘complete mining camp was set up, development proceeded, and 
eventually a pilot plant was erected on the shore of Lake Nipissing a 
{ew miles west of North Bay for the purpose of testing and separating 
‘the mineral from the rock. This operation proved successful but the 
market for columbium not being active, the work at the time was 
discontinued until more favorable circumstances arise. North Bay is 
hoping the day is not too far distant when operations will be resumed, 





‘Scott Hydraulic & Pneumatic Limited 
‘This business established in 1950 by Charles Scott under the name of 
Scott Enterprises. It was duly incorporated in 1953. Their operation 
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consists principally in manufacture of air hydraulic cylinders of their 
‘own design and product. Premises are located on Highway 11 just 
north of city.

Known as “Nipissing Works” and located in the Township of West 
Ferris, the construction was commenced in 1955.

The location 
for the company was obtained by A. C. (Duke) Kilgour, manager of 
the Real Estate Department of Kennedy Agencies Limited, and he 
‘was instructed to find a ste that would not only be suitable for their 
operation but would lend itself to good landscaping.

In 1925 an amalgamation of various grocery companies took place 
under the name of National Grocers Company Limited with head 
office at Toroato. Archie Foster was named president, Lorne McNally, 
who was sales manager at North Bay, was later transferred to Toronto 
in the same capacity, and in due time became president and general 
‘manager. The brick building on Wyld Street was built in 1911 and 
in 1960 the original warehouse was torn down and replaced by a new 
building 70 x 73 ft. including a covered loading area. From the year

forty-eight years. In 1940 Lester Zufelt took over as manager, and is 
still in charge.

"The construction of a 60-mile branch of the C.P.R. from Kipaws, 
Que., to Anglers, Que,, was duly completed at end of 1923 under 
Jos. M. Bourke as general manager and T, D. Girvan in charge of 
‘branch offices. The company was reorganized at this time: the firm 
‘consisting of Messrs. Angus, McAuslan, Anderson, Armstrong and 
Bourke. In 1927 H. J. McAuslan was elected president, and T. D. 
Girvan seeretary-treasurer. During the years many phases of construc- 
tion were carried out for all the railways, Department of Highways, 
Department of Transport, and miscellaneous projects. This included 
38 miles of railway from Cheminis, Ont., to Rouyn, Que,, for the

CHAPTER 11 


Community Interests 


‘The Press 


In the village, town or city the newspaper is an important institution 
It not only reflects the life and thought of the community but is 
formative influence in the production of that life and thought. In 
addition, itis a channel for businessmen and others to place before 
the people the opportunites available for trade and employment. 

TThe first printing press was operated in a tent by Stewart Huntington 
(father of Percy Huntington) in 1885 and was called The Nipissing 
Times. In 1890 the paper was taken over by Norman Phelps and 
renamed The North Bay Times, the office being the present location 
of the Arcadian Grill on Main Street East. The paper continued in 
circulation until 1931, when the owner retired. In 1892 the Despatch 
was published by G. R. Osbome; this was taken over by G. H. Newton 
and renamed The Despatch and Tribune and located on Main Street 
East where Deluxe Taxi stand is situated. In 1907 A. G. Davie was 
the proprietor and eventually publication was suspended. In 1915 
Jos, Pratt issued a small paper called The Gateway City News, which 
‘continued until 1927, but at ieregular intervals. There was another 
small publication called “The Booster”, which might be termed a 
critical review of the times but it did not earry on very long. 

In 1921 The Cobalt Nugget decided to come to North Bay and the 
next year, 1922, the paper was purchased by W. E. Mason of Sudbury. 
For a number of years the ofice and plant was located at the corner of 
(ak Street West and Ninth Street (present location of MacDonald & 
‘Son Limited), the paper being published twice a week, Some time later 
‘Mr, Mason purchased the Pacific Hotel (now St. Regis) building and 
‘moved the printing plant to a section of that building. The paper was 
published for a time bi-weekly, then became a tri-weekly. 

(On the death of Mr. Mason in 1948 the Nugger employees became 
formal owners of the paper, having purchased it for approximately 
'$240,000, Directors of the new company were J. F. Grainger, president 
‘and publisher; C, M. Fellman, vice-president and managing editor;

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J.A. Beatty, vice-president and plant manager; J. B. Jessup, director 
land news editor; and G. W. Justice, secretary-tressurer. This was 
Canada’s only employee-owned newspaper. On March 1, 1941, the 
paper became a daily and, in 1955, a modern building was erected on 
Worthington Street West, In 1956, in order to undertake necessary 
expansion commensurate with the growth and progress of North Bay 
‘and district, the paper became the property of the Southam Newspaper 
family, a group of dailies across Canada. The same staff is in charge of 
the publication and operates as an independent unit with full liberty 
to the editors. On July 30, 1960, the paper published a souvenir 
edition of 120 pages covering 75 years of community progress, truly 
1 remarkable production, 

Some time previous to 1934, a weekly The Capitol News was 
published by Harry Thorpe at an old dwelling on Front Street. In 1936 
it was purchased by Don Dunbar and the name was changed to North 
Bay News. The plant was moved to the south side of Main Street 
between Ferguson and Fraser Streets. Later the publication was sold 
to Bill Elis. It eventually went out of business in competition with 
‘The Nugget. The original issue was set on a single linotype and run off 
‘on an old lat-bed, hand-fed press and was distributed free on Thursday 


of each week to every house in town. Its interesting to note that one 
of our city’s prominent journalists, Bruce McLeod, started as a writer 
with this publication, while still attending collegiate, and published his 
book-length novel 96 Hours With Murder as a weekly serial, 


FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS 
‘Traders Bank 

‘This was the first bank to open in North Bay and was established 
March 18, 1895, under the management of L. P. Snyder. In 1900

The founder of this organization is 
Roy H. Thomson, now the head of a vast empire of radio and T.V. 
stations and newspapers. At this time he had a warehouse on Oak 
Street West for the handling of automobile parts and radios, and he 
decided a radio station was a must. He proceeded to accomplish this, 
hiring Jack Bamaby to construct the plant, which was located in the 
Capitol Theatre building. In 1931, the station was ready for business. 
‘This was the pioneer station of Northern Ontario, starting with a 
‘50-watt transmitter. Today the power output is 10,000 watts. 

‘The plant was moved to premises across the sireet from the Capitol 
‘Theatre. In 1949 the station was located at corner of Fraser and First 
‘Avenue. In 1960, Mr. Thomson bought the North Bay T:Y. station 
‘and merged the two enterprises. The station employs 22 people and 
the managers have been: Stan Burnett, 2 years; Tom Darling, 6 years; 
Clift Pickrem, 6 years; Keith Packer, 7 years; Harry Edgar, 2 years; 
and presently in charge, Harvey Freeman. 


(CKGN—TV—Channet 10 

Operated by Tel-Ad Co, Limited and incorporated September 8, 1955, 
the station went on the air December 19, 1956, and is located on 
Burford Hill, Callander, Ontatio, ten miles south of North Bay on

‘The Bell Telephone Company of Canada 


‘This company may be considered one ofthe principal industries of our 
city with presently over 300 employees, 10,484 customers and 14,985. 
telephones in use, The company was incorporated in 1880 and opened 
an office in North Bay in 1886 with 15 subscribers on a three-year 
‘contract at $25 each, or $30 per year. It does not appeat to have been 
‘a profitable venture, as it was abandoned in 1890 as being premature. 

‘As a matter of fact it would appear the Canadian operation at that 
time was having financial trouble judging by a letter President Chas. F. 
Size wrote to a friend in 1881: “I will say to you confidentially that we 
fare now working solely on money loaned the company by me from my 
personal funds, Of course this will right itself but I would like to sell 
alittle more stock and see the bank account in better shape.” 

All we have to do now is take a look at their latest financial statement 
to appreciate the vast operation of this company. In 1902 North Bay 
office was again opened in the Rorabeck Drug Store on Main Street 
‘West. A. C. Rorabeck was the agent in charge, with Miss Maude 
Beatty (now Mrs. Jas. Biggs) the first operator. At that time there 
‘were 30 subseribers on a $0-line switchboard, among them being John 
Ferguson, D. J. McKeown, A. J. Young, G. W. Hutcheson, Dr. A. 
McMurehy, Dr. J, B. Carruthers, E. H. Shepherd, R. Rankin, R 
Bunyan, McIntosh & Hill, Wm. MeKenzie, Wm. McDonald, John 
Blanchet, N. Phelps, J. W. Richardson. In 1904 the office was moved 
from the drug store to premises upstairs and a 24-hour service was 
‘inaugurated. 

Growth of the business soon made necessary the erection of a 
suitable building for the extensive equipment needed, and more 
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particularly the handling of long distance calls, and this was provided 
fon MeIntyre Street West in 1912-14, In 1927 a third storey was added 
to the building and in 1946, a three-storey addition was built, North 
Bay having become headquarters for the Northern Ontario district in 
1945. In 1956 an additional new building was constructed at the 
comer of MeIntyre and Cassells Strets to take care of the install 
of the dial system. The same year equipment was installed for a 
Micro-Wave tower to handle television business and long distance 
calls. In 1960 the company started construction on a two- and 
three-storey building between the first building on McIntyre Street 
and the one at corner of Cassells Stret, the company’s property taking 
up over 300 ft. frontage on McIntyre Street. It is expected this new 
building will be ready for occupancy in 1961. 

It might here be noted that in April of 1936, Miss Alice and Albert 
Shepherd were able to make a ship-to-shore eal to their mother, Mrs. 
‘Shepherd, on the Empress of Britain. Managers in charge of North Bay

‘Hydro-Electrie Power Commission 


In 1947 North Bay became the headquarters of what is known as the 
Northeastern Region; the boundaries extending from South River to 
James Bay and from Mattawa to White River, an area of 104,599 
square miles. An office was opened at 40S Main Street West on 
June 25, 1948, with H.R. D. Graham as manager, and he is sil in 
‘charge. On November 14, 1956, the staff moved to the new building 
constructed on Shaw Street, which had been found necessary to take 
care of the growth of Hydro throughout the district. There are 172 
employees attached to the regional staf 

‘The City of North Bay, Town of Powassan and Village of Callander 
together with North Bay and Powassan rural power districts comprise 
the “Nipissing District”. The North Bay rural area now covers 
approximately 3,500 square miles, extending from Mattawa to Laronde 
Creek, and from South River to Sisk Township on Highway 11 north, 
‘There are 54 townships in the area, of which 15 are organized, and 
service is given in 31 of them. The original headquarters for the North 
Bay rural operating area was in the Homestead Block, Main Street 
‘West; then in 1949 it was moved to 141 Main Street East and now is 
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established in the regional office building on Shaw Stret. This branch 
‘of Hydro is under the management of C. E. Dillon, and presently 
‘employs 124 people. 

Electricity supplied the area today is generated at the Nipissing, 
Bingham Chutes and Elliott Chutes generating station on the South 
River or the Otto Holden station on the Ottawa River. However, the 
electric system of Ontario isso connected that power generated at any 
of the plants can find its way to the North Bay district whenever 
required, 








Hospitals 


‘Queen Victoria Memorial Hospital 
In 1899 The Victorian Ordet of Nurses for Canada established one of, 
their cottage hospitals and placed a nurse in charge. In 1900 a com- 
mittee was set up to supervise organization and operation and the 
following were named: Messrs. J. M. McNamara, G. W. Hutcheson, 
W. McKenzie, W. W. Smith, T. N. Colgan, Dr. Carruthers, Dr. Mc 
Marchy, Mrs. N. Phelps, Mrs. H. C. Varin, Mrs. A. G. Browning, 
Mrs. J.C. Detlor, Mrs, Geo, Leach, with nurse Margaret D. Kelman. 
In 1902 a temporary hospital was opened and in 1904 the Queen 
Victoria Memorial Hospital came into being on the site where the 
Manor Hotel now stands. Additions were made to the building in 1907 
‘and 1910, bringing the accommodation to forty-six beds and ten 
bassinets. 

In 1924 the V.ON, severed their connection with all their hospitals 
and consequently North Bay had to take over. The hospital served as, 
a training school until 1933. Eventually, in 1949, due to growth of the 
district, permission was secured to proceed with the construction of a 
now hospital of 100 beds to provide the required accommodation, and 
action was taken accordingly. During all this time the Women's 
Auxiliary, organized around 1908, was active in advancing the cause 
fof hospital care and raising funds for equipment and services. They 
‘eventually furnished and equipped a nurses’ residence, which had 
been purchased by the city immediately opposite the hospital site. In 
1928 they gave the first X-Ray equipment to the hospital. 

Presidents of the Auxiliary from 1908 have been: Mrs. D. Purvis, 
Mrs. J. C. Detlor, Mrs, G. S. Soutar, Mrs. Geo. Leach, Mrs, Geo. 
Ingram, Mrs. Rupert Leach, Mrs. Mark Douglas, Mrs. W. Larden, 
Mrs, E, E, Wonch, Mrs. L. Tindall, Mrs. P. H. Torrance. Its interest- 
ing to note that in 1910 the auxiliary undertook to raise funds by 
putting on a play, Queen Zephra, in the then new Royal Theatre on 
May 25, 26, 27 and 28. At that time Mrs. G. S. Soutar was president; 
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Mrs. Geo. Hutcheson, vice-president; Mrs. P. Bourke, 2nd vice-presi- 
dent; Mrs. C. E, Hammond, secretary, Mrs. D. Purvis, treasurer, and 
‘executive, Mrs. Weegar, Mrs. Colgan, Mrs. Leach, Mrs. McCluskey, 
Mrs. Metcalf and Mrs, Alexander. Inthe cast were Mrs. A. E. Ranney, 
Cora Campbell, Helene Ryan, Carl Weegar, Jack Faught and Frank 
‘Young. Another programme was in 1917 and the play Lady Winde 
‘mere's Fan. Mrs. Georgina Parks had the leading role and others were 
Joe Johnston, Percy Huntington, Ruby Nott, Pearl McGee, Martha 
‘Clement and Dora Thomas,

North Bay 
In 1949, authority having been granted to proceed with the construc- 
tion of a modern hospital, the present ste was chosen and in due course 
tho official opening of the North Bay Civic Hospital took place on 
‘Sunday, April 8, 1951. In 1956 it was found necessary to greatly expand 
Taboratory facilities and a resident pathologist was engaged. The hos- 
pital provides accommodation for 108 beds and 20 bassinets for the 


jc Hospital 
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‘care of medical, surgical, maternity, nursery and pediatric patients 
Other related services include operating rooms, emergency room, 
X-Ray, pharmacy and central supply. Modern facilities are also avail- 
able in the laundry, boiler room, dict kitchen, housskeeping and 


‘maintenance quarters. 
‘The hospital is governed by a board appointed by the city cour 
with Mr. H, W, Smith as administrator. It should be here noted that 
‘Messrs. K. M, Valin, Wm. Waiser and J. Chapman have served on 
this board continuously since 1949. The tenth anniversary occurred 
‘on April 8, 1961; Steve Kazra, a member of the staff since 1923, had 
the honor of cutting the special anniversary cake. Of the present staft 
nineteen have been with the hospital for the ten-year period. 

‘During that time 40,000 patients have been admitted, representing 
about 380,000 patient days. There have been 6,000 births; doctors 
have performed 12,000 operations and 10,000 emergency cases have 
been attended to. The x-ray technicians have made 60,000 examina 
tions and during the past five years the laboratory staff have completed 
100,000 tests. In 1951 the salaries of nurses ranged from $170 to 
‘$185 per month and now go from $280 to $310, with working hours 
reduced to forty per week. Total salaries in 1951 were $169,000 and 
for 1960 were $490,159. 





St. Joseph's General Hospital 
‘As submitted by Rev. Sister Paula 

‘North Bay i justly proud of ths ultra-modern institution which is built 
‘on a promontory overlooking both the city and beautiful Lake Nipis- 
sing. This public general hospital, subject to the Ontario Provincial 
Government and the regulations of the Ontario Hospital Services 
Commission, is administered by the Sisters of St. Joseph and has 
received full accreditation according to the standards of The Canadian 
Council on Hospital Accreditation. It opens its doors day and 

to all suffering humanity of every colour, race and creed. 

On October 7, 1931, His Late Excellency, Most Reverend D. J. 
Scollard, D.D., officially opened a ninoty-bed hospital on the present 
site, His words that day expressed the policy which the Sisters of St. 
Joseph in their many hospitals continue to follow: “The hospital is, 
and must continue to be, a public general hospital—all its patients 
shall have fall liberty to obtain spiritual help and consolation from 
whatever spiritual guide they prefer.” 

The expansion of North Bay and consequent increase of need for 
hospital facilities required an addition to the building in 1948, This 
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proved inadequate and within a decade further expansion was under- 
taken, On September 24, 1957, His Late Excellency, Most Reverend 
R.H. Dignan, D.D,, presided at an impressive ceremony attended by 
Premier Leslie Frost and he opened to the public a new million dollar 
‘wing. This addition provided adequate accommodation for adminis- 
trative, radiological, pathological, operating room, and dietary ser- 
vices. The existing building was entirely renovated at this time, and on 
completion provided bedside care for 217 patients, There are 315 
employees on our payroll 

With the rapid growth of the North Bay area, the maternity and 
nursery service proved inadequate and on June 1, 1959, the former 
“Richardson Residence”, 735 McLaren Street, with its beautiful sur- 
rounding property, was purchased to be used as a Nursing Sisters’ 
residence. Upon vacation of the nursing Sisters from the fifth floor west 
‘wing of the hospital, a renovating programme was initiated to re~ 
construct that area into wards for hospital care. Upon completion of 
this project, the hospital will accommodate 250 patients. 

Synonymous with the history of St. Joseph's General Hospital is 
‘Reverend Mother St. Philip, the first Superintendent. Mother St. Philip 
acted untiingly in administrative and advisory capacities from the 
time of the initial excavation on July 6, 1930, until the hospital was 
‘opened tothe public in October of the following year. Mother St. Philip 
continued in the capacity of Hospital Superintendent until August of 
1940, Mother St. Philip has been succeeded in order, by Rev. Sister 
Melanie, Rev. Sister Thomasina, Rev. Sister Mary Alice, Rev. Sister 
St. Camillus, Rev. Sister Joan, and Rev. Sister Paula whois the present 
‘Administrator. 

Tn conjunction with the hospital a School of Nursing was established. 
‘The first classes were under the direction of Rev. Sister Felicitas, who 
continued as Director of Nurses until 1946, Sister was succeeded by 
Rev. Sister St, Camillus, Rev. Sister Michaela, Rev, Sister St. Louis 
and Rev. Sister Sheila who is the present Director of Nursing. The 
School of Nursing is fully approved and under the jurisdiction of the 
Ontario Department of Health, Since the opening of the School, two 
bbundred and seventy-five nurses have completed their course and are 
now Registered Narses in the Province of Ontario. At the present 
time there are sixty-six students in residence. 

"The goodwill of the people of North Bay has always been reflected 
in the moral support given by the Advisory Board to the hospital. The 
fist president was the late Senator Gordon, and his co-members were 
Mr. George Lee, Mrs, William M. Flannery, Mr. John Blanchette and 
Mr, J.B. Cholette. These public spirited citizens, as members of the 
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Board, worked closely with the administration of the hospital to give 
{o the community the best in hospital service. The Board of Directors 
today is comprised of the following members:

In 1951 emerged the Advisory Board of the School of Nursing with 
Mr. Roy Harris as first Chairman, Since then Mr, Ernest Follis and 
Mr. Kenneth Barry have served as Chairman, Mr. J. Maroosis is the 
present Chairman of this most essential Board of the School of Nursing 
‘This Board acts in an advisory capacity in the direction of the educa 
tional and recreational programmes of the student nurses. 








‘The Ontario Hospital 
Located in the Township of Widdlifield this institution was officially 
‘opened October 15, 1957 by John Chaput, M.P.P. The hospital has 
accommodation for 760 beds with a staff of approximately 300. The 
hospital serves the districts of Muskoka, Parry Sound, Nipissing, Sud 
‘bury, Manitoulin, Temiskaming and Cochrane—a population of 
430,000 people, The hospital was constructed for the treatment of 
the mentally ill and is arranged to treat all forms of emotional illness 
[Not only are there clinical facilites available but also occupational 
and industrial therapy are used to rehabilitate the patients, so that they 
are propared to retur to their homes and occupations. W. H. Weber, 
MBB, has been Superintendent since commencement. 


Victorian Order of Nurses 


Founded in Canada in 1897 by Lady Aberdeen, wife of the Governor- 
General. The local branch at North Bay was organized in 1912 at a 
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public meeting on November 14, when on motion of Mrs. A. C 
Rorabeck and Mrs, J. E. Young the branch was launched and one 
nurse employed, In 1913 a second nurse was requested. In 1960 two 
‘nurses, each with an automobile, are doing excellent work and being 
kept busy

As a Judge, his office in the old Registry Office building was 
formally opened in November, 1960, by Attorney-General Roberts, 
who expressed his appreciation of the service being rendered society 
in this court by the judge, the superintendent of the Children’s Aid 
Society and all officers connected with it. 
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‘A Judicial Story 

By George E. Wallace, Q.C. 

‘The judicial progress of a community is not usually considered very 
interesting reading, but the story of the formation and growth of the 
Judicial District of Nipissing places a panorama of colourful events 
‘and personalities before those who may pause to peruse it and many 
persons still alive may smile at the recollections it inspires. 

‘Out tale begins, of course, with the building of the McFarland 
‘Cabin some time before 1881. A eabin, which before the arrival of the 
railway, served the role of hostel to prospectors, traders and mission- 
aries and even a marrying place for members of the Indian tribes in 
the area, As the railway advanced toward the city those associated 
with its construction moved into the area. Among the first was John 
Ferguson, It was he who created the name “North Bay” and lived to 
see it designate this prosperous city in spite of his Inter efforts t0 
change it. 

‘The incident that gave the name to this city arose in 1882 before 
the railrond was ia operation. Mr. Ferguson was erecting the first 
shingled house in the area atthe time and it is said that the supplies 
that he had brought up from Pembroke, with a great deal of difculty, 
arrived at the camp but the very necessary nails were not included, 
Mr. Ferguson, in trying to coavey to his supplier the designation for 
this shipment used the term “The North Bay of Lake Nipissing”. This 
‘manner of designation became a habit and more supplies were for- 
warded to the growing community and North Bay became a reality, 

‘The area at this time was a part of the Judicial District of Parry 
‘Sound but was included in the Legislative District of Renfrew for 
‘purposes of representation in the Ontario Legislature. After the arival 
Of the first trains its importance was acknowledged in 1886 by the 
establishment of a Land Recorders Office and the erection of a Jail, 
‘The Recording Office was the direct result ofthe efforts of those who 
had interest in land speculation as a result of the railway’s announce- 
‘ment that this would be a divisional point, Iti interesting to note that 
Jolin Ferguson lad acquired two township lots and Mr. Thomas Mur- 
ray, the Member for Renfrew, had also acquired property prior to the 
‘establishment of the divisional point. It is perhaps not surprising that 
fa Recording Office was secured under the circumstances. Mr. J. D. 
‘Cockburn of Sturgeon Falls was Crown Lands Agent for the Township 
of Widdifield and for Sudbury Township from 1884-1895. W. J. 
Parsons was the first Crown Lands Agent in North Bay. 

"The jal in question was a hand-hewn log building which was located 
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‘on Wyld Street opposite the present Continental Hotel, a building 
Which stood until a very short time ago camouflaged with siding and 
‘occupied as a residence, It is not clear who the parties were who were 
successful in obtaining the jail (there were no lawyers in town at the 
time) but in any event it would appear that prisoners were very hos- 
pitably treated, and on occasions were found proceeding up town 
to find out why their meals had not been delivered to them. 

In 1888 the fist lawyer, A. G. Browning, B.A., K.C., arrived in 
North Bay and he was followed in the same year by John M, Me~ 
Namara, The early hand-written documents of these two men evidence 
the energy and care they put into their practice. Their penmanship 
made these documents not only legible but works of art. It would 
‘appear that this course has been dropped from the syllabus ofthe Law 
‘School 

[Both these lawyers took a leading part in community affairs; Mr 
Browning being appointed Crown Attorney in 1888 and later acted as 
chairman of the High School Board. He was one of those responsible 
for the formation of the Public Library and became president of the 
District Agricultural Association and the Board of Trade. 

Mr. MeNamara served on council for two years and a term as mayor 
‘of the municipality. He also served on the High School Board and later 
‘was appointed District Court Judge at Pembroke which position he 
resigned to become chaieman of the Liquor Control Board of the pro- 
vince, Residents of Trout Lake may still appreciate something of the 
Tudge’s personality by viewing the site he chose for his cottage many 
‘years ago, where Members of the Bar were treated to his hospitality 
‘on many occasions. 

In 1885 the Township of Widdificld was given legal status and 
named after Doctor Widdifild, the then Sheriff of York County. In 
‘order to qualify there had to be sixty voters under the existing lepis- 
lation. There were no lawyers yet in the area but even without their 
assistance it was noticed that the Act did not say where the sity voters 
‘must come from, so twenty were borrowed from what is now the Town- 
ship of Ferris and the desired Bill obtained, 

Very shortly after the formation of the Township of Widdltield it 
became a subject of debate whether the township's taxes were not 
being diverted too much in the interests of the built-up area around the 
station and in 1888, possibly inspired by the abundant legal counsel 
that arrived in the community in that year, application was made to 
incorporate North Bay as a town, This was successful, but imagine 
North Bay not wanting to be one with Widdifeld. Times mast have 
been different thent 
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In 1889 an Act was passed creating Nipissing a District for purposes 
of representation in the Ontario House thus removing it from the Rid- 
ing of Mr. Murray in Renfrew. However, perhaps to console Mr. 
‘Murray in his loss of this important territory it was in the same year 
that the Crown purchased from him the site of the present Court House 
‘and Registry Ofice buildings. Full credit must be given to Mr, Mur- 
ray's powers of persuasion when one realizes that the property was 
purchased and our present Court House building erected while the 
‘area was tll part of the Judicial District of Parry Sound and no decision 
‘had been made either to separate it therefrom or to choose a County 
‘Town, The Court House building was built as it stands today with the 
exception of the Judge's Chambers and jail cells located in the rear 
portion which were removed in 1939 and replaced by offices. 

Tn 1895, during the reign of Sir Charles Tupper, the Judicial District 
of Nipissing was created. Ths extended {com just south of Mattawa to 
Hudson Bay and from Chapleau to the Quebec border. Mattawa was 
the largest communty in the district and both the Provincial Member, 
ohn Loughlin, and the Federal Member, J.B. Klock, first representa- 
tives of the Legislative District of Nipissing, came from this town, 

‘Sturgeon Falls had also progressed as a lumbering community, being 
second in size to Mattawa; North Bay was third and Sudbury was the 
smallest, When the question of the location of a County Town came 
‘up for decision all three centres felt that they were entitled; North Bay, 
‘basing its claim largely on the existing Court House, which advantage 
‘was vigorously promoted by the land owners of the area. The struggle 
became a eal battle between the three communities, which proves that 
history is educational, Finally the Government decided to save itself 
from further embarrassment and to call for a vote (a vote, not a ques- 
tion). On March 14, 1895, this matter was submitted to the electorate. 
On the first ballot North Bay won by 177 votes under circumstances, 
considered suspicious to the other municipalities. Mattawa called for 
Another election and it was so directed. At this stage Sturgeon Falls 
‘dropped out and threw its support to Mattawa, all but twenty-four votes 
that is. As fate would have it these twenty-four votes east at Sturgeon 
Falls in favour of North Bay created a majority of eight for North Bay, 
and North Bay has just been waiting to show its gratitude to Sturgeon 
Falls ever since. 

‘A review of the balloting inthe second contest showed that Mattawa 
had east fewer votes on the second occasion when it was making an 
all-out effort to win, than on the fist. Tt was suggested by some that in 
view of the heat of the controversy that some who voted the fist time 
could not stand a second resurrection. 
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‘This was the setting of the stage upon which strode Joseph Alphonse 
Valin, rs Judge ofthe new Distt, He was a native of County Port 
neut, Quebec, and had been practising in Ottawa, The Bar, at the 
time of his appointment, consisted of Messrs, Brovining and Mc- 
Namara and P. A.C. Larose and H. D, Leask who had been practising 
a Sturgeon Falls prio to entering into partnership with Mr Browning. 
Shortly after mecting the Judge, Larose decided that his fortune could 
be more easly won farther north and became co-discoverer of the 
Larose Mine which accomplished in good measure what he had ia ind, 

‘Me, H. C. Varin was appointed the first Sherif! and Thomas J. 
Bourke the fis district Court Clerk 

Many colourful stories are told ofthe Judge, ofthe hardships he 
endured during his early yeas on the bench, of his attire at that time 
consisting of mackinaw jackets, fur caps and big boots, and of his ever 
present dogs. Its hoped tha his experiences may yet be recorded as 
‘they form an essential pat of the history of the area. We do know that 
he found it necessary on many occasion, to sleep in stations when 
freight wains got him into the setlements on his circuit during the 
night hous, and we know that he was not hesitant on expressing his 
views in cout or out oft and that his salary was the magnificent sum 
(0f $2,500 per year. 

‘Among those who practised before Judge Valin was George A. 
McGaughey, a gold medalist in politcal science from Queen's Uni 
versity, who arrived in North Bay in 1904 and opened a practice in 
partnership with James H, MeCuzry who came tothe town inthe same 
year, 

Jim MoCurry was the son of Judge P. MeCusty of Parry Sound and 
he had practised in Parry Sound for a time until the search for gold 
caused him to try placer mining for eight years in British Columbia 
and Alaska. This experience provided Jim with a good many stories 
‘that caused him tobe the envy of his more staid confrers. 

Since 1903 Judge Leask had been the junior judge of Nipising 
having been appointed atthe age of thirty ve, The Bar grew rapidly 
during this time. ES. Senkle, Brock Curse, now Judge of Manitoulin 
Island, M. G. V. Gould, father of our present Magistrate, G. R. Brady 
and George L, T. Bull, also . E. MeKes, Crown Attomey, were 
among the early practitioners, Ia 1906 it was seeognized that Nipising 
vas now a much too large area forthe officials hereto cope with, and 
Sudbury was created out ofthe territory west of Hagar. Judge John 
Kehoe was the frst appointment there. 

John H. MacDonald, now senior judge of the Distit of Algoma, 
commenced a practice in North Bay in 1913 and H,J.Reynols,jnior 
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judge of Algoma, in 1919, The District was further reduced in area 
in 1917 by the creation of Temiskaming as the result of the growth 
cof the mining interest at Cobalt and farther north. Nipissing, after this 
division, was left at its present size and the task of its judges and 
judicial staff reduced sharply in tempo for a good number of years, 

In spite ofthe reduced scale of litigation the Bar continued to grow 
John MeColeman, William Flannery, Charles 8, McGaughey, H. R. 
(Hy) Valin, E, A. Tilley (1929) Crown Attorney, Walter Litte, now 
Tudge of the District of Parry Sound, G. B. McConachio and M. G. 
‘Gould all chose this area to commence practice. Bach of the names of 
‘those no longer in practice could be the subject matter of 2 most 
interesting story or stories showing acts of kindness, acts of faith and 
amusing incidents but space does not permit that they be recorded here. 
T might, however, mention the incident which revealed that the water 
pitcher at the barristers table at an outlying division court on a hot 
summer's day had been medicated with gin. He who told me the tale, 
‘was not sure whether the person responsible was doing it in his own 
Interest or had planned it for is adversary. There was the vault whose 
proud owner discovered that it maintained just the right temperature 
for certain beverages, and of course Tom Bourke's amazing desk fling 
system which enabled him to reach into the heap and produce the 
desired document. 
ohn MeColeman was perhaps the most colourful of all the lawyers 
this town during his time. He had worked his way through school by 
taking employment with Milne’s Lumber Company and became a 
scaler of recognized ability, John practised with energetic enthusiasm. 
His word was respected through the community but woe betide anyone 
‘who managed to arouse his wrath, Examples of his rhetoric are still 
available in my files, and it was a small matter indeed that did not 
warrant a four-page missive, The modem collection letter is 2 poor 
substitute for John’s forcefulness and members of the Bar still talk of 
the stories that he told to bring their meetings to an end. 

Tudge Valin was succeeded by Judge T. J. Battle in 1934 who came 
from Toronto. Judge Battle, however, did not live to enjoy his office 
very long and on his death in June 1936 he was succeeded by Judge 
J.A. S, Plouffe who had been practising in the City of Sudbury. 

‘Fudge Ploutfe has presided over the district during the period of its 
greatest growth. The membership at the Bar has doubled during his 
time. The work of the courts has grown at least four times as great as 
‘when he took office. The personnel on staff at the Registry Ofice, Land 
Titles, Sherf’s Office and other court offices has grown considerably 
fand with little thought for himself the Judge has devoted his efforts 
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to keeping up with his rising flood of work. As Judge Plouffe still 
presides and I still practise T may not do credit to his merits and efforts 
‘on behalf of the community without possibly being suspect of some 
ulterior motives. I can, however, freely quote from the inscription 
engraved upon a silver tray presented to he and Mrs. Plouffe on the 
‘occasion of their twentieth anniversary of the Judge’s appointment. 

It reads as follows: “Presented to Judge J. A. 8. Plouffe by the 
Nipissing Law Association in appreciation of more than twenty years 
outstanding service as Judge of the District Court of the District of 
Nipissing, such years being dedicated wholly o the impartial adminis- 
tration of Justice and to the Welfare of the Citizens and Bar.” 

Thave not as yet dealt with the Magistrate's Court but only a few 
brief remarks are now possible. The fist Magistrate was John Doran 
‘who was appointed because of the need for such oficial arising with 
the arrival of the trains in 1883. When Judge Doran became too busy 
to hear cases as Magistrate there came a period when a number of 
‘other citizens of prominence were appointed with varying qualifications, 
among which I could not find legal training as a requisite, but then a 
confrere from Sudbury informs me that the practise is not entirely 
unknown today. Sylvanus F. Weegar was appointed Magistrate in 
1909, He had been a member of Draper's Uncle Tom's Cabin company 
and the proprietor of a restaurant. He served until he retired in 1923. 
‘The late C. S, MoGaughey was appointed on Mr. Weegar’s retirement 
‘and he continued in office until the appointment of James H. McCurry 
in 1934, Jim MeCusry presided until he in turn was retired in June, 
1934, and our present Magistrate M. G. Gould was appointed. 

(On this note I close my story and express the hope that those persons 
‘who are more fitted than I to fill out this poor skeleton with the flesh 
and blood of their experiences, may be prompted to take pen in hand 
and do s0. 











Judge Wallace is a son of M. J. Wallace and grandson of Robert 
Wallace, a pioneer of 1888. Judge MeDonald is a son of J. W. Mc 
Donald, 1892, Judge Little isa son of Robert Little, another pioneer, 
Tudge Reynolds is a son of Thomas Reynolds, a C.P.R. conductor, 
1882, Magistrate Gould's father was along time resident in the practice 
of law. 

Ken Valin isa son of George Valin, 2 lawyer in Sudbury and grand- 
son of Judge Valin, He is also a grandson of A. R. Mortis, a merchant 
tailor in North Bay, a pioneer of 1888. A. T. Smith, Jr. and G. Bourke 
Smith are sons of A. T, Smith, a former merchant and for some years 
1a Hydro Commissioner. They are also grandsons of pioneer Patrick 
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B. Bourke. Spyros Loukidelis and Ernest Loukidelis are sons of David 
Loukidelis, who conducted a restaurant business in North Bay for 
‘many years. Jack Trussler isa son of Hartley Trussler, one of the old 
time business men of our city and a prominent alderman for the past 
few years. Robert Carr, a son of Herb Carr, who for many years was 
route agent for the Dominion and C.P.R. Express companies. John 
Paquette, a son of Eddie Paquette, for along time with the Cochrane- 
Dunlop Hardware Company. Ab. Klein's father was John Klein, an 
Tnspector of the Post Office Department until his retirement. Gerry 
Dewan’s father, Daniel Dewan, was one of the early railroaders that 
helped to build the town, In 1951 J. L. Pond was a partner of M. G. 
Gould until his untimely death, J. Emil Bedard, son of Dr. Bedard, 
practised for a number of years until his early death. 

‘To assist in keeping the peace, and no doubt for prestige, the fol- 
lowing gentlemen and politicians were early appointed Magistrates: 
John Bourke, D. J. McKeown, J. G. Cormack, Wm. MeDonald, J.J 
Gregory and John Ferguson. No doubt their duties were confined 
mostly to the swearing of affidavits of one kind and another. Col. 
Gregory was a “settler” on ground along the old Trout Lake Road from 
Government Road eastward. 


‘The Medical Profession 


‘The pioneer physicians of North Bay and district showed a heroic 
devotion to duty. They visited patients at any hour of the day or night 
and without benefit of hospital accommodation for many long years. 
On foot, with horse and buggy or cutter, over rough roads or tails, 
they traveled to relieve suffering and comfort distress. Upon arrival 
they usually worked amid surroundings which would appall a modern 
physician, They possessed a kindness of heart and were animated by a 
{rue spirit of service, endearing them to those they ministered to. 

T recall the winter day in March, 1904, when work reached the 
townspeople that Dr. Carruthers had been stricken while on a visit in 
the country. 

‘During the early years North Bay, like many other newly established 
‘communities, no doubt due to lack of proper sanitary precautions, 
Suffered from typhoid fever, diptheria, smallpox, tuberculosis, and 
‘other contagious diseases. Today you seldom hear of the prevalence 
fof any of these, and we give litle thought to our good fortune, and 
take our hospital facilites for granted, 
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Physicians and Surgeons in North Bay

Optometrists 


In 1914, C. A. Ross established a business in the Campbell Block on 
‘Ferguson Street, and in 1941 this parlor was taken over by K.L. Barry 
(One ofthe first to open an exclusively optical parlor was D. J. Wigston, 
who conducted his business with office in the McKeown block facing 
Fraser Street. This eventually was taken over by Jas. R, Colville and 
fon his retirement, ue toil health, Gordon Lee purchased the business 
‘and is now located in the MeMurchy Building. 

‘The Palmer Optical Company has a parlor on Main Street West 
‘under the management of Sid J. Cohen. This business was established 
jn 1931. In 1956 R. J. Broad and his wife, Margaret L. Broad, opened 
1 parlor at 191 Main Street West. 


Architects 


Hi, W. Angus was the first to settle here when he had a partnership 
with L. O. Clarke, an engineer, previous to 1908. They were engaged 
in contracting and many important buildings were built by them in- 
cluding the Royal Theatre and the fist apartment building, the Angus 
Block on Fraser Street, in 1914. T. H, Bamforth opened an olfice in 
1909, but soon after moved to Vancouver. Another firm was Angus 
& Angus, Architects and Engineers, of which R. Y. Angus was the 
architect and Geo. P, Angus the engineer, both brothers of H. W. 


Surveyors 


JOHN  sttAW Was one ofthe fist to settle in North Bay and remained 
‘until his death. He was often engaged by the municipality, as early as 
1908, on different projets. 

MCAUSEAN & ANDERSON Was a partnership of H. J. McAuslan and 
H. M. Anderson who carried on survey and engineering work until 
they entered the contracting business. 

BL. MOORE came to the district in 1919, taking over the business of

‘The late Dr. Theodore G, H. Drake, co-inventor of “Pablum” 
cereal for babies, was raised in North Bay, his parents being Mr. and 
Mrs. Geo. Drake, Dr. Drake had a collection of medical books and 
articles related to the care of children for 3,000 years, ranking with 
the finest in the world in both historic and artistic value. This has boen 
given to the Toronto Academy of Medicine and is now exhibited at 
Osler Hall as a permanent memorial to its founder. Dr. Drake was 
‘assistant professor of pediatrics at the University of Toronto and head 
of the research institute of the Hospital for Sick Children at the time 
of his retirement. 















CHAPTER 14 


Railways 


‘Canadian Pacific Railway Company 


‘The CP.R. was North Bay's first industry and the backbone of the 
‘community for many years. With the growth of the country east and 
West, our geographical situation provided the gateway for all trafic. 
From 1882 to 1906 this was particularly the ease, a the construction 
‘of the branch line Toronto to Sudbury diverted business to a great 
‘extent. Also, with the building of the large grain elevators atthe head 
of the lakes and at eastern ports, the transport of western crops by rail 
‘was greatly reduced and employment suffered accordingly. The use of 
heavier locomotives, resulting in longer trains, and lastly, the diesciza- 
tion of motive power, cut into the manpower necessary to move trafic 

‘At one time this railway was engaged in laying double track from 
Fort William eastward to take care of business, but eventually it was 
removed. The general offices for the Lake Superior Division, later 
termed the Algoma District, were opened in 1901 with Thos. Williams 
as general superintendent; Robert Preston as master mechanic and 
‘Tilfin Haris as master car foreman, From that date the following have 
filled the office of general superintendent: G. J. Bury, F. P. Brady, 
F-P. Gutelius, J. G. Taylor, J.J. Scully, W. M. Neal, H. J, Humphrey, 
‘A, Halkett, Thomas Hambley, B. J. Quilty, E. 8. MeCracken, F. M. 
Donegan and W. F. Koehn, 

In 1959 the administration policy of the company was modernized, 
necessitating the closing of the general office and removal ofthe staf, 
to North Bay's great regret. It might here be noted that when the 
‘company found it necessary to extend the switching yards in 1902 they 
persuaded the town to close part of Foran and Regina Streets to the 
lako—this to be offset by a crossing where Golf Street now exists. Thi 
is now entailing the city in a proposed overhead bridge expense, 








Canadian Pacific Telegraphs 


‘The CPR. always had its own telegraph system and for many years 

had an uptown office on Main Street West. The company recently con- 

structed a moder building on its own property on Ferguson Street, 
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0 equipped that the very best service could be rengered to the public. 
‘They now have automatic teleprinter service in’common with the 
CNR. telegraphs, so that direct communication can be had with any 
business office equipped with the necessary machine, F. S. Rosseter is 
‘communications oficer at North Bay. He has been in the service for 
‘many years 





Grand Trunk Railway 


‘At one time ths railway was called the Northern and Pacific Junction, 
‘until taken over by the Grand Trunk. By 1886 it was proceeding from 
Gravenhurst 10 Lake Nipissing and eventually connected with the 
CPR. at Nipissing Junction in 1889, receiving running rights into 
CPR. depot. 

‘This railway brought ina tremendous amount of traffic from South- 
fern Ontario for Western Canada, and this business was transferred 
here to the C.P.R., and vice-versa, for both passenger and freight. 
With the construction of branch lines in 1906 from Toronto to Sudbury 
by both the CPR. and C.NR. this business was greatly reduced. 

About 1911 the Grand Trank began using the freight shed facilities 
of the T. & N.O. and of course when the Canadian National took over, 
that station became the terminal for both. During the time the Grand 
‘Trunk used C.P.R. terminal facilites a chap named Brandon was their 
representative, and that was the position T. J. Patton occupied when 
he first arrived in town about 1907. 


Ontario Northland Railway 


In 1900 the Ontario Legislature appropriated $40,000 to defray the 
cost of constructing a railway from North Bay to New Liskeard, and 
W. B, Russell was the engineer engaged to carry out the survey work, 
which commenced in May, 1901. In 1902 the Temiskaming and 
Northern Ontario Railway Act was pasted and on May 10 of that year 
Hon. F. R. Latchford, Minister of Publie Works, turned the first sod 
at Trout Lake, 

On July 24, 1902, the first 7. & N.O. Railway Commission was 
appointed and consisted of: A. E. Ames, chairman; B. Gurney, M. J 
OBrien, B, W. Folger, F. E. Leonard with P. E. Ryan, secretary- 
treasurer. On July 29, 'W. B. Russell was appointed chiet engineer. 
‘The commission awarded a contract the same year to A. R. Mac- 
Donnell for 110 miles of railway, and later, when conditions warranted 
an extension of the system, MacDonnell received an additional con- 
tract in 1904 for 100 miles north of New Liskeard. 
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Jn January, 1908, the commission took over operation of the frst 
section, North Bay to New Liskeard, and J, H. Black was appointed 
superintendent and traffic manager, Extension of the line to Cochrane 
{or connection with the national transcontinetntal line was eartied out 
by 1908; and to Moosonee on James Bay by the middle of 1932. In 
addition, many branch lines were constructed, particularly the Nipis- 
sing Central Railway to serve the Rouyn and Noranda district in 
‘Quebec province. 

‘A highway bus service was instituted in 1936; in 194 boat service 
was commenced on Lake Temagami and in 1945 on Lake Nipissing 
‘This same year the name T. & N,O. Railway was changed to “Ontario 
Northland” and the operations of the system were designated: Ontario 
Northland Transportation Commission; Ontario Northland Railway; 
Ontario Northland Highway Services; Ontario Northland Bost Lines; 
‘Ontario Northland Communecations, In June, 1946, diesel locomotives 
were first put into service and by June, 1957, the steam locomotive 
as a thing of the past on the O.NR. 

Installation ofa system of block signals began in 1950 and this now 
extends a distance of 184 miles from North Bay. In 1952 the O.N.R. 
‘was the first to adopt radio telephone and all locomotives and vans are 
‘now equipped with this system, At the end of 1959 the capital invest- 
‘ment in tis great enterprise stood at $66,549,581 and the end is not 
yet in sight, The chairmen of the commission in addition to A. E. Ames 
hhave been: Robert Jaffrey, Cecil B. Smith, J. L. Englehart, Geo. W. 
Lee, Col, Malcolm Lang, A. H. Cavanagh and Col. C. E. Reynolds 
since 1944, 

‘One of the most important events affecting this railway and the City 
of North Bay was the transfer of the head office of the Commission 
from Toronto to its proper location, Much eredit for this move belongs 
to Geo. W. Lee during his tenure as chairman, At one time North Bay 
was considered to be a C.P.R, town, but today itis better known as 
headquarters of the Ontario Northland Railway. For many years 
Archie Freeman held the position of general manager. After his retire- 
‘ment he was succeeded by Alvin Jardine, both men having been in the 
service ofthe railway most of their lives. 


‘Canadian National Railways 


In 1915 construction of this trans-continental railway through North 
Bay was completed and the wonder ever since has been why the govern- 
ment did not compel the trackage to have been so arranged that the 
city would have a Union Station at the C.P.R. depot. This terminal 
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could have accommodated all four railways of that time and would 
hhave been a great convenience to the public. 

“The general ofices of the C.N-R. were located here from September 
1, 1925, until removal to Capreol in 1959, North Bay was sorry to see 
them go, but reorganization of the whole system necessitated the trans- 
fer. During the time they were here the following general superinten- 
dents were in charge of the Northern Ontario District: W. R. Devenish, 
W.T. Moodie, J.P, Johnson, G. A. Stokes, F. Griffin, W. E. Robinson, 
W.H. Kyle, R. Hayes, W. J. Hotrum, J. W. Demcoe, W. B. Jackson 
and J. A. McDonald. 


Canadian National Telegraphs 


‘The Great Northwest Telegraph Company installed an office in North 
Bay in the very early years and was located in the Post Ofice Building 
fof Wm, MeDonald at the corner of Main and Ferguson Streets, with 
'W. D. McDonald as chief operator. This company continued to operate 
fas such until 1922, when it was taken over by Canadian National 
‘Telegraphs, which came into being at that time. The office was in 
charge of Miss Marion Ross and she remained until 1925. Since then 
other officers in charge have been: Morley Luffman, Wilf Gingras, Miss 
Jessie Greenland, Frank Richens 1934 to 1942; and since then 
‘Michael Cutsey, the present capable and courteous manager, with 
twelve employees on the staf. 


Dominion Express Company 


Established at North Bay with the operation of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and eventually taken over by that company. The office has 
always been at the C:P.R, depot and the first agent was D. J. McKeown, 
‘who handled this position in addition to his duties as station agent. 
For many years all local express packages were delivered about town 
by Dan Donovan, a jovial Icshman, wel liked by all, Geo. W. Liddle 
was employed by the company as route agent for this section of the 
country. At present this duty is being performed by W. W. Parks, who 
succeeded Bob Ritchie as agent and who in tur was succeeded by 
Geo. Georgeff, the present agent. For many years Herb H. Carr was 
the company’s representative at North Bay. 


Canadian Express Company 


‘This company came to North Bay with the entry of the Grand ‘Trunk 
Railway and at that time a chap named Ayres was the agent. In addi- 
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tion to local business, all shipments for Western Canada from Southern 
Ontario were transferred here to the Dominion Express Co. over the 
CPR. Atone time J, W. Brown was the agent. Eventually this express 
company was absorbed by the Canadian National Railway. 

B. W. Bailey came to North Bay about 1904 as agent and remained 
{for about twenty years, J. G. Goldthorpe occupied the position for a 
number of years and Alex Allen had charge for about ten years 
previous to 1958, This business had developed so much that in 1921 
the company appointed Stan Bullett as superintendent at North Bay 
for Northern Ontario and he continued until 1931, when the office 
was abolished. G. T, Dinsmore is the present agent. 


North Bay Airport 
Department of Transport—Canada 


The Airport began servicing the public in the fall of 1938 and is today 
‘an important link in a Canadian system, Its used for civil and military 
aviation and contributed greatly during the last world war to all phases 
of lying and the Commonwealth Air Training Plan in particular, The 
airport expanded and accommodated such services as The Royal Air 
Force Ferry Command, No, 45 Adantic Group, RCAF. Ferry 
‘Squadron, Aireraft Detection Corps and many civilian and government 
agencies 

With the advent of jet aircraft the port expanded again and accom- 
‘modated one of the first jet operational training units for the R.C.AF. 
‘and subsequently became the base for R.C.AF. Jet All-Weather inter 
‘ceptor squadrons. The 419 CF-100 squadron and the 430 Sabre 
Squadron proceeded for duty in Europe. North Bay Airport is owned, 
‘operated and controlled by the Federal Department of Transport and 
thas been under the management of Lorne W. Hicksforthe past eighteen 
years, Aviation maps all over the world show North Bay quite promin- 
ently and it is considered as an alternate airport for many international 
flights, The construction and operation of an airport was strongly 
urged upon the Government of Canada by the Chamber of Commerce 
and City Council and through the efforts of Reg Harris and his com- 
‘mittee Hon, C. D. Howe was finally prevailed upon to proceed with 
the project. 





‘Trans-Canada Air Lines 


First fight into North Bay occurred August, 1938, First regularly 
scheduled passenger fights commenced April 1, 1939, and were made 
with ten-passenger Lockheed 10A’s, followed by fourteen-passenger 
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planes. The first Douglas DC-3's for twenty-one passengers came in 
July, 1946, then forty-four passenger turbine powered Viscounts in

In 1959 they set up a base at Kipawa, 
Quebee, for the summer months. The home base and plant of the 
company is at Orillia, managed by Harry Stirk,

‘This office was opened in 1951 by Kennedy Agencies Limited under 
the management of Howard Allard. It is presently located in the Angus 
Block, Fraser Strect, with Peter Mayne as manager, He came to North 
Bay in 1956 with a broad experience in travel service and has greatly 
developed the business and is providing excellent service to the travel- 
ling public. 





DeLuxe Transportation Lit 


‘This company was developed by John Palangio from a very small 
beginning. In May, 1923, he purchased an automobile and started as 
2 taxi operator, In June 1926 he purchased his first truck and in 1933 
‘a bus was added to operate betwoen North Bay and Callander, In 1935 
the bus operation was extended to Huntsville and in 1937 to Temis- 
Kaming, Quebec. In 1948 he was granted a bus franchise by the city, 
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extending to 1958, and which was discontinued in 1959. The com- 
‘mencement of his transport business was in 1929 when he operated 
from North Bay to Toronto. He extended to Temiskaming in 1936 
and in 1952 began operations between Sudbury-North Bay and Mont- 
real 

Tn 1958 he sold control of the transport business which at that time 
consisted of thirty-one highway tractors, fifty-two trailers and thirty- 
‘one pick-up trucks. Today his other operations consist of DeLuxe 
taxis with twelve ears, DeLuxe coaeh lines with fourteen buses, as well 
as moving vans. In 1947 he organized “Drive Yourself Limited” for the 
“Herta” operation, and in 1960 opened the parking lot at the comer 
‘of Main and Wyld Streets. The entire operation employs 150 people 
with an annual payroll of $625,000—a very worth-while industry.

R.CA., Station—North Bay 


‘The Department of Transport started construction of the Airport in 
1937, In 1942 the R.CAF. established a Ferry Flight Detachment 
and in 1943 the Royal Air Force Transport Command operated train- 
ing flights from the airport. In 1952 the R.C.A.F. reactivated the 
station under the first Commanding Oficer, Wing Commander W. 
Foster, In 1955 two squadrons of CF-100 aircraft, 433 and 419, were 
established and the station assumed the role as an Air Defence All 
‘Weather fighter base, In 1957 the 419 squadron was transferred over- 
seas and replaced by No. 414 so that at present squadrons 433 and 
414 are those on the station, 

‘The main role of the station isto provide aie defence for a designated 
sector of Eastern Canada and to achieve this, each of the two squadrons 
‘maintain airraft and crews on continuous ten-minute alert. There are 
approximately 900 R.C.A.P. and 200 civilians working on the station, 
which is a self-contained community with its own water supply, fre 
‘department and police force, There is a medical dispensary, a dental 
clinic, two chapels, a recreational centre comprising theatte, coffee 
shop, sports arena, bowling alleys, barber shop, hairdresser and grocery 
store. 

‘The single personnel are housed in five barrack blocks and there 
are 232 permanent married quarters. The community is known as 
“Hornell Heights”, named after F/O D. E. Hornell, V.C. It has its 
‘own mayor, council, and fifteen-classtoom school. The various sec- 
tions of the station, the airmen and civilians all combine their know! 
‘edge and their technical skills towards one goal—to keep aircratt fying 

order to guard a sector of Canada against enemy attack. 

The over-all responsibilty for the effective operation of RCAF, 
station, North Bay, has been with the Commanding Officer, Group 
Captain L. J. Birchall, who was transferred on August 15, 1960, He 
‘was succeeded by Group Captain R. L, Denison.

‘Superintendent in 1924 and continued in charge until his death in 
1942, James Patrick Allen succeeded to the position and remained 
until his retirement in 1956. William J. Gagne was then appointed 
and is at present in charge, 


North Bay Post Office 


‘The first Postmaster at North Bay was John Ferguson, and in 1884 
‘Win, MeDonald opened a general store and took over the Post Office. 
It wins first located on Oak Street West until Mr. McDonald erected 
‘anew brick building at the comer of Ferguson Street and Main Street 
‘West where the Campbell building now stands. In 1907 lhe was suc 
ceeded as Postmaster by his son, Wm. D. McDonald, who continued 
{in ofice until his death in 1926. 
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J.P. Allen, who had been in railway mail service, was oppointed 
Postmaster and remained in charge until 1947 when he was promoted 
to District Superintendent. Mr. Allen was succeeded by Alcide 
Laframboise, a member of the service, and he was in charge wntil his 
retirement in 1958, W. G, Wright took over in 1958 and isthe present 
Postmaster. 

Growth of the district and accommodation required for the Postal 
Department caused the department to proceed with a building of their 
‘own and for this purpose they acquired the site at the comer of Main 
Street West and Fraser Street. This was in use until 1958, when the 
present Federal Building was erected at the corner of Ferguson and 
Worthington Streets. This building provided better postal facilities 
‘and office space for the several departments of the Civil Service scat- 
tered around th city. The property on Main Street was sold to Kresge’.

In 1932 the North Bay Choral & Orchestral Society was organized 
with Alex Watt a president and Mrs. G. M. Simpson as vice-president. 

In 1943 an important event in the life of the city was the organization 
of the Community Concert Association. Te object was to provide for 
the finest outside talent available to be brought in each season for a 
number of concerts, N.J. McCubbin was the first president, succeeded 
by Mrs. J.G, A. Stevenson, Mrs. R. White and Gordon Lee at present 
in office, It is admitted by all that this organization has been a great 
‘boon to the cultural life ofthe city. 

Tin 1946 the 81h Field Squadron Band was formed. It was conducted 
by E, Virgli and Bill Bee and continues to render band music of high 
‘quality whenever required. 

‘The North Bay Pipe Band was formed a number of years ago and 
‘on the organization of the Canadian Legion the Band was renamed 
The Canadian Legion Band, James Houston and Reg. Bailey have 
been lenders. 

The Victor Chorus was organized by Vietor Kviesis, choirmaster 
and organist of St. Andrew's United Church, in 1956. It started with 
25 members and now has 48, They have given one and sometimes two 
concerts each year which have proven very popular with the citizens 
of North Bay and District. 
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Orchestras are being trained at Algonquin Composite School, St. 
STosephs Girls’ College, and Chippewa Secondary School and frequently 
give a demonstration oftheir ability. They also have drama clubs and 
the Teachers’ College also take part in this activity. 

In 1948 the Gateway Theatre Guild was organized, with Gordon Lee 
as president, in which capacity he continued for eight years, being 
succeded by Mrs. R. Milligan. At present Mrs. W. Derry is president. 
In 1949 and 1950 they put on musicals and variety shows, displaying 
talent only waiting for the opportunity to provide entertainment. 

In May, 1960, Gordon Lee was named best director in the Ontario 
finals of the one-act play festival held at Kitchener. The play he 
directed, The Great Dark, placed second and three members of the 
‘cast received honorable mentions for their performances: Mary 
Campbell (as Mrs. Yates) was a nominee for best actress; Angela 
Fullerton (as Mrs. Lomax) and Sarah Botwsight (as Mrs. Melling) 
were nominated for best supporting roles. The North Bay women were 
in competition with more than thirty actresses in the other ten plays. 
‘This was the first time a play from North Bay has competed in the 
Ontario finals. It was Mr, Lee's fifth award as best director, his first in 
‘an Ontario-wide competition. Other members of the cast were Joyce 
Johnson, Louella Surtees and Jean Faleoni, 





‘Theatres 


‘The first was located on McIntyre Street East, where the Salvation 
‘Army is now and was known as “The Opera House"—a two-storey 
‘rame building, built by John Ferguson and used for lodge purposes 
as well, Hast Lynne and Uncle Tom's Cabin were a couple of the road 
shows and local talent frequently put on minstrel shows for charitable 
purposes. In 1908 a group of local etizens organized a company and 
erected a three-storey brick building on Main Street West (now the 
Sibbitt building) and named “The Royal Theatre”. On opening night 
the play was Three Little Maids which, of course, was well patronized, 
notwithstanding there were no taxi cabs to convey the patrons. With 
the introduction of movies not long afterwards, The Royal was a 
popular theatre for many years. Later the building was converted to 
other use. 








Moving Picture Houses 


‘The first moving picture to appear was shown in the old Roman 
Catholic Church—a frame building which is the present site of 
Cochrane Dunlop Hardware—consisted of “flickers” and in the 
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intervals a local artist contributed a song—one stands out in memory: 
“When the sunset turns the ocean’s blue to gold”. This was a nickel or 
dime show, and it soon proved a strain on the eyes 

‘There were two shows started, “The Vaudevite” on Main Street 
West as the church property was not considered 2 good fire risk for 
that type of occupancy. The name of the second has escaped me, but 
recall that at one time the owners wanted to sell out and Gerald 
‘Thompson (the jeweller, a good friend of mine) discussed the possible 
purchase. After mature consideration, we decided that the moving 
picture business had seen its best days 

“Another of the same type movie theatre was “The Crystal Palace”, 
algo on Main Street West. 

In 1949 a “Drive-In” was put in operation on Trout Lake Road 
nd is stil going through the summer months—the manager is R. Veltri 

North Bay is well served by modern theatres having the “Capitol” 
‘opened in 1929, the “Bay” opened in 1949 and the “Odeon” all 
situated on Main Street East.

formed, with headquarters at North Bay under the command of Col. 
‘Armstrong of Haileybury. Major W. HL. Milne, Captain Ted Shepherd 
and Lieut, Alex Soutar were North Bay officers on the staf. 

‘The premises of the skating and curling rink at corner of Main 
Street West and Ninth Street were taken over and used until July, 
1916, when battalion was transfersed to Camp Borden to complete 
training, 


1916 


‘The second battalion to be recruited at North Bay was the 228th, 
under Col, Earchman and after a short time they also were moved 10 
Camp Borden. 

‘At the outbreak of war all Brtsh reservists in North Bay were called 
1 the colors and of course all responded. Owing to the small pay in the 
British Amy the citizens formed a “Patriotic Society” to raise funds to 
help take proper care of the families of the reservists and, in addition, 
the Town covered each man witha life insurance policy for $1,000 and 
this same action was taken with respect to volunteers with the 159th 
and 228th, 
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Of the original oficers of the 159th, Captain Shepherd and Lieut. 
Soutar were killed in action. Thos. Brennan, son of Mr, & Mrs. John 
‘Brennan, was the first North Bay soldier killed in action,

Darwin Gilmour and Bee Towell. Games were played at Amelia Park 

Tn 1906 there was a team of ability comprised of C-P.R. players 
with Jack Nidd of the first baseball team one of the players.

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‘were Jeff Lydiatt, Charlie Stockeill, Bob Brill, Geo. Rutherford, Bill 
Kennedy, McGrath (the pitcher) Hanson, Mac Ormond, Bill Johnston, 
Billie King. They also used Amelia Park field and did not ask that it 
be up to any standard. About 1910 the Town Baseball League was 
formed with four teams: T. & N.O., High School, Clerks, and CPR. 
High School players were: Benny Nott, Mervyn Martyn, Charlie Rey- 
nette, Roy Harris, Milt MeDivitt, Tiny Thompson, Frank and Russell 
‘Young, Sharkey Shields, Howard Teskey. The Clerks’ team was built 
around Bill Mackie, Ray Wakelield and Fred Sullivan. Players on the 
‘T. & NO. were Billie Black, Bill Green, Emmett Stafford, Bill Johns, 
Larry Lamb, Jack Faught, Reg Clarke and Beadie Green, 

‘Then through the era 1920-1940 players in the game included: Bill 
Durrel, Bill Johns, Bud Courchesne, Jack Belliveau, Jack McCool, 
‘Box Car” McDonald, Len McEwen, Cliff O'Neill, Art Courtemarche, 
Jan Martyn, Everett O'Neill, Jack Rading, Boyd Ralph, Bert Flige, 
Pete Casey, Allan Munroe, Wib Bousquet, Cap Weegar, Reg White, 
‘Tim Gleason, Irish Johnston. 

‘One of the highlights of the 1932 season was the C.P.R. “Pirates” 
‘winning the city title and then losing out inthe Ontario Amateur Base- 
ball Association finals to Southampton; the final game of this series 
Iasted thirteen innings, at Orillia. Southampton pitcher Goldsmith 
bested Harold (Scrooge) Payette in the thriller. Members ofthe Pirates 
in this gume included Del Emms, Ab Beckett, Payette, Hee Kilroy, 
Billy Booth, Mel Edwards, Clare McGowan, Alex Chalmers, Andy 
‘Anderson and Irish Johnston. Then in 1934 what old-time baseball 
fan will ever forget the torrid pitching duels at Amelia Park between 
Harry Preston of the Pirates and Penetang’s Phil Marchildon. 

In 1960 due to the efforts of Burke Kyle and other baseball enthu- 
siasts, “Litle League” has been organized and is enjoying great popu- 
larity. This will have the effect of reviving the game and putting base- 
ball once more in the limelight as one of the better forms of amateur 
sport. 





Fastball—Rinkey Dinks 
In the late 1920s a ladies’ softball team was organized and the famous 
“Rinky Dinks" became renowned when they captured the “All Ontario 
Championship” in 1929, Members of the team included Jean Wilson, 
Frances Lardea, Vada Lee, Jackie Fellman, Grace Weegar, Greta 
Finlay, Vera Wilson, Eleanor Johnston, Mary McKee, Dorothy Gore, 
Zita MeManus, Gwen Edwards, Florence Johnston, Sadic Buckley, 
Sybil Carr. Weddings and departure from town gradually broke up 
this combination and with the passing of the “Rinkey Dinks” girls’ 
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softball passed out of the picture, Coaches who helped improve the 
‘game were Irish Johnston, Ernie Mills, Wib Harris, Fred Ball and 
‘Mort Fellman, 

In 1941 the “Fischer Mercuries” won the All Ontario Intermediate 
“A” Championship, the first North Bay team to do so, Members of the 
team were Lefty Dick, Johnny Cummings, Howie Bondett, Gene Four- 
tier (bat boy), Jim Eady, Alex Chalmers, Lou Fareli, Jack McCarthy, 
Dom Cangiano (coach), Chuck Booth, Bemie Meehan, Joe Reid, 
Tohnay Demarco, Alf Squizzato, Bernie Larochelle, Cliff Clarke and 
Rollie Fischer (sponsor). 

Tin 1951 the “Garland Pepsi's" were Ontario Champions; again in 
1953; in 1954 the “Parkviews” won the title; in 1955 the “Belmont 
Hotel” team was the winner and in 1957 the “Brown Supply Gold 
‘Seals” were tops. One pitcher, the one and only Harley Taylor, has the 
distinction of pitching North Bay to three straight all-Ontario tits. 

‘Members of the 1951 Garland Pepsis were: Tommy Killoran, 
George Gosselin, Al Brennan, Cuggie Gauthier, Joe Bedard, Bob 
‘Risk, Russ Springer, Roy Clarke, Bob Martin, Don Conrad, Harley

In 1954 the Parkviews were practically 
the same team as the 1953 Garland Pepsis, with neweomers Kenny 
Wharram, Tod Sloan and Ron Royston. 

‘The Belmont Hotel team in 1955 consisted of: Cliff Dunn, Merdic 
Laderoute, Ken Gribbons, Al Brennan, Bob Risk, Harv Lalande, Chico 
Cabana, Russ Springer, Lou DiMascio, Harley Taylor, Harvey Hicks, 
Ken Wharram, Roy Clarke, Chuck Schell, Yvan Tremblay and Dune 
McEachern. The 1957 Brown Supply Gold Seals were: Bill Larochelle, 
George Gosselin, Stan Maxwell, Cuggie Gauthier, Jack Burrows, Ken 
Gribbons, Tony Poeta, Bob Pincivero, Lco Labine, Doug McCarthy, 
Yor Bedard, Rolly Lalande, Jim MeKinnon, Bob McKinnon, Don 
Hogan. 











‘North Bay's Hockey Club (1912-13) 


In competition with Sudbury and Sault Ste. Marie this club upheld the 
honor of the town during a season of great enthusiasm at the old rink. 
at the corner of Main and Ninth Streets. Members of the team were 
D. E. Shields, T. Brennan, W. E. Stoddard, Harry Reynolds, Eddie 
Cavanagh, H. Lockhart, Jack Croghan, Eddie Bunyan, Howard Teskey 
‘and Manley Lindsay. Executive members were J. J. Ansell, W. 8 
Meter, C. V. Shea, A. S. McDiarmid and P. G. Roach. 

‘Among the hockey greats the first to be mentioned is “Duke” Keats 
‘who leamed his hockey in North Bay, as did also “Pep” Kelly and Bob 
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Gracie. All three made the big league and distinguished themselves as. 
top notch players. In 1910 Keats played with a Jocal team named the 
““Centrals” with other local boys: Irving Huntington, Mike Kelly, Milt 
‘MeDivitt, Dan Saya, Phil Labrosse, Oscar Aubry. The “Duke” has 
‘been credited with being the greatest stick-handler of all time, and 
Pep Kelly and Bob Gracie as speedsters without equal. Last but not 
least are two more home brews, Ab, Demarco and Pete Palangio. They 
also made the bigtime in no uncertain terms and still maintain a lively 
interes inthe development of the sport. 








North Bay Trappers Hockey Team 


{in 1926 this junior team won the Northern Ontario title in competition 
with Sudbury and Sault Ste. Maric, Proceeding to Toronto to capture 
the Ontario title they met the Kingstom team and before the battle was 
over three periods of overtime were necessary, Kingston finally win- 
ring. Members ofthe team included: Sparky Vail, Pete Palangio, Bus 
Clark, Squirrel Arter, Jim Kilby, Bob Lee, Jim Hayman, Wick Bar- 
clay, Jim Sayer, Carl Palangio, Louis Gallardi; W. A. Thompson was 
president ofthe club; Ernie Drury, trainer, and Harry Reynolds, coach, 
Another Trapper team composed of Shorty Home, Eimer Maracle, 
Terry Lowery, Arthue Gauthier, Cyril Bingham, Ollie Campbell, Archie 
‘Acheson, Gib McParland, I. Beckett, Gordon Poupore, Jack Sayer 
land Pete Casey battled their way to the provincial final against Owen 
Sound but lost by a 4-2 score; they were considered one of the best 
junior aggregations ever seen on Toronto ice. 

‘Again in 1939 the Trappers made another bid for Memorial Cup 
honors but lost to Oshawa Generals on Toronto ice in two overtime 
duels in the second game by a score of 5-4; the team included Baz 
Bastien, Bud Lamarche, Bill Holouks, Johnny MeTeer, Paul Paquette, 
Urban Tackney, Leo Richard, Gordie Bruce, Ken Larden, Ernie 
Bumbaco, Lou Lavalee, Ken Davie and Roy Reynolds, 

In 1949 the Black Hawks, sponsored by Pete Palangio, won North 
Bay's frst and only Senior N.O.HLA. championship. In 1959 the senior 
‘Trappers, also sponsored by Me. Palangio, went as far as the Allan 
Cup semi-finals before being eliminated in a seven-game series by 
Whitby. 





Rughy—Football 
Leo Troy is given the credit of really introducing this game to North 
Bay through his organization of the sport through the Collegiate In- 
stitute students, In 1923 Leo arrived on the scene and eventually 
intercollegiate contests were arranged and have continued ever since. 
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In 1926 the Poupore Cup became the emblem of the championship, a 
twophy having been donated by M. J. Poupore. North Bay Collegiate 
won it in 1927, again in 1946 and 1955. 

‘This game has been enjoyed by High School teams for many years 
and is stil popular for interscholastic competition, Local clubs also 
played the game for pastime but it was not until 1954 that rugby foot- 
ball came into its own. In that year Britt Jessup called a meeting when 
the Northern Ontario Rugby-Football Union was organized with five 
teams in the league: Sudbury “Hardrocks”, Sturgeon Falls “Bombers”, 
TrivTown "Raiders", Kirkland Lake “Alouettes” and North Bay 
“Roughriders” (later named ‘Ti-Cats”). 

Sudbury “Hardrocks” were the champions until 1960 when the 
“Ti-Cats” came out on top and under coach Harry (Suze) Turner 
entered the Ontario final against Oakville but lost out. The North Bay

Soccer 


[Although itis claimed that this sport got it first start about 1888-1890 
the first organized league was not until 1911, ‘The initial soccer game 
in North Bay took place at Wallace Park against a Copper Cliff team 
and some of the members who took part inthe local league at this time 
‘were Duncan McLaughlin, Bob Lowery, Joe Booth, W. G. Thompson, 
‘Alec Kirk, George Thompson and Bob Nicol. One of the local teams 
the Rangers—captained by Duncan McLachlan, swept all champion- 
ships for three successive years and asa result were actualy suspended 
from the league on account of their supremacy. After the frst World 
War the league was again formed with four teams and again the 
Rangers dominated the play and got as far as the all Ontario finals 
in Galt, Some of the top-notch players at this time were the Berard 
brothers, Bob White, Bill Sharpe, McLachlan, Booth, Ches Colbon

Basketball 


‘This game became popular in the early 1920's when T. J. Patton 
donated a trophy for inter-school competition in the city. Later other 
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schools ia Northern Ontario becanie interested and the game developed 
accordingly. 

Tn 1946 the “Fischer Monarchs”, under coach Mort Fellman, won 
the all Ontario championship from Brantford with a total score of 
102-98. Members of the squad were: Bift Gigg, Jack Durrell, George 
Richardson, Pep Lacasse, Gene Rideout, Carl Legault, Dick Yeandle, 
Harold Washburn, Charlie Hurley, Hap MeKee; with trainer Fergie 
Dowdall, “Garland Pepsis” have held the stage locally for the last few 
years and this year reached the all-Ontario Intermediate “A” finals, 
‘bowing to Kingsville in the second round. 


North Bay Golf & Country Club 


‘This golf course is situated two miles from the city on an elevation 
three hundred feet above Lake Nipissing and commands a wonderful 
view of the lake. A more picturesque situation would be hard to find. 
‘The club has been a great boon to the city and from a membership of 
‘one hundred it has grown to such an extent that consideration is now 
‘being given to the possibility of extending the course to eighteen holes. 

Construction of a nine-hole course was commenced in 1921 and 
with clubhouse was ready for play in 1922. Since then many improve 
‘ments have been made to the clubhouse and course, Many excellent 
golfers have learned the game on this course, among whom may be 
‘mentioned: Howard Teskey, Northern Ontario champion, 1926-28 
and 1929; Bob Lee, Northern Ontario champion, 1927-31-33-35 and 
1938; Sandy Marling, 1946; Mill Morland, 1949-50-53-54-59-60; 
Dave Morland, Jr., 1957; also Merv. Stoughton and Bob Barringer. 
In 1960 Dave Morland, Jr., won the Ontario Amateur championship. 
‘Both the Morlands have a going record hard to beat. Both have been 
‘on Ontario Willingdon Cup teams. 

‘This club won five titles in the fist six years of operation and since 
sixteen victories in the thirty-three years of its existence, Bob Barringer 
thas been the pro at the club since 1945. He was Northern Ontario 
professional champion in 1960, and in winter time conducts a golf 
School in the city. 


Race Track 


‘Among the harness racing enthusiasts were Charlie Syer, Pat Bourke 
‘and Charlie Sandreli, One of the horses was “Gracie Pointer”; another 
“Billie Bee”. At one time meets were held at Amelia Park and later on 
a track where Scollard Hall now stands; in the early days this was also 
a popular place for learning to drive an automobile, 
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A nice horse named “Sleepy Joe” for driving was owned and driven 
by Poe O'Meara, a C-P.R, train dispatcher. Jas. Halpenny was a horse 
lover and frequently in the driver's seat. Jack Cunningham had a horse 
named “Arabian” and Robert Rankin, the grocer, owned a black mare 
of which he was very proud, Around about 1894 at Amelia Park a 
‘contest was arranged and the Rankin horse proved the winner; other 
hhorses putting ona show at different events were “Adventure”, "Yellow 
Bird”, “Birdie J”, “Billie P", Jack Doran, Dick Mackey and Frank 
Prunty of South River were others who were greatly interested in the 
sport 








Carling Club 


It would appear there are no records available as to the activities of 
the curlers up to 1928, when the North Bay Curling and Athletic Co. 
Lad, was formed. The following information is given from memory 
and, of course, will be incomplete: Some time before 1895 I recall 
watching a game on the ice of the lake about where the Government 
‘Wharf is and one name, and one only, comes to mind—namely that of 
E. B. (Babe) Edey, The players had their ladies for an audience. 

‘Somewhere about the same date there was a two-sheet natural ice 
rink in a frame building on CP.R. property about opposite Fraser 
Street. The names of A. R. (Sandy) Mortis, Harry D. Leask, Judge 
J. A. Valin, Sam Huntington, Tom Reynolds and Frank Reynolds 
‘occur to me and at that time they had a match with a couple of rinks 
from Sudbury. 

‘Next I recall that Fee and Mackey (proprietors of the Mackey 
House Hotel) built a skating rink on the property where the Federal 
Building now stands and there was one shect of curling ice on each 
side of the skating surface; this rink was in operation in 1896 and 
‘amongst the famous rinks of that time I distinctly remember “The 
Black Rink” made up of “Black Bill” Martyn, Tom Begg, Jack 
‘Stephens and Jack Wallace. There was another rink skipped by “Red 
Bill” Martin which made the distinguishing ttle necessary. 

The club carried on at this location until the building was destroyed 
by fre and then the North Bay Rink Co. Ltd. was formed, shares being 
subscribed by numerous citizens. Property was secured from the 
CPR. at the corner of Main Street West and Ninth Street and a build- 
ing erected thereon for hockey and skating and two sheets of curling 
ice on each side of the main ice surface. This would be in 1906. 

T recall a number of the members of the curling club as: Tom Rey- 
nolds, Judge Valin, Judge Leask, Wm. Milne, Sr., Fred Milne, Wm. 
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Milne, Jr, Benny Nott, Charlie Hammond, G. L, Wetmore, Thos. Hay, 
Russ Melntosh, Lin MeIntosh, H. Burrows, A, Freeman, F. D. Wal- 
lace, W. A. Martyn, Win. Martin, Harry Martin, F. J. Martyn, T. C. 
Begg, C. C. Begg, J. H. Stephens, Jack Wallace, J. H. Metcalf, J. M. 
Deacon, L. McDonald, Bill Mackie, Bill Jessop, Gerry Thompson, 
‘ack Ross and many others. 

ach curler had his own rocks and if you had played on a north side 
sheet and then had to play on the south side you had to carry them 
across the rink entrance. In 1914 the department of national defence 
took over the property for training of troops with the 159th Battalion, 
‘also the 228th, and in the meantime the curling club erected a rough 
frame building to the south of the rink and had two sheets of ice with 
litle club accommodation heated by a stove, 

In winter of 1916 the club was back in its proper quarters, and 
carried on until 1927 when the building was destroyed by fire. There 
‘was sufficient fire insurance to repay the sharcholders thet investment 
without interest after twenty-one years holding the bag as the combined 
Fink was not a paying proposition. 

Inter-city competition with Sudbury was always very keen and “The 
‘Traders Bank Trophy" was the principal event—eight rinks from each 
‘lub took part on the same day—four going fom North Bay to Sud- 
bury and vice-versa. Then ata later date the rinks taking part reversed 
the procedure and the aggregate wins decided the contest. The cup 
niust now be with the Sudbury Curling Club as they were the last 
‘winners. A rule of the competition required games to go eighteen ends. 

In 1938 a rink skipped by Norman McDonald, with Ralph Gauthier, 
Brodie Christie and Reg Harris, captured the “Canada Dry” trophy 
at the Onta hheld at ‘Toronto. In 1955 a rink sqipped by 
Rudy Steski, wth Bob Wyatt, Owen Staples and Ed McCormick, won 
the fight to represent Northern Ontario in the “Macdonald Brier 
Dominion Championship" held at Calgary. The rink placed fourth, 
‘which was an excellent showing. 








North Bay Curling & Athletic Company Limited 


On September 24, 1928, after the old skating and curling rink on Main 
Street West had been destroyed by fre a group of curlers held a meet- 
ing and decided to form the above company with a capitalization of 
$40,000, divided into 1,600 shares of $25 each. The first shareholder's 
meeting was held October 26, 1928, and a Board of Directors clected 
consisting of: President, J, R. Melntosh; Vice-President, C, S, Me- 
Gaughey; Secretary-Treasurer, J. E. Bedard; with Messrs, M. J. 
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Wallace, H, Burrows, L. M, MeDonald, A. Freeman, D. T. Millard 
and F.D. Wallace. 

{It was decided to purchase the Mulligan property on Worthington 
Street West (now occupied by Pitman Motor Sales) on which to erect 
a building with four sheets of natural ice and club room aecommoda- 
tion, This was duly completed. In 1939 on September 1, the depart- 
‘ment of National defence took over the property for a Barracks and 
‘cccupied same until January 8, 1940. In 1942 the building was leased 
to W. S. Bell for operation ofa roller skating rink during the off-season 
for curling. 

In 1949, the shareholders agreed that the time had come for an 
artificial ice rink with better clubroom accommodation and so it was 
arranged to have the capital of the company increased to $150,000 
‘with 4,400 additional shares. It was then arranged to purchase the 
property where the Granite Club now operates and erect the desired 
building, with six sheets of artificial ice 

On December 15, 1950, the first mecting was held in the new 
building and now in 1960, withthe great interest in the game of curling, 
consideration is being given to further extension and improvement, 

In 1959, the boaed of directors was increased from nine to cleven, 
and it was during this year that arrangements were entered into with 
the Gateway Tennis Club to allot necessary space for tennis activites. 

‘To finance the construction of the new building in 1950 the club 
sold their property on Worthington Street to Pitman Motor Sales 
‘and raised the balance required by a mortgage, mostly taken up by 
shareholders. This mortgage is now about to be discharged. 

In the new building “The Granite Club” was formed as a separate 
organization. It has been a splendid success and is continuing to ex- 
pand. The ladies’ section of the club has also been not only a success, 
but of great value in many respects. At present Geo. E, Wallace is 
president of the company and has been since 1951. Previous to that 
date the following men have occupied the postion: J. R. Melatosh, 
1928; J.M. Deacon, 1930; A. Freeman, 1933; R. H. Thompson, 1936, 
D, Hamilton, 1940; J. R, Sproat, 1944; L.'R. Hume, 1948; L. R. 
Melntosh, 1950. During this time W. K. P. Kennedy served as sec- 
rotary-treasurer for sixteen years 





Ladies’ Section at the Granite Club 


‘This club was organized in June 1950, and since that time the presi- 
dents have been: Beth Butler, Nell Mallory, Jo Wallace, Charlotte 
‘Wyatt, Hilda Smith, Martha’ McLeod, Laurette Lafrance, Louise 
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Brohman and Annabelle Richardson. Conveners of the bonspiel com- 
mittee have been: Mable Vincer, Ruth Thompson, Clara Allison, 
Shirley Kennedy, Keitha Sherry, Hazel Duquette, Dee Randle, Thelma 
‘Leyburne and Fran Minogue. 


‘North Bay Curlers Club at the Granite 


‘The club continued in operation from the old rink on Worthington 
Street East, and presidents have been since 1950: Art Randle, Main 
‘Thompson, Bob Hambley, Bill Richardson, Sid Stevens, Harvey 
Fisher, Adelard Lafrance, Bob Wyatt, Peter Kennedy and Dean Haris, 
Laurentian Ski Club 

In December 1925 the club was organized with Walter Beattc as first 
president, and Ab, Hansman as secretary-treasurer. The membership 
‘was twenty-four and now there are approximately 730. The Chalet 
was completed in 1930 and the first Ontatio Ski Meet was held here 
in 1937. Other presidents down through the years have been: Reg 
Lehman, Dave Reeves, Alec Harris, Roy Herbert, Ab. Hansman, Fred 
Beattic, Dan Sunstrum, and the present one, Charlie Hansman, Some 
of the outstanding skiers about 1940 were Mark and Ted Guppy, 
Alex Stevenson, Walter Yaroslasky, Jack and Bob Wooton, Thelma 
Durrell, Frances Smith, Bud and’ Beth Hansman, Bill and Fred 
Beattie. 

Dave Reeves, Paul Vezina, Tack Pellow, Bill Hewitt, Red Bedard 
and others were among the early enthusiasts. Credit is also given to 
cchaps like Reg, Lehman, Danny Sunstrum, Roy Herbert, Gib Me- 

in, Russ Huntington, Cam Elmitt, Bob Surtees and Chuck Hans- 
‘man for service rendered throughout the years; and to Mrs, Hansman 
and Tom Cummings for time and energy expended as instructors. 

‘In 1960 Alex Stevenson is given credit for the performance of junior 
‘members of the club having attained a high performance rating. 

‘The chalet was extended from time to time to make it more attrac- 
tive as a clubroom and now due to the popularity of the sport, the 
club is looking forward to the opening of a new and modern chalet 
in 1961. Away back in 1909 there was a Swedish or Norwegian gentle- 
‘man in North Bay named August Estelle, and I think he was the first 
man to appear on skis in this district. 











‘North Bay Figure Skating Club 

‘Organized in 1941 under the direction of Mr, and Mrs. J.O. McCarthy, 
‘Some members ofthe first board of directors: Messrs. J. O, McCarthy, 
Dr. D. A. Campbell, F.S. Fosdick, W. K. P. Kennedy; secretary, Miss 
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Stockdale. The first carnival was held in 1942, Incorporated by letters 
patent January 4, 1947, with the following names signed to the appli- 
tation: J. O. McCarthy, K. M. Valin, C. G. Spencer, P. H. Tatton 
and J, D. Leyel, The club offers supervised recreation and instruction 
in the art of figure skating, Present membership is in excess of 200. 

To create interest and some financial return, the club puts on an 
annual carnival, usually for two nights. Top-light stars in the figure 
skating world are always on the programme, These have included 
World and Olympic pair champions, Barbara Wagner and Bob Paul, 
Norris Bowden and Frances Dafoe, world champion Dick Button, 
‘world dance champions Geraldine Fenton and Bill McLachlan; also 
professional Jacqueline du Bief from Paris, France. 

"The skating season is from November through March. The club is 
4 senior member of the Canadian Figure Skating Association, About 
1950 a women’s auxiliary was formed, with Mrs. J. G. A, Stevenson 
fs president. There are now more than 1,200 costumes and 156 
accessories and special effects in the wardrobe department, and during 
the years 2,300 costumes have been designed, selected or supervised 
in remodelling. Mrs, Stevenson is retiring from this activity after ten 
years of exceptional service, Miss Theresa McCarthy, at the age of 
twelve, won the Canadian Junior Women’s Championship for the year 
1939, Miss Norah McCarthy was Senior Women’s Champion for the 
year 1940,

CHAPTER 20 


Lake Nipissing 


‘The lake is said to drain an area of 5,370 square miles and in the 
spring of 1960 itis reported that 32,000 cubic feet of water were being 
‘dumped per second, while discharge through the French River could 
only take care of 15,900 cubic feet, which resulted in the lake level 
being 21 inches higher than normal summer level. This level reached 
(644.32 feet, In 1947 there was also exceptionally high water, when the 
level reached 645.75 feet. After years of investigation, surveying and 
reporting, the same condition exists, and a conservation authority is 
being established in an attempt to control the situation, This should 
prevent damage to lakeshore property in West Ferris and tourist resort 
property in the French River district. 

‘Traffic on this waterway—estimated length fifty miles and width 
twenty miles—apart from that of the native Indians, would appear to 
have commenced with the setlers arriving from the south at what is 
known as Nipissing Village on the south shore about 1865. It was an 
important jumping off place for settlers to other parts of the lake such 
‘as Wisa-Wasa, Callandar and Sturgeon Falls. The well-known “J. D. 
Cockburn” family travelled over the lake in the winter of 1879 to 
locate at Sturgeon Falls 

‘In 1880, small sailing vessels were in use, and in 1881 the fist steam- 
boat was launched. In 1883 a regular service between Nipissing Village, 
Callander, North Bay and Sturgeon Falls was in operation. tn 1884 
the J. R. Booth Lumber Co. had a mill at Wisa-Wasa with a Tight 
railway connection to the head of Lake Nosbonsing at Bonfield and 
thence by water to the Mattawa and Ottawa rivers. In 1885 the David- 
son and Hay Lumber Company had a camp at Frank's Bay at the 
‘entrance to French River with the steamer “Fraser” operating between 
Callander, North Bay and Sturgeon Falls. This boat, with scow, was 
destroyed by fire on November 7, 1892 on the southside ofthe Manitou 
Islands, with a loss of twenty-one lives. Only seven were saved. The 
boat was on a regular trip to Frank's Bay when the tragedy occurred. 
Tn 1930 the tug “Sea Gull”, under Captain Darling, was Iaunched at 
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Callander and is still boing operated by J. B, Smith Lumber Ca, tow- 
ing logs from Sturgeon Falls to Callander.” 

It might here be noted that a survey of past of the French River 
showing Indian lands below Chaueiere Falls was made in 1853 by 
J. 8, Dennis, PALS, Records also indicate that limestone from Mc- 
‘Donald Island, one of the Manitous, was used by the C.P.R. for con- 
struction of Duchesnay Creek bridge. In 1854-6 a topographical plan 
of part of Lake Nipissing was prepared by A. Murray, assistant provin- 
cial geologist, and that part of lake from a point on the north shore of 
the Goose Islands was designated “Great North Bay”, a sure indication 
a great futur lies ahead for our ci 

(On August 23, 1904, Smart L. Thompson, now of 118 Bessborough 
Drive, Toronto, with another young lad left North Bay in a twelve-foot 
birchbark canoe for a trip to the French. Leaving at 1:45 p.m. they 
‘managed to reach the Manitous in spite of @ severe storm. They were 
picked up by the small steamer “Hazel B” in charge of Bill Boucher 
‘and John Ferguson, and eventually landed home safely, 

Our lake boasts world-wide renown for pickerel fishing and in the 
spring of each year people come from far and near to enjoy this sport 
and partake of the delicious eating. From Callander to Sturgeon Falls 
the accommodation for fishermen is stretched to the limit. Somewhere 
have read that one year in five isa particularly good spavwning season, 
In 59 years the earliest date the ice has lft the lake was on April 3, 
1945. This was exceptionally early; the latest date was May 19, 1926, 
and this was very late indeed. Aprils the most frequent breakup month 
sand more often than not after April 20. 





‘Tragedy on the Lake 


About 1898, Ross Purvis, a schoolboy, was tying out his new bieyele 
and, wheeling down the Government Whar, he overshot the end and 
was drowned 

‘On a Saturday many years ago @ Mr. Hamilton a schoo! principal, 
struck out aetoss the lake on snowshoes accompanied by a chap named 
Kellog. A blinding snowstorm arose and they turned to face the home- 
ward joomey; they became seperated and unfortunately Hamilton 
failed to make it. Eventually his body was recovered by a search party 

‘On May 25, 1914, Arthur V. Mainbridge, wife Lydia May McCole- 
rman and two children drowned while ona picnic party. In 1914 Ralph 
B, Smith, aT. & N.O, employee and Miss White, a teacher at Feronia 
school, drowned through the ie near Government Whaf, North Bay, 
while skating, Another accident of long ago occurred’ when thres

This region has been aptly described as @ “lake of islands” and as early

John Ferguson located a number of sites, which he later sold, Among 
the early campers are these: Allison, Bragdon, Bailey, Barker, Coen, 
Cunningham, Grifith, Heyworth, Hunt, Haines, Hutcheson, Harcourt, 
Hill, Hempheil, Johnson, Jacobs, Laing, Leach, Marshall, Norris, 
Parks, Rawlings, Reynolds, Shepherd, Torrance, Whitehead, Young, 
Brohmer, Dudley, Elliott, Hendrie, Lucas, Kunkle, Kennedy, Ham-

‘The “Solid Comfort Fishing Club” of Pittsburgh erected a large 
camp with separate building for men and women and is still patronized 
by them, There are four resorts on the River, namely: Keystone Lodge, 
formerly operated by Mr. and Mrs. A. Torrance, then by Rollie 
Fischer, and in 1946 taken over by W.J. Kenedy. “Chaudiere Lodge”, 
formerly under management of Joe Sheedy, Wilt Rowell, and now 
‘owned by H. A, Desjardins. “Lunge Lodge”, for many years under 
‘management of Wm. King and at present owned by Bert Flavell. 
“Casablanca”, located down near Chaudiere Falls, has changed hands 
‘many times but is now under control of a lady {fom Sturgeon Falls. 
ose to Keystone Lodge there are some very interesting Indian sym- 
bols painted on a flat rock which time has failed to eliminate, and 
which no doubt were meant to convey information to those passing 
that way. 

‘There is an Indian Village close to Chaudiere Falls where the “Dokis 
Band” are located. There are many members of the Restoule and 
Dokis families in this neighbourhood. The Roman Catholie Church 
holds services from time to time and there i also a regular school main- 
tained, About 1908 the government sold a timber limit belonging to 
‘these people for the sum of $1,071,000, and this money has regularly 
been distributed to them, month to month,

remember when the original business section of the village developed 
along Oak Street from Ferguson to Fraser Street (the present Oak 
Strect East was C-P.R. property at that time) and among the estab- 
lishments may be mentioned the fist general store of Wm. McDonald, 
Sr, in 1883. Mr, McDonald later took over the Post Office from John 
Ferguson; there was the general store of Bunyan & Flannery; liquor 
store of Barney Mulligan; R. Rankin's butcher shop; North Bay Hotel; 
Mrs. Dan Melntyre, grocer and confectionery; MeBain photo gallery 
and the Mackey House, comer Oak, Ferguson and Main Strets; Jas. 
Halpenny, gents furnishings 

With the progress of the community Main Street was opened and 

became the principal centre of business east and west of Ferguson 
Street. To the east were the Methodist Church, North Bay Times 
Lomax bake shop, Passmore's butcher shop, Gregson’s grocery; 
‘goss & Caverhill general store; Torrance grocery, Featherstone furni 
ture and Brown's boarding house (hay and stabling), these on the north 
side, In early days the south side of Main Street East was principally 
residential but Geo. MeGillis had a barber shop and Mefntosh & Hill 
1 butcher shop at the comer of Ferguson Street and the remodelled 
building is stil there. 

‘On Main Street West (north side) the new post office was at the 
comer of Ferguson Street (where Campbell Block stands) with Wm. 
MeDonald still Postmaster, his son William D. assistant; Vina Hudson. 
was G.N.W. telegraph operator with Abbie Kennedy on the wicket; 
E. W, Ross, jeweller; Roman Catholic Church; D. St. Pierre, barber; 
H. D. Barr, tailor; C. E, Winters, ice eream and confectionery; W. 5 
Parsons, dry goods; Geo. E. Pay, grocer; MeDonald & Hay, hardware; 
Alf Heyworth, tobacconist; J. G. Cormack, drugs; D. Purvis, hard- 
‘ware, On the south side John Blanchet had a grocery store extending 
from Main Street to Oak Street under the name “The Old Reliable” 
‘and also operated a bottling plant; A. R. Morris, tailor; M. Brennan, 
‘dry goods; Gillespie, photo gallery; Wm. McKenzie, furniture and 
funeral parlor; Dr. Carruthers, drugs. The north side of Main Street 
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West had a high wooden trestle extending from about St, Pierre's 
barber shop to Deegan’s shoe store as that side of the street was con- 
siderably higher than the south side a is still evident. At rear of Cor- 
‘mack block a stone quarry had been blasted out and atthe west end 
of same Mr. Long had a paint shop. At the comer of Fraser Street 
(now Kresges) the ruling Magistrate, Wm. Doran, had his residence. 
At the end of Main Street opposite Pacific Hotel T. & W. Murray had 
2 general store and just east of it John Ferguson had an extensive lawn 
in front of his residence, which later faced Melntrye Street 

In the fall of the year the sandy shore of the lake would extend for 
atleast a hundred feet, with small pools here and there and the sand so 
hhard packed as to permit horseback riding. At that time there was no 
dam on the French River at Chaudiere Falls and throughout the year 
the water in the lake found its natural level. As consequence there was 
‘no damage to shore property at any time. It is possible the coastruction 
‘of the dam was to keep the water level sufficient for economic operation 
of the diferent sawmills at Callander and Cache Bay. This may be 
warranted. 

Fishing was particularly good at first and second rocky points 

ickerel and northern pike) but to get there you had to walk along 
the beach or take a trail at the top of the sand banks. A fishing tip 
‘was an all-day project but you always had a good catch and on the 
way home you didn't need a bathing suit to enjoy a swim. Rowboats 
were few, and stormy weather was apt to interfere when least expected, 
“Another good fishing spot was along the old C.P-R. dock and naturally 
very popular, as it was close at hand. One day when a young lad T 
‘hooked a small sturgeon and had dificulty getting it into a homemade 
boat my father had built. This dock had a railway track down the 
centre and at the shore end there was a building with machinery for 
lifting timber from the lake to load on cars. It was located somewhere 
between Fraser and Cassells Streets. I think it must still be a good 
feeding ground among the rocks. 

At one time North Bay had sailing regattas on Lake Nipissing, but 
only about three or four craft took part; the lack of safe anchorage, 
still existing, made the sport too hazardous. Some day we may have a 
breakwater and a marina, 

For 1961 we are looking forward to a much improved accominoda- 
tion at the Government Wharf and now that the “snow dump” has been 
removed, the sewer outlet closed, the City Parks Commission might 
{ive some thought to making a beauty spot of the shore to the west of 
the wharf. Amela Park is the only lake shore property where the city 
hhas made any attempt to capitalize on the beauty of the lake 
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Speaking of parks, the city had the opportunity in 1937 to purchase 
the Gorman lakeshore property running south of the C.P.R. from 
Henzy Stret to within a short distance of Duchesnay Crek forthe sum 
of $6,500 and with city bonds at five percent taken in payment. St. 
Joseph's College soon acquired it and what a beautiful site ithas proved 
to be; possibly they might be inlined to dispose ofthat potion east 
ofthe College, an excellent bathing beach, 

Amelia Park i et last coming into its owa, now thet Litle League 
baseball has been organized and possibly something may be done to 
establish proper bathing facilities on this splendid beach, 

The property east of Chippewa Creek along the lakeshore down as 
far as Parks Creck was orginally located by Wm. Parks and hs wife 
‘Amelia, They erected a frame building (where the sewage disposal 
plant is situated) which was known asthe Lakeview Hotel, but was 
‘more i the nature ofa boarding house. The approach was along Regina 
Suret witha bridge over the mouth of Chippewa Creek. 

‘At one time they also peddied milk around town, using a horse and 
rig with large metal containers; the houscholder brought a vesel for 
the required amount; the vendor opened the tap on the container and 
using @ pint or quart measure, gave what was required, There was n0 
government cow oF milk testing or sanitary regulations. Rory McLeod 
‘vas also a milk distributor and a Mr. Mason carted water, by horse 
nd rg, o those who could not sink a wll. Again there was no regula 
tion as to purty of water, and consequently typhoid fever was often 
prevalent. 

“The grounds to the eat of the hotel building were well wooded and 
the Parks people were very generous in allowing the public to use park 
at a nominal reall, and i was the only place available for picnics, 
‘Sunday school and others. At the west end of the present Amelia Park 
there was a large frame structure known as the Exhibition Building 
and this was forthe purpose of holding an annual fall fair. You would 
‘wonder why this activity has fallen away when you consider the in 
crease in setlement of the adjoining townships 

Gradually Mrs. Parks sold lots for summer cottages and now itis 
completely built up and in addition the city's trailer park. For two 
years, 1906 and 1907, with two friend, T tented on the lakeshore in 
ihis park and there were no buildings at that time. 

"At the lake end of Regina Street (before it was closed to accom- 
rmodate the CPR) there was a small sawmill on Chippewa Creek 
Owned and operated by Wm. Hogg in 1885—later by Thomas & Cross 
and finally by W. B. McLean, Farther along the creck there was a 
brewery operated by the Clemens Brothers, called New Ontario Brew- 
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ing Co., and it was a place of call for thirsty ball players from the park, 
and also for D. J. Elliot’s ducks which indulged in the waste mash 
and really put on a show. 

‘Thinking about Regina Street reminds me of recreation available to 
all youngsters on the streets anywhere; at the corner of Main Strect 
East and Regina Street boys and girls could play “pussy in the corner 
Wwithout any interference, and for adults, believe it or not, there was a 
bicycle track opposite the O.N.R, office building, made up of well- 
packed cinders. During the “bicycle craze" men and women found time 
to have race meets with the “Cleveland”, the most popular machine, 
A conductor, Harry Peckhover, seemed to be the champion. The craze 
faded in due time, although the old road to Trout Lake provided a 
route for quieter enjoyment of the pastime, 

‘The children in those early days had to make their own fun. In the 
winter time they cleared the snow from creeks and lake to skate and 
play shinny; used their sleds on the hills at almost all street intersec- 
tions; adults even used old Thibault Hill for bob-sledding and at one 
‘time there was a regular toboggan slide up at Gormanwille out onto the 
lake. Snowshoe parties were popular. 

Dispatching of trains over more than four hundred miles of C:P.R. 
‘main line track was a very trying occupation and to say the least, hard 
fon the nervous system. In the early days at North Bay this duty was 
performed by Geo. W. Hutcheson, chief dispatcher and W. B. Way; 
Jos. O'Meara, W. J. Smail and T. A. MeArthur working eight-hour 
tuicks, using the telegraph key and the Morse system, In spite of the 
hazard involved, they all had a clear record, 

In 1910 the office of superintendent and the dispatchers ofice were 
‘moved to Sudbury and in time the isue of train orders was mostly con- 
‘ducted over the telephone system, a much more rapid operation and no 
doubt less risky. The block signal system also came into use, making 
for more safety in train movement. 

Geo. J. Bury followed B, W. Coyne as superintendent and when 
“0.1.” was promoted to Fort William, T. J. Kennedy succeeded him 
followed by Thos. Hay and then Chas. Murphy, J. R. Nelson and 
Geo. Spencer. 

In 1910 the Lake Supetior Division a it was then known, had grown 
‘in mileage and traffic to such an extent that the company decided to 
appoint a general superintendent at North Bay. Thos. Williams was 
the first appointee and heads of his staff were Robert Preston, 
‘master mechanic; Tifin Harris, master ear foreman; G. L. Wetmore, 
division engineer and E, M. Favreau, chief accountant. In the interest 
of economy by the consolidation of operating personnel the company, 
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in 1959, closed out the office of general superintendent here and so 
you might say our city practically lost its identity as a CP.R. town, 
‘This was further manifested recently by the practical closing of the 
locomotive repair shops due to introduction of Diesel motive power. 
‘The staff of machinists, boiler makers and helpers has been greatly 
reduced. The city greatly regretted losing so many railwaymen who 
contributed largely to our community welfare in all its aspects. Never- 
theless “time marches on”—automation isin its infancy but doubtless 
‘we will keep up with the procession and continue to grow. 

(One ofthe frst buildings required for railway operation is “stati 
this one was constructed of logs and located on the lake side of the 
tracks. Later it was replaced by a two-storey frame building on the 
town side (presently occupied by restaurant and express office) with 
the top storey the office of superintendent and dispatchers ofce, I well 
remember this office, as I entered the employ of the railway in 1896 
as office boy in the superintendents office at $15 per month. This 
probably was quite in keeping with the times as the superintendent 
rated $150 per month and the chief clerk $55. At that time typewriters 
were not in use (shortly after the “Empire” machine came into use) 
and the penmanship was with indelible ink so that “wet” copies could 
be retained in a tissue book. I recollect thinking that if Tever got to be 
chief clerk at $55 per month I would have the world by the tail and 
1 downhill haul. I eventually arrived in that position but there didn't 
seem to be much change in my progress up or down hill. 

‘A Lreight office, a water tank, a roundhouse and later a coal chute 
‘and dwellings for some of the staff were essential. The freight office 
‘was placed where the present locomotive shops are located; the round 
hhouse where the present freight shed is situated; the coal chute and 
‘water tank about as is. Enlarged machine shops and in addition repair 
buildings were added later, also the present depot. 

‘The dwellings for employees were built on company land, part of 

is now Oak Street East, and were known as “the red row” and 
later “the green row” by changing the paint. With the opening of Oak 
Street from Ferguson Street to Wyld Street these buildings were 
removed. 

'A feature of railway trafic through North Bay in early times was 
the movement of all kinds of livestock. The railway had many feeding 
points along the system and North Bay was one of importance. Al 
Iivestock passing through were unloaded at an extensive stockyard 
along the lake shore east of the shops in order to feed and water the 
‘animals as well as give them a rest. Today due to the faster movement 
of trains this trafic has been greatly reduced. 
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‘The movement of-wheat from the Welter provincesto the cat 
after the losing of navigation on the Great Lakes added greatly othe 
number of railway employees at this point. There was a shortage of 
tleratr space at the ead ofthe lakes and also inthe cas. Consoquntly 
there were ines when siding west ot North Bay for many mies would 
be blocked with cars wailing for movement. When these car loads 
would beat North Bay the consignee woud rue a sample of the 
Contents in many cases The eat would be opened a small bg of grin 
taken fromthe conte and mailed tothe consignee, and he would then 
five forwarding order, 

“Another source of business was the great movement of setters and 
ther elfests to Westra Canada particulary during the years Cliford 
Sion was Minister of the Inter. Ente trains Would ave from 
Southern Ontario oer the old Grand Trunk railway from Nipising 
Sonction, In adlton during this time immigration of al elas from 
the Balkans, Resi and Scandinavian counties, as ell as fom Tly 
and the Brish Ines passed through North Bay. We all thought the 
costumes ofthe notiem worten rater odd as they wore heavy top 
boots, touters, and scarfs over their heads they evidently Intoduced 
the sige to Canada, as that typeof costume, or atleast part ofl 
seems gute poplar in our day 

T must no ovrlok the “harvester excursions”, The shortage of 
Inbor inthe prairie provinces required the rallway to ofler cheap fares 
to bring men from a far eat a the Marine, and believe me there 
‘Wasa element song them that warned the merchants along the route 
to clove up thee shop if they wanted to rain thet merchandise 

Daring the South African War, 1899-1901, bulletin were received 
daily covering progress ofthe confit and we could not understand 
shy the Brits were losing so many bts fo the Boers 2s We fly 
Cxpected General Buller and his redeoats would soon wipe them up. 
However, it took Lord Roberts and Kitchener some tine to clea the 
situation, The siege of Ladysmith by Sir Geo. Whites the rei of 
Mafeking and Baden-Powell, and the escape of Church, the war 
correspondent, were all sensational. Today another element, called 
‘parthed, now holds the spodight 

(On entering the C-P.R. employ Mr. Bary, a young man fll of vim 
and vigour, ad to me: “Wille, puton lng pants, lam shorthand, and 
Till take you out onthe road with me’"I did and he Gd but we did 
tof rave na private carte tains yan was out vec, With 
Bin and ik couplings, hand bakes and rough track it vasa problem 
{ocanry on with secretarial duties. Me. Buy also urged me to have the 
ambion tobe presient ofthe CP.R.—that was his ambition. Ever 
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tually through many ‘prombtions over the system he became vice- 
president ofall lines at Montreal. No doubt he gave the same advice 
to another of his secretaries—D. C. Coleman—who profited by the 
advice and with exceptional ability reached the goal. Mr. Bury at the 
height of his career was knighted for exceptional service rendered, I 
believe, in connection with a survey he made of the Russian railway 
system, On his retirement he moved to Vancouver and in 1959 died 
at age ninety-one, 

In the earliest days, before a bank opened at North Bay, the pay 
for the employees arrived by “pay car” in charge of Charlie Salisbury 
and that was an important event all along the line. The company had 
experienced financial troubles from time to time, and the pay car was 
often late, 

In 1896 at the dry goods store of W. J. Parson (Cheap Jack) a $35 
seal cape could be bought for $28, and on down to $3.50. Bight pair 
‘of heavy wool socks for $1.00; men’s blue serge suits for $4.00 up; 
corsets—take your choice for 504; ladies’ hose—all colors—for 254; 
according to an ad in the weekly newspaper. A favorite playground 
was the present location of the C.P.R. garden—there was a ball game 
there every evening, Rorabeck's drug store had a medicine for “colds” 
called “110”. This was his telephone number and the number of the 
CPR. switching engine. Hence the derivation of the name. 

Curfew was in force and all youngsters had to be off the streets by 
‘9 pm, or Larry Brennan, the aight constable, would say “come now 
bboys—run away home” with an Irish accent. The first jail was on Wyld 
Street, eastside, between Main and MeIntyre, a log building. At “the 
‘ld blue schoo!” there was an alder swamp at the rear and a miscreant 
‘was permitted to go out and cat his own switch, A big day inthe life 
of the town was the twelfth of July and the Orange Association cer- 
tainly put on a demonstration, Evergreen arches were erected at all 
street intersections on the line of march from the C:P.R. station to 
‘Lakeview Park, proceeding down Main Street and then slong Regina 
Street and so across Chippewa Creek. 

‘Another banner day for the kids was when the circus came to town 
‘and crowds would watch the unloading and hauling of equipment up 
to the old race track property with the calliope leading the way when 
the procession formed up. Open bars were permitted at the hotels and 
‘a quiet poker game was proceeding atthe rear. Back in 1908 the town 
hhad the say as to how many hotel licences were to be granted. 

"There were no steam laundries in operation nor for that matter a 
‘Chinese establishment. Jas. Halpenny’s gents furnishing had an agency 
{or the “Swiss Steam Laundry” of Toronto and it was part of my work 
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to drag a small ted wagon around town collecting laundry on Monday 
‘morning for shipment and then on Saturday, return the finished product. 
If you hired a “livery rig” for an afternoon costing $1.50 you really 
belonged to the upper ten. There was a “‘piggery” at the comer of 
Ferguson Street and First Avenue—now Memorial Park, The Fee and 
Mackey hotel people owned the property and Moise Guay carried the 
kitchen scraps in pals along the street. The Methodist Church people 
fat one time complained about the, odour from pigs next door on 
‘Molntyre Street. A great many residents kept a cow and nearly all had 
‘a few chickens. I delivered milk on foot at five cents a quart and eggs 
atten cents a dozen. 

To pick blueberries you walked down the railway tracks to Nipis- 
sing Junction, where the berries were plentiful, and in the early evening 
‘came home on the Grand Trunk local tain. Going to school in the 
winter time you ploughed through snow drifts with temperatures any- 
where between thirty and fifty below zero and thought nothing of it. 
In the early days of the automobile, around 1912, the only piece of 
hhard-surfaced road in the town was around by the C-P.R. depot, cars 
found it difficult to climb old Thibeault Hill because of its sand and 
rough surface. About this time Kennedy & Shea sold the ist seif- 
starter automobiles in town—Studebaker "35", costing $1,500; you 
plied a handle on the steering column which operated a chain mech- 
‘nism, instead of cranking. Bill Rankin made a trip to Toronto, on 
‘April 11, 1924, in one day—considered some accomplishment 

‘Excitement and interest created in 1934 by the birth of the “Dionne 
Quintuplets", children of Mr. and Mrs, Oliva Dionne. This event was 
f great tourist attraction to the district for many years. The opening 
‘of a highway through to Sturgeon Falls was a boon to motorists as was 
also No. 11 Highway north and No. 63 to Temiskaming. There was a 
passable roed to Mattawa but it took a half day to get there by auto, 
as late as 1912. 

In 1923, May 18, the shooting of constable Fred Lefebvre by Leo 
Rogers, on Worthington Strest East, took place at 5:30 am, when 
[Rogers resisted arrest, Thirteen provincial police and a posse of twenty 
citizens were engaged in an attempt to capture Rogers and eventually 
hhe was shot on the south shore of Lake Nipissing near where Waltonian 
Inn is now. At one time ice boating was tried on Lake Nipissing but 
this could only be when the ice was not covered with snow, which was 
seldom. However, many a year skaters could cross to the islands or 
travel east or west and frequently there would be skating partes along. 
‘the shore line with a big bonfire to liven the party. 

‘On July 1, 1919, a light aircraft piloted by a chap named Foster

was taking passengers up fora fight and on one occision, with Best 
Nichols asa pastenger, heshad to make an emergency landing tthe 
racetrack, fortunately withosterocs mishap. On May 24, 1902, a 
picnic party lett North Bay whart inthe silat “Sea Foam” (owned 
by Thos. Wallace) and were notable to return home because of rough 
weather until two day later. In the meantime they were marooned on 
Bill's Island of the south shoe. The party consisted of Jack Wallace, 
Les Banner, Alice Wallace, Abbie Kennedy, Mabel Wallace, Myrtle 
(Gegg and Bll Kennedy; that ended saiboating on Lake Nipising. 

‘The CPR. used tohave a machine saving stove wood down infront 
of the present depot; Tom Longway was the operator and i was kept 
buzzing all day long. The standard wage for men working in the freight 
shed was $1.10 a day of ten hours and the same for sectionmen; and 
six-day week and no extra for overtime. Today—well, comparisons are 
odious. John Mores, a CP-R, locomotive enginer, was inclined 0 
rusic, On his locomotive, No, 444, he would announce his home. 
coming by attempting to play “Home Sweet Home” with the loco- 
motive whist 

“There was a “depression” in 1893—work was scare for antsans. 
What did they do? They tightened their els there was no unemploy- 
ment insurance, old age pensions, mother’ allowances, baby bonuses, 
hospital insurance—and yet they cartid on. Around 1890, with only 
two doctors availabe, there were typhoid epidemics, diptheria small 
pox and other communicable diseases prevalent with no hospital 
Sccommodaton, but good neighbors. Inthe living room of our home 
my father fashioned acofin, when needed, forthe child of « neighbor 
who could not afford an expensive casket. Of course, there was no 
embalming in those early days 

‘On freight tain the communication from locomotive to van was 
by way of bll cord stretched acros the top ofthe tenn and attached 
toa bell in the van and inthe engin. A break inthe train would also 
signal what had taken place. The sped ofa fecight tain down grade 
‘would be regulated by the brakeman getting out on top of the ears and 
applying hand brakes. This was dificult feat when the tops of the 
cars mere coated with snow and ie, There were lots of fat wheels 
ccurring through faire o properly release the braks. The into- 
diction of the air rake solved alt of problems for train and engine- 
tnen. The only protection from winter weather forthe enginemen was 
canvas curtains blowing in all directions 

‘One af the early wood-burner locomotives in use onthe CPR. was 
the Lucy Dalton” (named after a niece of Lord Liga), and operated 
into North Bay in 1882, One ofthe crew was Lott Briton whose family 
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took an active ‘interest in community effort; Mr. Britton was long a 
member of St. Andrew's choir; his daughter Florence (Mrs, Walton 
Wallace) was organist for a number of years; another daughter Ruth 
(Mrs, Paddy Jessup) was interested in drama and élocution, and Mabel 
(Mars. Art Hayward) was a soloist in St. Andrew's choir, In St Andrew's 
choit Miss Nessie Cormack was organist for many years and Miss Jean 
Carruthers (Mrs. RL, Lamb) daugiter of Dr, Carathers, was soloist 
in the same choir. 

‘During the fist World War all troops from Western Canada de- 
trained at North Bay formed up, and marched along a number of 
streets for exercise, It was very exciting, particularly when a Highland 
regiment was marching with the pipe band in the lead. It certainly 
created a martial spirit and helped recruiting. 

Tt. was quite a show when the “patent medicine man” arrived in town 
to dispense cure-alls to those with a dollar burning 2 hole in their 
pocket, He was accompanied by Mike and Rastus; they took up their 
stand on a temporary platform erected at a convenient spot in town, 
‘an oil torch on each side of the platform lighting the area. “Kickapoo 
Indian” liquid and “Kickapoo Indian” salve were stressed as being 
the one and only remedy for ills of any nature and all for only one 
dollar, For entertainment his dialogue with Mike and Rastus was 
amusing and helped hypnotize the audience into parting with their 
cash. The ventriloquist act would be repeated until he was satisfied 
hhe had cleaned the market. “Banyan” was another come-on by a dif 
ferent character. This product guaranteed to have been obtained from 
the banyan tree, whatever that i, was supposed to be even better than. 
“Kickapoo”. 

“Judge Valin arrived in town on his appointment as District Judge in 
1895, He took up residence at the south-west corner of Sherbrooke 
and Worthington Streets and each morning was driven to the Court 
House with a horse and gig and his own cabby. 

"The council conducted the affairs ofthe city daring what has always 
‘been known as the great depression ofthe 1930's. From my knowledge 
of conditions existing during those trying years, and from perusal of 
‘minutes of council meetings, I have always felt that they were entitled 
to, and possibly did not receive, the appreciation ofthe citizens which 
‘was their due, Trust Tam right, on behalf of all, in recording it here. 
‘Those years of economic recession had the effect of moulding people 
together by the bond of a terrible shared experience, a recurrence of 
‘which should not take place. 

"The “a” epidemie struck North Bay in the fall of 1918 at the same 
time it was spreading all over Canada. Schools, theatres and all meeting 
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places were closed to prevent contagion, Citizens were organized to 
provide nursing help wherever possible aid neighbor helping neighbor 
was the order of the day: A real community effort helped to control this 
‘devastating malady, but in spite of everything the toll was heavy.

Ot all the many characters of North Bay's pioneer days, none was more 
colorful than George Belton Ford, Winter or summer George was attired 
in several layers of coats with a hunk of rope for a sash, He learned the 
secret of insulation that whatever kept heat in would also keep heat out. 

George Ford, the pauper, and Henry Ford, motor manufacturer, 
hhad the same problem of getting dependable winter traction. Henry 
solved his problem by using a rubber tire with a special tread. Poor 
Goorge could not even afford rubber footwear, so he got traction by 
‘wrapping his fect in burlap ba 

George lived inthe days when the rule of living was “work or starve”, 
George did neither. He lived in a miserable hovel set in a small clear- 

in the bush near Trout Lake. He did not farm, but was able to 
scrounge enough food from townspeople to eke out a precarious 
existence, 

George was a recluse who led a hermit-ike life similar to the legend- 
ary Rip Van Winkle, so it was inevitable that he should be named Rip, 

‘Old Rip and Santa Claus both carried big, bulging bags over their 
shoulders and both had a great effect on the children of North Bay. 
Children behaved before Christmas in anticipation of getting toys 
from Santa's bag. North Bay children also behaved the year round 
‘when Rip was ia town because they had been warned Rip's bag was 
not filled with toys, but with bad boys, who had disobeyed their parents 

Rip resembled Santa in many ways. They were of similar physique, 
the same twinkling eyes and beards, Santa's beard is pure white. Rip’s 
was a tatle-tale prey, deeply stained with “chawing terbaccer” 

Rip, of course, was taunted and tormented by a rowdy element in 
the community. He was often surrounded by frightened young children 
at which time Rip would proceed to put on a real performance for their 
benefit, He would wave his hands wildly, growl loudly and make furious 
rushes in thei direction 

‘Adults noticed that he always stopped short of catching or chastising 
the youngsters. It was also noticeable that the merriment in his eyes 
belied the ferocity of his actions, 

(One day word was brought to North Bay that old Rip had passed 
away. Rip had never darkened the doors of any church, but the 
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ploneers decided he was entitled to a Christian burial. They provided 
‘a roughbox and arranged for Tommy Martin and a Mr. Kinsella to 
take a wagon and team to transport the box to Rip’s shack and bring 
back the body. 

Residents of North Bey anxiously awaited the return of the hearse 
All eyes were intently turned toward the east end of Main Street. 

‘At long las, lato in the afternoon, a horse-drawn dray appeared, 
‘The outfit came rapidly into view, with clouds of dust flying in all 
directions, The horses, driven at breakneck speed, provided as much 
excitement and as many thrills as the chariot race of Ben Hur. 

‘Spectators noticed a familar figure seated on the roughbox eracking 
‘a lack snake whip over the racing steeds and waving his other hand 
to the started onlookers who lined the sidewalks

‘The city in 1961 is making a start on another decade looking forward 
to the completion of an over-pass at the east end of the city; possible 
extension of city boundaries; completion of sewer extension pro- 
‘gramme; addition to Chippewa Secondary School; development of 
recreation grounds; final settlement of a new location for a dumping 
‘ground. Al are important for the good and welfare of the citizens 
generally. 

One of the urgent problems facing the city inthe immediate future 
is the required extension to the Civie Hospital. This should come 
before other projects that do not have the same bearing on the general 
welfare of the people. 

With Mayor Hewitt in office and a council of young men eager to 
prove their worth as aldermen we look forward to a year of marked 
progress, The council consists of M. Brown, G. Cardinal, J. R. Gor- 
man, R. Lehman, E, Loukidelis, Nell Mallory, C. E. Rennick, W.

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‘The travelling public are looking forward to the opening of the new 
sirport terminal building this coming summer, and no doubt the sta 
will welcome it too, Time marches on, and the present accommodation 
is now obsolete. Completion of the “Bomarc” missile plant in Widdi 
field Township will likely be in operation this year as well as the sacE 
‘operation—depending on defence requirements for the North Ameri- 
can continent—in the meantime we will be in the limelight, well or 
otherwise, for some time to come. 

North Bay has come a fong way in seventy-cight years and the future 
never looked brighter as long asthe nations of the earth work towards 
the establishment of peace and progress in the interest of all mankind, 
As the “Gateway of the North” and the practical centre of the great 
Province of Ontario our potential is unlimited and all that is needed 
is the same faith in our future as that displayed by the pioneers of 
1882 and succeeding years. In 1853 a survey of Lake Nipissing had 
the map marked “Great North Bay” and possibly this is a forecast of 
hat is to be, 

‘At present, with an area population of approximately 40,000, our 
geographical location and transportation facilites are gradually prov- 
ing attractive to industry. Every year substantial development in this 
respect is taking place, and with proper publicity and encouragement, 
the progress wil be more rapid. 

‘True, our future greatly depends on the further opening up of the 
‘reat heritage possessed by this section of Northern Ontario and to 
this all look forward with enthusiasm, The Great Clay Belt stretching 
in a broad band across the middle of the Northeastern region of 
‘Northern Ontario contains about sixteen million acres of rich, arable 
land most of which is still heavily wooded. Many productive farms 
‘operate in this area. South of the eastern past of this great clay bet is 
the litle clay belt of fertile agricultural land in the Haileybury-New 
Liskeard district. 

Economic acitivities of Northern Ontario are logging, saw milling, 
pulp and paper manufacturing, agriculture and the mining of gold, 
silver, copper, iron, cobalt, asbestos and uranium. Hydro electric 
development is being carried on in a number of locations, guaranteeing 
1 continuing supply of power, and recently, natural gas has been 
brought through a great part of the area. This, of course, can be 
extended as required. The tourist trade is expanding from year to year 
and trapping and fur farming are becoming more important. Based 
primarily on rich mineral and forest resources, unexcelled facilities for 
vacationing and the growth of manufacturing, surely the economic 
potential ofthe area is almost unlimited. 
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‘Transportation through North Bay is provided by the Canadian 
Pacific and National Transcontinental railways, East, West, and South, 
and for the North the Ontario Northland provides an excellent service 
a well as a Bus Line. Highways are maintained up to standard at all 
times throughout the District, and Trans-Canada Air Lines provide fast 
‘movement when require. 

Recently the development of iron ore in the Temagami district is 
receiving attention with the possible expenditure of $30,000,000 and 
this may prove of inestimable value fo the area, Possibly the greatest 
boost to Northern Ontario will be the development of an ocean port at 
Moosonee on James Bay, as advocated by Col. Reynolds, chairman of 
the Ontario Northland Transportation Commission. This would seem 
to be a must and would appear to have the approval of both the 
Canadian Government and the Province of Ontario Iron ore deposits 
‘on Belcher Islands and in the Great Whale River area, with smelter at 
‘Moosonee, would seem to warrant their development on an economic 
basis. 

With regard to the improvement of the Ottawa-Mattawa River 
waterway and the canal to Georgian Bay on Lake Huron, Information 
leaned from various sources would indicate ths to be a feasible project 
according to numerous surveys made from time to time. Listed below 
are some reports in this connection:

CHAPTER 1 


The Nipissing Passageway 


Tam indebted to Archibald Freeman, retired general manager of the 
Ontario Northland Railway, for what I consider an extremely interest- 
ing and informative introduction to the district surrounding North Bay, 
entitled “The Nipissing Passageway”. 

Mr. Freeman, better known as Archie, arrived in North Bay in the 
year 1907, entered the employ of the railway as a stenographer and 
eventually became general manager in 1947. This speaks for itself. 
‘Throughout the years Mr. Freeman gave frecly of his talent to com- 
munity service, particularly with the Public Library Board. Despite 
having reached the usual retirement age, he is now busily engaged as 
industrial commissioner for the city and district. 


The Nipissing Passageway by Archibald Freeman 


The word “Nipissing” is one of the most musical place names to be 
found anywhere. It also has the distinction of being one of the oldest 
place names in the Province of Ontario. The word appears in the 
earliest maps and in the writings of the early explorers and missionaries. 
The spelling of the word varies but it is always recognizable, In 
chronological order, these renderings may be found: 





Nipisier Champlain (1615) 
°  Nissiciniens Father Brebeuf (1635) 
Nipissiriniens Father Vimont (1643) 
Nipisirini Labontan’s Map (1704) 


Nipisingue R. M. Ballantyne (about 1845) 


Where did the word originate and what does it mean? It is an Indian 
word and originally referred to the lake and the tribe of Indians living 
in the vicinity of the lake. The lake was Nipissing and the tribe— 
though of Algonquin stock was a distinct group known to other tribes, 
as Nipissings. To an Indian the word meant “little water” or perhaps 
“little lake”. The name apparently was used to distinguish the lake 
from Lake Huron and Georgian Bay, which to a travelling Indian were

the Big Water. Leaving the Big Water, the Indian came to a smaller 
body and it became known as the “little water”, or in the Indian lan- 
guage “Nipissing”; and those who regularly fished in the lake and 
hunted in the surrounding forests became known as “Nipissings”. 


‘The First White Men 


All authorities agree that the first white man to see Lake Nipissing was 
Etienne Brulé. This great traveller was the first white man to see many 
parts of Ontario, but he did not leave any written record of his travels. 
However it is accepted by all authorities that Brulé reached Nipissing 
in the year 1610, en route to the Huron country, where he spent the 
winter. He returned to the St. Lawrence in 1611. 

The second white man to see Lake Nipissing was Father Joseph 
LeCaron, a missionary of the Recollet Order. The exact date of his 
arrival cannot be established, but we have these facts: 


(a) Father Le Caron celebrated Mass near Montreal on June 
24, 1615. He therefore could not have left the St. Lawrence 
before that date. Champlain took seventeen days to travel 
from the St. Lawrence to Nipissing. At the same speed 
Father Le Caron could not have arrived before July 12. 
One author says he preceded Champlain by a few days; 
another author uses the words “only a week”, This seems 
to limit the date of arrival to between July 15 and 20, 

(®) Parkman says Father Le Caron left the St. Lawrence on 
July 1, with Champlain following on July 9, Since Cham- 
plain arrived on July 26, we arrive at the same dates— 
probably about July 18. 





Accompanying Father Le Caron were about a dozen Frenchmen 
whose names are not recorded. 

It might be appropriate at this point to quote from the writlgs of 
this intrepid priest. It appears that he had to contend not only with 
savage men but even more savage insects, He writes: 





IfThad not kept my face wrapped in a cloth, Tam almost sure 
they would have blinded me, so pestiferous and poisonous 
are the bites of these little demons, They make one look like 
aleper—hideous to behold. I confess this is the worst martyr- 
dom I suffered in this country: hunger, thirst, weariness and 
fever are nothing to it. These little beasts not only persecute 
you all day but at night they get into your eyes and mouth, 
crawl under your clothes or stick their long stings through

them and make such a noise that it distracts your attention 
and prevents you saying your prayers, 


He reckoned that there were three or four kinds of biting insects includ- 
ing one known as ‘“devil’s imps”. 

Following a few days behind Father Le Caron came the most famous 
of all—Samuel de Champlain—who arrived at Lake Nipissing on July 
26, 1615. Father Le Caron’s party was actually a part of the later group 
organized by Champlain, Apparently the original plan was that they 
would travel together. 

‘The entire party met the Hurons near Lachine in June, but Cham- 
plain himself returned to Quebec for additional supplies. While he was 
gone, the Hurons became impatient and left without waiting his return. 
He followed soon after and, as said above, arrived at Lake Nipissing 
on July 26, 

‘The fur traders route from Trout Lake to Nipissing was definitely 
by LaVase Creck, and it is quite likely this was the route followed by 
Champlain. There were, however, two other routes between these two 
Iakes—one by a trail west of the present site of North Bay, and the 
other by Lake Nosbonsing and the Wisi Wasi River. 

‘Champlain found the Indians on the south shore and remained with 
them two days, going on to the Huron country from which he returned 
via Nipissing in 1616. 


First Commercial Establishment in Ontario 


The earliest French explorers had missionaries for companions; but 
commerce followed religion in a very few years. Only seven years after 
Champlain crossed Nipissing in 1615, we find the first commercial 
establishment of any description in the Province of Ontario on the 
shores of Lake Nipissing. Jean Nicollet established this fur trading 
post ffi 1622, He lived with the Nipissings about seven years, having 
his own separate tent but otherwise living as a native. 


Missionary Actix 





The Nipissing Indians were noted for being great sorcerers. Moreover 
they were a trading group acting as middlemen between the Crees as 
far north as Hudson Bay and the Indians to the south. There is a record 
of a missionary of the Recollet Order being assigned to the Nipissings 
in the year 1624. For a time the Recollets and the Jesuits worked 
together in the Canadian Mission Field. For example, Father Jean de 
Brébeuf of the Jesuit Order and Father Joseph de la Roche Daillon of

the Recollet Order travelled together leaving Cap de la Victoire on 
July 25, 1626, arriving at Lake Nipissing about the middle of August. 
St. Jean de Brébeuf made several trips through this area—to Quebec 
in 1629; to Huronia in 1634; to Quebec in 1641 and then to Huronia 
again in 1644, In November 1645 this saint and martyr spent two days 
ministering to the Nipissing Indians—apparently somewhere to the 
north of the Lake. 

Jesuit missionaries were assigned to the Nipissing area; Father 
Claude Pijart labouring in this field from 1640 to 1649 and Father 
Charles Raymbault from 1640 to 1642. It is recorded that one of their 
missions was on the north shore and was called the Mission of the 
Holy Ghost. 


Indian Warfare 


We now come to the period of war between the Iroquois and the 
Hurons, which reached its climax in the years 1648, 1649 and 1650 
and resulted in the utter destruction of the Hurons and of the Nipissing 
tribes. 

We may at times think of Indian warfare as being part of their nature 
and that wars were carried on merely for the love of fighting. Actually 
the Iroquois-Huron War had a commercial basis and though no one 
probably realized it at the time, it was the beginning of the commercial 
rivalry between New York and Montreal, The Iroquois traded with the 
English and the Hurons with the French. The Iroquois were unable to 
secure sufficient fur in their own territory and coveted the rich fur 
bearing country of central Canada as far north as Lake Nipissing, In 
order to control this area it was necessary to destroy the Hurons, 
and by cutting the Ottawa-Nipissing travel route, it was almost possible 
to encircle the French. This they proceeded to do with considerable 
success; and for more than one hundred years—from 1650 untilslong 
after the cessation of Canada to the British—the province as fatvftorth 
as Lake Nipissing was known as Iroquois territory. 

However, the encirclement was not complete, and a few daring 
Frenchmen ran the blockade and eluded the watch on the Ottawa. 
Among others, the famous brother-in law team of Radisson and 
Groseilliers broke through the blockade in 1658 and in the years 
immediately following. In 1661 they again crossed Lake Nipissing on 
their journey to find the Sea of the North—which we know as Hudson 
Bay. Like Champlain, they camped two days on Lake Nipissing, going 
on to Lake Superior, reaching Hudson Bay in 1662. They returned to 
the St. Lawrence via Nipissing in 1663, 
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A few years passed, and these two Frenchmen, enraged by their 
treatment by the French authorities, turned to the English and guided 
them to Hudson Bay by way of Hudson Strait, and this led directly to 
the formation of the Hudson’s Bay Company, which as we all know is 
still doing business in many parts of Canada. A peace of sorts was 
patched up between the French and the Iroquois and some exploration 
of the interior followed. The French explorer La Verandrye passed 
this way in 1736. 


‘Coming of the English 


The first Englishman to see Lake Nipissing was Alexander Henry the 
Elder. It will be recalled that the Battle of the Plains of Abraham was 
fought on September 13, 1759. Montreal passed to British hands in 
1760. Henry did not wait for the end of the war and the succession of 
Canada to the British in 1763, but he was on Lake Nipissing in 1761. 
He was a careful observer and fortunately left a record of his observa- 
tions. 

He mentions the terrible mosquitoes and says his party built fires 
and stood in the smoke to obtain respite. There is no doubt as to the 
route he followed from Trout Lake to Nipissing. He refers to La Vase 
Creck and even explains what the name signified. He says the name 
refers to the swampy country through which the creck runs. He reached 
what he calls “Portage a la Vase” on August 26, finding beaver dams 
‘on the creek—one of which they broke. They fished in the lake and met 
Indians on the south shore. He obtained some furs from the Indians 
and then continued his journey. He was followed shortly after by 
British soldiers on their way to Fort Michilimacinac. 

With the coming of the British to the Ottawa-Nipissing country, there 
came Canadian competition for the Hudson's Bay Company. The Cana- 
dian traders joined together to form the North West Company with 
hheadgifarters at Montreal in 1779. This company established a small 
trading post at the mouth of La Vase Creek called Fort La Ronde. A 
great explorer, Sir Alexander Mackenzie was an employee of the North 
West Company and he first entered central Canada by way of Lake 
Nipissing in 1785. 






Lake Nipissing a Point of Reference 

It may be appropriate at this time to mention that Lake Nipissing 
appears to have been a point of reference for statesmen on more than 
one occasion. When Quebec was ceded to the British, Canada extended 
to the most southerly point on Lake Nipissing.

Again at the peace conference ending the American Revolutionary 
War, the Americans asked and the British Commissioner agreed that 
United States territory should extend to the same most southerly point 
of Lake Nipissing. Fortunately for Canada, the British Government 
refused to ratify this agreement, and secured the present boundary 
through the Great Lakes. 

For about forty years, the North West Company, using the Ottawa- 
Nipissing route, competed with the Hudson’s Bay Company. Great 
fleets of canoes loaded with furs came up the French River and crossed 
Lake Nipissing; while similar fleets loaded with trade goods went in 
the opposite direction. When the two companies amalgamated about 
1821, this traffic was diverted to Hudson Bay and the Nipissing route 
declined in importanc 

For decades the Nipissing country was almost deserted except for a 
few Indians. Eventually timber operators moved in to strip the district 
of its great forests, and settlement slowly followed. By 1871 there were 
about 400 people in the district—practically all at or near Mattawa. 
Crude roads were opened up—one from Rosseau Lake to Nipissing 
Village in 1874 and another from Mattawa in 1875. The coming of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway opened up a new era—and we leave this 
modern history to others. 











CHAPTER 2 


Origi 


Commerce along the Nipissing Passageway declined with the develop- 
‘ment of Southern Ontario, and about 1850 the Hudson's Bay Company 
removed its post from location at the mouth of La Vase River. In con- 
sequence, the fur trade activity practically ceased on this shore of Lake 
Nipissing and the area remained quiet until the building of the C.P.R. 

‘True, a colonization road from the south reached a point on the 
south shore, and Nipissing Village came to life about 1875, The lum- 
bering industry developed, settlers took up land and with navigation 
established, the surrounding district began to open up. 

‘Alexander Dreany was one of the early settlers and later moved 
actoss the lake to the Callander area. This family was active through 
‘many years in the welfare of North Bay. This is the man credited with 
having chopped the first tree on the C.P.R. right-of-way June 28, 1881, 
four miles east of North Bay, having taken up a farm at Thorncliffe, 
‘There were six sons in the family: Harry, Tom, Jim, William, Alex and 
Joe; they were all railroaders except Joe. Mrs. Dave Reeves of North 
Bay is a daughter of William Dreany. 

In 1879, J. D. Cockburn reached Nipissing Village, and established 
‘a mercantile business; later he crossed the lake to Sturgeon Falls where 
the Cockburn family have long been prominent in affairs of that town. 
‘Mr. Cockburn was appointed Crown Lands Agent in 1884, the same 
year the Township of Widdifield was opened for settlement, and all 
applications for Crown Land had to be processed through Mr, Cock- 
burn, The same also applied to applications from the townships around 
Sudbury. Crown land sold for fifty cents per acte—one-half cash— 
balance in two years, and many settlers were making “slashings” to try 
and substantiate claims, In 1890 Mr. Cockburn endeavoured to interest 
the Cataract Pulp Mills of Niagara Falls in the potential power on the 
Sturgeon River. 

The C-PR. has always been credited with the birth of North Bay 
and rightly so, but surely some merit should accrue to Canada's first 
Prime Minister and foremost statesman, Sir John A. MacDonald, for

his foresight in realizing that for Canada to develop as it should the 
country required railway transportation facilities from Coast to Coast. 
In fact this became obligatory when British Columbia joined Confed- 
eration in 1871. 

‘After long and continued effort, the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany was finally launched in 1880 when a charter was granted to a 
syndicate headed by George Stephen and Duncan McIntyre, The 
government agreed to supply twenty-five million dollars in cash and a 
grant of twenty five million acres of western Crown Lands. Stephen 
became president and McIntyre vice-president, the latter controlling 
the Canada Central Railway which had been planned to run from 
Ottawa to Lake Nipissing but had only reached as far as Pembroke. 
This railway was eventually taken over by the C.P.R. in 1881, 

Construction of the railway westward from Pembroke and Mattawa 
had been under way during 1881 and 1882, Steel finally reached the 
north shore of Lake Nipissing in the summer of 1882, but passenger 
service did not commence until 1883. 

‘The mileage between terminals in early days was practically limited 
to about 120 miles due to the length of time required to make the trip 
from one terminal to another using small locomotives, burning wood 
fuel. 

From Chalk River on the east to “the great north bay” on Lake 
Nipissing was 118 miles, and so a suitable terminal was fixed at this 
point rather than say Sturgeon Falls—twenty-five miles further along— 

a splendid location from many points of view. However, itis not likely 
that Crown land was procurable where required, because settlers had ' 
preceded the railway. 

Now Duncan Melntyre, vice-president of the C.P.R., had an up- 
and-coming nephew named John McIntyre Ferguson, so what was 
‘more natural than the fact that the nephew should apply to the Crown 
Lands Department for acreage at the right spot? This he evidently did 
and was granted 288 acres, as mining lands, under the Mining Act of 
1869, and all for the princely sum of $288. 

The land was described as being part of Lots 20 and 21, Concession 
“D”, Township of Widdifield, and consisted of all land west of Chip- 
pewa Creek, reserving C.P.R. station grounds and right-of-way accord- 
ing to survey by James Allan, O.L.S., August 9, 1884; also reserving 
Lots 313, 314, 315 and 316 west side William Street; and Lots 317, 
318, 319 and 320 cast side of Railway Street; W. Bell, O.L.S. Plan 
August 18, 1884, reserving free access to shore of Lake Nipissing for 
all vessels, boats and persons. A townsite having been duly surveyed, 
this became North Bay (in the Township of Widdifield) and John

Ferguson a young Scotchman of great ability made the most of his | 
opportunity. At all times he was in the forefront of any proposal for ; 
the advancement of the community, and gave of his time and substance | 
over and above any personal interest he might have. 

The citizens honored him by electing him mayor for four years in 
succession (1919, 1920, 1921, 1922) and it is only to be regretted that 
with the passing years his memory is only marked by the name “Fer- 
guson Street”; McIntyre Street was named for his uncle and “Fraser” 
Street for his wife Jeannie Fraser McFarlane. | 

His pet project was the Ottawa and Georgian Bay ship canal, but 
despite every effort through all available channels, it would appear | 
other influence with the government of the day offset the advantages 
of this natural waterway. However it is still being kept alive by the 
Northeastern Ontario Development Association, and some day the 
forward-looking vision of North Bay pioneers may be fully realized, 
to the benefit of all Canada. 












































































































































Progress 


The next event of importance for North Bay was the extension of the 
Grand Trunk Railway from Gravenhurst to Lake Nipissing. This was 
accomplished about 1886, and in 1889 the company received running 
rights over the C.P.R. from Nipissing Junction, and the use of terminal 
facilities at North Bay. Needless to say, the movement of Grand Trunk 
trains through the crossover at the Junction was secondary to C.P.R. 
traffic, and delays frequently occurred. The Grand Trunk office at 
Nipissing Junction was in the competent charge of J. Jardine for many 
yeats and it was there the present general manager of the Ontario 
Northland Railway, Alvin Jardine, received his first instruction on 
operating a railway. The movement of trains was a fascinating study 
for a youth where there were not many distractions. 

The CP.R. greatly benefited by the volume of traffic reaching North 
Bay from the Grand Trunk system since-except when the Great Lakes 
were open—all Southern Ontario business to and from the western 
provinces had to pass this centre. This meant a great deal to the town, 
for many more railway employees were needed. A marked decline in 
this traffic occurred when the C.P.R. opened its branch line from 
Toronto to Sudbury in 1908. 

In the meantime, the Grand Trunk placed a representative at North 
Bay to look after its interests, and T. J. Patton occupied this position up 
to 1913 when he entered the insurance business. 

North Bay up to this time was always considered a C.P.R. town but 
this changed greatly with the construction of the T. & N.O. Railway 
(now the Ontario Northland) which commenced in 1902, The building 
of the government railway opened Northern Ontario's mine deposits 
and agricultural lands, resulting in heavy traffic north and south, 
Previously settlers for Northern Ontario travelled by C.P.R. from 
‘Mattawa to Temiskaming, and thence by boat to Haileybury. Then, in 
1921, when Chairman, George W. Lee engineered the transfer of the 
government railway head office from Toronto to North Bay, the CP.R. 
had to share our affection with the T. & N.O. 
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‘The Canadian National Railway entered the picture in 1915, and 
then we really became a transportation centre. The Grand Trunk had 
been absorbed by the C.N.R., using the terminal facilities of the govern- 
ment railway. With the removal of the district headquarters of both the 
CP.R, and CNR. to Montreal and Toronto in 1959, the Ontario 
Northland continues to remain one of the principal mainstays of our 
economy. 

In 1885 the Township of Widdifield was organized (with George 
Fee, the first reeve, and C. W. Thompson, the first clerk) and to comply 
with the statute requirements a total of sixty settlers was necessary. At 
that time there were only forty in the township and consequently the 
Township of Ferris was called on to supply the additional twenty, and 
evidently did so without objection. In those early days there seemed 
to be methods of accomplishing things that were not strictly orthodox. 
Good neighbours are always worth while. 

Today Widdifield is a flourishing municipality with a population of 
11,640 and a total property assessment of $9,218,000. J. W. Bolton 
is the present Reeve. The Township of West Ferris has also prospered 
and it now boasts a populatioi of 5,096, with an assessment of 
$7,302,050. The Reeve is George Coombes. Both these municipalities 
have great possibilities and for some time past have been “feeling their 
oats”, and rightly so. They have become quite independent of the city, 
although thankful North Bay has taken care of their water supply and, 
just recently, the necessary sewage disposal facilities. For this the town- 
ships pay their share, About all that remains to be cleared up is the 
serious question of garbage disposal, and this is now nearing a solution. 

I would suggest that now would be a good time for someone inter- 
ested to compile a record of each municipality and keep it up to date 
from year to year. 

During the past few years, Widdifield has become the home of the 
R.CAF,, the Department of Transport, the Bomare and S.A.G.E. 
development, the Ontario Hospital and the Johns-Manville Company. 
West Ferris for many years has greatly benefited by a summer resort 
and tourist industry, and recently DuPont Company of Canada has 
become well established. Both have great potential value and deserve 
every encouragement, The desirability of amalgamation with North 
Bay, or the forming of a metropolitan area, is presently under con- 
sideration by all three concerned, and something may soon develop. 
Although the matter has been before the respective councils for quite 
some time, the elected representatives have not yet fully explained the 
advantages that would result from either system being adopted, and the 
personnel keeps changing, 
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In April, 1890, the Legislative Assembly granted the request of the 
citizens to be incorporated as a town and this took effect on January 1, 
1891. Following this advance, an appeal was made to have a Judicial 
istrict formed for Nipissing. After a strenuous campaign for the selec- 
tion of the “County Town”, North Bay was victorious over Mattawa 
and Sturgeon Falls. The voting in March, 1895, gave North Bay a 
majority of 177; Mattawa, not satisfied that all was as it should be, de- 
manded a recount and another election. Sturgeon Falls withdrew from 
the contest and North Bay again won the verdict but only by the slim 
majority of eight, Sturgeon Falls having given most of her votes to 
Mattawa, It would appear North Bay cast sixty-five less votes the 
second time, and Mattawa thirty-three less, so doubtless the residents 
of the cemeteries were “worn out” by the first campaign.

North Bay—The Gateway City 


North Bay has a background of history that many people might well 
be proud to possess. 

‘Three hundred years and more ago, the stage was set for the birth 
of a city on the shores of Nipissing. Then, as now, the lake lay shim- 
mering in the sun, Day would draw to dusk, and by night the moon 
would cast its shaft of silvery light across the waters, The girdling 
forest gloomed dark and ominous about its shores. It was a haunted 
land in the heart of an unknown continent, where the sylphs of the 
woods and the nymphs of the waters might disport themselves undis- 
turbed, save for the gleaming white canoes that glided spectre-like 
across its silent lakes and the swarthy forms that stalked ghost-like 
through its forest depths. 

Tt was the 25th day of July, 1615. Night had fallen, An Ojibway 
campfire sent its fitful gleam through the shadows of the forest that 
fringed the shore. Tawny figures squatted by the fire, drowsing or 
emitting strange guttural notes, that constitute their language, as they 
talked of the happenings of the day just gone. Beyond the fire stood, 
searce visible in the darkling woods, a long low cabin of native bark 
and branches of the birch and cedar, from which crooning notes 
escaped, of women singing their restless offspring to sleep in the warm 
summer night. Ever and anon a dusky form would rise and make its 
shadowy way through the fire-light towards the cabin, till at length 
none were left but the solitary sentinel by the dwindling fire. This day 
was just another pf the many days that had gone. All were oblivious 
of the great event the morrow would bring. 

‘Through the situous channels of Trout and Turtle Lakes another 
scene had been endited. Swiftly but steadily, four canoes in succession 
swung round g bend in the shoreline of the lake, and out into the open, 
under the quick measured strokes of their swarthy paddlers. In the 
prow of the first Nalstood, half knelt, a figure strangely out of harmony 
with his*surroundings, a courtly form, garbed in a manner that be- 
tokeijed wealth and distinction —a prince he might be, of royal blood, 
fiom some distant land beyond the seas. Close by to the rear, sat 
anothet of like race, more youthful, of lighter build and darker hue. 
Both were equally charmed with the passing panorama of forest and 
sky: and island Wotted waters through which they threaded their way. 
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Now and again the younger would point to some striking landmark 
which he recognized (for he had been here before), to which he would 
direct the gaze of his leader. He gave it but passing notice; his wistful 
eye would ever turn to scan the forward reaches of the lake as though 
his thoughts were bent on some distant, unrecorded goal. Then Brulé 
spoke, reminding him that this was the land of the Nipissings of which 
the Alumettes told them “They are sorcerers. They will kill you with 
charms and poisonous herbs, Go not near them. Avoid their land and 
pass them by for they will compass your doom.” But Samuel de 
‘Champlain would not be diverted from his purpose, by craven fears or 
untried dangers. Besides, the Nipissings might give him the very infor- 
mation that he sought, the western passage to the great southern seas, 

‘They spent the night on the shelving shore at the western limit of 
the lake. By dawn Champlain climbed the nearest hill to spy out the 
land. To his astonished gaze there lay almost at his feet a lake that 
stretched as far as the eye could reach, to the western horizon and 
beyond. Brulé said this was the lake of the Nipissings. As they gazed 
in wonder, they spied the place of their camp, marked by a blue film 
of smoke that hung lazily above the distant pines. They dropped down 
the hillside and pushed through the dense forest to the new found lake 
where their Indian helpers had by this time portaged their canoes. 
Embarking, they dipped their paddles for the first time in its unruffied 
waters, making for the camp at the command of the leader. 

To their delight, the tribe, after their first shock of surprise to see so 
strange a being, differing from them in language, color and dress, were 
most hospitable, and feasted them in Indian fashion upon the choicest 
of the land, making expeditions to hunt and fish in honor of the being 
whom they looked upon with an awe approaching reverence. Here 
Champlain smoked with them the pipe of peace, told them of the great 
‘king from whom he had come, praised their land as one which might be 
great like his in the days to be, and, nearby, planted the cross and the 
fleur-de-lis in honor of God and king in this remote region in the heart 
of the great continent. Almost upon this historic ground the City of 
North Bay stands today. 

For two and a half centuries following, Lake Nipissing became the 
rendezvous of the Indian tribes from North, South; East and West. 
Iis sandy shores were ablaze with campfires by night, and by day the 
tribes bartered their goods with each other and with the representatives 
of the fur companies—the Hudson's Bay, the North West and others 
of lesser fame. Mingling with the redskins were the hary voyageur, and 
the sombre-robed Jesuit priest, indefatigable Missioner of the Cross, 
while here and there the gaily garbed Coureur de Bois added color and 
vivacity to the scene, 
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The day came when Canada was more fully populated cast and 
west, and threatened to break in two by virtue of her own bulk if some 
bond were not devised to weld the scattered units. Paper bonds in the 
form of Acts of Union proved of little avail, and finally the sentiment 
took concrete shape in the proposal to link the extremities by a band 
of double steel across the continent. After months of wrangling in 
legislative halls the movement was given legal sanction and the contract 
allotted to a new corporation, whose title has now a worldwide vogue 
in the familiar form of C.P.R, Obstacles were met on every hand, 
physical, financial, administrative. The western sections were the first 
to be built, The Laurentian highland across Northern Ontario set the 
sternest of problems and was the last barrier to be breached. The great, 
far-sighted engineer in charge, Sir Sanford Fleming, when choice of 
routes was in dispute closed the question with this significant remark— 
“Choose what route you please, but you must reach the north shores of 
Nipissing.” These prophetic words are inseparably linked with the 
origin and destiny of North Bay. 

The eastern unit of construction started at Pembroke, continuing 
the old Canada Central westward. It was to terminate at a point called 
Callander. There were three Callanders contesting the honor, one at 
the head of Nosbonsing Lake, one at the Post Office at South East Bay, 
and one at Kai-buskong crossing on the site of the present village of 
Bonfield. Sturgeon Falls is said to have laid covetous eyes on the 
terminal and even Nipissing Village, south of the lake of the same name. 
But like Pip in Great Expectations, North Bay insisted on being born. 
‘And so on a memorable day in November in the year 1882, the C.P.R. 
poked its nose through the spruce forest to the east of the present stie 
of the town. 

Metaphorically, Duncan McIntyre was on the pilot, and his irre- 
pressible nephew, John Ferguson, was stowed away somewhere about 
the train, Literally, however, Alex. Gillie was at the throttle of the first 
train that carried human freight, Ike Irving stoked the furnace, and 
Harry Jackson collected the fares. Among the passengers were Mrs. 
William Ferguson and family, and Adam Torrance, who nursed little 
Jessie all the way. It took two days to come from Pembroke to the end 
of steel. The passengers spent the night at Bellefcuilles at Mattawa, 
and resumed their journey in early morning over the ill-ballasted bed. 
The freight, with a creaking coach to the rear, rocked into the little 
open space in the forest, slowly drew up at a long low building, which 
did duty as a station, dumped its passengers and freight promiscuously 
in the muskeg and left them standing ankle deep amid the stumps and 
slash, the first forlorn contingent of the city that was to be. 

‘Thus the baby colony was born. But who was to name the place? 
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What should it be called? It had three Godmothers, Mrs. Paul Bernard, 
Mrs. William Ledgerwood and Mrs. Amelia Parks. As for Godfathers 
it had a score or more proud to act at the christening. There were: 
John Nelson, cleaner; Alex Gillie, engineer; Bill Wilkinson, fireman; 
John Ferguson, yeoman; Bill Glover, blacksmith; Adam Torrance, 
blacksmith’s helper; Ben Parks, laborer; William Parks, farmer; Alex 
Dreany, farmer; Frank Reeves, yardman; Paddy Fitzpatrick, brake- 
man; Tom Guilfoyle, baggageman; Lott Britton, driver; “Smash” 
Quinn, general help; Martin Conroy, staff cook; John Tansey, special 
constable; Wesley Coleman, policeman; John Lavery, conductor; Tom 
Dreany, ferryman; Tom Babcock, ferryman; Alex Doyle, railway men’s 
rest; Wm, McFarlane, Bon-ton Rooming House; John G. Campbell, 
store manager; Lucien Levis, assistant manager; “Red Bill” Moffat, 
carpenter; Bill Comrie, section foreman; Sam Huntington, guide and 
raconteur; Ed. Welsh, shoemaker; Alex Lafferty, contractor; Dr. Mc- 
Murchy, physician; James Dunnigan, farmer; Jack Stinson, road- 
master; Tom Reynolds, conductor; Tom Jackson, conductor; Harry 
Jackson, conductor; Fred Mitchell, brakeman; Sam Jackson, brake- 
man; Ike Irving, fireman; C. T. Boyer, baggageman; Frank Mackey, 
rodman; Adam Craig, quarryman; Jack Percival, conductor. 

Like many another child, who is an unknown heir to greatness, the 
choice of name was left much to chance. And so it was that so important 
an event hung on a vagrant nail-keg that wandered into South East Bay 
and found no owner. Some wag suggested in the dilemma, “Oh, send 
it to North Bay!” The place was named, and North Bay it remained. 
But the name is not inept—for does it not imply that the place was the 
daughter of the God of the North and a sea-nymph of Nipissing? Thus 
was the helpless waif launched as a hostage to fortune in the northern 
wilds, 

It would take the imagination of a Jules Verne, the wit of a Sheridan, 
the humor of Punch and the power of a Dickens to portray these early 
scenes on the forested shore of the fickle lake. The moods of the 
pioneers followed pretty closely the moods of the lake, for it was the 
only thing near them that seemed to have living qualities. It scintillated 
in the sun in its happier moments, it lashed itself into fury when its 
temper was roused and often by night when its wrath was spent it 
subsided and sang them to sleep in a lapping lullaby on its sandy 
shores. What did the place look like? Well, a jumble of slash and stumps 
and ties and poles scattered over the muskeg through which trails 
meandered, going anywhere and getting nowhere in particular. The 
first building to rise into being was a log-cabin built by John Ferguson 
near the end of the old wharf and occupied by two Jacks and a joker— 
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John Nelson, John Ferguson and Sam Huntington, of fish-story fame. 

The second was the McFarlane cabin, a long, low squatty log struc- 
ture east of the foregoing. It was planted on the shore of the lake over 
which it looked through a fringe of trees. It was a sort of living head- 
quarters for officials, no palace but a real purveyor of hospitality to the 
homeless, packed to the roof but with always room for one more, as 
‘Adam Torrance found, when it was either the under side of a log or a 
roost in the forest if they refused to take him in. Alex Doyle was next 
on the scene with his “maison de pension”, just north of the railway, 
where there was always a “‘snack” for the hungry, a roof for the shelter- 
less, and a hearty welcome for all in the real old Irish way. 

For these were the pioneer days when the pot was kept simmering 
on the stove, the kettle on the hob, and the latch-string always out. 
‘The company’s building came next, with station, office quarters and 
telegraph in one end and George Snider’s house in the other. The store 
building followed just west of this where the yard office now stands 
with John P, Campbell for manager and Lucien Levis assistant, All of 
these were of logs, chinked with sod and with scoop-roofs, for logs were 
the current coin of the day, and shingles were a luxury that nature did 
not supply. 

Finally the Ferguson home pushed its more pretentious form up 
through the trees at a point just south of the National Grocers of today. 
Red Bill Moffat, of Pembroke vintage, was the master carpenter in 
charge. There were numbers of floaters and birds of passage but it was 
thus that the settled community shaped itself into the nucleus of the 
coming town, 

‘The forest colony had nearly lost contact with the outside world. 
At times food supplies ran low and neighbors had to beg and borrow 
and swap till the next “bread-wagon” arrived. Lavery’s ballast train 
kept up a talking connection with the camps along the line. John 
Ferguson played mail carrier to His Majesty the King from his head- 
‘quarters at Mattawa to the end of steel by two-horse vehicle on the first 
relay, on horseback until the single track failed, and on foot the rest 
of the way. Once a week or so the freight wandered in with a passenger 
car in tow. On a Saturday it dropped a new arrival in the form of a tall 
clerical looking figure. It was the Rev. Silas Huntington. The church 
had at length discovered the colony. Next day a boarding car was 
converted into a church and, with a motley audience of all classes and 
creeds, the Reverend Silas held forth from an improvised pulpit, with 
‘Adam Torrance “Raising the Tune”. 

Like all babes, North Bay was a bundle of struggling life that kept 
up a vigorous protest for food and drink and more room to grow in its 
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narrow cradle in the forest. The cooks provided the first, the second 
was variously supplied (though the C.P.R. put on a dry limit of ten 
miles north and south), and John Ferguson took pity on them for the 
third, He acquired Lot 20; Con, D, Marleau cleared it, Marleau had 
been hauling logs for Gorman with a team of oxen, Nothing could 
stand in his way and soon a more or less shapely street took form out 
of the chaos of rocks and stumps and slash. Next a school was built, 
which did duty as a church, school, hall, council and judges’ chambers, 
and general purpose institution. Stores began to follow in settled order 
along the new street; the little colony had found its stride, and in eight 
short years it had reached the size and dignity of a town. It was offi- 
cially so declared on April 7, 1890. John Bourke, a genial, wholesome 
Trishman, was its first mayor; and John G. Cormack, a shrewd, canny 
Scotchman, of highland proportions and calibre, was its clerk and 
treasurer. With such leadership, backed by a following of sturdy and 
loyal citizens, progress was well assured, and so it proved. 


The program for this historic event provided for special church 
services on Sunday, August 3, with a sacred band concert at Memorial 
Park after evening church services. 

Monday, August 3, was “Civic Day”, with a grand street pageant 
including beautiful floats, two bands with Scouts and cadets. At 11.30 
a.m, at Memorial Park, Hon. Chas, McCrea, M.P.P., officially pre- 
sented Mayor John H. McDonald with the charter incorporating North 
Bay as a city. Guests of honor at the event were E. W. Beatty, L.L.D., 
KC, President of C.P.R.; Hon. Jas. Lyons, M.P.P.; Hon, Geo. S. 
Henry, M.P.P.; E. A. Lapierre, M.P.; and H. Morel, M.P.P. John 
Ferguson then declared “Old Home Week” open and everybody was 
given the freedom of the city. 

“Soldiers’ Day” was on the 4th; “New Ontario Day” on the Sth; 
“Children’s Day” followed on the 6th; “Old Timers’ Day” on the 7th; 
finally “Railroad Day” on Saturday the 8th. 

‘During the week, varied entertainment was provided throughout the 
day and evening, including sports events of all types, regattas, street 
dancing, minstrel shows, community singing, fireworks, moonlight 
excursions and, at the close of the day, a “shirt tail” parade. Thus was 
brought to a finale an event long to be remembered with pleasure by 
all who were able to attend. 









































Municipal Government 


It would appear North Bay has been well served throughout the years 
by the men and women elected to office to conduct the affairs of the 
municipality in the interest of all concerned. 

The best evidence of this is the high reputation the city enjoys in the 
bond market when necessary to sell debentures for extended improve- 
ment of its physical assets; further, that at no time has the municipality 
defaulted on its indebtedness, even during the “Great Depression” of 
the 1930's. Not only that, but there is also the feeling we have that our 
city is a good place in which to live, to work and to raise a family. 

‘As has already been recorded we started as the Township of Widdi- 
field, became a town in 1891 and a city in 1925. Since incorporation as 
a town, here are some highlights in our government's administration. 


1891

G. W. Briggs offered to build a tannery and shoemaking establish- 
ment at an estimated cost of $900, He agreed to turn out one hundred 
sides of leather per week in his tannery, employ twenty hands at work 
of shoemaking and an additional number of tanners to keep the shoe- 
makers at work, He asked a bonus of $500. The proposition was not 
approved and the bonusing of industry to locate in North Bay has never 
been looked on with favour by succeeding councils and time would 
seem to have proven this to be a wise policy. 

By-laws covering the ordinary conduct of affairs were duly passed. 
Committee empowered to procure a table for the council room at cost 
of not more than $20, The following appointments were made: A. G. 
23 
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Browning, Town Solicitor; Dr. A. MeMurchy, Medical Health Officer; 
Daniel McIntyre, Constable, $300 per annum; Wm. Mawhinney and 
Thos. McKelvie, Assessors, $50 each, Mayor and Treasurer authorized 
to borrow $600 for current expenses from Bank of Ottawa at Pem- 
broke. 

Mayor and Councillor McKenzie authorized to interview Attorney- 
General, asking formation of Nipissing into a Judicial District. Con- 
sideration being given to procuring of water supply from Lake Nipis- 
sing, L. V. Rorke, C.E., engaged to take levels for contemplated water 
system by gravitation from Chippewa Creek—a reported height of 
156 ft. from Turgeon’s mill and further north a height of 272 ft. John 
Galt, C.E., gave an estimate of $37,000 for system. Water at Turgeon’s 
mill later reported to be impure, and unfit for culinary purposes. 

‘A petition submitted to have stumps removed from Main Street lots. 
Owing to dry weather there was danger of fire by sparks from loco- 
motives. Public meeting called to organize a fire brigade. P. M. Bourke 
engaged as chief fire brigade, $75 per annum or $5 for each fire and 
$2 for each practice, also an engineer for steam fire engine with volun- 
teers. First team of horses coupling to steam fire engine at a fire to 
receive $3. 

Town constable authorized to purchase a pair of handeuffs and 
nippers. Proposed to have one or two tanks sunk on some of the back 
lots for water supply for fire purposes. A colonization road under con- 
struction from Nipissing Junction to North Bay. Financial settlement 
between Widdifield and North Bay to be arranged early as possible. 
Murray Bros. asked to have Timmins Street opened from Main Street 
to Lake Nipissing to serve their sawmill and sash and door factory. 
Public School Board requested $1900 for 1891 and Separate Schoo! 
Board $1400, Tax rate for year: General—1 and a half cent; Public 
School—I cent; Separate School—1 and a quarter cent. 

Drain to be opened opposite C.P-R. cottage and John Ferguson's 
old residence, present drain being always blocked in the spring with 
coal and wood—cost not to exceed $15. Wm. McDonald asked that a 
sidewalk 12 ft. wide be laid opposite new post office. John Ferguson was 
requested to have fence removed from across Sherbrooke Street at 
Worthington Street and First Avenue, Daniel Mclntyre resigned as 
collector and town officer and Dan Donovan appointed to replace him 
—salary $25 per month as constable and $225 for collecting taxes. 
Contingent committee empowered to locate a dump ground—this was 
secured at Mr. Power's farm in Fertis, near the old slaughter house, 
without charge.

Murray Bros, granted exemption from taxes for five years covering 
sawmill and factory providing they are kept running, The proposal of 
John Galt, C.E., to secure water supply from Lake Nipissing, rather 
than Chippewa Creek or Trout Lake was approved. 

A Iot at the corner of Government Road (later Klock Avenue) and 
Rose Avenue 66 x 132 was purchased for the sum of $200 on which 
to erect storage water tank; also property of Robertson on lake shore 
for pumping station being east half lot 9 on what was then known as 
Gormanville Road for $250. 

Garson and Purser of St. Catharines awarded contracts for water- 
works system at $20,900 and debentures covering same duly sold. 
Water main extended 600 ft. into lake and Town applied to Ontario 
Government for patent of water lots in front of pumping station. The 
adoption of water rates and system of management as used by Owen 
Sound, Woodstock and Collingwood were considered. L. V. Rorke 
appointed Town Engineer and W. H. Cone superintendent of water- 
works. 

The death of Councillor Croskery recorded and James Fallon ap- 
pointed to replace him. Another dump ground site secured from P. 
Kinsella situated three quarter mile from town for $8 rental per year. 
‘The Bank of Hamilton, Toronto, authorized to honor all checks drawn 
by J. G. Cormack, treasurer, to extent of municipal monies deposited. 

‘The Royal Electric Company and the Toronto Construction Electric 
Supply Company expressed desire to establish an electric lighting plant 
in town. Reeve and Clerk authorized to proceed to Toronto to inter- 
view Fire Underwriter’s Association with respect to fire insurance. 

‘Arrangements made for a dumping ground on property of J. Fer- 
guson between Fraser and Ferguson Streets north of Third Avenue— 
rental $10 per annum. Judge Doran resigned as chief of fire brigade.

The former rescinded, Committee estimated $10,000 would install a 
light service. Engineer L. V. Rorke estimated the probable cost of a 
sewage system at $75,000. Chas. Lamarche appointed Superintendent 
of waterworks, replacing Cone. 

Approved writing Bell Telephone Company with a view to having 
poles removed from streets. By-law approved preventing running at 
large of cows during certain hours. Bank of Ottawa requested to open 
a branch—council to pay expenses of inspector to report on prospects. 
Five hundred cords wood purchased for pumping station at $2 per 
cord. Purchase of snowplow authorized to have the principal streets 
cleared after every snow storm,

to prepare necessary agreement. By-law to ratify and confirm agree- 
ment duly recorded. 

Hon. Wilfrid Laurier visited the town on August 23, received a 
warm welcome and presented with an address. Chas, Lamarche re- 
signed as Town Officer and Superintendent of waterworks. Board of 
Trade asked co-operation to procure a grant for road from North Bay 
to Nipissing Junction. I. A. Kinsella appointed Town Officer at $350 
per annum, and R. Douglas given full charge of waterworks and to 
work on public works at a wage of $1.40 per day. The height of water 
in Lake Nipissing given consideration due to the possibility railway 
property being damaged.

A committee authorized to look up a suitable lot on which to erect 
a town hall and jail; a day and night constable presently employed. 
‘The W.C.T.U. asked council to enforce the Sabbath Observance Act 
especially to prevent the playing of ball (a live question even in 1960). 
Council recommended that Government Road be named after success- 
ful candidate in forthcoming dominion election for the District of 
Nipissing as he would be the first member of Commons for the District. 
(Mr. J. B. Klock was elected and Government Road was named 
“Klock Avenue”.) 

T. and W. Murray were instructed to remove fence enclosing 
Cassels Street from Government Road to Oak Street. Council voted 
against assisting industries to establish in North Bay, as they did not 
approve of bonuses and tax exemptions. The Public Library Board 
asked Council to assume management of the Library in order to make 
it a free library, and to appoint a Board of Management. The Order of 
Railway Conductors was proposing to have a demonstration and 
requested assistance of all citizens, 

The Board of Trade suggested the necessity of a “market” place. 
This was approved and site defined as along Oak Street between 
Queen's Hotel and Pacific Hotel; also along Fraser Street between Oak 
Street and Main Street—a temporary site, A. G. Browning’s name 


appears as secretary of the public cemetery. Cemetery authorities were 
allowed $2 for each interment.

For the first time the auditors were requested to prepare a statement 
of Assets and Liabilities. All committees were instructed to submit 
estimates of their proposed expenditures and, further, that no expense 
other than those authorized were to be incurred, and that tenders 
were to be called in each case, 

A lady was injured by stepping through a hole in the sidewalk on 
Wyld Street and contemplated taking action for damages. The com- 
mittee interviewed her and found that she had sustained injuries that 
would incapacitate her for some time and had been receiving medical 
attention. Committee recommended that the Town pay medical ex- 
penses and another $5 to recompense her for lost time. She accepted 
the offer—total cost was $6. Another lady injured through defective 
sidewalk settled for $11.25 and exemption of her taxes for 1896. 

J. G. Cormack tendered his resignation as clerk and treasurer. An 
indigent was supplied with some necessities at a cost of $3 and later 
with a bag of potatoes and 5 Ibs. of meat at a cost of 95¢. It was placed 
on record that no member of council was to consult the town solicitor 
without consent of the By-law Committee. M, W. Flannery was ap- 
pointed Clerk and Wm. Martyn, Sr., as Treasurer succeeding J. G. 
Cormack. 

The Public Works committee authorized to negotiate with the Gov- 
ernment, through the sheriff for an agreement whereby the Town could 
draw stone to the district jail to be broken by prison labor. The town’s 
charity for month of May amounted to a total of $6.10; the committee 
hoped the mild weather would enable them to make a more favorable 
report for the next few months. The Township of West Ferris com- 
plained about the unsanitary condition of the dumping ground, The 
sanitary officers of the Township requested removal of dumping 
ground; it was decided to procure a new one. Wm. Martin, Jr., ap- 
pointed tax collector on a basis of 2%. 

Bicycle owners, owing to bad roads, be permitted the following con- 
cessions: Use of sidewalks in any part of the Town except down Front 
Street between the Mackey House and the Queen's Hotel and on Main 
Street between Rankin’s store (corner Wyld) and Murray's store 
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(comer Klock Avenue) when the sidewalks are not occupied by 
pedestrians and only on the distinct understanding that pedestrians 
have the first claim to the sidewalks; bicycles must run at a speed not 
exceeding four miles per hour. On meeting or passing ladies or children 
bicycles must dismount at least 20 ft, from lady or child.

Finance Committee reported that due to consolidation of floating 
debt and the issue of debentures the town now in position to conduct 
affairs on a cash basis. Rooms rented in the Cormack block to be 
known as Library and council chamber. The possibility of a “break- 
water” considered and Mr. Klock, M.P., asked to have an engineer 
sent up by the Dept. of Public Works to go into the matter. Hon. 
Israel Tarte advised that this would be done, 

John Brennan given contract for erection hose tower, shed and 
cells at $343. The town Treasurer bonded in an amount of $2,500 and 
tax collector in amount of $1,500. W. J. Smail resigned as councillor— 
and replaced by John Hannan, Messrs. S. A. Huntington, Dr. Car- 
ruthers and Geo. Fee addressed Council re taking steps to have a high 
school. 

Committee recommended installation of street lights—one on Oak 
Street, seven on Main Street, five on McIntyre Street, two on Worth- 
ington Street—the lights to be 1200 C.P. and in view of this expense 
night constable to be dispensed with when lights installed. 

The towns of Mattawa, Sturgeon Falls and Sudbury were to be 
asked how they deal with their habitual poor and if willing to take 
some action in approaching the Government to afford some relief, 
Committee reported there were 358 water services (32 vacant), 14 
summer services (8 shut off), 2289 rooms—1494 persons—26 bath- 
rooms, 20 closets, 59 garden hose, 94 cows and 52 horses.

‘A communication was received from Grand Trunk Railway re 
advertising North Bay as a good resort for persons suffering with hay 
fever. P. Kinsella wrote council re purchasing from Metcalfe & Wads- 
worth 30 acres of land at $100 per acre—payment over 30 years— 
this was laid on table.

The request to the Government for highway from North Bay to 
Temiskaming was backed up by a deputation from New Liskeard, 
however it would appear there was opposition by the owner of a boat 
ine from Temiskaming to Haileybury. Regarding electric light system, 
it was agreed that the time for the lighting of the domestic service be 
governed by the setting of the sun. John Morris resigned as councillor 
and W. W. Smith elected to replace him. 

The Government advised that a crew of men would be engaged to 
explore the north country and make a survey of the more valuable 
timber, mineral and agricultural wealth so that a decision could be 
arrived at as to which of the various railway schemes would be sub- 
sidized. The sincerity of McKenzie & Mann in their declared anxiety 
to proceed was doubted. The Dominion Government was to vote a 
bonus of $5,200 per mile. It was suggested that the railway only proceed 
as far as Temagami at present. The Minister of Customs advised that 
a customs and inland revenue office would be organized at North Bay 
after July 1, The Board of Health requested that a more suitable loca- 
tion for a dumping ground be secured—also site for Isolation Hospital.

Election of school trustees arranged 
to be held at same time as municipal. For the first time in North Bay's 
history the Mayor was allowed the sum of $50 as a small recognition of 
his services.

‘The assessor was requested to obtain certificates from merchants as 
to value of their stock, and liabilities. The Bell Telephone Co. advised 
of their intention to establish a system of telephones in North Bay and 
asked permission to erect poles on several streets. A by-law to estab- 
lish a high school was duly passed. Town Clerk was instructed to open 
a subscription list to get an understanding as to what they prefer— 
the Bell Telephone Co. or a system owned by the town. 

It was proposed a suitable location for a town hall would be on 
‘Melntyre Street directly behind Mr. Syer’s bake shop; this could be 
obtained from Mr. Wm. Connell for $425. The Victorian Order of 
Nurses advised they are desirous of building a hospital in North Bay 
at a cost of $3,000 provided the town furnish a site and agree to main- 
tain the institution afterwards. 

On Friday, May 9, 1902, Mr. Purvis addressed the Council on the 
important event—the official commencement of the building of the 
‘Temiskaming & Northern Ontario Railway and asked them to assist 
the Board of Trade in celebrating the event. This was readily agreed 
upon, Mrs. Amelia Parks asked council for some allowance on account 
of the public use of her property as a park. The council granted $25 
a year, 

The CPR. proposed the closing of parts of Foran and Regina 
Streets as they wanted to make North Bay an important railway centre 
with an estimated expenditure of $175,000. The railway to give land 
for a street from Murray Street to Foran Street and Railway Street 
from Regina Street to Chippewa Creek to be narrowed to 20 ff. It was 
noted that the closing of Regina Street would be a serious inconvenience 
to citizens—the council suggesting that this could be kept open by an 
overhead bridge or in some other way. The proposed agreement was 
approved. 

The Town Solicitor was requested to enquire of Hon. Mr. Latch- 
ford, Minister of Public Works, if it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to place the terminal of the T. & N.O. at any point other than 
North Bay and suggesting that it should be possible to secure terminal 
facilities with the C.P.R. The Commissioner of Crown Lands advised 
that there is no reservation of 66 ft. for road allowance along the lake 
in front of the Township of Widdifield, 

The council agreed to furnish the interior of the proposed V.O.N. 
Hospital; make an annual grant of $300 for maintenance and provide 
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a suitable site. The T. & N.O. Railway applied for a right-of-way 66 ft. 
wide from northern limits of town to main line of C.P.R. and asked 
exemption of taxation for a term of twenty years, A large number of 
property owners advised the council of their claim for damages due to 
the closing of streets as allowed the C.P.R. Judge Valin was appointed 

7 arbitrator. Rev. D. J. Scollard asked permission of council to raffle 

certain articles at a picnic on August 21—granted. 

‘The Hon, J. I. Tarte would arrive on August 21 and presumed \ 
council would want to be represented on the reception committee. 
At council meeting September 8, 1902, they learned with great regret 
of the passing of J. G. Cormack, a gentleman who had served as Clerk 
and Treasurer and also as Mayor, giving of his experience and talent 
without stint. The clerk was instructed to send a letter of sympathy to 
the family. E. W. Ross and others asked permission to grade Worth- 
ington Street between Ferguson and Sherbrooke Streets at their own 
expense. John A. Burgess advised it was his intention to construct and 
operate a gas system in North Bay provided he could obtain the right 
to use the streets for the purpose of piping, etc. Town solicitor instructed 
to prepare a draft agreement with Mr. Burgess. 

‘Mayor Richardson reported that the order to the day constable to 
report to him each morning zt 7 o'clock was ignored by him. For site 
of new town hall the property of R. Bunyan, being the north half of 
lots 131 and 132 McIntyre Street, was approved for the sum of $1,500. 

Special meeting of council was called to consider doing something 
about getting a crossing over C.P.R. tracks in east end of town; 
C.P.R. were advised town would not consider a crossing east of Chip- 
pewa Creek but would consider one at Monk Street providing the 
company made suitable approaches to it. The town might consider 
the advisability of assisting the company in building an overhead cross- 
ing on John Street as they preferred it to a crossing at Monk Street.

466 water users in town, 79 baths, 82 water closets, 95 horses, 77 cows, 
30 stores and 6 hotels. The netting of fish in Lake Nipissing frowned 
upon and Government urged to have it discontinued. At this time plank 
sidewalks were discontinued and replaced by granolithic. 

Public Works committee recommended that a good large horse be 
procured, weighing about 1,600 Ibs., for the purpose of keeping the 
sidewalks clear of snow and to be used by the fire department when 
necessary and that the whole council be a committee to purchase same. 
Installation of a fire alarm system to be installed by the Bell Telephone 
Co, was considered. The New Ontario Brewing Co. asked for extended 
water service. Constables were notified to ring the town bell at 7 a.m., 
noon, 1 o'clock, 6 o’clock and 9 o’clock and the time be kept correct.

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License Commissioners to reduce hotel licences by two and for only 
one shop licence, years 1905 and 1906, No action taken. Petition from 
Ladies Aid of Methodist Church requesting council to take vigorous 
steps to free town from all houses of ill repute. The City Clerk, Toronto, 
sent a petition to Parliament for signature by council asking that the 
Legislature pass an Act providing the names of married women on 
assessment roll be placed on municipal voter's list—this was filed. 
Fraser, Ward & Company, St. Catharines, received the contract for 
construction of sewer system, was accepted March 27 at a price of 
$28,980.23. Petition received from (Mrs.) H. M. S. Detlor asking 
council to pass resolution calling upon the Provincial Government to 
extend to women the right of municipal suffrage. Councillor Geo. 
Mitchell resigned and was appointed Chief of Police. F. J. Martyn 
elected councillor to replace him. 

The town auditors reported that in the Ferguson Block fire of 
December 6, 1904, nearly all the town books and vouchers were 
destroyed—also public school records.

Martin, J. H. Marshall, H. G. Reid, J, T. Lovell and I, H. Wright, 
Secretary, with the guarantors, A. J. Young, H. G. Reid, Wm. Martin 
and Thos. Wallace—were heard before council. Also heard was C. B, 
Smith on behalf of Nipissing Power Co. 

The North Bay Choral Union asked for free use of town hall on 
Wednesday nights for practice—J. J. Martin, Secretary. Sheriff Varin 
offered prison labor at 45¢ per day provided a man is in charge to take 
them from gaol to work and return them each night. Fire, Water & 
Light committee found there were water services installed in Widdifield 
without permission, Council purchased ten acres of ground from W. 
Haws for $200 for a dumping ground being part Lot 17, Con, D, Wid- 
difield. 

‘At meeting held Sept. 9, the tax collector was instructed to finally 
return his roll at next regular meeting. Mr. Van-Buskirk was granted 
a special license fee of $100 for his theatorium. W. E. Calloway ap- 
pointed chief pumper. The council objected to the application of the 
CPR. for water lots at west end of town. Council permitted the laying 
out of Golf Street—50 ft. wide, The North Bay Light, Heat & Power 
Co, advised that the light would be cut off the town hall if account not 
adjusted by Nov. 11. They evidently did so and council advised them 
unless it was reinstated at once legal action would be taken against the 
company and gave them three days’ notice.

‘The W.C.T.U, protested against a polling place at election time 
being held in a livery stable—they were assured this would not occur 
again. The Town Engineer instructed to furnish a plan and estimate 
for construction a reservoir at Trout Lake to contain at least one 
million gallons. By-law passed to raise $17,000. By-law to provide for 
the collection of taxes in quarterly instalments was approved. Nipissing 
Power Co. offered to pump water at a minimum charge of $3,800 per 
year, Meter rate for increased amount over 225 million gallons. Town 
to build one million gallon reservoir and turn over to Power Co, the 
pumping plant in its present condition—contract to run for ten years. 

By-law to regulate number of hotel licenses to six duly’ carried. 
‘The North Bay Light, Heat & Power Co. asked for a new exclusive 
franchise for term of thirty years, and later a new offer—twenty year 
franchise—five years exclusive—no change approved. W. I. Johnston 
appointed Tax Collector and Water Commissioner effective April 1, 
and Town Clerk act as Treasurer pro-tem. 

‘An application was made to the Hydro Electric Power Commission 
for a report on the various water powers in the vicinity of North Bay. 
Also application to Ontario Government for leave to develop and 
bring power from Smoky Falls on the Sturgeon River. Town auditors 
were instructed to arrange with the Treasurer to open a complete and 
proper set of books. Mrs. Parks addressed council in the matter of the 
town purchasing Lakeview Park. Hon, Frank Cochrane advised that 
Sturgeon Falls had made previous application for Smoky Falls but that 
Chaudiere Falls is open for development. 

Tenders to be called for construction of reservoir. Residents of 
‘Township of Widdifield who live along the main water line to have 
privilege of connecting on paying all cost of installation, The previous 
offer of Nipissing Power Co. for franchise withdrawn; also that of 
North Bay Light, Heat & Power Co.; however, the latter submitted 
another proposition for a twenty year franchise with three and one half 
year exclusive, 

Council approved action to be taken re purchase of North Bay 
Light, Heat & Power Company—price to be fixed by arbitration and 
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paid for in municipal bonds at thirty years—four and one half per cent 
interest—all subject to vote of ratepayers. Township of Widdifield 
asked permission to connect with waterworks pipes laid in the town- 
ship—they to pay the town on a meter rate for all water used. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, Prime Minister, to visit North Bay on 25 September 
and to be given an address of welcome, Public Library to be moved 
upstairs and room presently occupied to be used as Police Court.

M, W. Flannery tendered his resignation as Clerk and Treasurer but 
asked that he be re-appointed Treasurer.

A suggestion was made 
that part of the District of Parry Sound be added to the District of 
Nipissing for judicial purposes.

Alex R, White 
appointed Sanitary Inspector. 

‘The C-P.R. advised it was their intention to immediately commence 
erection of large machine shops in North Bay. Special committee on 
Parks secured options as under: Amelia Parks—Lakeview Park, forty- 
nine lots with 280 ft. lake front, $20,000—another 200 ft. lake front 
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for additional $6,000. John Bourke—approximately ten acres for 
$20,000. Thomas Wallace—Wallace park for $10,000. A. G. Brown- 
ing—ten acres on lake shore for 20,000. All willing to accept twenty 
years, five per cent debentures at par. Council decided to put matter 
to ratepayers for decision. 

Bishop Scollard on behalf of Separate School Board and the Roman 
Catholic Episcopal Corporation wanted council to require the C.N. 
Railway to provide an overhead bridge at John Street crossing. Senator 
Gordon asked for street improvement on Copeland and Murray Streets 
and offered to pay $200 towards same. It was agreed to complete a 
20 ft. roadway.

Special street 
railway committee reported that the proposed dam at the Chaudiere 
would affect the lake level so the route to Callander would be unsuitable.

To help relieve 
uneimployment it was suggested the Government permit municipality 
to have privilege of fishing in the lake with nets, for local consumption 
only, This to be allowed from mouth of Southeast Bay to the Indian 
Reserve including the Manitou Islands. A large number of damage 
claims filed by ratepayers account right-of-way of Canadian Northern 
Railway. April 19—purchase of electric power from Hydro approved 
by ratepayers in November, 1912, but to date no definite action taken, 
Committee authorized to erect a dressing house on lakeshore near

chased through Canadian Red Cross. A suggestion made regarding 
possibility of a park in the Indian Reserve to cover 115 acres. Council 
arranged to place $1,000 life insurance on volunteers for overseas 
service. Special committee appointed to investigate contamination of 
‘Trout Lake water supply; council to approach the Ontario Government, 
and endeavour to obtain control of the lake watershed and tributary 
streams for a distance of two miles back from the lake; to regulate 
outhouses in the neighbourhood; also remove pumping station to new 
location on south shore; install mechanical filter and put in a chlori- 
nation plant. 

Council authorized securing of rink premises at corner Main and 
9th Streets for military purposes at annual rental of $1,800; city to pay 
rent and Department of Militia & Defence to fit same up as required 
for accommodation of troops. The rate of pay for common labor fixed 
at twenty-two and one half cents per hour. Treasurer authorized to 
issue cheque for $6,075.50 in favor Provincial Treasurer due on 
account of war tax levied under chapter 2, section 5, Provincial Statutes, 
covering town assessment of $6,075,568 for year 1915.

Council went on record 
December 1, 1930, as not being in favor of unemployment insurance— 
at least it was not recommended. December 2, 1930—moved by Alder- 
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man Morland, seconded by Alderman Croghan, that this council feel 
grateful to the electors that they have not re-elected Morland and 
Croghan to the 1931 council as their motions have been annoying this 
council, Council expressed its deepest sympathy to the Town of Coch~ 
rane in the disastrous fire of December 29, 1930. City willing to pay 
wages of chef at old jail from October 1. Canadian Legion advised of 
Memorial Service, November 11, 10.15 a.m.—which day in future 
will be known as “Remembrance Day”.

Council authorized payment of yearly indemnity 
of $1,000 to Mayor Richardson for 1932; His Worship signified his 
intention of endorsing the cheque to the citizen’s relief committee to 
augment their funds for relief work. Municipalites not now permitted 
to grant loans to industries as inducement to locate in the municipality.

‘At long last a sewage disposal plant is in operation. Described as 
the first activated sludge complete treatment plant in the north, it was 
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designed by G. Graham Reid and Associates, consulting engineers, 
and constructed by the Sterling Construction Company under the 
authority of the Ontario Water Resources Commission, Serving a 
population of 35,000 in North Bay, Widdifield and Ferris, at a cost 
of $1,500,000, and capable of taking care of a population of 50,000, 
it is a utility that has been badly needed for years. It is now hoped that 
the pollution of Lake Nipissing water is a thing of the past. The total 
cost of the disposal plant and the necessary sewer revisions will be 
approximately $2,100,000 and will be paid for over a period of thirty 
years, 

Consideration will also be given to the establishment of a Conser- 
vation Authority by the city and adjoining townships to provide, if 
possible, for the regulation of the watershed flowing to Lake Nipissing. 


The stirring story of North Bay’s seventy-cight years of life reflects 
the achievements of the pioneers and those who followed. It is a story 
packed with thrills of history made, and with the promise of a great 
future, Her civic, commercial and cultural development plainly mark 
her as a worthy city in this great Province of Ontario.

North Bay Hydro-Electric Commission 


In 1893, John Bourke operated a small sawmill at the west end of the 
town, with a small steam generator, and in 1894 he undertook to supply 
the town with a certain amount of electric power, That was the begin- 
ning of electric lights in North Bay. 

In 1904, Mr. Bourke sold his electric plant, such as it was, to a 
company formed by local citizens and named “The North Bay Light, 
Heat and Power Company”, In 1910 the company obtained power 
from a development on the South River and then in 1912 they disposed 
of their plant to “The Nipissing Power Company”. Street lights were 
installed the same year. 

In 1916, the Ontario Hydro-Electric Power Commission purchased 
the Nipissing Power Company and in 1940, after prolonged ne; 
tions, the city purchased the distribution system from the Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission—the purchase price being $228,769.38. 
Today the system is valued at $1,700,000. 

A. W. H. Taber was the first local manager, succeeded by W. R. 
Stewart in 1944; followed by S. A. Walkinshaw in 1952. The present 
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manager, B, M. Graham, has been in charge since that date. Oscar 
W. Harris has been secretary-treasurer since 1944, 
| N. J. McCubbin was the first chairman of the North Bay Commis- 
i sion, followed by D. L, Regimbal, then M. E. Dickerson, Geo. W. 
Deegan, A. T. Smith, Sr., and H. B. McCubbin, The mayor of the city, 
by virtue of his office, is always a member of the commission,

All these people took an active part in the affairs of the municipality 
throughout the years, serving on the council, school boards, public 
library board, church boards and in many other channels of com- 
munity service. The name of the organization was altered in 1948 to 
ii North Bay Chamber of Commerce and in due course became affiliated 
with both the Ontario and Dominion organizations. 

In 1944, the Chamber decided that employment of a full time 
secretary was essential and Bruce McLeod was engaged. In 1952 he 
became the secretary-manager. In 1954 Bruce resigned and was re- 
placed by H. G. Mellow, Bruce McLeod proved to be the right man 
for the job, and the Chamber made great progress during his term of 
office. Mel Mellow is carrying on in the same efficient manner. 

The work of the Chamber is to initiate any and every project con- 
sidered to be in the interest of all citizens of North Bay and district, 
and to assist in promoting same to a satisfactory conclusion. On Sep- 
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tember 23, 1959, the historical committee succeeded in having the 
Ontario Archaeological and Historic Sites Board of the Ontario De- 
partment of Travel and Publicity, unveil an historical plaque in honour 
of Jean Nicolet, in Lee Park, by Leo Troy, M.P.P., with a suitable 
inscription on same. The minutes of the Board of Trade for the period 
1894 to 1909 not being now available, the record is therefore incom- 
plete.

Children’s Aid Society of the District of Nipissing 


‘The society was reorganized November 29, 1907, and has been a very 
active and efficient organization ever since. In 1912, W. W. Ryan was 
appointed superintendent, and acted in this capacity until 1920, when 
he was succeeded by John Brown, who continued in office until 1941. 
In 1941, E. N. Majury took over as superintendent and was in charge 
until the end of 1948. He was relieved for a period of fourteen months 
in 1944-45. In 1949, F. H. Herbertson was engaged as acting supetin- 
tendent for the month of January. On February 1, 1949, E. . Hether- 
ington was appointed superintendent and occupies that position at 
present. Mrs. E, C. Battles was office secretary for twenty-four years 
between 1935 and 1959. 

The management board has been under the chairmanship of: Wm. 
McKenzie, 1907; Thos. Wallace, 1912; G. W. Lee, 1919; R. Rankin, 
1920; Wm. Anderson, 1922; C. S. McGaughey, 1925; A. Jackman,

For many years the society maintained a “Children’s Shelter” under 
the care of a matron but on October 31, 1943, this establishment was 
closed and building disposed of. It had been decided that the care of 
children in a boarding foster home was much to be preferred, and this 
is the plan in force at the present time. The society was incorporated 
under the Ontario company’s act in 1941, 





Cassellholme 


Known for many years as “Home of the Aged” for the District of 
Nipissing, it was formally opened on June 24, 1925, under the chair- 
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manship of T. J. Patton, The contractors for the building were the 
well-known firm of Jeffrey & Stevens. The superintendent and matron 
were Mr. and Mrs, Alex. Watt, later succeeded by Mr. and Mrs. 
Ellsmere, and Mr. and Mrs, Ray Moyer, Mrs. Moyer has been handling 
the position alone since the death of her husband, Mr. and Mrs. Con. 
McGuire also served at one time as superintendent and matron. 

With the growth of the district and age creeping up with more 
people, the old home was not large enough to accommodate those in 
need of care, and so the district has been divided into East and West, 
with a new home under way at Sturgeon Falls. 

In 1959 the board of management at North Bay decided a new 
modern home was a necessity, and in 1959 construction commenced. 
The first sod was officially turned by the well-known chairman of the 
board, Ald, Nell Mallory. Arrangements are under way to have this 
lovely building, considered to be one of the finest in the province, 
officially opened at an early date in 1961. 

During the years this institution has been well served by many 
prominent citizens of the district from Mattawa, Sturgeon Falls and 
North Bay, among whom, from memory, may be mentoned: Alex. 
Ross, A. F. Hurdman, D. G. Stevens, Mr. Dumouchel, T. J. Patton, 
Dan Barker, E. J. Roche, John H. McDonald and others I cannot 
recall.

For “spiritual hope” North Bay has been very fortunate from its 
earliest days in the establishment of “The Church” in all denomina- 
tions. With inspired leadership, progress has been continuous, and 
today we take pride in the record of our city as a community with 
deep religious convictions. The organization and service of so many 
welfare associations is definite evidence of the “fruit of the tree”, 


‘The Church of St. John the Divine—Anglican 


‘The first service was conducted by Rev. F. Bliss in the C:P-R. engine 
house on August 15th, 1883, with a congregation of 15. On September 
28, 1884, the newly built Church of St. Michael and All Angels was 
opened with 5 communicants present. A new building was opened 
August 10th, 1896, and renamed “St, John the Divine”. In 1932 the 
lower parish hall was erected, and later the upper parish hall completed.

Organized in May, 1887, with Mrs, Lounsbury as first president, and 
Miss Annie Begg as secretary-treasurer, in which capacity she served 
for 30 years.

‘Trinity United Church 


In 1882 “The Methodist Church” was organized by the Rev. Silas 
Huntington and first service was held in a railway car on a siding in a 
rock quarry immediately behind what was known as the “Cormack” 
block on Main Street West. Later, meetings were held in the Wm. 
‘McFarlane home facing the lake east of the railway station. 

In 1883 a trustee board was formed, with Messrs. A. S. Farmer, 
A. W. Schultz, A. E. Pennock, Thomas Carmichael, C. Pellow, John 
Scott and James Fowler as members. Sometime later David Purvis, 
‘A. G. Browning, J. W. Richardson, W. J. Port and R. B. Scriven were 
added. In 1884 the first building was erected on Main Street East, 
where the Arcadian Grill now stands. 

In 1887, disposing of the Main Street property, the second church 
was built on a rock just east of the existing church. At the same time, 
a parsonage was built at the corer of Ferguson and McIntyre Streets. 
This building was removed to face McIntyre Street and in 1907 the 
present building was opened and in recent years greatly extended. 
In 1925, the Methodist congregation entered the United Church of 
Canada.

St. Andrew’s United Church 


This church was organized in 1884, and like the Methodist Church, 
the first service was held in a railway car. The church was not properly 
christened until January 20, 1897, when it was named “St, Andrew’s 
Presbyterian Church”. Mr. McKechnie of Mattawa made frequent 
visits, and during this time service was being conducted in the “old 
log school”. However in 1885, John Ferguson donated a building site 
facing the present Algonquin Avenue, just east of where the church 
now stands, and a small frame structure was erected thereon. 

In 1886, the temporal committee in charge of church affairs con- 
sisted of Messrs. Dr, Carruthers, John Ferguson, J. G. Cormack, 
Alex McDonald, David Inches, Andrew Johnston, A. Olsen. In 1902 
the board of management was authorized to proceed with plans for 
the erection of a new building. They obtained additional property to 
the west and rear, and in 1904, construction commenced. The dedica- 
tion service was held in May, 1905. In 1951, a large addition was 
built for Sunday Schoo! accommodation. In 1959, a new manse was 
built in the Pinewood Village. The ministers in charge have been:

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First Baptist Church 


During the summer of 1885, missionary E. Bosworth came to North 
Bay in the interest of the Baptist people and was followed by Alexander 
Grant. In the spring of 1886, J. W. Gregory, a student from McMaster 
University, arrived and meetings were held wherever it was convenient 
to do so, Work was continued in 1887 by student L, S, Hughson, and 
the same year Rev. E. Bosworth again paid a visit. The church was 
organized and, on August 10, Duncan McBeth received a Christian 
baptism in Lake Nipissing. The church work was carried on in 
succeeding years by John Haines, W. A. Gunton and H. D. Webster. 

Church services and Sunday School were, for this congregation, 
held in the “Old Blue School” on McIntyre Street East and on July 5, 
1892, they were duly organized as “The First Regular Baptist Church”. 
A building on Main Street was dedicated October 8, 1893, and a large 
Sunday School addition erected in 1931. In 1960, a new church edifice 
was built on Cassells Street. It was officially opened in 1961, a very 
beautiful building, modern in every respect. The congregation also 
built a modern parsonage on Vimy Street in 1954, The ministers in 
charge have been:

Sol Waiser 
was the first president of the organization, and Ben Herman occupies 
that position at present, 


‘The Salvation Army 


‘This organization came to North Bay in 1895 and one of their first 
public meetings was held in the “Old Roller Skating Rink” which at 
that time was located on Main Street West, the present site of the 
Sol Waiser residence. 

Their activity increased with the progress of the community and 
district and eventually they erected the splendid Citadel on McIntyre 
Street East. It is rather interesting to note that this location was the 
site of the first Opera House, a two-storey frame structure. The com- 
manding officers throughout the years commencing with 1895 follow:

Roman Catholic 


The first church was a large frame building on Main Street West, 
where Cochrane Dunlop Hardware now stands. It was located a 
considerable distance back from the street line on a rock hilltop, and 
was in use until 1905 when the congregation moved to St. Mary's 
Cathedral, McIntyre Street West. This cathedral was dedicated on 
December 17, 1905. The building committee was D. J. Scollard, J. 
McNamara, H. C, Varin, Richard Bunyan and John Blanchet. The 
original frame church after 1905 was occupied at one time as a 
moving picture theatre, and in 1910 was destroyed by fire. 

‘The first priest was Father Nolin, a missionary, followed by Father 
Cote and Father Sinnott, The first regular priest was Father Joseph 
Blocm who was succeeded by his brother, Father Eugene Bloem. The 
latter was killed while boarding a train at the C.P.R. Station. About 
1896 Father Kelly and Father Phelan appear to have been attached 
to the congregation, and eventually were followed by Father Scollard 
who continued until appointed Bishop. Since that time the following 
clergymen served as shown.

Built in 1914 and blessed by Bishop Scollard October 18th. First 
Pastor, J. A. Lecuyer. Father Chapleau was in charge for many years 
and served until his retirement. The present priest is L. M. Nourry, 
and congregation consists of 750 families, 


St. Rita’s Church—Italian Parish 

Cornerstone laid by Bishop Scollard June 19, 1913. Father C. J. 
Murphy in charge of 315 families, 

Holy Name Church 


Established in 1947 with pastor in charge J. F. Daly. In 1958 Father 
E. P, Lawless took over and there are 400 families in this congregation. | 


Corpus Christi Church 
Established in 1954 and Priest in charge has been C. J. McKee since 
that time. There are 250 families in the congregation. 
St. Peter’s Church—Widdificld 
Established in 1954 and Priest in charge has been W. E, Lyons since 
that time. 274 families are in the parish, 
Paroisse des Saints Anges—Widdifield 
Established in 1954. Pastor in charge, Father E. Blais. Parish of 350 
families. 

DIOCESE OF SAULT STE. MARIE 


On September 16th, 1904, the Diocese of Sault Ste. Marie was 
constituted, consisting of the Districts of Algoma, Thunder Bay and 
the western part of the District of Nipissing. Rev. D. J. Scollard was 
consecrated Bishop of the new Diocese on February 24, 1905, He 
served with distinction until his sudden death in 1934. Rev. R. H. 
Dignan succeeded to the Bishopric and remained until his death in 
1958, 
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Rev. Alexander Carter was named titular Bishop of Sita, Coadjutor 
Bishop of Sault Ste. Marie with right of succession December 10, 1956; 
consecrated February 2, 1957; appointed Apostolic Administrator 
November, 1957, and Bishop of Sault Ste. Marie November 22, 1958. 


He remains in charge of this large and important Diocese of Northern 
Ontario. 
































Education 


Schools are said to be an unfailing index of the character and progress 
of a people. If this be true, North Bay can claim an enviable position. 
With substantial buildings designed on modern architectural lines, 
equipped in the most approved manner from a sanitary and hygienic 
point of view, and set in spacious, well-kept grounds for athletic uses, 
the city is in the front ranks of educational facilities, North Bay has 
not spared her resources on schools, nor sacrificed education to the 
goal of material gain, Her schools are her best asset and are a standing 
tribute to the good judgment and fine foresight of her citizens. She has 
laid well the foundations for future growth in strong, self-dependent 
citizenship. 

Buildings, of course, are not the most important asset in the progress 
of education—it is the teachers who produce the well-equipped student, 
The trustee boards of all schools have kept this ever in mind, and it 
can be confidently said that North Bay has had some of the finest 
calibre teachers in all departments, The organization of “Home and 
School Clubs” has also been of benefit in co-operation with the 
teaching staff. 


Public School System 


In 1883 the first public school in North Bay was a one-storey log 
building located on Government Road—later Klock Avenue and still 
later Algonquin Avenue, and situated about the rear of the Baptist 
Church property. The trustee board consisted of Messrs. Wm. Me- 
Donald, Col. J. J. Gregory and J. A. Singleton. The first teacher was 
James Agnew and a second teacher was employed in 1885, Miss 
Gregory. 

In 1886 this building site was exchanged with John Ferguson for a 
site on McIntyre Street East and on it was erected a two-room frame 
building known as “The Blue School”, due to the colour of the outside 
paint, The present “King Edward” school is on this site. The principal 
was W. Colvin and the other teacher, Miss Ovas. 
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The building was heated by a wood burning stove and, of course, 
toilet facilities were outside. At the rear of the building was an alder 
swamp, and miscreants were frequently sent out to cut their own rod 
of punishment. The public schoo! system at present is governed by a 
Board of Trustees who serve without remuneration, and many of the 
members have served for a great many years. The annual budget now 
exceeds half a million dollars. Of this amount, the government grants 
are about 22% and the balance is supplied by public school taxpayers. 
Since 1950 there has been an increase in population of 24%, but 
public school enrollment has increased 59% and classrooms 58%. 
‘And the end is not yet in sight. 

Exclusive of government grants, the cost per pupil for each school 
day is about $1.33. What better bargain can you buy for $1.33? 

In 1891, a new school was built on Worthington Street East— 
Queen Victoria—containing four rooms and belfry room, and under 
Principal W. J. Mill, a high school class was conducted in the Belfry 
room in 1895, Graduates that year were given a certificate by Inspector 
Dr. Grant, permitting them to enter Model School at Parry Sound 
when they attained the age of 18. As I would have had five years to 
wait, there was nothing to do but go to work, and this I did. 

In 1897, J. B. MacDougall was appointed principal of this school 
and continued there until 1903 when he took over as first principal of 
the new High School. 

‘The introduction of kindergarten classes took place in 1907. In 
1954, a school for retarded children was organized by interested 
citizens and class held in basement of St. Andrew's United Church; 
this is still a voluntary effort under the care of Mrs. Angus. The 
association in charge is undertaking the erection of a suitable building 
in the near future on a site provided by the city, and it is hoped the 
‘government will recognize this effort with a suitable grant. 

‘Throughout the years there were two school principals who gave 
outstanding service—Messrs. J. W. Bradley and J, B. Stewart and no 
doubt a number of others deserving of mention. 





Public School Inspectors 


In 1886, the Rev. Geo. Grant of Orillia was the first inspector but in 
1905 J. B. MacDougall was appointed, with residence at North Bay; 
in 1915—D. M. Christie; in 1919—P. W. Brown; in 1935—J. R. 
Pickering and since 1939—J. W. Trusler has been in charge of the 
district and has taken a very active part in everything pertaining to 
the advancement of education in all its aspects. He has recently been 
prominent in the move to establish a university in our city, 
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Full particulars of the seven schools are given herewith.

North Bay High School 


In 1898 a committee—Dr. Carruthers, Geo. Fee and S. A. Huntington 
—approached the council with the suggestion that there was need for 
a high school. In 1900 the council appointed a High School Trustee 
Board—Messts. J. M. McNamara, D. Purvis, J.C.Detlor, W. W. Smith, 
John Blanchet and A. G. Browning. 

In 1903 the High School Board requested the council to make a 
debenture issue for $15,000 to purchase a site and erect a building. 
‘The site was the present location of Algonquin Composite School and 
J. B, MacDougall was the first principal. In 1914 the status of the 
schoo! was changed and became known as “The Collegiate”. 

In 1930 the need for a Technical School was considered and it was 
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finally decided to add to the existing building to provide the required 
accommodation at cost of $300,000. The principals of the school

Total 
enrollment throughout the years—7,402, the class of 1959 being 424, 
In 1953 the name of the school was changed to “Teachers’ College”. 


SEPARATE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Separate School classes were first held in part of the “Old Log” school 
building, with Miss Mary Zinger as teacher. This building was also 
used for Public School classes. In 1887 the first Separate School 
Trustee Board was formed, comprising Michael Brennan, Geo, Fee 
and Oscar Legros, It might here be noted that Mr. Brennan served 
21 years on this board. 

In 1888 the first school building was erected in Priest's Hill 
(presently used as part of a nurse’s residence in connection with St. 
Joseph's hospital) with Miss M. O'Connor as teacher. With the 
continued growth of the municipality, school facilities were established 
at the following locations: 


1905 St. Mary's, First Avenue W. 

1915 St. Joseph's, First Avenue B.

is Chairman. The University in co-operation with North Bay College 
is offering 15 first year university subjects in 1960-61, Arts, Science, 
and Business Administration. Twenty-seven day students are now 
enrolled and there are 85 taking extra-mural courses offered at evening 
classes. The university is non-denominational and on the Board of 
Directors all faiths are included. 

North Bay College is owned and operated by the Fathers of the 
Resurrection. Bills for submission to the Private Bills committee of 
the Ontario Legislature have been presented and when given Royal 
consent will establish the Northeastern University of Ontario, as a 
non-denominational degree granting university. The bills will also 
establish the University of North Bay College which will be a federated 
university within Northeastern University of Ontario.

North Bay Public Library 


It has been said that books are the key to a continuing education. 
Reading is an activity which the adult student can pursue in his leisure 
time and at his own convenience, pausing at will to appraise a new 
thought that sowehow brings fresh meaning or added dimension to a 
familiar idea, Unlike other leisure time activities which are considered 
educational, reading requires the active participation of the mind, 
North Bay has been fortunate indeed in having an adequate public 
library for continuing self-education, and it is quite evident that the 
community's young and old are taking advantage of it. As the city 
hs grown, demand for all types of publications has increased so that 
additional space is needed and the situation is being met by the 
construction of an extension, 


North Bay Public Library 


In June, 1895, a committee of the Board of Trade, Messrs. D. J. 
McKeown, A. G. Browning, and L. P. Snyder was formed to consider 
the establishment of a public library, and as a result, organization was 
effected August 30 that year. 

‘The Board of Management was A. G. Browning, D. J. McKeown, 
M. McNamara, P. A. C. Larose, W. J. Mill, L. P. Snyder, Miss 
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Foster, Miss Jennie Bryson, Mrs. (Rev.) A. J. Young; W. B. Way 
was the Secretary and Geo. A. Montgomery and Thos. J. Bourke the 
auditors, On September 4th, 1895, A. G. Browning was elected presi- 
dent; J. M. McNamara, vice-president and L. P, Snyder, Treasurer.

On Oct. 4, 1895, Miss Begg was engaged as librarian at $70 per 
year. She acted as caretaker as well. Hours were 6:30 to 10:00 p.m. 
On Oct. 12, the library was opened in the upstairs of Cormack Block, 
‘Main Street West, with 152 new books. The sale of old periodicals was 
authorized at half price but these were not to be taken away until the 
next issue was on hand. The Toronto Daily Globe; the Mail & Empire; 
the Montreal Star and Ottawa Free Press were available. 

On February 29, 1896, a “Leap Year Carnival” was held in Fee & 
Mackey rink to raise funds, library to receive one-half gross receipts; 
25 cent fee if not in costume; 15 cents in costume; 10 cents for ladies 
and boys and girls under 16. Net proceeds $20.30, and a good time 
was had by all. 

In 1896, the management requested council to make it a free library 
under municipal control and the necessary by-law was duly passed 
and following board constituted:

In 1910 the Board thought the time propitious for the establishment 
of a “Carnegie Library”; in 1912 the Carnegie Foundation offered 
$15,000 and in 1913, Architect H. W. Angus was engaged. In 1914 
the building was completed on the present site at a cost of $17,790. 
At that time the board ordered that the preparation or distribution of 
food or refreshments was not to be countenanced. 
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In 1957 the board began to consider the necessity of enlarging the 
present building or building an additional library. In 1960, it was 
decided to purchase the White property east of the present site and 
this was duly authorized at a cost of $32,500 and the estimated cost of 
the proposed addition, made in 1949, was $244,500. 

In 1910 Miss Begg resigned as librarian and was succeeded by 
‘Mrs. Annie Huntington; she in turn was succeeded by Mrs. S. A. 
Jackson in 1912, Mrs. Jackson resigned in 1918 and Miss Jean 
Davidson was appointed. In 1930 Miss Flarity replaced Miss Davidson 
and in 1935 Mrs. E, Laura Raney was engaged, She remained until 
1956, when she retired. Miss F. G. Whiteway took over until 1959, 
when she was replaced by Miss M. Clarkson, the present librarian, 
Miss Clarkson had been a member of the staff since 1942. 

‘Throughout the years the Library Board has been served without 
pay by D. J. McKeown, J. B. McDougall, W. McKenzie, Rev. G. L. 
Johnston, Judge J, A. Valin, Robert Rankin, A. C. Amos, J. B. 
Stewart, J. H. Lowery, W. T. Traynor, Dr. McMurchy, A. Freeman, 
D. L. Regimbal, Miss Grace Morgan, L. A. McRoberts, D. C. 
Grassick, F. S, Rivers, Geo. E. Wallace, Henry Wiseman, Miss Phyllis

A total of 
100,846 books were circulated in 1959, of which 36,785 were non- 
fiction. Library membership: 10,953; these borrowers read 187,754 
books in 1959—an increase of 6,167 over the previous year.

Personali 


Dr. A. MeMurchy 


‘The first physician in town, he had the duty of caring for the welfare 
of CPR. employees and their families in addition to private practice. 
The railway company deducted 50c from the wages of all married men 
and 30c from single men to be paid over to the doctor. His office and 
residence was on Fraser Street, where the McMurchy Building now 
stands. 

‘Asson, Dr. Archie, followed in his footsteps and is now retired, and 
a grandson, Dr. Don McMurchy, is in practice here. The “Old Doctor” 
was always interested in community affairs and held in high respect. 





Dr. J. B. Carruthers 


‘The second doctor to arrive and enter private practice. Active in all 
community efforts and serving on many civic boards, he was well loved 
by all. He took great interest in St. Andrew's Presbyterian Church, 
being choir leader before a musical instrument was in use. 

His office and residence was also on Fraser Street where the 
Kennedy Building now stands. Served as mayor of town in 1895. 
The Public school on McPhail St. is named after him. 


William McKenzie 

In 1887 he came to North May after spending ten years as a public 
school teacher in Western Ontario. He established a general provision 
store—at first on Oak Street and later a furniture store on Main Street 
West. In 1900 he was appointed Customs Officer. 


‘Served the town as mayor for four years as well as a number of years 
as councillor. Active in the work of St. Andrew’s Presbyterian Church. 


John Bourke 


Came to North Bay in 1884 to take charge of business interests of 
T. & W. Murray and in 1905 purchased the interest of Wm. Murray. 
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Was interested in development of real estate in west end of town. Was 
elected first mayor in 1891 and served on council and Separate School 
Board. 


J. G. Cormack 


Was the first druggist to open a store in the village and for some time 
had a location where Garnet King’s Imperial Oil Station is situated— 
being a far-seeing businessman he built a brick building on Main 
Street West, known as the Cormack Block. It is now occupied by 
McCubbin’s Men’s Wear, Harris Drug Store and Fosdick’s Book 
Store. This was his next business location and he conducted business 
there until his death, 

In 1891 on North Bay’s incorporation as a town he was the first 
town clerk and in 1901 was mayor. Naturally he was active in all 
matters concerning the town’s interest. 








Richard Bunyan 

Came to North Bay in 1884 and engaged in the mercantile business as 

“Bunyan and Flannery”, on Oak Street and later as Bunyan’s Flour 

and Feed Store on Ferguson Street where the Hydro building stands. 
Was mayor in 1894 and served as councillor a number of years, 

and for a very long time on the Separate School Board. 


Michael Brennan 


Came to Canada from Ireland as a child in 1863 and twenty years 
later arrived in North Bay—entered business in the dry goods trade 
and tailoring, with a store on Main Street West. 

Always interested in municipal affairs, he served on the council a 
number of years and was mayor in 1896—also served as chairman of 
the Separate School Board for over 20 years. 


T.N. Colgan 


Arrived in North Bay in 1883 with the C.P.R. and was in that service 
for 28 years. Was Bridge & Building Master for the district. 

Served the town as councillor a number of years and elected mayor 
in 1897 and 1898, Later he became Works Commissioner for the 
corporation until retirement. Also served on the Public School Board 
and as president of the Hospital Board, 
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A. G. Browning 


Came to North Bay in 1888 as the first lawyer. Appointed Crown 
Attorney in 1893, Took a prominent part in all affairs of the com- 
munity, and particularly with reference to formation of a High School 
and Public Library, Board of Trade and many other organizations. 
Was a prominent churchman at St. Andrew's Presbyterian. He 
retired from active legal practice and became for a time Deputy- 
Attorney General of Alberta, later retiring to live in Southern Ontario. 


J. W. Richardson 


Arrived in North Bay in 1885, started business as a tinsmith, and 
gradually developed a very large hardware store in its present location. 

‘Was mayor in 1902, 1932 and 1933; as well as serving on council. 
Needless to say he was active in all projects that were in the interest 
of the city as a whole, and gave of his time and talent without stint. 
Was also greatly interested in the Loyal Orange Association and was 
a Methodist of long standing, 





J. W. Deegan 


Born in Ireland and eventually arrived here in 1883, opened a boot 
and shoe repair store, then went railroading until 1889, when he again 
started in the boot and shoe business. That business is still in same 
location but of course in modern premises. 

Interested in municipal affairs, he served as Councillor, Public 
School Trustee, on Board of Health, High School Board, Hospital 
Board and Board of Trade. He was always open for a debate on any 
subject and was a keen businessman. 


D. J. McKeown 


Appointed agent for the C.P.R., he arrived in 1883 and held that 
position until his retirement, as well as being agent for the Dominion 
Express Co. Was also consular agent until a permanent official was 
appointed. Helped organize the Board of Trade in 1894 and was 
secretary of same for many years. Helped organize the Public Library 
and served on the High School Board. 

‘Alter retirement he became interested in real estate and insurance, 
and erected a business block at corner Main Street and Fraser Street. 
Tt has been twice destroyed by fire, 
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M, W. Flannery 


Came to North Bay from Matawa in 1887 and joined R, Bunyan in 
the mercantile business on Oak Street. In 1897, he became Town 
Clerk and Division Court Clerk, and later was Treasurer of the City 
until retirement. A member of the council for two years and also of 
the Separate School Board. 

A gentleman of a retiring disposition he always watched the affairs 
of the municipality in the interest of the citizens, 


D. Purvis 


In 1888 he opened a branch of the hardware business that he and his 
brothers had started in Barrie. A man who took a prominent part in 
everything pertaining to the welfare of the community, he occupied a 
position of leadership at all times. 

His business location was on Main Street West which eventually he 
sold to Mackie Bros. Was first president of the Board of Trade; Mayor 
in 1905 and 1906, on Public School and High School Boards—also 
Library Board. Was chairman of the meeting when Hon, F, Latchford 
turned the first sod for building of T.& N.O. Railway in 1902. 

He retired from business in 1907, still retaining his confidence in 
the eventual building of the Georgian Bay canal. 


E. W. Ross 


‘The first jeweller in North Bay coming here in 1888 and having his 
place of business on Main Street West. He was C.P.R, watch inspector 
for many years, and built up a fine business in the jewellery trade, This 
was eventually taken over by T. M. Palmer, his son-in-law, and forms 
part of the Palmer chain of stores. 

A very quiet mannered man, he was long connected with St. 
Andrew's Church as a trustee. After retirement he was one of the men 
interested in the formation of The North Bay City Laundry Co, Ltd. 


Robert Rankin 


Described as one of the most active, purposeful men of the community, 
he commenced business in 1888 and the same business is today con- 
ducted by his sons, William and Kenneth, as “Rankin’s Grocery”, 
Served as mayor in 1909 and 1910 as well as many years on council. 
Always was a staunch member of St. Andrew’s Church and served it 
in many ways. 





‘ 
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J. B. MacDougall 


A rather late comer to the city, only arriving in 1895, at which time he 
was appointed principal of Worthington Street School. He immediately 
interested himself in a class for high school work, continued with this 
effort, and in 1903 became the first principal of the new high school. In 
January, 1904, he became the first resident public school inspector; in 
1911 teacher of English at the Normal School; received his Doctorate 
degree in Pedagogy in 1918; appointed Asst. Chief Inspector with 
Dept. of Education in 1919. Retired in 1948 after 35 years of service 
with the Department. 

Dr. MacDougall originated the “School on Wheels” for railway 
service to the outlying sections of Northern Ontario where schools 
were not available and is the author of “Two Thousand Miles of Gold” 
which deals with the opening up and development of the mineral 
wealth of this section of the province. 





William Doran 


Appointed Stipendiary Magistrate March 3, 1885, Registrar of Deeds 
in 1887 and Master of Titles in 1889. He has been described as 
massive in mind and body, dispensing justice with impartiality. With the 
‘coming of the first lawyer in 1888 he did not fee! that the administration 
of justice would be helped by the interference of lawyers but in any 
event he was acknowledged to be the man for the times, 





All these men I have known from boyhood; they displayed a devotion 
to public welfare and did much to shape the destinies of a young 
community. Their belief in North Bay never wavered and their private 
interests were subordinated to the good of all. All were men above the 
average, with a willingness to be of use; they would have adorned any 
community. Of ideal pioneer type, by their lives and influence, they did 
much to shape the destinies of a new town and district—more than 
Jater-day citizens realize. 

‘They tried to contribute something worthwhile to North Bay's 
development, and the legacy they have left may be summed up in one 
word—character.

CHAPTER 9 


Early Business Establishments 


Richardson’s Hardware 


This without doubt is the oldest established business in North Bay 
still operating under the same name and by a member of the family. 

J. W. Richardson arrived in North Bay in 1885 and, starting as a 
tinsmith, gradually developed a very large business in the same location 
where he started, Mr. Richardson died in 1938 and the business was 
carried on by his sons, Stanley and Willard, until 1945. At that time, 
furniture having previously been added to the stock it was decided to 
separate the two lines and so Willard retained the hardware part of 
the business and Stanley took over the furniture end. J. W. Richardson 
was always interested and active in the affairs of the community and 
Willard is carrying on in the same way. 


Rankin’s Grocery 


Established by Robert Rankin in 1888, and conducted by him until 
his retirement in 1926, when the business was taken over by his sons, 
William Rankin and Kenneth Rankin, who are still operating the third 
oldest mercantile business in the city, occupy their own property on 
Main Street East. 


‘TT. M. Palmer Jewellers Limited 


In 1888 E, W. Ross opened the first jewellery store in North Bay with 
premises on Oak Street West; in 1893 he moved to Main Street West 
as E. W. Ross & Co., W. F. Tate having joined the firm, Mr. Ross, on 
his retirement in 1927, sold the business to T. M. Palmer. “T. M,” has 
kept pace with the development of Northern Ontario and is now in 
control of twelve jewellery stores and four optical parlors throughout 
the District. K. L. Palmer is associated with “T.M.” in the organization 
and in addition is manager of the North Bay store. 
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Deegan Shoe Store 


This business established in 1889 by John W. Deegan is one of the 
oldest in the city operating under the original name. Following his 
death in 1941, his son, Geo. W. Deegan took over, having been on the 
staff of the store since the end of his school days. In 1946 Ralph 
Diegel joined the sales staff and on the retirement of Geo. W. Deegan, 
because of ill health, in 1960 became the proprietor. All three men 
have been community minded and taken an active interest in numerous 
municipal organizations throughout the years. 


Harris Drug Store Ltd, 


This business was the first drug store established in North Bay by 
J. G. Cormack previous to 1890. It was located where the Garnet 
King service station stands and removed to Main Street West in the 
“Cormack Block”—a two-storey, three-store building, now occupied 
by the Harris Drug Store, McCubbin’s Men’s Wear and Fosdick’s 
Book Store. 

On the death of Mr. Cormack, A. C. Rorabeck took over the 
business and operated same as “The Nipissing Drug Store” until his 
death in 1932 when the business was purchased by Reg. Harris, In 
1950 a limited company was formed taking in Roy Harris and Frank 
Tipler, the latter having been with the firm for over thirty years. This 
store was the first office of the Bell Telephone Co. with A. C. Rorabeck 
as manager. 


Bob’s Hardware 


This business was established in 1892 by J. W. McDonald; later was 
joined by Geo. E. Hay and firm named “McDonald & Hay”, Eventually 
Geo, W. McDonald, son of J. W., took over the business and operated 
same until 1941 when he sold out to John Halliday. On the death of 
Mr. Halliday, his sons Jack and Gerry became the owners until 1957 
when they sold to Robert Edwards. This firm now has a branch store 
in West Ferris. 


‘The Thomas Company—Jewellers 


In 1897 this business was established by Jas. A. Thomas and he 
conducted same until 1935 when it was purchased by Jos. Richenback 
and Albert Richenback; the business has continued under the name 
“The Thomas Company”. In 1957 Joseph Richenback retired on 
account of ill health and Albert Richenback took over as proprietor. 
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Lindsay & McCluskey Limited—Fuel 


This company established in 1904 to handle Fuel and Builders’ 
supplies, wholesale and retail. The proprietors were Jas. T. Lindsay 
and Jas. McCluskey. In 1921 the partnership was formed into a 
limited company with J. F. Nightingale as secretary-treasurer, who has 
been operating the business alone since 1947 having been with the 
company for 44 years, 


McCubbin’s Men’s Wear 


In 1906 this business was established by N. J. MeCubbin with a store 
on Oak St. West. It was not long before increased business necessitated 
larger premises, and good sense prompted him to purchase a site of his 
own on Main St. West and this he did. Since the death of “N. J.” his son 
Bruce McCubbin has continued the business, maintaining the same 
principles established by his father. Norman McCubbin was a credit to 
the community in all phases of business life, church life, civic affairs, 
with a particular flair for all types of music. 


Jack Lavery Jeweller 


Gerald C. Thompson established this business in 1908, having been 
on the E, W, Ross staff since 1902. His sudden death on a hunting trip 
to the West Arm of Lake Nipissing took place in the fall of 1911 in the 
company of Bill Jessop, Tom McKee and Dune McNabb. His brother, 
Russell H. Thompson, took over the business and operated same until 
his death in 1946, when Jack Lavery became the proprietor. The store 
is located in the same place Gerry Thompson opened over fifty years 
ago. 


F, S, Fosdick of Fosdick’s Book Store, 150 Main Street West 


Fred first visited North Bay in 1902, and for more reasons than one 
liked the place. At the time he was a travelling salesman (called 
“drummers” in those days) and so was pleased to make his headquarters 
here from 1904. In 1912 he decided it was time to strike out for 
himself and purchased the property where his business is presently 
situated. With Sol Waiser he shares the honour of being proprietor of 
a business longest under control of the one individual. 
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‘Sol Waiser of Waiser’s Men’s Wear & National Wholesale Men’s Wear 
Ltd. 


Sol also liked North Bay when he arrived in 1912 and established the 
business at 133 Main Street West. He extended his activities in 1927 
when he formed a wholesale division under the management of his son, 
William Waiser, at 136 Oak Street West. They own the premises they 
‘occupy, and eight o’clock in the morning will find Sol on the job. 


Nipissing Electrie Supply Company Limited 


In 1911, J, W. Alger and R. Dingle entered into a partnership for 
electrical contracting and retailing and in 1918 the name changed to 
Electric Supply Company; about this time R. Dingle left town and 
Chas. M. Sibbitt entered the partnership. In 1926 the company was 
incorporated as “Nipissing Electric Supply Co. Ltd.” with J. W. Alger 
as president, Chas. M. Sibbitt as vice-president and P. M. Chamberlain 
as secretary-treasurer. In 1928 P. M. Chamberlain died, In 1945 Cliff 
Alger and Gerry Alger (sons of J. W. Alger) joined the firm, In 1952 
C.-M. Sibbitt died and the death of J. W. Alger occurred in the 
following year. The business of the firm was then taken over by Cliff 
and Gerry Alger, associated with ten employees, In 1958 the retail and 
contracting departments were sold to Cliff Alger, J. W. Leckie and 
other employees and they now carry on this part of the business as 
“Alger-Leckie Associates Ltd.”, and the wholesale division is continued 
by the Nipissing Electric Supply Co. Ltd. J. W. Alger was a prominent 
citizen interested at all times in civic affairs and more particularly in 
the advancement of the Independent Order of Oddfellows. 





Kennedy Appliances & Sport Shop 


This business was established as White Bros. in 1921 by Jack and 
Percy White. In 1940 the business was taken over by Ken White and 
he operated same until his death when F. J. Kennedy became the 
proprietor in 1958. 


F. R. Paterson Limited—Plumbing & Heating 


In 1922 the firm of “Paterson and Durrell” was formed by Fred R. 
Paterson and Wm. J. Durrell; they continued to operate as a partnership 
until 1945 when Fred Paterson formed the above limited company and 
Bill Durrell continued on his own. In 1955 Bill Durrell retired, selling 
his business to Stan Pollard. 
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Huntington & Smith Limited—Men’s and Boys’ Wear 


‘This business was established by Percy Huntington and Stewart Smith, 
in 1929, as a partnership. Later the firm was incorporated (1935) and 
on the death of Stewart Smith, Pat Quinn became a member of the 
firm, Percy entered this type of business with the firm of Beamish and 
Smith in 1909 and that firm sold out to Canadian Department Stores 
and they were eventually taken over by the T. Eaton Company. Percy 
was the first manager of this store in North Bay and also acted as 
supervisor over other Canadian Department Stores in this part of the 
country; consequently has had a very extensive experience in the gents’ 
furnishing business.

Probably the oldest was Robert Wallace—1884—later R. Wallace 
and Son—namely, M. J. Wallace. They handled numerous contracts, 
‘one being the Continental Hotel. Brick work was their specialty. 

‘Another of the old timers was Wm. A. Martyn, who was another 
active builder of the same class of structure. Geo. S, Soutar built many 
dwellings in the district for himself as well as for others. 

John Small came to North Bay about 1893 and was the contractor 
who built the Baptist Church on Main Street West. He remained in 
the business until he entered municipal service as water commissioner 
and tax collector. James H. Kennedy, a pioneer of 1887, confined his 
activities to building houses in all parts of the city and a number for 
himself, Alex. Gartshore and J. W. Billington formed a partnership 
and principally engaged in the construction of sidewalks and sewers 
for the municipality. 

Hugo Gomoll—for a number of years carried on the business of 
‘dwelling construction and throughout the city there are many fine 
buildings erected by him, Russell Foster—was in the contracting 
business at the same time as Hugo Gomoll and he also built many fine 
<dwellings in our city when they were badly needed.

North Bay Dairy 

Established in 1909 as Johnston’s Dairy by Chas. Johnston, Operated 
by Georgian Bay Creamery, 1942, and then by Mr, Murdoch; George 


Ketter; George Graham; and since 1959 by Douglas Harrison, the 
present owner. 


Silverwood Dairies Limited 

This business taken over from Davie Bros. in February, 1930, with 
Geo. Davie as manager, followed by E. M. Snyder; W. E. Bromley; 
I. W. Ison and T. E, Cribb—the latter having been with the company 
for thirty-four years prior to his death. 


North Bay Co-operative Creamery 


Established in 1931 for the purpose of purchasing cream and manu- 
facturing butter. The present manager is D, Fraser. 





Martyn Funeral Home 

This home was started by F. J. Martyn in the early years of North Bay 
and later conducted by his son, Ian Martyn, The original location was 
‘on Main Street West until the modern parlor was erected at the corner 
of Wyld and Worthington Streets. George Martyn, a son of Ian, 
continues the home with the assistance of Hartley Perkins. It might 
here be noted that back about 1900 Wm, McKenzie was the first to 
conduct a parlor, and this became the Martyn establishment. 


‘McGuinty Funeral Home 

Established by M. J. McGuinty Sr. and Harvey Heavener in 1919 with 
premises on Main Street West. In 1947 at time of Mr. Heavener’s 
retirement, the home has been carried on by M. J. McGuinty Sr. and 
Jr. In 1950 they moved to Cassells Street where they have a modern 
parlor. 


‘Tennant Funeral Home 


Established by Robert P. Tennant in 1946 with premises on McIntyre 
Street West until 1958 when a new building was erected and since that 
time Ronald R. Philbin has been conducting same. 
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North Bay News Service 


‘This business was opened in September of 1934 by E. C. Churchill 
and is presently managed by J. McMurtrie on Cassells Street. 





Parker's Cleaners and Dyers 


Established by Gordon E. Parker in 1935, they presently occupy their 
‘own building on Second Avenue West. In 1953 a limited company was 
formed with the name of G. E. Parker & Son Ltd. In 1958 Clarence 
Rennick bought an interest in the company when Gordon Parker Sr. 
had to retire on account of ill health. The present name of the firm is 
Parker's Cleaners & Dyers Ltd. with Clarence Rennick the President 
and Gordon Parker, Jr., a director. 


Ideal Laundry of North Bay Limited 


This laundry originated by Clarence Remnick in 1931 in the basement 
of his dwelling at 131 James Street. In 1932 premises were secured at 
comer King and Cassells Streets and Clifford McDowell joined as a 
partner. In 1934 premises at 850 Cassells Street were purchased and 
business operated as a partnership until 1958, when Clifford McDowell 
retired. In 1959 Ideal Laundry was incorporated, with Clarence 
Rennick as president, 


City Laundry of North Bay Limited 

‘This company was incorporated in 1926 by E. W. Ross, Sam Gordon, 
Lou Chapelle, and Alf Whittingham, the first manager. He was 
succeeded by Herb Vale, then Frank Edgar, and from 1959 to date by 
Fred Gammon, In 1945 the original shareholders sold their interest in 
the company and eventually a new Board of Directors took over with 
Clarence Rennick as President. 





Doherty Roadhouse & Co. 


This company opened an office on March 2, 1956, in the St. Regis 
Hotel building under the management of Hector Villeneuve, who is 
presently in charge. 


Draper Dobie & Co. 


This office opened in the Homestead Block many years ago under the 
management of Forbes Knight and continued under his charge until 
his death, at which time the present manager, W. B. Begy, took over. 
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Farmer’s Market 


In July 1960, mainly through the efforts of Geo. Gravelle, a former 
reeve of Township East Ferris, a market has been established on Third 
Ave, East. For many years temporary markets in different locations 
have been in existence but it would seem difficulty was experienced in 
providing the necessary facilities to conduct a proper and sanitary 
establishment. This has now been overcome, and the city boasts one of 
the finest farmers’ markets in Northern Ontario. 





The St. Regis 


‘The original name of this hotel was “The Pacific” and was constructed 
in 1886 by James Baxter for T. & W. Murray and opened under the 
management of T. J. Meagher. The ownership has changed hands 
several times and is now owned by The Sovereign Hotel Co. Ltd., with 
John Prisco as owner-manager, who enlarged and modernized the 
premises. Previous owners were a Mr. Daly (with Vince McCabe as 
manager), J. J, Doran, Charles Brown and W. E. Mason. 


The Mackey House 


This hotel was located on the west side of Ferguson Street between 
Oak Street and Main Street. It was a two-storey frame building, owned 
by Geo, Fee (first Reeve of Widdifield) and J. J. Mackey; Richard 
Mackey was also connected with it. The building was completely 
destroyed by fire in 1945. 


‘The Belmont 


Originally the “Winnipeg Hotel”, erected about 1887 and owned and 
operated by Alex Doyle. Later owners were Wm. O'Brien about 1905; 
and Heavener Bros. about 1907. The property was purchased by 
Frank Scappatura, modernized and is presently operated by the 
Scappatura Estate. 


The Queen’s Hotel 


‘This was a large brick building on the east side of Fraser Street between 
Oak Street and Main Street built in 1890 and owned and operated by 
Edward Lynch who sold the property to Edward Shepherd. At his 
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death a son, Harry, took over the hotel and later his widow continued 
the operation until the building was completely destroyed by fire in 
1936. 


‘The Atlantic 


A two-storey frame structure owned and operated by the St. Eloi Bros. 
and located where the Angus Block now stands on Fraser Street, 
constructed previous to 1908 for in October of that year it also was 
destroyed by fire. 


‘The North Bay House 


Previously “The Windsor”, frame building built by J. A. Crawford in 
1891; later taken over by Martin Brennan in 1909. It later went out of 
business; was located on Oak Street West east of Fraser Street; was 
otherwise occupied and destroyed by fire at time of Queen’s Hotel fire. 


‘The Grand Union 


A brick building located on McIntyre Street West and now forms part 
of St. Mary’s Academy at Foran Street. It was built by John Flanigan 
and Salem Desjardins was manager. Patrick Bourke became the owner 
and continued to operate the hotel until it was sold. 


‘The Continental 


‘This three-storey brick building was erected in 1907, owned and 
operated by Chamandy Bros,; and known as “The Cecil”. The name 
was changed and Jas. Symington was manager of the hotel from 1925 
to 1960, when the property was sold to Mr. & Mrs. N. G. Negusanti. 


‘The Empire Hotel 


This five-storey building of solid brick construction was opened on 
August 27, 1929. The proprietor is “The Empire Hotel Company”— 
with Dan Mascioli as President and Elio Mascioli as Secretary—son 
and nephew of the first President of the Company. The first president 
and general manager was Leo Mascioli, and secretary was Pete 
Bardessono, both deceased. The company also owns and operates 
hotels at Timmins and Huntsville. 


‘The Manor Hotel 


‘This building is the former Queen Victoria Memorial Hospital, pur- 
chased from the city by Mike Zaversnuke, modernized and operated 
by him since 1950 as lessee and since 1958 as owner. 
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Other Hotels 


Finally, reference should be made to the “Lakeview Hotel”, owned and 
operated by Wm. Parks who was one of the original pioneers. This was 
a frame building situated facing Lake Nipissing where the sewage 
disposal plant now stands; the approach at that time was along Regina 
Street and over a bridge across Chippewa Creek. It was more the style 
of a boarding house rather than a hotel. 

‘There are three additional hotels in North Bay, namely: The Fraser 
House of Fraser Street; the Marlin Hotel on Main Street East and the 
Parkview Hotel on Oak Street West—but particulars regarding same 
are not available. 





Villa Motel 

Erected in 1954 at 360 Main Street East; owned and operated by 
Hector Larocque. 

Regal Motel 

Built in 1957 by Frank DiBartolomeo at 284 Main Street East. 


‘The Sands Motel 
Built by M, E. Dickerson in 1959 at 366 McIntyre Street East. 





Kennedy Agencies Limited 
‘This is a private company conducting a general insurance and real 
estate agency; also a mortgage investment business. 

On May 1, 1912, W. K. P. Kennedy in partnership with C. V. Shea 
opened an office in the Campbell Block, corner Main and Ferguson 
Streets; Mr, Shea retiring from the business in 1915, In 1913 T. J. 
Patton opened an office in the same building for the same type of 
business. On May 1, 1926, the firm of Patton & Kennedy was formed 
and carried on business at different locations but finally in the 
McMurchy Building on Fraser Street. On May 31, 1947, T. J. Patton 
decided to retire and sold his interest to W. K. P. Kennedy. The name 
of the firm was changed to Kennedy Agencies Limited, and sons John 
and Peter entered the company, and are now conducting same. 

Growth of the business requiring more space, land at the corner of 
Fraser and McIntyre Streets was purchased and the Kennedy Building 
was erected in 1950-1951. With the continued progress of North Bay 
additional office space was necessary to properly service expanding 
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business and so land having been purchased at the opposite corner of 
these streets, a new building erected and presently occupied by the 
firm, providing better service to the public, and what is believed to be 
the largest business of its type in Northern Ontario. 

‘A. C. (Duke) Kilgour is manager of the Real Estate Dept. Miss 
Isobel Pappin has been a member of the Kennedy Agencies staff for a 
period of over 30 years, Effective January 1, 1961, the E. L. Banner 
‘Agencies Ltd., was incorporated with Kennedy Agencies; this business 
was established by E, L. Banner in 1928 and from which he retired in 
1953, Mr. Banner served at mayor of the city in 1928 and 1929, and 
is the oldest mayor residing in the city; ex-mayor J. H. McDonald, who 
served in 1925, now resides at Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. 


David J. Morland Ltd. 


This firm was organized in 1922 with an office in the St. Regis Hotel 
building and remained in that location until 1950, when D. J. Morland 
Sr. erected the present office building on Main Street West. Conducting 
a large general insurance and real estate business they now occupy all 
of the ground floor. 

Associated with Mr, Morland are his sons Russell, David J. and 
William; Clyde Russell and Walter Hambley. Previous to 1922, D. J. 
Morland Sr. had been operating a real estate business for some years 
and later added an insurance department; this occurring about 1908. 


Morland, James A. 


In 1950 he opened a real estate sales agency and mortgage loan 
business with office in ground floor of the Sibbitt Building on Main 
Street West. 


E. L. Banner Agencies Ltd. 


Organized in 1928 by E. L. Banner to carry on a general insurance, 
real estate and loan business with its office in the Capitol Theatre 
building. In 1953 Mr. Banner retired, and the business was carried on 
by Andy White, a former insurance inspector, until December 31, 
1960, when business was transferred to Kennedy Agencies Limited. 


E. J. Labreche Insurance Agency 


This business commenced in 1920 by the late Eddie Labreche and is 
cartied on by his son Gerald J, Labreche since 1948; now located in 
own building on McIntyre Street East. He also carries on a real estate 
sales and mortgage loan business. 
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Souliere Agencies Limited 


John Souliere started this business in 1946, dealing as well in real 
estate and allied lines. In 1952 he erected an office building on Main 
Street East, the ground floor of which he occupies. 


Stan Cerisano Ltd. 


Stan Cerisano commenced in the insurance and real estate business in 
1948 and occupies ground floor office on McIntyre Street East in a 
building he erected for the purpose. 


Vernon Murray 

Commenced his business in 1950 and now has his office in the Sibbitt 
Building on Main Street West. 

Rocco Calvello 


Opened a business in 1956 operating from his home on King St. West. 


Ed, McCormick 


‘Came to North Bay in 1948 and has established his office on Trout 
‘Lake Road. 


Bernie Kelly Limited

established by the late Bernic Kelly in 1949, previously operating as 
a life insurance salesman. The office is being carried on by his son, 
Eddie, with office in the Richardson Building on Fraser Street.

Established in 1953 by Cecil Bain and Howard Graham both of whom 
had been employed in life insurance; the business is that of a general 
insurance and real estate agency and, since the death of Howard 
Graham, the operation of the agency is being carried on by Cecil Bain; 
with office on Ferguson Street near the Federal Building. 





Demarco & Lucenti 


This firm just recently formed with an office on Cassells Street; A. J. 
Demarco had previously been engaged in the insurance business since 
1956 and in 1960 was joined by Carlo Lucenti; their office is at 641 
Cassells Street. 
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Jack Cangiano 


Is operating a general insurance and real estate business since 1952 
and is presently located in his own building at 366 McIntyre Street 
West, 


A.R. Fournier 

Since 1959 has an office at 358 Algonquin Avenue for the conduct of 
1a general insurance and real estate agency.

In years gone by there were a number of men engaged in the insurance 
business for some considerable time, but details are lacking, They were 
Wm.

The first office was opened in 1930 with Lewis H. Ray and Rudy 
Picherack in charge. In 1933 the firm name was Northern Adjusters. 
In 1953 the Underwriter’s Adjustment Bureau was formed with Rudy 
Picherack in charge and assisted by William Hutchinson, Bert Gibb, 
Ed, McCallum and Geo. Cook. 


Others 


Rowland H. Hill conducted an adjustment business for a number of 
years until ill health compelled retirement. In 1953 Keddle & Shea 
opened an office and are still in business.

In 1939 the Norwich Union Fire Insurance Society placed Inspector 
J. Henry Forde in charge of Northern Ontario and Part of Quebec 
with office at North Bay and in 1959 placed an assistant inspector at 
Sault Ste, Marie, Ontario.

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Real Estate Development 


Land east of Chippewa Creek and the C.P.R. was originally taken up 
by a man named Metcalfe; west of the creek by John Ferguson, and 
west of Government Road (Algonquin Ave.) by T. & W. Murray; 
they later turned over their interests in the town to John Bourke, 
About 1910 a syndicate was formed to subdivide land north of Jane 
Street to City boundary at Norwood Avenue; this was called the 
“Broadview Syndicate” with John Ferguson, A. G. Browning, Geo. 
Gordon and some others, A great many lots were sold, mainly on the 
prospect of the Georgian Bay Canal and eventually the City had to 
take over a large number for tax arrears. 

In 1912 another syndicate was formed to market lots in the 
Township of Widdifield from Norwood Avenue to Reynolds Street, 
A great many lots were sold through Kennedy & Shea, who were selling 
agents for the property and there is no doubt this was also due to the 
Canal prospects. The Township took over many of these lots for tax 
arrears. 

John Ferguson also organized a sub-division of the Burrows farm 
but sales not going well, taxes accumulated and the Township took 
over for taxes and eventually the property was purchased by D. J. 
Morland and extensive development carried out, 

Along the lakeshore from Regina Street south Wm. Parks had 
located some sixty acres, and this became quite valuable, changing 
hands principally for summer homes. At the west end of the city 
Robert Gorman owned property south of the C.P.R. and running 
almost up to Duchesnay Creek; this section was known as “Gorman- 
ville” in the early days. About 1937 the greater part of this property, 
along the lakeshore was purchased from the Gorman Estate by St. 
Joseph's College. 

In 1954 a sub-division was placed on the market under the name of 
“Pinewood Village” with restrictions applied to private dwellings 
ensuring that it would prove to be a desirable residential section of the 
city. The district has been popular and many fine residences have been 
erected, 

Out on Trout Lake Road the Department of Veterans’ Affairs 
opened a sub-division for allocation to veterans who wished to erect 
a private dwelling and this has been well developed. Also off Trout 
Lake Road to the north a syndicate opened up a sub-division called 
“Eastview”, and at the extreme end of Jane Street, opposite Pinewood, 
Hill-Clark-Francis opened a sub-division called “Burlington Heights” 
which has also been well developed. 
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Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 


Opened in 1908 with manager James W. Mowbray in charge. He was 
followed by J. J. Doucet in 1910; M. Fauvel—1923; R. E. Desautels 
—1924; W. W. MacDonald—1928; A. E. Ironside—1930; A. J. 
Brown—1931; C, M. Scott—1934; G. E. Closo—1951 and R. A. 
Gougeon—1958. 


‘Mutual Life of Canada 


Office opened in 1914 with T. J. Patton as general agent. In 1925 
J. J. Doucet took over. Branch Managers since then have been L. M. 
Shetler—1940; H. V. Passmore—1942; G. T. Harris—1947; W. H. 
Pearson—1948; L. J. McCrea—1951; V. M. Lecour—1956; G. E. 
Mclsaac—1960. 


Sun Life Assurance Company 


Established a branch office in 1923 in charge of N. J. Wooten; since 
then E. Codere was manager in 1930; H. P. Charlton—1935; F. S. 
Mount—1945; and R. M. Murray since that year and at present in 
charge. 


The London Life Insurance Co. 


The Industrial branch operations started in 1924 under F. W. Hewitson 
and until 1937; then followed R. H. Eddy—1938; J. H. Armstrong, 
C. J. Robinson, G. C. Cripps and J. F. Craymer; since 1955. From 
1925 to 1929 W. B. Wolfe was manager of ordinary branch. 


Imperial Life Insurance Co. 


In 1936 the company established a branch office marking the beginning 
of expansion into Northern Ontario.

William Milne & Sons Limited 


While the operations of this company are now conducted at Temagami, 
where they are closer to their timber limits, they have always been 
considered a North Bay institution as the owners have long been 
residents of the city and active in its affairs. This lumber firm was 
founded by Wm. Milne Sr. in Ethel Township, Bruce County in the 
year 1871. Then he mioved to Trout Creek where operations were 
carried on from 1896 to 1900. In 1900 a mill which had previously 
operated at Corbeil, was moved to Trout Mills, where with the 
assistance of his two sons, Fred and William H., operations went on 
continuously until 1935, the logs being brought in over the Ontario 
Northland Railway and from down Trout Lake. Due to the exhaustion 
of available timber supplies for the mill at Trout Mills, it was decided 
to construct a modern plant at Temagami and this was duly completed. 

On the death of William Milne Sr., Fred and Col. W. H. Milne 
became owners of the company. Eventually they sold their interest to 
Donald W. Milne (son of Col. W. H.) and J. W. McNutt (son-in-law 
of Fred). In the period 1946 to 1955, when they were operating 
together, The Great Northern Woods Co. Lid., the Oakville Lumber 
Co, Ltd., Lakeview Forest Products Ltd. (a wholesale outlet) were 
born. In 1955 Don Milne sold his interest in the company to J. W. 
McNutt and the R. Laidlaw Lumber Co. Ltd. who are the present 
owners as well as two subsidiaries—the Moose Lake Timber Ltd., and 
A. B. Gordon Limited, the latter being purchased in 1959. The R. 
Laidlaw Lumber Co. Ltd. took over Great Northern Woods Co. Ltd. 
and the Oakville Lumber Co. Ltd. 


Standard Planing Mills & Lumber Co. Ltd. 


‘This organization really commenced about 1907 when Jas. A. Cole 
operated a planing mill and sash and door factory which was taken 
over by the above company as Nipissing Planing Mills. It was not until 
1915 that a charter was taken out as a limited company. George M. 
Ingram was manager for a number of years and in 1938 was succeeded 
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by Harvey McDiarmid, whose death occurred in 1953. Howard 
Bondett then took over as manager, having been with the firm for 20 
years, and is now in charge. J. C. Thompson, who retired in 1956 as 
assistant manager, had been an employee for thirty years. The company 
operates a planing mill, sash and door factory, rough and dressed 
lumber and all lines of building supplies. 


Lakeview Builders’ Supplies Limited 


This business was established by R. B. Tennant about 1923 and on his 
retirement was taken over by “Lakeview Lumber Limited” which was 
incorporated March 4, 1940, The company was reorganized in 1954 
and name changed to “Lakeview Builders Supplies Limited” with 
D. W. Milne as president. They carry a complete stock of lumber and 
builders’ supplies and recently have added paint and accessories, 
hardware, floor and wall tile, rugs, arborite, ete. Premises consist of 
modern sales and show room, four large warehouses and well equipped 
shop building for assembling of millwork and pre-fabricating cottages, 
garages, ete, D. E. Rooney and George Howard are joint managers.

Owned and operated by J. L. Cartwright Limited, The original 
company was established by Orval Mulligan and J. M, Bourke as 
Northern Builders Supply Company. Business was purchased in 1950 
by J. L. Cartwright Limited and in 1957 a branch opened at Sturgeon 
Falls. The company handle all types of building supplies and premises 
have been extended to include a mill work shop. 


Loran Builders’ Supplies Limited 

Established in 1953 under the management of W. C. Mangan; handling 
all types of building supplies. 

Beaver Lumber Company Limited 

Established a branch in North Bay in 1958. 


Price Signs and Displays Limited 


‘As a young man just out of high school, Ced Price was greatly interested 
in the advertising business. He started with the painting of display 
cards, He soon realized that he needed instruction and experience to 
make a success and proceeded to obtain it. In 1925 he was ready to 
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open for business and was soon established. Thirty years later, in 
1955, he constructed a building for his plant to meet the requirements 
of his greatly extended business. He manufactures, at 240 Mattawa St., 
signs, neon and plastic, photo engraving, displays, a silk screen 
process and at present employs twenty people. 


Rahn Metals Limited 


Hugh A. McEwen saw the opportunity for a bronze foundry in this 
area and became imbued with the desire to create a new industry for 
Northern Ontario, North Bay was chosen as the site and a location 
was obtained on Regina Street on the shore of Lake Nipissing. The 
necessary building was erected and extended to meet requirements as 
business progressed. 

On July 4, 1929, a charter was granted to H. A. McEwen and 
George Rahn as senior members of the firm. The company manufac- 
tures all types of bronze articles and customers include all the principal 
industries in the district. As an illustration of the extent of this business, 
for one company alone they require the stocking of patterns for over 
one thousand different bronze castings as well as supplying babbitt for 
what is reputedly the largest babbitted bearing in the world. Originally 
the company purchased ingot metals but now has a refinery which 
melts, in modern oil-fired furnaces, large quantities of non-ferrous 
scrap. 

On the death of H. W. McEwen in 1958, his son, Robert H. McEwen 
became president of the company, having been with the firm since 
1934. This was the same year Orville McKerrow, secretary-treasurer, 
joined the company. Ervin J, Pennock, with the firm since 1948, is 
sales manager. In 1954 it was decided to operate a plastics division 
and the services of James E. McEwen, who serves as manager, were 
secured, 

Starting with a staff of four, there are now sixty employed and sales 
have increased to such an extent that one month’s production exceeds 
that of any one of the first five years. The company is proud of the part 
it is playing in northern industry, doing business with firms from the 
gold fields of Manitoba to the iron ranges of Labrador. 


Canadian Longyear Limited 


This is a wholly-owned subsidiary of the E. J. Longyear Company, 
Minneapolis, Minn., which had its beginning in 1889 when E, J. 
Longyear moved the first diamond core drill on to the Messabi iron 
range, in Minnesota, 
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‘The company came to Canada in 1928 with a branch office and 
warehouse at Haileybury, Canadian Longyear was incorporated on 
Dominion charter in October, 1930, and a small manufacturing shop 
was built on Regina Street, North Bay near Lake Nipissing. Until 
1946 the company manufactured diamond core drills and related 
equipment and supplies. During 1946 they organized a contract drilling 
division and presently the company manufactures a wide range of 
diamond core drills, industrial diamond drills, soil and foundation test 
rigs and related supplies. 

‘Tn 1947 there was need for expanded facilities so a site on Main 
Street West was procured where new and modern premises were 
constructed. Again, in 1957, addition was made to the plant which 
now has 28,000 sq. ft. of building space occupying an entire city block. 

Early in 1957 they entered into arrangements with Christensen 
Diamond Products Company of Salt Lake City, Utah, for the manu- 
facture of Longyear-Christensen diamond bits and related units. The 
company also has an industrial department, handling several well 
known lines on a distributorship basis and in addition has progressed 
in the contract diamond drilling field. 

Sales and services are offered anywhere in the world but principally 
in Canada. With branch offices at Port Arthur, Ont., Toronto, Ont., 
Moncton, N.B., and several contract drilling bases in Canada, the 
company employs about ninety people at North Bay and possibly in 
excess of 250 on field operations. The gross payroll is of the order of 
$1,000,000 a year. J. G. A. Stevenson is manager of the company’s 
operations, with office at North Bay. 


J. M, Wright Limited 


J. M. Wright established this business in 1936 with one employee and 
now employs thirty-six. He manufactures all types of concrete blocks 
and other products of cement base, 


The Craig Bit Company Ltd. 


Commenced operation on May 29, 1941, to manufacture the Craig 
detachable steel bit which had been invented by Ernest Craig and his 
brother, Robert J. Craig. In 1952 the Joy Manufacturing Company 
of Pittsburgh acquired a controlling interest in the company and 
transferred same to its subsidiary, Joy Manufacturing Company 
(Canada) Limited, of Galt, Ont. Joy handle all sales of Craig products. 
‘The company have added a number of new lines to their plant and 
have made extensive improvements to same, John W. Chapman is 
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general manager of the company as well as secretary-treasurer and has 
held different positions since joining the company in 1941. Exclusive 
of sales personnel, eighty-seven people are employed. 


R. J. Minogue & Company Limited 


Commenced operation in the Township of West Ferris in 1949 and 
moved to North Bay in 1943, securing a suitable location on Hammond 
Street. They have seventeen full-time employees. They manufacture 
diamond drill bits.

mond Drills Limited 


This company was organized in 1954 by R. J. Minogue and manu- 
factures a diamond drill machine, invented by him, for easy transport 
by prospectors. Seven full-time people are employed. The plant is 
located on Hammond Street.

ing Boat Company Ltd. 


In the early years of North Bay a small boat building works was owned 
and operated by J. G. Crews. After his death the McCubbin family 
continued with the business, which was located on Lake Nipissing at 
the Government Wharf. A McCubbin boat was recognized as a first 
class product and many are still in use. For some time North Bay had 
to depend on the Giesler Boat Works at Powassan, although they 
were an inland operation. 

Then, in 1945, Allan M. Bishop organized the above company 
and is now said to be Canada’s second largest builder of cedar-strip 
watercraft. The plant is located in West Ferris and while not on the 
lake, is very close to it. The company started with 600 sq. ft. of floor 
space and has expanded until over 13,000 sq. ft. is now required, 
producing approximately 900 boats per annum, ranging from 14 ft. 
runabouts to 2244 ft, cabin cruisers. By their constant standard of 
good quality and fine workmanship the name of “Nipissing” now stands 
high in the field of boating throughout the length and breadth of 
Canada. 8. K. Hewson is the manager of the company. 





L. B. Christie Lumber Co. Limited 


This company was organized in 1948 and operates a saw mill business 
on Martin River, Township of Sisk. L. B. Christie is the oldest active 
white pine manufacturer in Ontario, beginning in Orillia in 1905; he 
came to Callander in 1906 and became manager of the Canadian 
‘Timber Company at Callander in 1927. About the year 1929, he was 
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president of the Ontario White Pine Bureau. He operated a mill at 
Callander and also at Rutherglen in the early days, and opened an 
office in North Bay in 1941 at 348 Fraser Street. 


Great Northern Woods Co. Limited 


Charter was obtained June 1, 1949. The company was formed to 
process timber which had been damaged by forest fire and reclaimed 
by different saw mills in the neighborhood. Under arrangement with 
the government, this lumber was shipped to North Bay for treatment 
and disposal. The company have expanded their operation along 
different lines and at present employ sixty-three people. Donald W. 
Milne organized and developed the operation from the beginning, with 
E. C. W Johnston as manager. 


Inspiration Mining & Development Company Limited 


‘This company, founded at Amos, Que., in 1936 by J. P. Norrie, was 
formed to carry out mining exploration work principally in North- 
western Quebec. The first manager was Al Evenson, who founded 
Fastcut Bits in North Bay. By 1945 the company had purchased 
outright the Sudbury Diamond Drilling Co. Ltd., in North Bay, and 
the executive office of Inspiration was moved from Amos, Que., to 
Toronto, with Kenneth A. Davis as general manager. Following the 
war the office was moved to North Bay in 1950 under the general 
management of Karl Graber who had been comptroller of the company 
from 1945. In 1956, ten thousand square feet of manufacturing space 
was added to the premises and the company now manufactures 
diamond drilling supplies for the mining trade, for its own use and for 
re-sale, 

Under the name Temiskaming-Inspiration, in partnership with 
‘Temiskaming Construction Ltd, of Haileybury, a very active and 
extensive contracting operation is being carried on in the mining field 
where mining and tunnelling work is conducted under contract. 

Inspiration carried out the initial financing of Beaucage Mines in 
which columbium-uranium properties were discovered in 1954 on 
islands in Lake Nipissing. The venture was continued in partnership 
with Consolidated Mining & Smelting and Power Corporation since 
that time. While it appears a financially profitable ore body exists on 
these islands, the future development of this enterprise is being delayed 
by the somewhat cloudy economic future of the metal columbium. 
Karl Graber is now vice-president and general manager of this 
company. 
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Feldcamp and Fraser 


This business established by Geo, Feldcamp in 1946 with premises on 
Percy Street, In 1951 he moved to Seymour Street, where he built a 
shop to meet his requirements, 


Fastcut Diamond Tools Limited 


Was organized by John H. Wilson in 1946 and located in the Township 
of West Ferris. They manufacture diamond drill bits and other tools 
of that nature. About twenty people are employed. 


Chaudane Gas Company Limited 


This company commenced business in 1949 under the name of “Reco 
Limited” and in 1955 the name was changed to the above. They handle 
the distribution of gas throughout the north country, shipping as far 
north as Moosonee for commercial use, private dwellings and summer 
resorts, Management of the company has been under Emmett and 
Gordon Ruddy since commencement. 


Beaucage Mines Limited 


In 1952 two prospectors, James J. Kenmey and Martin VanClieaf, 
uncovered a mineral deposit on one of the Manitou Islands in Lake 
Nipissing and as a consequence there was great excitement throughout 
the area, All types of prospective miners were covering the country for 
miles around in an endeavour to locate other deposits that would make 
them millionaires overnight. Even the streets of North Bay were being 
worked over by geiger counters, but unfortunately without result. 

In 1953 Beaucage Mines Limited was incorporated and over 4,000 
acres of land and water, including and surrounding the Manitou Islands, 
secured under lease for mining development. The mineral consisted 
of columbium, in very large tonnage and not too difficult to mine, A 
complete mining camp was set up, development proceeded, and 
eventually a pilot plant was erected on the shore of Lake Nipissing a 
few miles west of North Bay for the purpose of testing and separating 
the mineral from the rock. This operation proved successful but the 
market for columbium not being active, the work at the time was 
discontinued until more favorable circumstances arise. North Bay is 
hoping the day is not too far distant when operations will be resumed. 


Scott Hydraulic & Pneumatic Limited 


This business established in 1950 by Charles Scott under the name of 
Scott Enterprises. It was duly incorporated in 1955. Their operation 
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consists principally in manufacture of air hydraulic cylinders of their 
‘own design and product, Premises are located on Highway 11 just 
north of city. 


Hubbell & Sons Ltd., E. S. 


Producing corrugated metal culverts since 1958, the premises at 1375 
Seymour Street under Manager Ian McKellar. 


Du Pont of Canada Limited 





Known as “Nipissing Works” and located in the Township of West 
Ferris, the construction was commenced in 1955. Initial experimental 
production was achieved in May, 1957, and the plant officially opened 
Tuly 19, 1957, with F, A. Reid as manager. On February 1, 1960, he 
was succeeded by A. v. d. Luft. The plant is equipped to produce 
an extensive range of commercial explosives, comprising dynamite, 
gelatines, semi-gelatins, and blasting agents. In addition a recently 
completed area permits the manufacture of nitric acid. These products 
are used primarily in the construction and mining industries. A major 
consideration in deciding to erect the plant in this area was the excellent 
transportation facilities which are available, At present the company 
employs 230 people. 


Canadian Johns-Manville Co. Limited 


Although this company is located in the Township of Widdifield it is 
known as “The North Bay Plant”. The company commenced operations 
in May, 1957, and has been under the management of W. A. Young 
since 1956. They employ 256 people at the present time. The location 
for the company was obtained by A. C. (Duke) Kilgour, manager of 
the Real Estate Department of Kennedy Agencies Limited, and he 
was instructed to find a site that would not only be suitable for their 
operation but would lend itself to good landscaping. The company 
produces insulating (wood fibre) board products and in addition to 
their own timber limits, are a market for wood farmers in the district. 





National Grocers Limited 


‘This company was started as the “A. J. Young Company Limited” in 
1902 with a warehouse only. Eventually it was to serve all the north 
country. Later the name was changed to “The Young Company 
Limited” and during these years A. J. Young was the manager. The 
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company expanded, opening branches in Sudbury, Cochrane and 
Pembroke and the name was changed to National Grocers Limited 
with head office at North Bay. During this era the managers were 
Archie Foster, W. Geo. Armstrong and Lyman McDonald. 

In 1925 an amalgamation of various grocery companies took place 
under the name of National Grocers Company Limited with head 
office at Toronto. Archie Foster was named president. Lorne McNally, 
who was sales manager at North Bay, was later transferred to Toronto 
in the same capacity, and in due time became president and general 
manager. The brick building on Wyld Street was built in 1911 and 
in 1960 the original warehouse was torn down and replaced by a new 
building 70 x 73 ft. including a covered loading area. From the year 
1902 to 1953 warehouse superintendents numbered two—William 
Washburn, and George Sherman who had been in the service for 
forty-eight years. In 1940 Lester Zufelt took over as manager, and is 
still in charge. 


Cochrane-Dunlop Hardware 


This company was established in North Bay in 1911 and occupies 
premises on Main Street West and running through to McIntyre Street. 
‘The managers in charge since that date have been: E. A. Doan, B. S. 
Leak, John Halliday, E. T. Paquette, S. Chapple, S. J. Stevens and 
Jas. Barr who is presently in charge. 


Fine Papers Limited 
North Bay is a branch of this Toronto company, was established here 
in August, 1949, and has been under the management of T. C. Gorman 
since that time. The company is the direct distributor for Canadian 
mills producing fine papers, processed by the mills for the printing 
trade. The firm occupies a fine new building which it built at 1835 
Cassells Street, and is the first distributor of fine papers to serve 
Northern Ontario and Northwestern Quebec. The volume of business 
has been steadily increasing. 


Canadian Westinghouse Company Ltd. 


The branch at North Bay (commercial sales division) was opened in 
October, 1951, with C. T. Alger as manager. The business was 
removed to 639 Main Street West. In September, 1952, R. W. Brodie, 
the present manager, took charge. The apparatus division is under the 
management of E. S. Webb. 
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Keyes Supply Co. Ltd. 


A branch of this firm was opened in their own building at 273 Main 
Street East in 1923. C, Hawkins was the first manager, followed by 
Ed. Murphy, then H. Thomas, with Vern Andrews succeeding him. 
‘The present manager is H. Geitz, They handle all types of automobile 
supplies. Russell Biggs, a North Bay boy, after many years’ service, 
is in charge of the Northern Ontario business of this firm. 


‘This company was organized in 1947 and is in charge of H. E. Brown, 
with plant at 150 McIntyre Street East. They also handle all types of 
automobile supplies in their own building which has been enlarged 
from time to time in order to handle their growing business

Sam Butti Wholesale 


Established in 1914 by Sam Buti and located at corner Main Street 
East and Ferguson Street, where Tamblyn’s Drug Store is now, and 
ater moved to a new building on Oak Street East. The company 
handles groceries, confectionery, tobaccos, flour and feed and is 
managed by John Butti, son of the founder.

Is a branch of the company with head office at Minneapolis, Minn., 
who handle fruits, vegetables and groceries. Their plant is located on 
Oak Street West and established in 1917 with Carl Sanders as 
manager. Roy Orton also occupied this position for some time but had 
to retire because of ill health. Present manager is Harold Johnston 
and Paul Geupel is supervisor. Carl Sanders was in charge for many 
years and, when he retired, he moved to Toronto. 


Canada and Dominion Sugar Company Ltd. 


‘The sales office of this company was first opened in October of 1922, 
with B. J. Pifher as manager. The office was eventually moved to the 
CNR. Terminal Warehouse, being the first tenant to occupy the 
building, in 1930. On retirement of E. J. Pither he was replaced by 
Geo. McKenzie. 


McIntosh Trading Co. Ltd. 


This company was established by R. L. McIntosh in 1921 under the 
name of McIntosh Grain and Feed Co, Ltd. for the handling of hay, 
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grain and feed. In 1947, the name was changed to McIntosh Trading 
Co, Ltd., with groceries, building supplies and other lines added to the 
business. On the death of R. L. Mcintosh in February, 1960, the 
business has been taken over by his son, Robert E. McIntosh, 


MacDonald & Son Limited 


‘This firm first operated at Cobalt and came to North Bay in 1928 
under the management of Norman $. MacDonald, with a small plant 
at the corner First Avenue and Commercial Street. John L. Shaw 
purchased the business, operated it for a short time at the original 
location, and then moved to location of present plant at corner of Oak 
Street West and Ninth Street, which he purchased from the city at the 
time The Nugget, former occupant, vacated the building. They are 
distributors of “Coca-Cola”, specialize in bottling “Temagami Dry” 
ginger ale and other soft drinks. They also handle tobacco and 
confectionery under the management of Gary Shaw with Carmel 
Lucenti, plant manager. 


Garland Beverages Limited 


This company organized by J. R. Garland (our genial M.P.) in 1949 
and presently located on Oak Street East with John Johnston as man- 
ager. They are distributors of “Pepsi-Cola”, specialize in “Garland’s 
Ginger Ale” and bottle a number of other flavored drinks. 


North Bay Auto Supply Co. Ltd. 


‘This business was established in 1932 by M. Hockman. They carry 
automobile supplies of every nature at own premises at 142 McIntyre 
Street West. 


National Cash Register Company 


Established a distributing centre in 1940, under the management of 
E. S. Bergh, who was succeeded by G. E. Gray in 1944; followed by 
K.C. McLeod in 1953, and the present manager, L. K, Mee, in 1958; 
place of business in the McMurchy Building, Fraser Street. 





Mid-North Motors Ltd. 


Located at 593 Main Strect East and handle “General Motors” 
products. The business was first established by John Maddocks in 
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1948 under his own name and eventually taken over by the above 
company in 1955 under the management of Frank Ringler. They 
occupy their own premises at the above address. 


Bullock Motors 


Established by Robert Bullock at 126 Lakeshore Drive in 1949. They 
have the agency for “Austin”, “Morris”, and “Mercedes-Benz”, and 
operate from their own premises at above address. 


North Bay Garage 


Has been active in the motor car field since 1914, when it was organized 
by Geo. Leach and Dr, R. L. Dudley, with a franchise of General 
‘Motors. In 1921 the business was sold to W. J. Foster and he conducted 
same until 1926 when Don Sutherland and Hartley Trussler took over. 
Tt was during the years Don and Hartley operated that the business 
made the greatest strides and the North Bay Garage became so 
favorably known throughout the district. On May 1, 1957, Messrs. 
Sutherland & Trussler decided it was time to take things easy and sold 
their business to North Bay Motor Sales.

‘This is a Ford Agency and was started about the year 1912 by Rudel 
Doyle. On his death it was taken over by his brother, Perey Doyle, 
who continued the agency until 1931. In 1932 Davie Bros. assumed 
the business and built the first unit of the present establishment. 

The business changed hands a number of times and in 1934 was 
conducted by Pender & Scott; then in 1936 by Jas. C. Gray; in 1937, 
Al Murray; and in 1938 was taken over by Dealers Credit Service. 
In 1938, Rollie Fischer purchased the property and dealership, carried 
ona successful business until 1951 when he sold to the present owners; 
they have made a number of extensions to the plant for efficient 
operation. Rollie Fischer is now active in the auto sales business, 
operating in West Ferris.

This company was organized by W. B, Harvey and Don Seal in 1945 
to handle “Ford” products under the management of Don Seal. On 
the death of W. B. Harvey, Don took over and continues to operate 
in their own premises at 373 Main Street West.

Roy Pride is the present proprietor of this business, located at 1205 
Fischer Street. They handle the product of the “Dodge” company. 
This agency was originally established by Peter Palangio on Front 
Street some years ago and sold to Roy Pride in 1957. For a number 
of years, it was known as Palangio Motors, and was located on Main 
Street East, 


Pitman Motor Sales Ltd. 


Established in 1949 by J. A. Pitman, when he purchased the old 
curling rink property on Worthington Street West, and, of course, 
remodelled same to suit his requirements, This agency handles 
“Chrysler” products. 





Canadian Oil Companies Limited 


This company opened up in North Bay around 1921 for the distribution 
of petroleum products throughout the area. In 1927 a divisional office 
was established to take care of all of the northern portion of Ontario 
and Quebec, There are ten service stations in the area handling their 
products. 


Shell Oil Company of Canada Limited 


‘The company opened an office in North Bay March 1, 1930, and have 
six outlets for their products in the city and immediate area, 


Supertest Petroleum Corp. Ltd. 


‘Their first outlet in North Bay was opened July, 1947, and with 
continued expansion they found it necessary in the fall of 1948 to 
‘commence construction of a warehouse on Timmins Street. At present 
they have five outlets serving North Bay and surrounding area. 


British American Oil Company Ltd. 


An area office was opened in 1948 and re-classified as a district office 
in 1956, They have three outlets in the city and additional in the 
Townships of Widdifield and Ferris. Owen Staples’ Fuels is the 
distributor for fuel oil, 
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Imperial Oil Limited 


Construction of Northern District office was completed in September, 
1959, with 2,800 square feet of working space, and a warehouse with 
7,500 square feet of floor space. In addition there is 2,100 square feet 
of floor space for a truck garage. This plant is located on ten acres of 
land on Birch Road, Township of West Ferris, and costs approximately 
$500,000. Thirteen different petroleum products are handled with all 
necessary unloading and loading facilities. There is a steel tank farm 
containing fourteen tanks with a total capacity of more than 500,000 
gallons. All buildings are fireproof of reinforced concrete and block 
construction. 

The district covers a region extending from Severn north to 
Moosonee and from Quebec border west to Mobert north of Lake 
Superior. The first North Bay plant was operating during World War 
One and in 1916 the company purchased a site on Harriet Street. In 
1959, the plant was transferred to new location in West Ferris. A staff 
of thirty works at the new plant and office building with Fred J. Best, 
plant superintendent. 





The Northern Oil Company Limited 


Organized by a group of local citizens about 1928, among whom were 
S.J. Cherry, J. M. MacPherson, T. J. Patton, Ray Moyer, D. G. Stevens, 
J. A, Allen, J. R. McIntosh. They operated a service station at corner 
Cassells Street and Algonquin Avenue as well as at Sturgeon Falls and 
Powassan, In 1960 the company sold the business to British Petroleum, 
Ltd. Canadian Petrofina Limited and McColl-Frontenac Ltd, have also 
been operating in the city and district but details are not available. 








Farquhar Construction Limited 
Organized January 15, 1953, and is operating throughout the district. 


Roveda Limited 

Have received favorable mention for their operation in development of 
what is known as “Thibault Terrace”. 

Gerard Builders 


Commenced business March 1, 1956, and conduct a general type of 
construction. 
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J.R. Gorman & Co. Ltd. 


Started operation under the name of J. R. Gorman and Company 
and was incorporated June 30, 1959, Construction of medium-priced 
dwellings has been their specialty. 

Steds Limited 


Opened an office for business in North Bay—February 20, 1958, and 
styled as general contractors and engineers. 





Hill-Clark-Francis Limited 


‘Moved to North Bay in the spring of 1960 and are a well-known firm 
in the construction business. J. L. McKee is president of the company. 


Evans Construction 


Opened for business in North Bay, May 31, 1960, under supervision 
of V.R. Evans. 


Elston Bros. 
Are operating principally in the building of dwellings and are long-time 
residents. 
Ea Beithartz 


Has been in the building business since 1935 and is still actively 
engaged in all types of construction. 


Boulanger & Tremblay Construction Ltd. 


This firm started business in 1957 and has been progressing. Simon 
Boulanger and Roland Tremblay conduct operations. 


Jeffrey & Stevens 


This partnership was formed in the early days of the district, handled 
many types of construction and had a high reputation well deserved. 
Reaching the age of retirement, they decided it was time to call quits 
and enjoy the fruits of their labour. They were always interested in the 
affairs of the community and are highly respected citizens. 


Dan Barker 


Mr. Barker came to North Bay in 1905, was engaged in the building 
business up to the time of his retirement. 
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Angus & Taylor Limited 


A general contracting firm incorporated under Dominion Charter 
October 22, 1921, with head office at North Bay, with the following 
shareholders: H. W. Angus, J. R. Taylor, W. G. Armstrong, H. J. 
McAuslan, H. M, Anderson, George Gordon, A. B, Gordon and 
Archie Foster, with H, W. Angus as president. 

‘The construction of a 60-mile branch of the C.P.R. from Kipawa, 
Que,, to Angliers, Que., was duly completed at end of 1923 under 
Jos. M. Bourke as general manager and T. D. Girvan in charge of 
branch offices. The company was reorganized at this time: the firm 
consisting of Messrs. Angus, McAuslan, Anderson, Armstrong and 
; Bourke. In 1927 H. J. McAuslan was elected president, and T. D. 
Girvan secretary-treasurer. During the years many phases of construc- 
tion were cartied out for all the railways, Department of Highways, 
Department of Transport, and miscellaneous projects. This included 
38 miles of railway from Cheminis, Ont., to Rouyn, Que., for the 
ON.R,, and various airports in Ontario. 








Rayner & Armstrong Limited 


Early in 1946 this company purchased the firm of Angust & Taylor 
Ltd., with the following shareholders: Jack W. Rayner, T. Geo. 
Armstrong, T. Douglas Girvan and H. K. McLeod, with J. W. Rayner 
as president. From 1946 to the present time this company has executed 
contracts with the Department of Highways at different locations in 
Ontario; also the airport at Sudbury for the Department of Transport 
and a Canadian National branch line Hillsport to Manitouwadge, Ont., 
and a revision of double track along the St. Lawrence Seaway. 












Nipissing Construction Company 





Is owned and operated by Jos. R. Norrie and commenced business in 
1947. The company carries on general construction work such as 
sewers, water works, roads, clearing and general excavation including 
rock work. Average number of employees is about twenty. 













McHaflie-Birge Limited 


In 1936, Hadley & McHaffie were operating out of North Bay and in 
1944 the firm name was changed to McHaflie & Birge who opened a 
head office in North Bay in 1948, In 1957 the operation of the company 
was taken over by Art Randle, who had been general manager since 
1950 and Robert Wyatt who had been with the company since 1946. 
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They conduct a construction business requiring heavy equipment and 
have been engaged in building and extending highways for the Ontario 
Department of Highways.

‘This company organized in 1959 by G. Buscemi; P. Adduno and 
C. Priolo to undertake sewer and road construction, with Ralph Priolo 
as engineer. 











CHAPTER 11 


Community Interests 


‘The Press 


In the village, town or city the newspaper is an important institution. 
It not only reflects the life and thought of the community but is a 
formative influence in the production of that life and thought. In 
addition, it is a channel for businessmen and others to place before 
the people the opportunities available for trade and employment. 

‘The first printing press was operated in a tent by Stewart Huntington 
(father of Percy Huntington) in 1885 and was called The Nipissing 
Times. In 1890 the paper was taken over by Norman Phelps and 
renamed The North Bay Times, the office being the present location 
of the Arcadian Grill on Main Street East. The paper continued in 
circulation until 1931, when the owner retired, In 1892 the Despatch 
was published by G. R. Osborne; this was taken over by G. H. Newton 
and renamed The Despatch and Tribune and located on Main Street 
East where Deluxe Taxi stand is situated. In 1907 A. G. Davie was 
the proprietor and eventually publication was suspended. In 1915 
Jos. Pratt issued a small paper called The Gateway City News, which 
continued until 1927, but at irregular intervals. ‘There was another 
small publication called “The Booster”, which might be termed a 
critical review of the times but it did not carry on very long. 

In 1921 The Cobalt Nugget decided to come to North Bay and the 
next year, 1922, the paper was purchased by W. E. Mason of Sudbury. 
For a number of years the office and plant was located at the corner of 
Oak Street West and Ninth Street (present location of MacDonald & 
Son Limited), the paper being published twice a week. Some time later 
Mr. Mason purchased the Pacific Hotel (now St. Regis) building and 
‘moved the printing plant to a section of that building. The paper was 
published for a time bi-weekly, then became a tri-weekly. 

On the death of Mr. Mason in 1948 the Nugget employees became 
formal owners of the paper, having purchased it for approximately 
$240,000. Directors of the new company were J. F. Grainger, president 
and publisher; C, M. Fellman, vice-president and managing editor;

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J. A, Beatty, vice-president and plant manager; J. B, Jessup, director 
and news editor; and G. W. Justice, secretary-treasurer. This was 
Canada’s only employee-owned newspaper. On March 1, 1941, the 
paper became a daily and, in 1955, a modern building was erected on 
Worthington Street West. In 1956, in order to undertake necessary 
expansion commensurate with the growth and progress of North Bay 
and district, the paper became the property of the Southam Newspaper 
family, a group of dailies across Canada. The same staff is in charge of 
the publication and operates as an independent unit with full liberty 
to the editors. On July 30, 1960, the paper published a souvenir 
edition of 120 pages covering 75 years of community progress, truly 
a remarkable production. 

Some time previous to 1934, a weekly The Capitol News was 
published by Harry Thorpe at an old dwelling on Front Street. In 1936 
it was purchased by Don Dunbar and the name was changed to North 
Bay News. The plant was moved to the south side of Main Street 
between Ferguson and Fraser Streets. Later the publication was sold 
to Bill Ellis. It eventually went out of business in competition with 
The Nugget. The original issue was set on a single linotype and run off 
on an old flat-bed, hand-fed press and was distributed free on Thursday 


of each week to every house in town. It is interesting to note that one 
of our city’s prominent journalists, Bruce McLeod, started as a writer 
with this publication, while still attending collegiate, and published his 
book-length novel 96 Hours With Murder as a weekly serial. 


FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS 
Traders Bank 
This was the first bank to open in North Bay and was established 
March 18, 1895, under the management of L. P. Snyder. In 1900 
D. M, Muir took over, and was succeeded in 1907 by T. P. Peacock, 
who was replaced by A. Welch in 1910,

‘Absorbed the Traders Bank in 1912, and since that time has been 
managed by the following:

Radio Station CFCH—North Bay 


Owned and operated by Northern Broadcasting Limited, of which 
Mrs, P. A. Campbell is president. The founder of this organization is 
Roy H. Thomson, now the head of a vast empire of radio and T.V. 
stations and newspapers. At this time he had a warchouse on Oak 
Street West for the handling of automobile parts and radios, and he 
decided a radio station was a must. He proceeded to accomplish this, 
hiring Jack Barnaby to construct the plant, which was located in the 
Capitol Theatre building, In 1931, the station was ready for business. 
This was the pioneer station of Northern Ontario, starting with a 
'50-watt transmitter. Today the power output is 10,000 watts. 

‘The plant was moved to premises across the street from the Capitol 
Theatre. In 1949 the station was located at corner of Fraser and First 
‘Avenue. In 1960, Mr. Thomson bought the North Bay T.V. station 
and merged the two enterprises. The station employs 22 people and 
the managers have been: Stan Burnett, 2 years; Tom Darling, 6 years; 
Clift Pickem, 6 years; Keith Packer, 7 years; Harry Edgar, 2 years; 
and presently in charge, Harvey Freeman. 


CKGN—TV—Channel 10 


Operated by Tel-Ad Co. Limited and incorporated September 8, 1955, 
the station went on the air December 19, 1956, and is located on 
Burford Hill, Callander, Ontario, ten miles south of North Bay on 
Highway 11.

‘The Bell Telephone Company of Canada 


‘This company may be considered one of the principal industries of our 
city with presently over 300 employees, 10,484 customers and 14,985 
telephones in use, The company was incorporated in 1880 and opened 
an office in North Bay in 1886 with 15 subscribers on a three-year 
contract at $25 each, or $30 per year. It does not appear to have been 
a profitable venture, as it was abandoned in 1890 as being premature. 

‘As a matter of fact it would appear the Canadian operation at that 
time was having financial trouble judging by a letter President Chas. F. 
Size wrote to a friend in 1881: “I will say to you confidentially that we 
are now working solely on money loaned the company by me from my 
personal funds. Of course this will right itself but I would like to sell 
alittle more stock and sec the bank account in better shape.” 

‘All we have to do now is take a look at their latest financial statement 
to appreciate the vast operation of this company. In 1902 North Bay 
office was again opened in the Rorabeck Drug Store on Main Street 
West. A. C. Rorabeck was the agent in charge, with Miss Maude 
Beatty (now Mrs, Jas. Biggs) the first operator. At that time there 
were 30 subscribers on a 50-line switchboard, among them being John 
Ferguson, D. J. McKeown, A. J. Young, G. W. Hutcheson, Dr. A. 
McMurchy, Dr. J. B. Carruthers, E. H. Shepherd, R. Rankin, R. 
Bunyan, McIntosh & Hill, Wm. McKenzie, Wm. McDonald, John 
Blanchet, N. Phelps, J. W. Richardson, In 1904 the office was moved 
from the drug store to premises upstairs and a 24-hour service was 
inaugurated. 

Growth of the business soon made necessary the erection of a 
suitable building for the extensive equipment needed, and more 
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particularly the handling of long distance calls, and this was provided 
on McIntyre Street West in 1912-14. In 1927 a third storey was added 
to the building and in 1946, a three-storey addition was built, North 
Bay having become headquarters for the Northern Ontario district in 
1945, In 1956 an additional new building was constructed at the 
corner of McIntyre and Cassells Streets to take care of the installation 
of the dial system. The same year equipment was installed for a 
Micro-Wave tower to handle television business and long distance 
calls. In 1960 the company started construction on a two- and 
three-storey building between the first building on McIntyre Street 
and the one at corner of Cassells Street, the company’s property taking 
up over 300 ft. frontage on McIntyre Street. It is expected this new 
building will be ready for occupancy in 1961, 

It might here be noted that in April of 1936, Miss Alice and Albert 
Shepherd were able to make a ship-to-shore call to their mother, Mrs. 
Shepherd, on the Empress of Britain, Managers in charge of North Bay

Hydro-Electric Power Commission 


In 1947 North Bay became the headquarters of what is known as the 
Northeastern Region; the boundaries extending from South River to 
James Bay and from Mattawa to White River, an area of 104,599 
square miles. An office was opened at 405 Main Street West on 
June 25, 1948, with H. R. D. Graham as manager, and he is still in 
charge. On November 14, 1956, the staff moved to the new building 
constructed on Shaw Street, which had been found necessary to take 
care of the growth of Hydro throughout the district, There are 172 
employees attached to the regional staff. 

The City of North Bay, Town of Powassan and Village of Callander 
together with North Bay and Powassan rural power districts comprise 
the “Nipissing District”. The North Bay rural area now covers 
approximately 3,500 square miles, extending from Mattawa to Laronde 
Creek, and from South River to Sisk Township on Highway 11 north. 
‘There are 54 townships in the area, of which 15 are organized, and 
service is given in 31 of them. The original headquarters for the North 
Bay rural operating area was in the Homestead Block, Main Street 
‘West; then in 1949 it was moved to 141 Main Street East and now is 
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established in the regional office building on Shaw Street. This branch 
of Hydro is under the management of C. E. Dillon, and presently 
employs 124 people. 

Electricity supplied the area today is generated at the Nipissing, 
Bingham Chutes and Elliott Chutes generating station on the South 
River or the Otto Holden station on the Ottawa River. However, the 
electric system of Ontario is so connected that power generated at any 
of the plants can find its way to the North Bay district whenever 
required, 











Hospitals 


Queen Victoria Memorial Hospital 


In 1899 The Victorian Order of Nurses for Canada established one of 
their cottage hospitals and placed a nurse in charge. In 1900 a com- 
mittee was set up to supervise organization and operation and the 
following were named: Messrs. J. M. McNamara, G. W. Hutcheson, 
W. McKenzie, W. W. Smith, T. N. Colgan, Dr. Carruthers, Dr. Mc- 
Murchy, Mrs. N. Phelps, Mrs. H. C. Varin, Mrs. A. G. Browning, 
Mrs. J. C. Detlor, Mrs. Geo. Leach, with nurse Margaret D. Kelman. 
In 1902 a temporary hospital was opened and in 1904 the Queen 
Victoria Memorial Hospital came into being on the site where the 
‘Manor Hotel now stands. Additions were made to the building in 1907 
and 1910, bringing the accommodation to forty-six beds and ten 
bassinets. 

Tn 1924 the V.ON, severed their connection with all their hospitals, 
and consequently North Bay had to take over. The hospital served as 
a training school until 1933. Eventually, in 1949, due to growth of the 
district, permission was secured to proceed with the construction of a 
new hospital of 100 beds to provide the required accommodation, and 
action was taken accordingly. During all this time the Women's 
Auxiliary, organized around 1908, was active in advancing the cause 
of hospital care and raising funds for equipment and services. They 
eventually furnished and equipped a nurses’ residence, which had 
been purchased by the city immediately opposite the hospital site, In 
1928 they gave the first X-Ray equipment to the hospital 

Presidents of the Auxiliary from 1908 have been: Mrs. D. Purvis, 
Mrs. J. C. Detlor, Mrs. G. S. Soutar, Mrs. Geo. Leach, Mrs. Geo. 
Ingram, Mrs. Rupert Leach, Mrs. Mark Douglas, Mrs. W. Larden, 
‘Mrs. E, E. Woneh, Mrs, L. Tindall, Mrs. P. H. Torrance. It is interest- 
ing to note that in 1910 the auxiliary undertook to raise funds by 
putting on a play, Queen Zephra, in the then new Royal Theatre on 
May 25, 26, 27 and 28. At that time Mrs. G. S. Soutar was president; 
184 
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Mrs. Geo. Hutcheson, vice-president; Mrs. P. Bourke, 2nd vice-presi- 
dent; Mrs. C, E, Hammond, secretary, Mrs. D. Purvis, treasurer; and 
executive, Mrs. Weegar, Mrs. Colgan, Mrs. Leach, Mrs, McCluskey, 
Mrs. Metcalf and Mrs. Alexander, In the cast were Mrs, A. E. Ranney, 
Cora Campbell, Helene Ryan, Carl Weegar, Jack Faught and Frank 
Young. Another programme was in 1917 and the play Lady Winder- 
‘mere’s Fan. Mrs. Georgina Parks had the leading role and others were 
Joe Johnston, Percy Huntington, Ruby Nott, Pearl McGee, Martha 
Clement and Dora Thomas.

North Bay Civic Hospital 


In 1949, authority having been granted to proceed with the construc- 
tion of a modern hospital, the present site was chosen and in due course 
the official opening of the North Bay Civic Hospital took place on 
Sunday, April 8, 1951. In 1956 it was found necessary to greatly expand 
laboratory facilities and a resident pathologist was engaged. The hos- 
pital provides accommodation for 108 beds and 20 bassinets for the 
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care of medical, surgical, maternity, nursery and pediatric patients. 
Other related services include operating rooms, emergency room, 
X-Ray, pharmacy and central supply. Modern facilities are also avail- 
able in the laundry, boiler room, diet kitchen, housekeeping and 
maintenance quarters. 

‘The hospital is governed by a board appointed by the city council 
with Mr. H. W. Smith as administrator. It should be here noted that 
Messrs. K. M, Valin, Wm. Waiser and J. Chapman have served on 
this board continuously since 1949. The tenth anniversary occurred 
on April 8, 1961; Steve Kazra, a member of the staff since 1923, had 
the honor of cutting the special anniversary cake. Of the present staff 
nineteen have been with the hospital for the ten-year period. 

‘During that time 40,000 patients have been admitted, representing 
about 380,000 patient days. There have been 6,000 births; doctors 
have performed 12,000 operations and 10,000 emergency cases have 
been attended to. The x-ray technicians have made 60,000 examina- 
tions and during the past five years the laboratory staff have completed 
100,000 tests. In 1951 the salaries of nurses ranged from $170 to 
$185 per month and now go from $280 to $310, with working hours 
reduced to forty per week. Total salaries in 1951 were $169,000 and 
for 1960 were $490,159. 


St. Joseph’s General Hospital 
As submitted by Rev. Sister Paula 


North Bay is justly proud of this ultra-modern institution which is built 
‘on a promontory overlooking both the city and beautiful Lake Nipis- 
sing, This public general hospital, subject to the Ontario Provincial 
Government and the regulations of the Ontario Hospital Services 
Commission, is administered by the Sisters of St. Joseph and has 
received full accreditation according to the standards of The Canadian 
Council on Hospital Accreditation, It opens its doors day and night 
to all suffering humanity of every colour, race and creed. 

On October 7, 1931, His Late Excellency, Most Reverend D. J. 
Scollard, D.D., officially opened a ninety-bed hospital on the present 
site, His words that day expressed the policy which the Sisters of St. 
Joseph in their many hospitals continue to follow: “The hospital is, 
and must continue to be, a public general hospital—all its patients 
shall have full liberty to obtain spiritual help and consolation from 
whatever spiritual guide they prefer.” 

‘The expansion of North Bay and consequent increase of need for 
hospital facilities required an addition to the building in 1948. This 
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proved inadequate and within a decade further expansion was under- 
taken, On September 24, 1957, His Late Excellency, Most Reverend 
R. H. Dignan, D.D., presided at an impressive ceremony attended by 
Premier Leslie Frost and he opened to the public a new million dollar 
wing. This addition provided adequate accommodation for adminis- 
trative, radiological, pathological, operating room, and dietary ser- 
vices. The existing building was entirely renovated at this time, and on 
completion provided bedside care for 217 patients. There are 315 
‘employees on our payroll. 

With the rapid growth of the North Bay area, the maternity and 
nursery service proved inadequate and on June 1, 1959, the former 
“Richardson Residence”, 735 McLaren Street, with its beautiful sur- 
rounding property, was purchased to be used as a Nursing Sisters’ 
residence. Upon vacation of the nursing Sisters from the fifth floor west 
wing of the hospital, a renovating programme was initiated to re- 
construct that area into wards for hospital care. Upon completion of 
this project, the hospital will accommodate 250 patients. 

Synonymous with the history of St. Joseph’s General Hospital is 
Reverend Mother St. Philip, the first Superintendent, Mother St. Philip 
acted untiringly in administrative and advisory capacities from the 
time of the initial excavation on July 6, 1930, until the hospital was 
‘opened to the public in October of the following year. Mother St. Philip 
continued in the capacity of Hospital Superintendent until August of 
1940, Mother St. Philip has been succeeded in order, by Rev. Sister 
Melanie, Rev. Sister Thomasina, Rev. Sister Mary Alice, Rev. Sister 
St. Camillus, Rev. Sister Joan, and Rev. Sister Paula who is the present 
Administrator. 

Tn conjunction with the hospital a School of Nursing was established. 
‘The first classes were under the direction of Rev. Sister Felicitas, who 
continued as Director of Nurses until 1946, Sister was succeeded by 
Rev. Sister St, Camillus, Rev. Sister Michaela, Rev. Sister St. Louis 
and Rev. Sister Sheila who is the present Director of Nursing. ‘The 
School of Nursing is fully approved and under the jurisdiction of the 
Ontario Department of Health, Since the opening of the School, two 
hundred and seventy-five nurses have completed their course and are 
now Registered Nurses in the Province of Ontario. At the present 
time there are sixty-six students in residence. 

‘The goodwill of the people of North Bay has always been reflected 
in the moral support given by the Advisory Board to the hospital. The 
first president was the late Senator Gordon, and his co-members were 
Mr. George Lee, Mrs. William M, Flannery, Mr. John Blanchette and 
Mr, J.B. Cholette. These public spirited citizens, as members of the 
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Board, worked closely with the administration of the hospital to give 
to the community the best in hospital service. The Board of Directors 
today is comprised of the following membe

Black as president, Over the years the ladies of the Auxiliary have 
worked with untiring zeal, filling a most important office in our organi- 
zation, providing much needed equipment and furnishings, assisting 
in social programmes and bringing many comforts to the patients. 
Mrs. R, S. Zimbalatte is the acting President of the Auxiliary. 

In 1951 emerged the Advisory Board of the School of Nursing with 
Mr. Roy Harris as first Chairman, Since then Mr. Ernest Follis and 
Mr. Kenneth Barry have served as Chairman, Mr. J. Maroosis is the 
present Chairman of this most essential Board of the School of Nursing. 
‘This Board acts in an advisory capacity in the direction of the educa- 
tional and recreational programmes of the student nurses, 








The Ontario Hospital 


Located in the Township of Widdifield, this institution was officially 
opened October 15, 1957 by John Chaput, M.P.P. The hospital has 
accommodation for 760 beds with a staff of approximately 300. The 
hospital serves the districts of Muskoka, Parry Sound, Nipissing, Sud- 
bury, Manitoulin, Temiskaming and Cochrane—a population of 
430,000 people. The hospital was constructed for the treatment of 
the mentally ill and is arranged to treat all forms of emotional illness. 
Not only are there clinical facilities available but also occupational 
and industrial therapy are used to rehabilitate the patients, so that they 
are prepared to return to their homes and occupations. W. H. Weber, 
MBB., has been Superintendent since commencement. 





Victorian Order of Nurses 


Founded in Canada in 1897 by Lady Aberdeen, wife of the Governor- 
General. The local branch at North Bay was organized in 1912 at a 
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public meeting on November 14, when on motion of Mrs. A. C. 
Rorabeck and Mrs. J. E. Young the branch was launched and one 
nurse employed, In 1913 a second nurse was requested. In 1960 two 
nurses, each with an automobile, are doing excellent work and being 
kept busy.

As a Judge, his office in the old Registry Office building was 
formally opened in November, 1960, by Attorney-General Roberts, 
who expressed his appreciation of the service being rendered society 
in this court by the judge, the superintendent of the Children’s Aid 
Society and all officers connected with it. 
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‘A Sndicial Story 
By George E. Wallace, Q.C. 


The judicial progress of a community is not usually considered very 
interesting reading, but the story of the formation and growth of the 
Tudicial District of Nipissing places a panorama of colourful events 
and personalities before those who may pause to peruse it and many 
persons still alive may smile at the recollections it inspires. 

Our tale begins, of course, with the building of the McFarland 
Cabin some time before 1881, A cabin, which before the arrival of the 
railway, served the role of hostel to prospectors, traders and mission- 
aries and even a marrying place for members of the Indian tribes in 
the area. As the railway advanced toward the city those associated 
with its construction moved into the area, Among the first was John 
Ferguson. It was he who created the name “North Bay” and lived to 
see it designate this prosperous city in spite of his later efforts to 
change it. 

‘The incident that gave the name to this city arose in 1882 before 
the railroad was in operation, Mr. Ferguson was erecting the first 
shingled house in the area at the time and it is said that the supplies 
that he had brought up from Pembroke, with a great deal of difficulty, 
artived at the camp but the very necessary nails were not included. 
Mr. Ferguson, in trying to convey to his supplier the designation for 
this shipment used the term “The North Bay of Lake Nipissing”. This 
manner of designation became a habit and more supplies were for- 
warded to the growing community and North Bay became a reality, 

‘The area at this time was a part of the Judicial District of Parry 
Sound but was included in the Legislative District of Renfrew for 
‘purposes of representation in the Ontario Legislature. After the arrival 
of the first trains its importance was acknowledged in 1886 by the 
establishment of a Land Recorders Office and the erection of a Jail. 
The Recording Office was the direct result of the efforts of those who 
had interest in land speculation as a result of the railway's announce- 
ment that this would be a divisional point. It is interesting to note that 
John Ferguson had acquired two township lots and Mr. Thomas Mur- 
ray, the Member for Renfrew, had also acquired property prior to the 
establishment of the divisional point. It is perhaps not surprising that 
a Recording Office was secured under the circumstances. Mr. J. D. 
Cockburn of Sturgeon Falls was Crown Lands Agent for the Township 
of Widdifield and for Sudbury Township from 1884-1895. W. J. 
Parsons was the first Crown Lands Agent in North Bay. 

‘The jail in question was a hand-hewn log building which was located 
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on Wyld Street opposite the present Continental Hotel, a building 
which stood until a very short time ago camouflaged with siding and 
occupied as a residence. It is not clear who the parties were who were 
successful in obtaining the jail (there were no lawyers in town at the 
time) but in any event it would appear that prisoners were very hos- 
pitably treated, and on occasions were found proceeding up town 
to find out why their meals had not been delivered to them. 

In 1888 the first lawyer, A. G. Browning, B.A., K.C,, arrived in 
North Bay and he was followed in the same year by John M. Mc- 
‘Namara, The early hand-written documents of these two men evidence 
the energy and care they put into their practice. Their penmanship 
made these documents not only legible but works of art. It would 
appear that this course has been dropped from the syllabus of the Law 
School. 

Both these lawyers took a leading part in community affairs; Mr. 
Browning being appointed Crown Attorney in 1888 and later acted as 
chairman of the High School Board. He was one of those responsible 
for the formation of the Public Library and became president of the 
District Agricultural Association and the Board of Trade. 

Mr, McNamara served on council for two years and a term as mayor 
of the municipality. He also served on the High School Board and later 
was appointed District Court Judge at Pembroke which position he 
resigned to become chairman of the Liquor Control Board of the pro- 
vince, Residents of Trout Lake may still appreciate something of the 
Tudge’s personality by viewing the site he chose for his cottage many 
years ago, where Members of the Bar were treated to his hospitality 
‘on many occasions, 

In 1885 the Township of Widdifield was given legal status and 
named after Doctor Widdifield, the then Sheriff of York County. In 
order to qualify there had to be sixty voters under the existing le 
lation, There were no lawyers yet in the area but even without their 
assistance it was noticed that the Act did not say where the sixty voters 
must come from, so twenty were borrowed from what is now the Town- 
ship of Ferris and the desired Bill obtained. 

Very shortly after the formation of the Township of Widdifield it 
became a subject of debate whether the township's taxes were not 
being diverted too much in the interests of the built-up area around the 
station and in 1888, possibly inspired by the abundant legal counsel 
that arrived in the community in that year, application was made to 
incorporate North Bay as a town. This was successful, but imagine 
North Bay not wanting to be one with Widdificld. Times must have 
been different then! 
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Tn 1889 an Act was passed creating Nipissing a District for purposes 
of representation in the Ontario House thus removing it from the Rid- 
ing of Mr. Murray in Renfrew. However, perhaps to console Mr. 
Murray in his loss of this important territory it was in the same year 
that the Crown purchased from him the site of the present Court House 
and Registry Office buildings. Full credit must be given to Mr, Mur- 
ray’s powers of persuasion when one realizes that the property was 
purchased and our present Court House building erected while the 
area was still part of the Judicial District of Parry Sound and no decision 
had been made either to separate it therefrom or to choose a County 
Town. The Court House building was built as it stands today with the 
exception of the Judge’s Chambers and jail cells located in the rear 
portion which were removed in 1939 and replaced by offices. 

In 1895, during the reign of Sir Charles Tupper, the Judicial District 
of Nipissing was created. Ths extended from just south of Mattawa to 
Hudson Bay and from Chapleau to the Quebec border. Mattawa was 
the largest communty in the district and both the Provincial Member, 
John Loughlin, and the Federal Member, J. B. Klock, first representa- 
tives of the Legislative District of Nipissing, came from this town. 

Sturgeon Falls had also progressed as a lumbering community, being 
second in size to Mattawa; North Bay was third and Sudbury was the 
smallest. When the question of the location of a County Town came 
up for decision all three centres felt that they were entitled; North Bay, 
basing its claim largely on the existing Court House, which advantage 
was vigorously promoted by the land owners of the area. The struggle 
became a real battle between the three communities, which proves that 
history is educational. Finally the Government decided to save itself 
from further embarrassment and to call for a vote (a vote, not a ques- 
tion). On March 14, 1895, this matter was submitted to the electorate. 
On the first ballot North Bay won by 177 votes under circumstances 
considered suspicious to the other municipalities. Mattawa called for 
another election and it was so directed, At this stage Sturgeon Falls 
dropped out and threw its support to Mattawa, all but twenty-four votes 
that is. As fate would have it these twenty-four votes cast at Sturgeon 
Falls in favour of North Bay created a majority of eight for North Bay, 
and North Bay has just been waiting to show its gratitude to Sturgeon 
Falls ever since. 

‘A review of the balloting in the second contest showed that Mattawa 
had cast fewer votes on the second occasion when it was making an 
all-out effort to win, than on the first. It was suggested by some that in 
view of the heat of the controversy that some who voted the first time 
could not stand a second resurrection. 
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‘This was the setting of the stage upon which strode Joseph Alphonse 
Valin, first Judge of the new District. He was a native of County Port- 
neuf, Quebec, and had been practising in Ottawa. The Bar, at the 
time of his appointment, consisted of Messrs. Browning and Mc- 
Namara and P. A.C. Larose and H, D. Leask who had been practising 
at Sturgeon Falls prior to entering into partnership with Mr, Browning. 
Shortly after meeting the Judge, Larose decided that his fortune could 
be more easily won farther north and became co-discoverer of the 
Larose Mine which accomplished in good measure what he had in mind. 

Mr. H. C. Varin was appointed the first Sheriff and Thomas J. 
Bourke the first district Court Clerk, 

Many colourful stories are told of the Judge, of the hardships he 
endured during his early years on the bench, of his attire at that time 
consisting of mackinaw jackets, fur caps and big boots, and of his ever 
present dogs. It is hoped that his experiences may yet be recorded as 
they form an essential part of the history of the area. We do know that 
he found it necessary, on many occasions, to sleep in stations when 
freight trains got him into the settlements on his circuit during the 
night hours, and we know that he was not hesitant on expressing his 
views in court or out of it and that his salary was the magnificent sum 
of $2,500 per year. 

Among those who practised before Judge Valin was George A. 
‘McGaughey, a gold medalist in political science from Queen’s Uni- 
versity, who arrived in North Bay in 1904 and opened a practice in 
partnership with James H, McCurry who came to the town in the same 
year, 

Jim McCurry was the son of Judge P. McCurry of Parry Sound and 
he had practised in Parry Sound for a time until the search for gold 
caused him to try placer mining for eight years in British Columbia 
and Alaska. This experience provided Jim with a good many stories 
that caused him to be the envy of his more staid confreres. 

Since 1903 Judge Leask had been the junior judge of Nipissing, 
having been appointed at the age of thirty-five. The Bar grew rapidly 
during this time. E. S. Senkler, Brock Currie, now Judge of Manitoulin 
Island, M. G. V. Gould, father of our present Magistrate, G. R. Brady 
and George L. T. Bull, also T. E. McKee, Crown Attorney, were 
among the early practitioners. In 1906 it was recognized that Nipissing 
was now a much too large area for the officials here to cope with, and 
Sudbury was created out of the territory west of Hagar. Judge John 
Kehoe was the first appointment there, 

John H. MacDonald, now senior judge of the District of Algoma, 
‘commenced a practice in North Bay in 1913 and H. J. Reynolds, junior 
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judge of Algoma, in 1919, The District was further reduced in area 
in 1917 by the creation of Temiskaming as the result of the growth 
of the mining interest at Cobalt and farther north, Nipissing, after this 
division, was left at its present size and the task of its judges and 
judicial staff reduced sharply in tempo for a good number of years. 

In spite of the reduced scale of litigation the Bar continued to grow. 
John McColeman, William Flannery, Charles $. McGaughey, H. R. 
(Hy) Valin, E. A. Tilley (1929) Crown Attorney, Walter Little, now 
Tudge of the District of Parry Sound, G. B. McConachie and M. G. 
Gould all chose this area to commence practice. Each of the names of 
those no longer in practice could be the subject matter of a most 
interesting story or stories showing acts of kindness, acts of faith and 
amusing incidents but space does not permit that they be recorded here. 
I might, however, mention the incident which revealed that the water 
pitcher at the barrister’s table at an outlying division court on a hot 
summer’s day had been medicated with gin. He who told me the tale, 
‘was not sure whether the person responsible was doing it in his own 
interest or had planned it for his adversary. There was the vault whose 
proud owner discovered that it maintained just the right temperature 
for certain beverages, and of course Tom Bourke’s amazing desk filing 
system which enabled him to reach into the heap and produce the 
desired document. 

John McColeman was perhaps the most colourful of all the lawyers 
in this town during his time. He had worked his way through school by 
taking employment with Milne’s Lumber Company and became a 
scaler of recognized ability. John practised with energetic enthusiasm. 
His word was respected through the community but woe betide anyone 
who managed to arouse his wrath, Examples of his rhetoric are still 
available in my files, and it was a small matter indeed that did not 
warrant a four-page missive. The modern collection letter is a poor 
substitute for John’s forcefulness and members of the Bar still talk of 
the stories that he told to bring their meetings to an end. 

Judge Valin was succeeded by Judge T. J, Battle in 1934 who came 
from Toronto. Judge Battle, however, did not live to enjoy his office 
very long and on his death in June 1936 he was succeeded by Judge 
JA. S, Plouffe who had been practising in the City of Sudbury. 

Judge Plouffe has presided over the district during the period of its 
greatest growth. The membership at the Bar has doubled during his 
time, The work of the courts has grown at least four times as great as 
when he took office. The personnel on staff at the Registry Office, Land 
Titles, Sheriff's Office and other court offices has grown considerably 
and with little thought for himself the Judge has devoted his efforts 
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to keeping up with his rising flood of work. As Judge Plouffe still 
presides and I still practise I may not do credit to his merits and efforts 
on behalf of the community without possibly being suspect of some 
ulterior motives. I can, however, freely quote from the inscription 
engraved upon a silver tray presented to he and Mrs, Plouffe on the 
occasion of their twentieth anniversary of the Judge’s appointment, 

It reads as follows: “Presented to Judge J. A. S. Plouffe by the 
Nipissing Law Association in appreciation of more than twenty years 
outstanding service as Judge of the District Court of the District of 
Nipissing, such years being dedicated wholly to the impartial adminis- 
tration of Justice and to the Welfare of the Citizens and Bar.” 

Thave not as yet dealt with the Magistrate’s Court but only a few 
brief remarks are now possible. The first Magistrate was John Doran 
who was appointed because of the need for such official arising with 
the arrival of the trains in. 1883. When Judge Doran became too busy 
to hear cases as Magistrate there came a period when a number of 
other citizens of prominence were appointed with varying qualifications, 
among which I could not find legal training as a requisite, but then a 
confrere from Sudbury informs me that the practise is not entirely 
unknown today. Sylvanus F. Weegar was appointed Magistrate in 
1909, He had been a member of Draper’s Uncle Tom's Cabin company 
and the proprietor of a restaurant. He served until he retired in 1923. 
The late C. S, McGaughey was appointed on Mr. Weegar’s retirement 
and he continued in office until the appointment of James H. McCurry 
in 1934, Jim McCurry presided until he in turn was retired in June, 
1934, and our present Magistrate M. G. Gould was appointed. 

On this note I close my story and express the hope that those persons 
who are more fitted than I to fill out this poor skeleton with the flesh 
and blood of their experiences, may be prompted to take pen in hand 
and do so, 








Judge Wallace is a son of M, J, Wallace and grandson of Robert 
Wallace, a pioneer of 1888. Judge McDonald is a son of J. W. Mc- 
Donald, 1892, Judge Little is a son of Robert Little, another pioneer. 
Judge Reynolds is a son of Thomas Reynolds, a C.P.R. conductor, 
1882. Magistrate Gould’s father was a long time resident in the practice 
of law. 

Ken Valin is a son of George Valin, a lawyer in Sudbury and grand- 
son of Judge Valin. He is also a grandson of A. R. Morris, a merchant 
tailor in North Bay, a pioneer of 1888, A. T. Smith, Jr., and G. Bourke 
Smith are sons of A. T. Smith, a former merchant and for some years 
a Hydro Commissioner. They are also grandsons of pioneer Patrick 
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B, Bourke. Spyros Loukidelis and Ernest Loukidelis are sons of David 
who conducted a restaurant business in North Bay for 
many years. Jack Trussler is a son of Hartley Trussler, one of the old 
time business men of our city and a prominent alderman for the past 
few years. Robert Carr, a son of Herb Carr, who for many years was 
route agent for the Dominion and C.P.R. Express companies. John 
Paquette, a son of Eddie Paquette, for a long time with the Cochrane- 
Dunlop Hardware Company. Ab. Klein’s father was John Klein, an 
Inspector of the Post Office Department until his retirement. Gerry 
Dewan’s father, Daniel Dewan, was one of the early railroaders that 
helped to build the town, In 1951 J. L. Pond was a partner of M. G. 
Gould until his untimely death. J. Emil Bedard, son of Dr. Bedard, 
practised for a number of years until his early death. 

To assist in keeping the peace, and no doubt for prestige, the fol- 
lowing gentlemen and politicians were early appointed Magistrates: 
John Bourke, D. J. McKeown, J. G. Cormack, Wm. McDonald, J. J. 
Gregory and John Ferguson, No doubt their duties were confined 
mostly to the swearing of affidavits of one kind and another. Col. 
Gregory was a “settler” on ground along the old Trout Lake Road from 
Government Road eastward. 





‘The Medical Profession 


The pioneer physicians of North Bay and district showed a heroic 
devotion to duty. They visited patients at any hour of the day or night 
and without benefit of hospital accommodation for many long years. 
On foot, with horse and buggy or cutter, over rough roads or trails, 
they travelled to relieve suffering and comfort distress. Upon arrival 
they usually worked amid surroundings which would appall a modern 
physician. They possessed a kindness of heart and were animated by a 
true spirit of service, endearing them to those they ministered to. 

T recall the winter day in March, 1904, when work reached the 
townspeople that Dr. Carruthers had been stricken while on a visit in 
the country. 

During the early years North Bay, like many other newly established 
communities, no doubt due to lack of proper sanitary precautions, 
suffered from typhoid fever, diptheria, smallpox, tuberculosis, and 
other contagious diseases. Today you seldom hear of the prevalence 
of any of these, and we give little thought to our good fortune, and 
take our hospital facilities for granted.

‘The Dental Profession 


Dr. McKnight was the first dentist to practise in North Bay and in 
1902 Dr. Herman MeLellan arrived. Among the earliest to follow 
were R. L. Dudley, B. F, Nott, W. C. Wickett, Walter Morgan, A. 
McKenzie and P. McIntyre. The following have offices serving the

In 1914, C, A. Ross established a business in the Campbell Block on 
Ferguson Street, and in 1941 this parlor was taken over by K. L. Barry. 
One of the first to open an exclusively optical parlor was D. J. Wigston, 
who conducted his business with office in the McKeown block facing 
Fraser Street. This eventually was taken over by Jas. R. Colville and 
on his retirement, due to ill health, Gordon Lee purchased the business 
and is now located in the McMurchy Building. 

‘The Palmer Optical Company has a parlor on Main Street West 
under the management of Sid J, Cohen, This business was established 
in 1931, In 1956 R. J. Broad and his wife, Margaret L. Broad, opened 
a parlor at 191 Main Street West. 


Architects 

H. W. Angus was the first to settle here when he had a partnership 
with L. O. Clarke, an engineer, previous to 1908. They were engaged 
in contracting and many important buildings were built by them in- 
cluding the Royal Theatre and the first apartment building, the Angus 
Block on Fraser Street, in 1914. T. H. Bamforth opened an office in 
1909, but soon after moved to Vancouver. Another firm was Angus 
& Angus, Architects and Engineers, of which R. Y. Angus was the 
architect and Geo. P, Angus the engineer, both brothers of H. W. 


Surveyors 


JOHN H. SHAW was one of the first to settle in North Bay and remained 
‘until his death, He was often engaged by the municipality, as early as 
1908, on different projects. 

MCAUSLAN & ANDERSON was a partnership of H. J. McAuslan and 
HL M. Anderson who carried on survey and engineering work until 
they entered the contracting business. 

, L. MOORE came to the district in 1919, taking over the business of 
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McAuslan & Anderson, and in 1923 that of John H. Shaw. Ed is still 
on the job, but is taking things easy for the time being. 

A.C, INGRAM is an active surveyor, having come to the city in 1946. 
Simpson & Taylor opened their office here in 1950. M, Neil Simpson 
and W. E. G. Taylor formed this firm and on occasion use their own 
airplane for outlying districts. 


Chiropractors 


W. B. Willoughby opened his practice in 1936; W. M. Leatherdale in 
1953; and K. A. Agnew in 1954, 


Osteopath 
H. J. Wright opened his practice in 1924, 


After the establishment of the Collegiate it was possible for graduates 

to proceed to obtain a higher education and many took advantage of } 
the opportunity.

‘The late Dr. Theodore G. H. Drake, co-inventor of “Pablum” 
cereal for babies, was raised in North Bay, his parents being Mr. and 
Mrs. Geo. Drake, Dr. Drake had a collection of medical books and 
articles related to the care of children for 3,000 years, ranking with 
the finest in the world in both historic and artistic value. This has been 
given to the Toronto Academy of Medicine and is now exhibited at 
Osler Hall as a permanent memorial to its founder. Dr. Drake was 
assistant professor of pediatrics at the University of Toronto and head 
of the research institute of the Hospital for Sick Children at the time 
of his retirement. 

















CHAPTER 14 


Railways 


Canadian Pacific Railway Company 


The C.P.R. was North Bay's first industry and the backbone of the 
community for many years. With the growth of the country east and 
west, our geographical situation provided the gateway for all traffic. 
From 1882 to 1906 this was particularly the case, as the construction 
of the branch line Toronto to Sudbury diverted business to a great 
extent. Also, with the building of the large grain elevators at the head 
of the lakes and at eastern ports, the transport of western crops by rail 
was greatly reduced and employment suffered accordingly, The use of 
heavier locomotives, resulting in longer trains, and lastly, the diescliza- 
tion of motive power, cut into the manpower necessary to move traffic, 

At one time this railway was engaged in laying double track from 
Fort William eastward to take care of business, but eventually it was 
removed. The general offices for the Lake Superior Division, later 
termed the Algoma District, were opened in 1901 with Thos. Williams 
as general superintendent; Robert Preston as master mechanic and 
Tiffin Harris as master car foreman, From that date the following have 
filled the office of general superintendent: G. J. Bury, F. P. Brady, 
F. P, Gutelius, J. G. Taylor, J. J, Scully, W. M, Neal, H. J. Humphrey, 
A. Halkett, Thomas Hambley, B. J. Quilty, B. S. McCracken, F. M. 
Donegan and W. F. Koehn. 

In 1959 the administration policy of the company was modernized, 
necessitating the closing of the general office and removal of the staff, 
to North Bay’s great regret. It might here be noted that when the 
company found it necessary to extend the switching yards in 1902 they 
persuaded the town to close part of Foran and Regina Streets to the 
lake—this to be offset by a crossing where Golf Street now exists. This 
is now entailing the city in a proposed overhead bridge expense, 


Canadian Pacific Telegraphs 


The CPR. always had its own telegraph system and for many years 
had an uptown office on Main Street West. The company recently con- 
structed a modern building on its own property on Ferguson Street, 
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0 equipped that the very best service could be rengered to the public. 
They now have automatic teleprinter service in common with the 
CNR. telegraphs, so that direct communication can be had with any 
business office equipped with the necessary machine. F. S. Rosseter is 
communications officer at North Bay. He has been ‘in the service for 
many years. 


Grand Trunk Railway 


At one time this railway was called the Northern and Pacific Junction, 
until taken over by the Grand Trunk. By 1886 it was proceeding from 
Gravenhurst to Lake Nipissing and eventually connected with the 
CPR. at Nipissing Junction in 1889, receiving running rights into 
CPR. depot. 

This railway brought in a tremendous amount of traffic from South- 
ern Ontario for Western Canada, and this business was transferred 
here to the C.P.R., and vice-versa, for both passenger and freight. 
With the construction of branch lines in 1906 from Toronto to Sudbury 
by both the C.P.R. and C.NR. this business was greatly reduced. 

About 1911 the Grand Trunk began using the freight shed facilities 
of the T. & N.O. and of course when the Canadian National took over, 
that station became the terminal for both, During the time the Grand 
‘Trunk used C.P.R. terminal facilities a chap named Brandon was their 
representative, and that was the position T, J. Patton occupied when 
he first arrived in town about 1907. 


Ontario Northland Railway 


In 1900 the Ontario Legislature appropriated $40,000 to defray the 
cost of constructing a railway from North Bay to New Liskeard, and 
W. B. Russell was the engineer engaged to carry out the survey work, 
which commenced in May, 1901, In 1902 the Temiskaming and 
Northern Ontario Railway Act was passed and on May 10 of that year 
Hon, F. R. Latchford, Minister of Public Works, turned the first sod 
at Trout Lake. 

On July 24, 1902, the first T. & N.O. Railway Commission was 
appointed and consisted of: A. E. Ames, chairman; E. Gurney, M. J. 
O’Brien, B. W. Folger, F, E. Leonard with P. E. Ryan, secretary- 
treasurer, On July 29, W. B. Russell was appointed chief engineer. 
‘The commission awarded a contract the same year to A. R. Mac- 
Donnell for 110 miles of railway, and later, when conditions warranted 
an extension of the system, MacDonnell received an additional con- 
tract in 1904 for 100 miles north of New Liskeard. 
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In January, 1905, the commission took over operation of the first 
section, North Bay to New Liskeard, and J, H. Black was appointed 
superintendent and traffic manager, Extension of the line to Cochrane 
for connection with the national transcontinetntal line was carried out 
by 1908; and to Moosonee on James Bay by the middle of 1932. In 
addition, many branch lines were constructed, particularly the Nipis- 
sing Central Railway to serve the Rouyn and Noranda district in 
Quebec province. 

‘A highway bus service was instituted in 1936; in 1944 boat service 
was commenced on Lake Temagami and in 1945 on Lake Nipissing. 
This same year the name T. & N.O. Railway was changed to “Ontario 
Northland” and the operations of the system were designated: Ontario 
Northland Transportation Commission; Ontario Northland Railway; 
Ontario Northland Highway Services; Ontario Northland Boat Lines; 
Ontario Northland Communcations, In June, 1946, diesel locomotives 
were first put into service and by June, 1957, the steam locomotive 
was a thing of the past on the O.N.R. 

Installation of a system of block signals began in 1950 and this now 
extends a distance of 184 miles from North Bay. In 1952 the O.N.R. 
was the first to adopt radio telephone and all locomotives and vans are 
now equipped with this system. At the end of 1959 the capital invest- 
‘ment in this great enterprise stood at $66,549,581 and the end is not 
yet in sight. The chairmen of the commission in addition to A. E. Ames 
inave been: Robert Jaffrey, Cecil B. Smith, J. L. Englehart, Geo. W. 
Lee, Col, Malcolm Lang, A. H. Cavanagh and Col. C. E. Reynolds 
since 1944, 

One of the most important events affecting this railway and the City 
of North Bay was the transfer of the head office of the Commission 
from Toronto to its proper location, Much credit for this move belongs 
to Geo, W, Lee during his tenure as chairman. At one time North Bay 
was considered to be a C.P.R. town, but today it is better known as 
headquarters of the Ontario Northland Railway. For many years 
Archie Freeman held the position of general manager. After his retire- 
ment he was succeeded by Alvin Jardine, both men having been in the 
service of the railway most of their lives. 





Canadian National Railways 


In 1915 construction of this trans-continental railway through North 
Bay was completed and the wonder ever since has been why the govern- 
ment did not compel the trackage to have been so arranged that the 
city would have a Union Station at the C.P.R. depot. This terminal 
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could have accommodated all four railways of that time and would 
; hhave been a great convenience to the public. 

‘The general offices of the C.N.R. were located here from September 
1, 1925, until removal to Capreol in 1959, North Bay was sorry to see 
them go, but reorganization of the whole system necessitated the trans- 
fer. During the time they were here the following general superinten- 
dents were in charge of the Northern Ontario District: W. R. Devenish, 
W.T. Moodie, J. P. Johnson, G. A. Stokes, F. Griffin, W. E, Robinson, 
W. H. Kyle, R. Hayes, W. J. Hotrum, J. W. Demeoe, W. B. Jackson 
and J. A. McDonald. 





Canadian National Telegraphs 





The Great Northwest Telegraph Company installed an office in North 
Bay in the very early years and was located in the Post Office Building 
of Wm. McDonald at the corner of Main and Ferguson Streets, with 
W. D. McDonald as chief operator. This company continued to operate 
as such until 1922, when it was taken over by Canadian National 
Telegraphs, which came into being at that time. The office was in 
charge of Miss Marion Ross and she remained until 1925. Since then 
other officers in charge have been: Morley Lufiman, Wilf Gingras, Miss 
Jessie Greenland, Frank Richens 1934 to 1942; and since then 
Michael Cutsey, the present capable and courteous manager, with 
twelve employees on the staff. 








Dominion Express Company 


Established at North Bay with the operation of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and eventually taken over by that company. The office has 
always been at the C.P.R. depot and the first agent was D. J. McKeown, 
who handled this position in addition to his duties as station agent. 
For many years all local express packages were delivered about town 
by Dan Donovan, a jovial Irishman, well liked by all. Geo. W. Liddle 
was employed by the company as route agent for this section of the 
country. At present this duty is being performed by W. W. Parks, who 
succeeded Bob Ritchie as agent and who in turn was succeeded by 
Geo, Georgeff, the present agent. For many years Herb H. Carr was 
the company's representative at North Bay. 








Canadian Express Company 








‘This company came to North Bay with the entry of the Grand Trunk 
Railway and at that time a chap named Ayres was the agent. In addi- 
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tion to local business, all shipments for Western Canada from Southern 
Ontario were transferred here to the Dominion Express Co. over the 
CPR. At one time J, W. Brown was the agent, Eventually this express 
‘company was absorbed by the Canadian National Railway. 

B. W. Bailey came to North Bay about 1904 as agent and remained 
for about twenty years, J. G. Goldthorpe occupied the position for a 
number of years and Alex Allen had charge for about ten years 
previous to 1958. This business had developed so much that in 1921 
the company appointed Stan Bullett as superintendent at North Bay 
for Northern Ontario and he continued until 1931, when the office 
was abolished. G, T. Dinsmore is the present agent. 


North Bay Airport 
Department of Transport—Canada 


The Airport began servicing the public in the fall of 1938 and is today 
an important link in a Canadian system. It is used for civil and military 
aviation and contributed greatly during the last world war to all phases 
of flying and the Commonwealth Air Training Plan in particular. The 
airport expanded and accommodated such services as The Royal Air 
Force Ferry Command, No, 45 Atlantic Group, R.CAF. Ferry 
‘Squadron, Aircraft Detection Corps and many civilian and government 
agencies. 

With the advent of jet aircraft the port expanded again and accom- 
modated one of the first jet operational training units for the R.C.A.F. 
and subsequently became the base for R.C.A-F, Jet All-Weather inter- 
ceptor squadrons. The 419 CF-100 squadron and the 430 Sabre 
Squadron proceeded for duty in Europe. North Bay Airport is owned, 
‘operated and controlled by the Federal Department of Transport and 
has been under the management of Lorne W. Hicks for the pasteighteen 
years. Aviation maps all over the world show North Bay quite promin- 
ently and it is considered as an alternate airport for many international 
flights, The construction and operation of an airport was strongly 
urged upon the Government of Canada by the Chamber of Commerce 
and City Council and through the efforts of Reg Harris and his com- 
mittee Hon. C. D. Howe was finally prevailed upon to proceed with 
the project. 





Trans-Canada Air Lines 


First flight into North Bay occurred August, 1938. First regularly 
scheduled passenger flights commenced April 1, 1939, and were made 
with ten-passenger Lockheed 10A’s, followed by fourteen-passenger 
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planes. The first Douglas DC-3’s for twenty-one passengers came in 
July, 1946, then forty-four passenger turbine powered Viscounts in 
November, 1955. Station operation managers have been:

In 1953 a northern sales district was established with office in the 
Empire Hotel with A. S. MacKay as sales manager. A modern depot 
is now under construction, replacing the original, and should be in 
operation in 1962 if not before. 


Orillia Air Services Limited 


Started operations in January, 1955, having bought the base at Trout 
Lake from Lakeland Airways. At this base they have four airplanes 
in use, consisting of one Stinson Reliant, one Cessna 180, and two 
‘Aeronca Champions. The base operates the year round under the 
management of Sam Rowe. In 1959 they set up a base at Kipawa, 
Quebec, for the summer months. The home base and plant of the 
company is at Orillia, managed by Harry Stirk. 





Keystone Travel Service 


This office was opened in 1951 by Kennedy Agencies Limited under 
the management of Howard Allard, It is presently located in the Angus 
Block, Fraser Street, with Peter Mayne as manager. He came to North 
Bay in 1956 with a broad experience in travel service and has greatly 
developed the business and is providing excellent service to the travel- 
ling public. 


DeLuxe Transportation Limited 


This company was developed by John Palangio from a very small 
beginning. In May, 1923, he purchased an automobile and started as 
a taxi operator. In June 1926 he purchased his first truck and in 1933 
a bus was added to operate between North Bay and Callander. In 1935 
the bus operation was extended to Huntsville and in 1937 to Temis- 
kaming, Quebec. In 1948 he was granted a bus franchise by the city, 
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extending to 1958, and which was discontinued in 1959, The com- 
mencement of his transport business was in 1929 when he operated 
from North Bay to Toronto. He extended to Temiskaming in 1936 
and in 1952 began operations between Sudbury-North Bay and Mont- 
real. 

In 1958 he sold control of the transport business which at that time 
consisted of thirty-one highway tractors, fifty-two trailers and thirty- 
one pick-up trucks. Today his other operations consist of DeLuxe 
taxis with twelve cars, DeLuxe coach lines with fourteen buses, as well 
as moving vans, In 1947 he organized “Drive Yourself Limited” for the 
“Hertz” operation, and in 1960 opened the parking lot at the corner 
of Main and Wyld Streets. The entire operation employs 150 people 
with an annual payroll of $625,000—a very worth-while industry. 


North Bay Bus Terminal 


This modern terminal was opened June 5, 1958, under the management 
of D. Grassi, with lunch counter service and all conveniences for the 
travelling public. It accommodates Gray Coach Lines, Colonial Coach 
Lines, Greyhound Coach Lines, Ontario Northland, and Crown Coach 
Lines, A modern building in all respects, located at the corner of 
Cassells Street and Second Avenue, it fills a long-felt want. 


McCarthy Bus Service 


Phillip McCarthy received a franchise, under certain conditions, from 
the City of North Bay, and started operations on January 9, 1960, 
with eight buses. He appears to be operating a very satisfactory service 
and now uses eleven buses.

R.C.A.F, Station—North Bay 


The Department of Transport started construction of the Airport in 
1937. In 1942 the R.C.AF. established a Ferry Flight Detachment 
and in 1943 the Royal Air Force Transport Command operated train- 
ing flights from the airport. In 1952 the R.C.AF. reactivated the 
station under the first Commanding Officer, Wing Commander W. 
Foster. In 1955 two squadrons of CF-100 aircraft, 433 and 419, were 
established and the station assumed the role as an Air Defence All 
Weather fighter base, In 1957 the 419 squadron was transferred over- 
seas and replaced by No, 414 so that at present squadrons 433 and 
414 are those on the station. 

‘The main role of the station is to provide air defence for a designated 
sector of Eastern Canada and to achieve this, each of the two squadrons 
maintain aircraft and crews on continuous ten-minute alert. There are 
approximately 900 R.C.A.F. and 200 civilians working on the station, 
which is a self-contained community with its own water supply, fire 
department and police force. There is a medical dispensary, a dental 
clinic, two chapels, a recreational centre comprising theatre, coffee 
shop, sports arena, bowling alleys, barber shop, hairdresser and grocery 
store. 

The single personnel are housed in five barrack blocks and there 
are 232 permanent married quarters, The community is known as 
“Hornell Heights”, named after F/O D. B. Hornell, V.C. It has its 
‘own mayor, council, and fifteen-classroom school. The various sec- 
tions of the station, the airmen and civilians all combine their knowl- 
edge and their technical skills towards one goal—to keep aircraft flying 
in order to guard a sector of Canada against enemy attack. 

The over-all responsibility for the effective operation of R.C.AF. 
station, North Bay, has been with the Commanding Officer, Group 
Captain L. J. Birchall, who was transferred on August 15, 1960. He 
was succeeded by Group Captain R. L. Denison. 
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Department of Veterans’ Affairs—Canada 
North Bay District 


The first district office was opened in North Bay on October 1, 1946, 
tis in charge of C. R. Cullen, District Administrator. The large staff 
‘engaged in this important work are housed in modern offices in the 
Federal Building, corner of Ferguson and Worthington Streets.

This office was opened July 1, 1900, with William McKenzie the first 
collector. On January 19, 1915, Adam Torrance was appointed, 
replacing William McKenzie, deceased December 1914. On April 1, 
1934, E. H. Young succeeded Adam Torrance. On April 7, 1947, 
H, L. Underwood succeeded B. H. Young. On April 9, 1958, P. J. 
Partridge, who had been on the staff since 1947, succeed H. L. 
Underwood and is at present in charge. 


Sales Tax Audit Office 


Opened in 1927 with Frank Charlesworth in charge. In 1934 R. A. 
Vincer took over and served until 1959 when he was succeeded by 
R. A. MacLean, the present officer. 


Postal Services 


‘A, Limoges was in charge as District Superintendent until he retired 
in June, 1921, The North Bay Postal District was formed on November 
1, 1921, and John C. Ross, who had been in the service since 1900, 
was appointed Acting Superintendent. He was promoted to District 
Superintendent in 1924 and continued in charge until his death in 
1942, James Patrick Allen succeeded to the position and remained 
until his retirement in 1956. William J. Gagne was then appointed 
and is at present in charge, 


North Bay Post Office 


‘The first Postmaster at North Bay was John Ferguson, and in 1884 
‘Wm. McDonald opened a general store and took over the Post Office. 
It was first located on Oak Street West until Mr. McDonald erected 
a new brick building at the corner of Ferguson Street and Main Street 
West where the Campbell building now stands. In 1907 he was suc- 
ceeded as Postmaster by his son, Wm. D, McDonald, who continued 
in office until his death in 1926. 
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I. P. Allen, who had been in railway mail service, was oppointed 
Postmaster and remained in charge until 1947 when he was promoted 
to District Superintendent. Mr. Allen was succeeded by Alcide 
Laframboise, a member of the service, and he was in charge until his 
retirement in 1958. W. G. Wright took over in 1958 and is the present 
Postmaster. 

Growth of the district and accommodation required for the Postal 
Department caused the department to proceed with a building of their 
own and for this purpose they acquired the site at the corner of Main 
Street West and Fraser Street. This was in use until 1958, when the 
present Federal Building was erected at the corner of Ferguson and 
Worthington Streets, This building provided better postal facilities 
and office space for the several departments of the Civil Service scat- 
tered around the city. The property on Main Street was sold to Kresge’s.

The present strength of the North Bay detach- 
ment is twenty-four officers. 


Department of Lands and Forests—North Bay District 


This district was established in 1934. However, as far back as 1905, 
J. T, McDougall was appointed Crown Timber Agent and continued 
in that position until his death in 1934, In 1927 Jack Turnbull was 
District Forester (until 1930) and Dan Kennedy was chief ranger at 
North Bay. In 1930 W. B. Greenwood was named District Forester, 
with J. P. Marchildon as Crown Timber Agent; and in 1934 N, R. 
Green came to North Bay as Land Administrator. 

In 1946 the Department of Game and Fisheries was amalgamated 
with the Department of Lands and Forests and G. M. (Mort) Parks, 
who had been with Game and Fisheries for many years, was appointed 
supervisor. On his retirement Henry Haskins was appointed, and on his 
death, A. M. Hodgson replaced him and is still in charge.

Provincial Laboratory 


In 1922 the Ontario Department of Health established the laboratory, 
with Dr. John Douglas in charge. It served Northeastern Ontario, with 
the City of North Bay providing the building situated at the corner of 
‘Main Street East and Sherbrooke Street and the province taking care 
of the staff. 

The laboratory supplies service to hospitals, doctors, and health 
officials and has been a very valuable institution. In 1960, the province 
provided up-to-date accommodation for the laboratory at the Ontario 
Hospital on Highway 11. For many years A. D. McClure was the 
director and in 1957 he was succeeded by R. D. Tennant. 


‘The North Bay Chest Clinic 


In 1937 the Department of Health established a regional clinic to 
cover the districts of Nipissing, Sudbury, Algoma and Manitoulin, A 
free diagnostic chest service is provided and the main purpose is to 
detect and prevent the spread of tuberculosis. Dr. Cecil Rorabeck (a 
North Bay boy) was the director for many years until moved to Toronto. 
‘The clinic is now in charge of Dr. Jas. Brown, 
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Fish Hatchery 


Established in 1937, the trout rearing station at Balsam Creek is a 
tourist attraction, but most important, waters in the Nipissing and 
Parry Sound districts are kept supplied with yearlings to restock the 
streams and lakes.

On March 12, 1937, a meeting was held at the studio of Miss Sweezy, 
and “The Arts and Letters Club of North Bay” was formed—the 
object being the cultivation and appreciation of the arts. On its first 
anniversary, Miss Grace Morgan addressed the club stressing progress 
made and giving credit to Miss Sweezy and Mr. Packham, It was then 
decided the initial purpose was to encourage artistic endeavour and 
self expression in all forms of art. With this in view the club was 
divided into groups: Camera Club, Oil Painting, Water Colours, 
Music, Handicraft, Book Groups, Photographic, and Ceramic, 

In 1944 efforts were made to obtain permanent quarters in proposed 
community centre. In 1948 a Drama Club was organized and the same 
year the parent club joined the Northern Ontario Art Association of 
which Mr. Tom Cummings was first President, In 1953 the objective 
of the club was stated to be The Cultivation and Appreciation of Arts 
and Crafts. An effort was again made to have accommodation in the 
new arena building but without success. In 1958 the club was becom- 
ing discouraged and almost reached the point of abandonment but 
continued under the Presidency of Mrs. R. H. McEwen with the name 
changed to “Nipissing Art Club” and with the objective patterned after 
that of the Northern Ontario Art Association which is to encourage 
original art and to further art education. At present the club has a 
membership of thirty-five and has had the privilege of presenting a 
number of exhibitions in the City Hall including one of valuable 
paintings secured from the National Art Gallery. 

Among local artists Leonard Brooks stands out having attained 
prominence in the artistic world; then we have Tom Cummings; Jewell 
McCrea Kelly; Dr. K. ¥, Sinclair and many others progressing in their 
chosen careers and pastime. 





Music and Drama 


In 1907 the North Bay Choral Union was formed under F. A, York, 
and this organization was a credit to the city under conductor York 
for a period of twenty years. In 1913 the Columbus Band was in 
existence under the leadership of E. Virgili. In 1924 North Bay's 
Premier Band, with Conductor Virgili, was awarded first place, Class 
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“C” at the C.N.E. Later the Capitol band until 1939; then the T.&N.O. 
Band and in 1950 joined the Eighth Field Squadron Band.

In 1932 the North Bay Choral & Orchestral Society was organized 
with Alex Watt at president and Mrs. G. M. Simpson as vice-president. 

In 1943 an important event in the life of the city was the organization 
of the Community Concert Association. The object was to provide for 
the finest outside talent available to be brought in each season for a 
number of concerts, N. J. McCubbin was the first president, succeeded 
by Mrs. J. G. A. Stevenson, Mrs. R, White and Gordon Lee at present 
in office, It is admitted by all that this organization has been a great 
boon to the cultural life of the city. 

In 1946 the 8th Field Squadron Band was formed. It was conducted 
by E. Virgili and Bill Bee and continues to render band music of high 
quality whenever required, 

The North Bay Pipe Band was formed a number of years ago and 
on the organization of the Canadian Legion the Band was renamed 
The Canadian Legion Band. James Houston and Reg. Bailey have 
been leaders. 

The Victor Chorus was organized by Victor Kviesis, choirmaster 
and organist of St. Andrew's United Church, in 1956. It started with 
25 members and now has 48, They have given one and sometimes two 
concerts each year which have proven very popular with the citizens 
of North Bay and District. 
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Orchestras are being trained at Algonquin Composite School, St. 
Joseph's Girls’ College, and Chippewa Secondary School and frequently 
give a demonstration of their ability. They also have drama clubs and 
the Teachers’ College also take part in this activity. 

In 1948 the Gateway Theatre Guild was organized, with Gordon Lee 
as president, in which capacity he continued for eight years, being 
succeded by Mrs, R. Milligan, At present Mrs, W. Derry is president. 
In 1949 and 1950 they put on musicals and variety shows, displaying 
talent only waiting for the opportunity to provide entertainment. 

In May, 1960, Gordon Lee was named best director in the Ontario 
finals of the one-act play festival held at Kitchener. The play he 
directed, The Great Dark, placed second and three members of the 
cast received honorable mentions for their performances: Mary 
Campbell (as Mrs. Yates) was a nominee for best actress; Angela 
Fullerton (as Mrs. Lomax) and Sarah Botwright (as Mrs. Melling) 
were nominated for best supporting roles. The North Bay women were 
in competition with more than thirty actresses in the other ten plays. 
‘This was the first time a play from North Bay has competed in the 
Ontario finals. It was Mr, Lee’s fifth award as best director, his first in 
an Ontario-wide competition. Other members of the cast were Joyce 
Johnson, Louella Surtees and Jean Falconi. 


‘Theatres 


‘The first was located on McIntyre Street East, where the Salvation 
Ammy is now and was known as “The Opera House”—a two-storey 
frame building, built by John Ferguson and used for lodge purposes 
as well. East Lynne and Uncle Tom's Cabin were a couple of the road 
shows and local talent frequently put on minstrel shows for charitable 
purposes, In 1908 a group of local citizens organized a company and 
erected a three-storey brick building on Main Street West (now the 
Sibbitt building) and named “The Royal Theatre”. On opening night 
the play was Three Little Maids which, of course, was well patronized, 
notwithstanding there were no taxi cabs to convey the patrons. With 
the introduction of movies not long afterwards, The Royal was a 
popular theatre for many years. Later the building was converted to 
other use. 


Moving Picture Houses 


The first moving picture to appear was shown in the old Roman 
Catholic Church—a frame building which is the present site of 
Cochrane Dunlop Hardware—consisted of “flickers” and in the 
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intervals a local artist contributed a song—one stands out in memory: 
“When the sunset turns the ocean’s blue to gold”, This was a nickel or 
dime show, and it soon proved a strain on the eyes. 

There were two shows started, “The Vaudevite” on Main Street 
West as the church property was not considered a good fire risk for 
that type of occupancy. The name of the second has escaped me, but 
I recall that at one time the owners wanted to sell out and Gerald 
‘Thompson (the jeweller, a good friend of mine) discussed the possible 
purchase, After mature consideration, we decided that the moving 
picture business had seen its best days . 

Another of the same type movie theatre was “The Crystal Palace”, 
also on Main Street West. 

In 1949 a “Drive-In” was put in operation on Trout Lake Road 
and is still going through the summer months—the manager is R. Veltri. 

North Bay is well served by modern theatres having the “Capitol” 
opened in 1929, the “Bay” opened in 1949 and the “Odeon” all 
situated on Main Street East. 


SERVICE CLUBS 
Associated Canadian Travellers 


Before the organization of Associated Canadian Travellers there was a 
North Bay Traveller’s Club. The “Gateway” sign at Judge Ave. was 
first erected in 1928. Started in 1915, it was the first club of this 
Canada-wide organization in the Province of Ontario, The presidents 
in office have been: Z. H, Petch, W. B. Harvey, W. Murray, W.

1914 


At the commencement of the First World War the 159th Battalion was 
formed, with headquarters at North Bay under the command of Col. 
‘Armstrong of Haileybury. Major W. H. Milne, Captain Ted Shepherd 
and Lieut, Alex Soutar were North Bay officers on the staff. 

‘The premises of the skating and curling rink at comer of Main 
Street West and Ninth Street were taken over and used until July, 
1916, when battalion was transferred to Camp Borden to complete 
training. 


1916 


The second battalion to be recruited at North Bay was the 228th, 
under Col, Earchman and after a short time they also were moved to 
Camp Borden. 

‘At the outbreak of war all British reservists in North Bay were called 
to the colors and of course all responded. Owing to the small pay in the 
British Army the citizens formed a “Patriotic Society” to raise funds to 
help take proper care of the families of the reservists and, in addition, 
the Town covered each man with a life insurance policy for $1,000 and 
this same action was taken with respect to volunteers with the 159th 
and 228th.

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"Of the original officers of the 159th, Captain Shepherd and Lieut. 
Soutar were killed in action. Thos. Brennan, son of Mr. & Mrs. John 
Brennan, was the first North Bay soldier killed in action, 


1927 


The council attended memorial service on November 11, at 3 p.m. 
when Memorial Park was dedicated to the memory of those who lost 
their lives in defence of their country. An imposing monument was 
erected, 


1928 


The British Empire Service League was given permission to plant 
trees along the north side of Kennedy Avenue and at this time the name 
of Kennedy Avenue was changed to Memorial Drive. 


1932 


The Canadian Legion invited council to attend dedication services at 
Memorial Drive, Sunday, August 28, when plaques were placed beside 
each tree along the driveway and in Lee Park honoring those who had 
lost their lives in first world war. Some of the plaques are now missing 
but in 1960 these names still appear:

1939 


On outbreak of World War Two the Department of National Defence 
opened recruiting offices for the different service branches; also a 
military training camp for the army at Chippewa Barracks in Rosedale 
Park. This camp remained in operation until the end of January, 1945. 
The navy and air force personnel were sent to various stations 
throughout the country. A list of all enlistments for both world wars is 
given in the Appendix, with an asterisk marking those whose lives 
were given, It is possible some errors occur but it has been prepared 
from the best source of information available. Captain M. L. Troy was 
officer commanding “B” company Algonquin Regiment. Headquarters 
of this regiment were later transferred to Kirkland Lake. To the navy, 
the city contributed a frigate, to be named “North Bay”.

Sport 


Lacrosse 


It would appear this game had an early start back about 1884 and 
some of the players were Bill Boucher, Wes Huntington, Babe Edey, 
Jack Mackey, Barney Quinn, Dan St. Pierre, Tommy Guilfoyle, Jack 
Nidd, Morris Flannery and at least five others to make a team. Com- 
petition with Mattawa and Sudbury was keen and North Bay had a 
team consisting of Jack Simpson, Pete Clark, Sanford and Bob Mc- 
Farlane, Jimmie Smith, Billie McCrea, Danny White, Charlie Thoms, 
Roy Coleman, Buck Campbell, Geo, Gamble, Jim Sindle and Roy 
Moffatt, Alex St. Eloi, Dave St. Eloi. 

During the years 1896-7 the game was popular and players were 
Geo. Phillips, Sanford and Bob McFarlane, Jack Doran, Jim Sindle, 
Fred Watson, Jim Smith, Dick Landers, Billie Ward, Jack Reid, Jim 
‘Thompson, Paul Iaplatta, Joe McPeak, Johnny Trucheon, Bee Towell. 

The game continued until before the First World War and since that 
time it has not been operating, Fred Burnside, an old lacrosse player, 
tried to revive the game as “Box Lacrosse” but did not meet with 
much success 





Baseball 


‘The first ball team organized was in the very early years and was com- 
posed of Ike Bond, umpire; W. A. Martyn, pitcher credited with being 
able to pitch a curve; Alex St. Eloi, Dave St. Eloi, Adam Torrance, 
Eddie Major, Jack Nidd, Hank Wilkinson, Jim All, Frank Reynolds, 
Babe Edey, Jim Casey, Dock Shepherd, Jack Mackey, Pete Clark, 
Billy McCrea, Wes Huntington, Bily Wilcox, Heavy Mackeral, A 
junior team in 1890 included Doc Taylor, Bily Snyder, Walt Wallace, 
Geo. Phillips, Jimmy Bain, Herb Cornish, Jimmy Allan, Dave Taylor, 
Darwin Gilmour and Bee Towell. Games were played at Amelia Park. 

In 1906 there was a team of ability comprised of C.P.R. players 
with Jack Nidd of the first baseball team one of the players. Others 
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were Jeff Lydiatt, Charlie Stockdill, Bob Brill, Geo. Rutherford, Bill 
Kennedy, McGrath (the pitcher) Hanson, Mac Ormond, Bill Johnston, 
Billie King, They also used Amelia Park field and did not ask that it 
be up to any standard. About 1910 the Town Baseball League was 
formed with four teams: T. & N.O., High School, Clerks, and C.P.R. 
High School players were: Benny Nott, Mervyn Martyn, Charlie Rey- 
nette, Roy Harris, Milt McDivitt, Tiny Thompson, Frank and Russell 
Young, Sharkey Shields, Howard Teskey. The Clerks’ team was built 
around Bill Mackie, Ray Wakefield and Fred Sullivan. Players on the 
T. & N.O. were Billie Black, Bill Green, Emmett Stafford, Bill Johns, 
Larry Lamb, Jack Faught, Reg Clarke and Beadie Green. 

Then through the era 1920-1940 players in the game included: Bill 
Durrell, Bill Johns, Bud Courchesne, Jack Belliveau, Jack McCool, 
“Box Car” McDonald, Len McEwen, Cliff O'Neill, Art Courtemarche, 
Ian Martyn, Everett O’Neill, Jack Rading, Boyd Ralph, Bert Fligg, 
Pete Casey, Allan Munroe, Wib Bousquet, Cap Weegar, Reg White, 
Jim Gleason, Irish Johnston. 

One of the highlights of the 1932 season was the C.P.R. “Pirates” 
winning the city title and then losing out in the Ontario Amateur Base- 
ball Association finals to Southampton; the final game of this series 
lasted thirteen innings, at Orillia. Southampton pitcher Goldsmith 
bested Harold (Scrooge) Payette in the thriller. Members of the Pirates 
in this game included Del Emms, Ab Beckett, Payette, Hec Kilroy, 
Billy Booth, Mel Edwards, Clare McGowan, Alex Chalmers, Andy 
Anderson and Irish Johnston, Then in 1934 what old-time baseball 
fan will ever forget the torrid pitching duels at Amelia Park between 
Harry Preston of the Pirates and Penetang’s Phil Marchildon. 

In 1960 due to the efforts of Burke Kyle and other baseball enthu- 
siasts, “Little League” has been organized and is enjoying great popu- 
larity. This will have the effect of reviving the game and putting base- 
ball once more in the limelight as one of the better forms of amateur 
sport. 


Fastball—Rinkey Dinks 


In the late 1920's a ladies’ softball team was organized and the famous 
“Rinky Dinks” became renowned when they captured the “All Ontario 
Championship” in 1929. Members of the team included Jean Wilson, 
Frances Larden, Vada Lee, Jackie Fellman, Grace Weegar, Greta 
Finlay, Vera Wilson, Eleanor Johnston, Mary McKee, Dorothy Gore, 
Zita McManus, Gwen Edwards, Florence Johnston, Sadie Buckley, 
Sybil Carr. Weddings and departure from town gradually broke up 
this combination and with the passing of the “Rinkey Dinks” girls’ 
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softball passed out of the picture. Coaches who helped improve the 
game were Irish Johnston, Ernie Mills, Wib Harris, Fred Ball and 
Mort Fellman, 

In 1941 the “Fischer Mercuries” won the All Ontario Intermediate 
“A” Championship, the first North Bay team to do so. Members of the 
team were Lefty Dick, Johnny Cummings, Howie Bondett, Gene Four- 
nier (bat boy), Jim Eady, Alex Chalmers, Lou Farelli, Jack McCarthy, 
Dom Cangiano (coach), Chuck Booth, Bernie Mechan, Joe Reid, 
Johnny Demarco, Alf Squizzato, Bernie Larochelle, Cliff Clarke and 
Rollie Fischer (sponsor). 

In 1951 the “Garland Pepsi's” were Ontario Champions; again in 
1953; in 1954 the “Parkviews” won the title; in 1955 the “Belmont 
Hotel” team was the winner and in 1957 the “Brown Supply Gold 
Seals” were tops. One pitcher, the one and only Harley Taylor, has the 
distinction of pitching North Bay to three straight all-Ontario titles. 

Members of the 1951 Garland Pepsis were: Tommy Killoran, 
George Gosselin, Al Brennan, Cuggie Gauthier, Joe Bedard, Bob 
Risk, Russ Springer, Roy Clarke, Bob Martin, Don Conrad, Harley 
Taylor, Bernie Larochelle, and Chris Hansen. In 1953 the same team 
had newcomers Cliff Dunn, Ken Gribbons, Gene Beaudoin, Lou Di- 
Mascio and Bert Armstrong. In 1954 the Parkviews were practically 
the same team as the 1953 Garland Pepsis, with newcomers Kenny 
Wharram, Tod Sloan and Ron Royston. 

‘The Belmont Hotel team in 1955 consisted of: Clift Dunn, Merdie 
Laderoute, Ken Gribbons, Al Brennan, Bob Risk, Harv Lalande, Chico 
Cabana, Russ Springer, Lou DiMascio, Harley Taylor, Harvey Hicks, 
Ken Wharram, Roy Clarke, Chuck Schell, Yvan Tremblay and Dune 
McEachern, The 1957 Brown Supply Gold Seals were: Bill Larochelle, 
George Gosselin, Stan Maxwell, Cuggie Gauthier, Jack Burrows, Ken 
Gribbons, Tony Pocta, Bob Pincivero, Leo Labine, Doug McCarthy, 
Joe Bedard, Rolly Lalande, Jim McKinnon, Bob McKinnon, Don 
Hogan. 


North Bay’s Hockey Club (1912-13) 


In competition with Sudbury and Sault Ste. Marie this club upheld the 
honor of the town during a season of great enthusiasm at the old rink 
at the corner of Main and Ninth Streets. Members of the team were 
D. E, Shields, T. Brennan, W. E. Stoddard, Harry Reynolds, Eddie 
Cavanagh, H. Lockhart, Jack Croghan, Eddie Bunyan, Howard Teskey 
and Manley Lindsay. Executive members were J. J. Ansell, W. S. 
Metzler, C. V. Shea, A. S. McDiarmid and P. G. Roach. 

Among the hockey greats the first to be mentioned is “Duke” Keats 
who learned his hockey in North Bay, as did also “Pep” Kelly and Bob 
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Gracie, All three made the big league and distinguished themselves as 
top notch players. In 1910 Keats played with a local team named the 
“Centrals” with other local boys: Irving Huntington, Mike Kelly, Milt 
MeDivitt, Dan Saya, Phil Labrosse, Oscar Aubry. The “Duke” has 
been credited with being the greatest stick-handler of all time, and 
Pep Kelly and Bob Gracie as speedsters without equal. Last but not 
least are two more home brews, Ab. Demarco and Pete Palangio. They 
also made the big time in no uncertain terms and still maintain a lively 
interest in the development of the sport. 


North Bay Trappers Hockey Team 


In 1926 this junior team won the Northern Ontario title in competition 
with Sudbury and Sault Ste, Marie. Proceeding to Toronto to capture 
the Ontario title they met the Kingstom team and before the battle was 
over three periods of overtime were necessary, Kingston finally win- 
ning. Members of the team included: Sparky Vail, Pete Palangio, Bus 
Clark, Squirrell Arter, Jim Kilby, Bob Lee, Jim Hayman, Wick Bar- 
clay, Jim Sayer, Carl Palangio, Louis Gallardi; W. A. Thompson was 
president of the club; Ernie Drury, trainer, and Harry Reynolds, coach. 
Another Trapper team composed of Shorty Home, Elmer Maracle, 
Jerry Lowery, Arthur Gauthier, Cyril Bingham, Ollie Campbell, Archie 
Acheson, Gib McParland, I. Beckett, Gordon Poupore, Jack Sayer 
and Pete Casey battled their way to the provincial final against Owen 
Sound but lost by a 4-2 score; they were considered one of the best 
junior aggregations ever seen on Toronto ice. 

Again in 1939 the Trappers made another bid for Memorial Cup 
honors but lost to Oshawa Generals on Toronto ice in two overtime 
duels in the second game by a score of 5-4; the team included Baz 
Bastien, Bud Lamarche, Bill Holouka, Johnny McTeer, Paul Paquette, 
Urban Tackney, Leo Richard, Gordie Bruce, Ken Larden, Erie 
Bumbaco, Lou Lavalee, Ken Davie and Roy Reynolds. 

In 1949 the Black Hawks, sponsored by Pete Palangio, won North 
Bay's first and only Senior N,O.H.A. championship. In 1959 the senior 
Trappers, also sponsored by Mr. Palangio, went as far as the Allan 
Cup semi-finals before being eliminated in a seven-game series by 
Whitby. 








Rughy—Football 


Leo Troy is given the credit of really introducing this game to North 
Bay through his organization of the sport through the Collegiate In- 
stitute students. In 1923 Leo arrived on the scene and eventually 
inter-collegiate contests were arranged and have continued ever since. 
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In 1926 the Poupore Cup became the emblem of the championship, a 
trophy having been donated by M. J. Poupore. North Bay Collegiate 
won it in 1927, again in 1946 and 1955. 

‘This game has been enjoyed by High School teams for many years 
and is still popular for inter-scholastic competition, Local clubs also 
played the game for pastime but it was not until 1954 that rugby foot- 
ball came into its own. In that year Britt Jessup called a meeting when 
the Northern Ontario Rugby-Football Union was organized with five 
teams in the league: Sudbury “Hardrocks”, Sturgeon Falls “Bombers”, 
Tri-Town “Raiders”, Kirkland Lake “Alouettes” and North Bay 
“Roughriders” (later named “Ti-Cats”). 

Sudbury “Hardrocks” were the champions until 1960 when the 
“Ti-Cats” came out on top and under coach Harry (Suze) Turner 
entered the Ontario final against Oakville but lost out. The North Bay 
team was composed of: Ron Baker, Bud McLeod, Ted Kerr, Bill Kerr, 
Bill Carr, Jim Logan, Wayne Henderson, Jim Howard, Dave Lemaire, 
Keith Dorschner, Larry Avery, Ken Smith, Mike Mitchell, Ron 
Gravelle, Andre Bedard, Barrie Taylor, Jim Moran, Henry Kangro, 
Angelo Derenzis, Tony Lukach, Garry Meehan, Marcel Levis, Dave 
Gallen, Stan Hennigar, Berk Kadikoff, Dick Truchon, Ivan Labrosse, 
Neil Blundell, Wally Siegmund, Rene Dube, Myron Martin. 








Soccer 


Although it is claimed that this sport got it first start about 1888-1890 
the first organized league was not until 1911, The initial soccer game 
in North Bay took place at Wallace Park against a Copper Cliff team 
and some of the members who took part in the local league at this time 
were Duncan McLaughlin, Bob Lowery, Joe Booth, W. G. Thompson, 
Alec Kirk, George Thompson and Bob Nicol. One of the local teams 
the Rangers—captained by Duncan McLachlan, swept all champion- 
ships for three successive years and as a result were actually suspended 
from the league on account of their supremacy. After the first World 
War the league was again formed with four teams and again the 
Rangers dominated the play and got as far as the all Ontario finals 
in Galt, Some of the top-notch players at this time were the Berard 
brothers, Bob White, Bill Sharpe, McLachlan, Booth, Ches Colbon 
and Reg Jackson. Since World War II soccer has been slowly regaining 
its old popularity, and is again ranked among the city's major sports, 


Basketball 


This game became popular in the early 1920's when T. J. Patton 
donated a trophy for inter-school competition in the city. Later other 
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schools in Northern Ontario becamie interested and the game developed 
accordingly. 

In 1946 the “Fischer Monarchs”, under coach Mort Fellman, won 
the all Ontario championship from Brantford with a total score of 
102-98, Members of the squad were: Biff Gig, Jack Durrell, George 
Richardson, Pep Lacasse, Gene Rideout, Carl Legault, Dick Yeandle, 
Harold Washburn, Charlie Hurley, Hap McKee; with trainer Fergie 
Dowdall. “Garland Pepsis” have held the stage locally for the last few 
years and this year reached the all-Ontario Intermediate “A” finals, 
bowing to Kingsville in the second round, 


North Bay Golf & Country Club 


This golf course is situated two miles from the city on an elevation 
three hundred feet above Lake Nipissing and commands a wonderful 
view of the lake. A more picturesque situation would be hard to find, 
The club has been a great boon to the city and from a membership of 
one hundred it has grown to such an extent that consideration is now 
being given to the possibility of extending the course to eighteen holes. 

Construction of a nine-hole course was commenced in 1921 and 
with clubhouse was ready for play in 1922. Since then many improve~ 
ments have been made to the clubhouse and course. Many excellent 
golfers have learned the game on this course, among whom may be 
mentioned: Howard Teskey, Northern Ontario champion, 1926-28 
and 1929; Bob Lee, Northern Ontario champion, 1927-31-33-35 and 
1938; Sandy Marling, 1946; Mill Morland, 1949-50-53-54-59-60; 
Dave Morland, Jr., 1957; also Merv. Stoughton and Bob Barringer. 
In 1960 Dave Morland, Jr., won the Ontario Amateur championship. 
Both the Morlands have a golfing record hard to beat. Both have been 
on Ontario Willingdon Cup teams. 

This club won five titles in the first six years of operation and since 
sixteen victories in the thirty-three years of its existence. Bob Barringer 
has been the pro at the club since 1945. He was Northern Ontario 
professional champion in 1960, and in winter time conducts a golf 
school in the city, 


Race Track 


Among the harness racing enthusiasts were Charlie Syer, Pat Bourke 
and Charlie Sandrelli. One of the horses was “Gracie Pointer”; another 
“Billie Bee”. At one time meets were held at Amelia Park and later on 
a track where Scollard Hall now stands; in the early days this was also 
a popular place for learning to drive an automobile, 
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A nice horse named “Sleepy Joe” for driving was owned and driven 
by Poe O'Meara, a C.PR. train dispatcher. Jas. Halpenny was a horse 
lover and frequently in the driver’s seat. Jack Cunningham had a horse 
named “Arabian” and Robert Rankin, the grocer, owned a black mare 
of which he was very proud. Around about 1894 at Amelia Park a 
contést was arranged and the Rankin horse proved the winner; other 
horses putting on a show at different events were “Adventure”, “Yellow 
Bird”, “Birdie J”, “Billie P”, Jack Doran, Dick Mackey and Frank 
Prunty of South River were others who were greatly interested in the 
sport. 


Curling Club 


It would appear there are no records available as to the activities of 
the curlers up to 1928, when the North Bay Curling and Athletic Co. 
Ltd, was formed. The following information is given from memory 
and, of course, will be incomplete: Some time before 1895 I recall 
watching a game on the ice of the lake about where the Government 
Wharf is and one name, and one only, comes to mind—namely that of 
E, B. (Babe) Edey. The players had their ladies for an audience. 

Somewhere about the same date there was a two-sheet natural ice 
rink in a frame building on C.P.R. property about opposite Fraser 
Street. The names of A. R. (Sandy) Morris, Harry D. Leask, Judge 
J. A. Valin, Sam Huntington, Tom Reynolds and Frank Reynolds 
occur to me and at that time they had a match with a couple of rinks 
from Sudbury. 

‘Next I recall that Fee and Mackey (proprietors of the Mackey 
House Hotel) built a skating rink on the property where the Federal 
Building now stands and there was one sheet of curling ice on each 
side of the skating surface; this rink was in operation in 1896 and 
amongst the famous rinks of that time I distinctly remember “The 
Black Rink” made up of “Black Bill” Martyn, Tom Begg, Jack 
Stephens and Jack Wallace, There was another rink skipped by “Red 
Bill” Martin which made the distinguishing title necessary, 

The club carried on at this location until the building was destroyed 
by fire and then the North Bay Rink Co. Ltd. was formed, shares being 
subscribed by numerous citizens, Property was secured from the 
CPR. at the corner of Main Street West and Ninth Street and a build- 
ing erected thereon for hockey and skating and two sheets of curling 
ice on each side of the main ice surface. This would be in 1906. 

I recall a number of the members of the curling club as: Tom Rey- 
nolds, Judge Valin, Judge Leask, Wm. Milne, Sr., Fred Milne, Wm.

Milne, Jr., Benny Nott, Charlie Hammond, G. L. Wetmore, Thos. Hay, 
Russ McIntosh, Lin McIntosh, H. Burrows, A, Freeman, F. D. Wal- 
lace, W. A. Martyn, Wm. Martin, Harry Martin, F. J. Martyn, T. C. 
Begg, C. C. Begg, J. H. Stephens, Jack Wallace, J. H. Metcalf, J. M. 
Deacon, L. McDonald, Bill Mackie, Bill Jessop, Gerry Thompson; 
Jack Ross and many others. 

Each curler had his own rocks and if you had played on a north side 
sheet and then had to play on the south side you had to carry them 
across the rink entrance. In 1914 the department of national defence 
took over the property for training of troops with the 159th Battalion, 
also the 228th, and in the meantime the curling club erected a rough 
frame building to the south of the rink and had two sheets of ice with 
little club accommodation heated by a stove. 

In winter of 1916 the club was back in its proper quarters, and 
carried on until 1927 when the building was destroyed by fire. There 
was sufficient fire insurance to repay the shareholders their investment 
without interest after twenty-one years holding the bag as the combined 
rink was not a paying proposition. 

Inter-city competition with Sudbury was always very keen and “The 
Traders Bank Trophy” was the principal event—eight rinks from each 
club took part on the same day—four going from North Bay to Sud- 
bury and vice-versa. Then at a later date the rinks taking part reversed 
the procedure and the aggregate wins decided the contest. The cup 
must now be with the Sudbury Curling Club as they were the last 
winners. A rule of the competition required games to go eighteen ends. 

In 1938 arink skipped by Norman McDonald, with Ralph Gauthier, 
Brodie Christie and Reg Harris, captured the “Canada Dry” trophy 
at the Ontario Bonspiel held at Toronto. In 1955 a rink sqipped by 
Rudy Steski, with Bob Wyatt, Owen Staples and Ed McCormick, won 
the right to represent Northern Ontario in the “Macdonald Brier 
Dominion Championship” held at Calgary. The rink placed fourth, 
which was an excellent showing. 


North Bay Curling & Athletic Company Limited 


On September 24, 1928, after the old skating and curling rink on Main 
Street West had been destroyed by fire a group of curlers held a meet- 
ing and decided to form the above company with a capitalization of 
$40,000, divided into 1,600 shares of $25 each. The first shareholder's 
meeting was held October 26, 1928, and a Board of Directors elected 
consisting of: President, J, R. McIntosh; Vice-President, C. S, Mc- 
Gaughey; Sectetary-Treasurer, J. E. Bedard; with Messrs, M. J. 
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Wallace, H. Burrows, L. M. McDonald, A. Freeman, D, T. Millard 
and F.D. Wallace, 

It was decided to purchase the Mulligan property on Worthington 
‘Street West (now occupied by Pitman Motor Sales) on which to erect 
a building with four sheets of natural ice and club room accommoda- 
tion. This was duly completed. In 1939 on September 1, the depart- 
ment of National defence took over the property for a barracks and 
‘occupied same until January 8, 1940. In 1942 the building was leased 
to W. S. Bell for operation of a roller skating rink during the off-season 
for curling. 

In 1949, the shareholders agreed that the time had come for an 
artificial ice rink with better clubroom accommodation and so it was 
arranged to have the capital of the company increased to $150,000 
with 4,400 additional shares. It was then arranged to purchase the 
property where the Granite Club now operates and erect the desired 
building, with six sheets of artificial ice. 

On December 15, 1950, the first meeting was held in the new 
building and now in 1960, with the great interest in the game of curling, 
consideration is being given to further extension and improvement, 

In 1959, the board of directors was increased from nine to eleven, 
and it was during this year that arrangements were entered into with 
the Gateway Tennis Club to allot necessary space for tennis activities. 

To finance the construction of the new building in 1950 the club 
sold their property on Worthington Street to Pitman Motor Sales 
and raised the balance required by a mortgage, mostly taken up by 
shareholders. This mortgage is now about to be discharged. 

In the new building “The Granite Club” was formed as a separate 
organization, It has been a splendid success and is continuing to ex- 
pand, The ladies’ section of the club has also been not only a success, 
but of great value in many respects. At present Geo. E, Wallace is 
president of the company and has been since 1951, Previous to that 
date the following men have occupied the position: J. R. McIntosh, 
1928; J.M. Deacon, 1930; A. Freeman, 1933; R. H. Thompson, 1936; 
D. Hamilton, 1940; J. R. Sproat, 1944; L. R. Hume, 1948; L. R. 
McIntosh, 1950, During this time W. K. P. Kennedy served as sec- 
retary-treasurer for sixteen years, 





Ladies’ Section at the Granite Club 


This club was organized in June 1950, and since that time the presi- 
dents have been: Beth Butler, Nell Mallory, Jo Wallace, Charlotte 
Wyatt, Hilda Smith, Martha McLeod, Laurette Lafrance, Louise 
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Brohman and Annabelle Richardson. Conveners of the bonspiel com- 
mittee have been: Mable Vincer, Ruth Thompson, Clara Allison, 
Shirley Kennedy, Keitha Sherry, Hazel Duquette, Dee Randle, Thelma 
Leyburne and Fran Minogue. 


North Bay Curler’s Club at the Granite 


The club continued in operation from the old rink on Worthington 
Street East, and presidents have been since 1950: Art Randle, Main 
Thompson, Bob Hambley, Bill Richardson, Sid Stevens, Harvey 
Fisher, Adelard Lafrance, Bob Wyatt, Peter Kennedy and Dean Harris. 


‘Laurentian Ski Club 


In December 1925 the club was organized with Walter Beattie as first 
president, and Ab. Hansman as secretary-treasurer. The membership 
was twenty-four and now there are approximately 730. The Chalet 
was completed in 1930 and the first Ontario Ski Meet was held here 
in 1937. Other presidents down through the years have been: Reg 
Lehman, Dave Reeves, Alec Harris, Roy Herbert, Ab. Hansman, Fred 
Beattie, Dan Sunstrum, and the present one, Charlie Hansman, Some 
of the outstanding skiers about 1940 were Mark and Ted Guppy, 
Alex Stevenson, Walter Yaroslasky, Jack and Bob Wooton, Thelma 
Durrell, Frances Smith, Bud and Beth Hansman, Bill and Fred 
Beattie, 

Dave Reeves, Paul Vezina, Tack Pellow, Bill Hewitt, Red Bedard 
and others were among the early enthusiasts, Credit is also given to 
chaps like Reg. Lehman, Danny Sunstrum, Roy Herbert, Gib Mc- 
Cubbin, Russ Huntington, Cam Elmitt, Bob Surtees and Chuck Hans- 
man for service rendered throughout the years; and to Mrs. Hansman 
and Tom Cummings for time and energy expended as instructors. 

In 1960 Alex Stevenson is given credit for the performance of junior 
members of the club having attained a high performance rating. 

The chalet was extended from time to time to make it more attrac- 
tive as a clubroom and now due to the popularity of the sport, the 
club is looking forward to the opening of a new and modern chalet 
in 1961, Away back in 1909 there was a Swedish or Norwegian gentle- 
man in North Bay named August Estelle, and I think he was the first 
man to appear on skis in this district. 


North Bay Figure Skating Club 


Organized in 1941 under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. J. O, McCarthy. 
Some members of the first board of directors: Messrs. J. O. McCarthy, 
Dr. D. A. Campbell, F. S. Fosdick, W. K. P. Kennedy; secretary, Miss 
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Stockdale. The first carnival was held in 1942. Incorporated by letters 
patent January 4, 1947, with the following names signed to the appli- 
cation: J. O. McCarthy, K, M. Valin, C. G. Spencer, P. H. Tatton 
and J. D. Leyell. The club offers supervised recreation and instruction 
in the art of figure skating, Present membership is in excess of 200. 

To create interest and some financial return, the club puts on an 
annual carnival, usually for two nights. Top-flight stars in the figure 
skating world are always on the programme. These have included 
World and Olympic pair champions, Barbara Wagner and Bob Paul, 
Norris Bowden and Frances Dafoe, world champion Dick Button, 
world dance champions Geraldine Fenton and Bill McLachlan; also 
professional Jacqueline du Bief from Paris, France. 

‘The skating season is from November through March. The club is 
a senior member of the Canadian Figure Skating Association, About 
1950 a women’s auxiliary was formed, with Mrs. J. G. A. Stevenson 
as president. There are now more than 1,200 costumes and 156 
accessories and special effects in the wardrobe department, and during 
the years 2,300 costumes have been designed, selected or supervised 
in remodelling. Mrs, Stevenson is retiring from this activity after ten 
years of exceptional service. Miss Theresa McCarthy, at the age of 
iwelve, won the Canadian Junior Women’s Championship for the year 
1939. Miss Norah McCarthy was Senior Women’s Champion for the 
year 1940. 








Ezylyfe Canoe Club 

Organized in 1913 by Perey Wootton, Clubhouse located on Lake 
Nipissing at First Rocky Point and for many years operated for the 
benefit of young men who were interested in canoeing and tennis. Some 
of the charter members:

Tennis has been carried on for some 
years by different clubs with a court at one time off of Front Street 
and more particularly on a court on Ontario Northland Railway 
property off of Oak Street East. 











CHAPTER 20 


Lake Nipissing 


The lake is said to drain an area of 5,370 square miles an 
spring of 1960 it is reported that 32,000 cubic feet of water were being 
dumped per second, while discharge through the French River could 
only take care of 15,900 cubic feet, which resulted in the lake level 
being 21 inches higher than normal summer level. This level reached 
644.32 feet, In 1947 there was also exceptionally high water, when the 
level reached 645.75 feet. After years of investigation, surveying and 
reporting, the same condition exists, and a conservation authority is 
being established in an attempt to control the situation, This should 
prevent damage to lakeshore property in West Ferris and tourist resort 
property in the French River district. 

Traffic on this waterway—estimated length fifty miles and width 
twenty miles—apart from that of the native Indians, would appear to 
have commenced with the settlers arriving from the south at what is 
known as Nipissing Village on the south shore about 1865. It was an 
important jumping off place for settlers to other parts of the lake such 
as Wisa-Wasa, Callandar and Sturgeon Falls. The well-known “J. D. 
Cockburn” family travelled over the lake in the winter of 1879 to 
locate at Sturgeon Falls. 

In 1880, small sailing vessels were in use, and in 1881 the first steam- 
boat was launched. In 1883 a regular service between Nipissing Village, 
Callander, North Bay and Sturgeon Falls was in operation. In 1884 
the J. R. Booth Lumber Co. had a mill at Wisa-Wasa with a light 
railway connection to the head of Lake Nosbonsing at Bonfield and 
thence by water to the Mattawa and Ottawa rivers. In 1885 the David- 
son and Hay Lumber Company had a camp at Frank’s Bay at the 
entrance to French River with the steamer “Fraser” operating between 
Callander, North Bay and Sturgeon Falls. This boat, with scow, was 
destroyed by fire on November 7, 1892 on the south side of the Manitou 
Islands, with a loss of twenty-one lives. Only seven were saved. The 
boat was on a regular trip to Frank’s Bay when the tragedy occurred. 
In 1930 the tug “Sea Gull”, under Captain Darling, was launched at 
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Callander and is still being operated by J, B, Smith Lumber Co., tow- 
ing logs from Sturgeon Falls to Callander.’ + 

It might here be noted that a survey of part of the French River 
showing Indian lands below Chaudiere Falls.was made in 1853 by 
J. S, Dennis, P.L.S. Records also indicate that limestone from Mc- 
Donald Island, one of the Manitous, was used by the C.P.R. for con- 

+ struction of Duchesnay Creek bridge. In 1854-6 a topographical plan 
of part of Lake Nipissing was prepared by A. Murray, assistant provin- 
cial geologist, and that part of lake from a point on the north shore of 
the Goose Islands was designated “Great North Bay”, a sure indication 
a great future lies ahead for our city. 

On August 23, 1904, Stuart L. Thompson, now of 118 Bessborough 
Drive, Toronto, with another young lad left North Bay in a twelve-foot 
birchbark cance for a trip to the French. Leaving at 1:45 p.m. they 
managed to reach the Manitous in spite of a severe storm. They were 
picked up by the small steamer “Hazel B” in charge of Bill Boucher 
and John Ferguson, and eventually landed home safely. 

Our lake boasts world-wide renown for pickerel fishing and in the 
spring of each year people come from far and near to enjoy this sport 
and partake of the delicious eating. From Callander to Sturgeon Falls 
the accommodation for fishermen is stretched to the limit. Somewhere 
Thave read that one year in five is a particularly good spawning season. 
In 59 years the earliest date the ice has left the lake was on April 3, 
1945. This was exceptionally early; the latest date was May 19, 1926, 
and this was very late indeed. April is the most frequent breakup month 
and more often than not after April 20. 





‘Tragedy on the Lake 


About 1898, Ross Purvis, a schoolboy, was trying out his new bicycle 
and, wheeling down the Government Wharf, he overshot the end and 
was drowned, 

On a Saturday many years ago a Mr, Hamilton, a school principal, 
struck out across the lake on snowshoes accompanied by a chap named 
Kellogg. A blinding snowstorm arose and they turned to face the home- 
ward journey; they became separated and unfortunately Hamilton 
failed to make it. Eventually his body was recovered by a search party. 

On May 25, 1914, Arthur V. Mainbridge, wife Lydia May McCole- 
man and two children drowned while on a picnic party. In 1914 Ralph 
B, Smith, a T. & N.O. employee and Miss White, a teacher at Feronia 
school, drowned through the ice near Government Wharf, North Bay, 
while skating. Another accident of long ago occurred when three 
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CPR, conductors were on a fishing or hunting trip over the lake; 
Jos. Falby, Jack Russell and Tom Jamieson comprised the group, and 
when their boat overturned Tom Jamieson was drowned. 


French River Tourist Resort 


This region has been aptly described as a “lake of islands” and as early 

as 1897 Americans from the U.S. were selecting the choice islands and 
erecting camps. Col. John B, Hall of Cleveland picked a site down five 
mile bay at the Little French and was a regular visitor for many years. 
John Ferguson located a number of sites, which he later sold. Among 
the early campers are these: Allison, Bragdon, Bailey, Barker, Coen, 
Cunningham, Griffith, Heyworth, Hunt, Haines, Hutcheson, Harcourt, 
Hall, Hempheil, Johnson, Jacobs, Laing, Leach, Marshall, Norris, 
Parks, Rawlings, Reynolds, Shepherd, Torrance, Whitehead, Young, 
Brohmer, Dudley, Elliott, Hendrie, Lucas, Kunkle, Kennedy, Ham- 
mond, Kendall, Bourke, Batley, Clark, Gibson, Valin, King, Fischer. 

The “Solid Comfort Fishing Club” of Pittsburgh erected a large 
‘camp with separate building for men and women and is still patronized 
by them, There are four resorts on the River, namely: Keystone Lodge, 
formerly operated by Mr. and Mrs. A. Torrance, then by Rollie 
Fischer, and in 1946 taken over by W. J. Kennedy. “Chaudiere Lodge”, 
formerly under management of Joe Sheedy, Wilf Rowell, and now 
owned by H. A. Desjardins. “Lunge Lodge”, for many years under 
management of Wm. King and at present owned by Bert Flavelle. 
“Casablanca”, located down near Chaudiere Falls, has changed hands 
many times but is now under control of a lady from Sturgeon Falls. 
Close to Keystone Lodge there are some very interesting Indian sym- 
bols painted on a flat rock which time has failed to eliminate, and 
which no doubt were meant to convey information to those passing 
that way. 

‘There is an Indian Village close to Chaudiere Falls where the “Dokis 
Band” are located, There are many members of the Restoule and 
Dokis families in this neighbourhood, The Roman Catholie Church 
holds services from time to time and there is also a regular school main- 
tained. About 1908 the government sold a timber limit belonging to 
these people for the sum of $1,071,000, and this money has regularly 
been distributed to them, month to month. 














CHAPTER 21 


Recollections 


‘remember when the original business section of the village developed 
along Oak Street from Ferguson to Fraser Street (the present Oak 
Street East was C.P.R. property at that time) and among the estab- 
lishments may be mentioned the first general store of Wm. McDonald, 
Sr., in 1883, Mr, McDonald later took over the Post Office from John 
Ferguson; there was the general store of Bunyan & Flannery; liquor 
store of Barney Mulligan; R, Rankin’s butcher shop; North Bay Hotel; 
Mrs. Dan McIntyre, grocer and confectionery; McBain photo gallery 
and the Mackey House, corner Oak, Ferguson and Main Streets; Jas. 
Halpenny, gent’s furnishings. 

With the progress of the community Main Street was opened and 
became the principal centre of business east and west of Ferguson 
Street. To the cast were the Methodist Church, North Bay Times, 
Lomax bake shop, Passmore’s butcher shop, Gregson's grocery; Bur- 
gess & Caverhill general store; Torrance grocery, Featherstone furni- 
ture and Brown’s boarding house (hay and stabling), these on the north 
side, In early days the south side of Main Street East was principally 
residential but Geo. McGillis had a barber shop and McIntosh & Hill 
a butcher shop at the corner of Ferguson Street and the remodelled 
building is still there, 

‘On Main Street West (north side) the new post office was at the 
corner of Ferguson Street (where Campbell Block stands) with Wm. 
McDonald still Postmaster, his son William D, assistant; Vina Hudson 
was G.N.W. telegraph operator with Abbie Kennedy on the wicket; 
E. W. Ross, jeweller; Roman Catholic Church; D. St. Pierre, barber; 
H. D. Barr, tailor; C. E. Winters, ice cream and confectionery; W. J. 
Parsons, dry goods; Geo. E. Pay, grocer; McDonald & Hay, hardware; 
Alf Heyworth, tobacconist; J. G. Cormack, drugs; D. Purvis, hard- 
ware, On the south side John Blanchet had a grocery store extending 
from Main Street to Oak Street under the name “The Old Reliable” 
and also operated a bottling plant; A. R. Morris, tailor; M. Brennan, 
dry goods; Gillespie, photo gallery; Wm. McKenzie, furniture and 
funeral parlor; Dr. Carruthers, drugs. The north side of Main Street 
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West had a high wooden trestle extending from about St. Pierre’s 


barber shop to Deegan’s shoe store as that side of the street was con- 
siderably higher than the south side as is still evident, At rear of Cor- 
mack block a stone quarry had been blasted out and at the west end 
of same Mr. Long had a paint shop. At the corner of Fraser Street 
(now Kresges) the ruling Magistrate, Wm. Doran, had his residence, 
At the end of Main Street opposite Pacific Hotel T. & W. Murray had 
a general store and just east of it John Ferguson had an extensive lawn 
in front of his residence, which later faced McIntrye Street. 

In the fall of the year the sandy shore of the lake would extend for 
at east a hundred feet, with small pools here and there and the sand so 
hard packed as to permit horseback riding, At that time there was no 
dam on the French River at Chaudiere Falls and throughout the year 
the water in the lake found its natural level. As a consequence there was 
no damage to shore property at any time. It is possible the construction 
of the dam was to keep the water level sufficient for economic operation 
of the different sawmills at Callander and Cache Bay. This may be 
warranted, 

Fishing was particularly good at first and second rocky points 
(pickerel and northern pike) but to get there you had to walk along 
the beach or take a trail at the top of the sand banks. A fishing trip 
was an all-day project but you always had a good catch and on the 
way home you didn't need a bathing suit to enjoy a swim. Rowboats 
were few, and stormy weather was apt to interfere when least expected. 
Another good fishing spot was along the old C.P.R. dock and naturally 
very popular, as it was close at hand. One day when a young lad I 
hooked a small sturgeon and had difficulty getting it into a homemade 
boat my father had built, This dock had a railway track down the 
centre and at the shore end there was a building with machinery for 
lifting timber from the lake to load on cars. It was located somewhere 
between Fraser and Cassells Streets. I think it must still be a good 
feeding ground among the rocks. 

At one time North Bay had sailing regattas on Lake Nipissing, but 
only about three or four craft took part; the lack of safe anchorage, 
still existing, made the sport too hazardous. Some day we may have a 
breakwater and a marina, 

For 1961 we are looking forward to a much improved accommoda- 
tion at the Government Wharf and now that the “snow dump” has been 
removed, the sewer outlet closed, the City Parks Commission might 
give some thought to making a beauty spot of the shore to the west of 
the wharf. Amela Park is the only lake shore property where the city 
has made any attempt to capitalize on the beauty of the lake.

‘Speaking of parks, the city had the opportunity in 1937 to purchase 
the Gorman lakeshore property running south of the C.P.R. from 
Henry Street to within a short distance of Duchesnay Creek for the sum_ 
of $6,500 and with city bonds at five per cent taken in payment. St. 
Joseph's College soon acquired it and what a beautiful site it has proved 
to be; possibly they might be inclined to dispose of that portion cast 
of the College, an excellent bathing beach. 

Amelia Park is at last coming into its own, now that Little League 
baseball has been organized and possibly something may be done to 
establish proper bathing facilities on this splendid beach, 

The property east of Chippewa Creek along the lakeshore down as 
far as Park’s Creek was originally located by Wm. Parks and his wife 
‘Amelia, They erected a frame building (where the sewage disposal 
plant is situated) which was known as the Lakeview Hotel, but was 
more in the nature of a boarding house. The approach was along Regina 
Street with a bridge over the mouth of Chippewa Creek. 

‘At one time they also peddled milk around town, using a horse and 
rig with large metal containers; the householder brought a vessel for 
the required amount; the vendor opened the tap on the container and 
using a pint or quart measure, gave what was required, There was no 
‘government cow or milk testing or sanitary regulations. Rory McLeod 
was also a milk distributor and a Mr. Mason carted water, by horse 
and rig, to those who could not sink a well. Again there was no regula- 
tion as to purity of water, and consequently typhoid fever was often 
prevalent. 

The grounds to the east of the hotel building were well wooded and 
the Parks people were very generous in allowing the public to use park 
at a nominal rental, and it was the only place available for picnics, 
Sunday school and others. At the west end of the present Amelia Park 
there was a large frame structure known as the Exhibition Building 
and this was for the purpose of holding an annual fall fair. You would 
wonder why this activity has fallen away when you consider the in- 
crease in settlement of the adjoining townships. 

Gradually Mrs. Parks sold lots for summer cottages and now it is 
completely built up and in addition the city’s trailer park. For two 
years, 1906 and 1907, with two friends, T tented on the lakeshore in 
this park and there were no buildings at that time. 

‘At the lake end of Regina Street (before it was closed to accom- 
modate the C.P.R.) there was a small sawmill on Chippewa Creek 
‘owned and operated by Wm. Hogg in 1885—later by Thomas & Cross 
and finally by W. B. McLean. Farther along the creck there was a 
brewery operated by the Clemens Brothers, called New Ontario Brew- 
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ing Co., and it was a place of call for thirsty ball players from the park, 
and also for D. J. Elliott's ducks which indulged in the waste mash 
and really put on a show. 

Thinking about Regina Street reminds me of recreation available to 
all youngsters on the streets anywhere; at the corner of Main Street 
East and Regina Street boys and girls could play ‘pussy in the corner” 
without any interference, and for adults, believe it or not, there was a 
bicycle track opposite the O.N.R. office building, made up of well- 
packed cinders. During the “bicycle craze” men and women found time 
to have race meets with the “Cleveland”, the most popular machine. 
A conductor, Harry Peckhover, seemed to be the champion. The craze 
faded in due time, although the old road to Trout Lake provided a 
route for quieter enjoyment of the pastime. 

The children in those early days had to make their own fun. In the 
winter time they cleared the snow from creeks and lake to skate and 
play shinny; used their sleds on the hills at almost all street intersec- 
tions; adults even used old Thibault Hill for bob-sledding and at one 
time there was a regular toboggan slide up at Gormanville out onto the 
lake. Snowshoe parties were popular. 

Dispatching of trains over more than four hundred miles of C.P.R. 
main line track was a very trying occupation and to say the least, hard 
on the nervous system. In the early days at North Bay this duty was 
performed by Geo. W. Hutcheson, chief dispatcher and W. B. Way; 
Jos. O'Meara, W. J, Smail and T. A. McArthur working eight-hour 
tricks, using the telegraph key and the Morse system. In spite of the 
hazard involved, they all had a clear record. 

In 1910 the office of superintendent and the dispatcher’s office were 
moved to Sudbury and in time the issue of train orders was mostly con- 
ducted over the telephone system, a much more rapid operation and no 
doubt less risky. The block signal system also came into use, making 
for more safety in train movement. 

Geo. J. Bury followed B. W. Coyne as superintendent and when 
“G.I.” was promoted to Fort William, T. J. Kennedy succeeded him 
followed by Thos. Hay and then Chas, Murphy, J. R. Nelson and 
Geo. Spencer. 

In 1910 the Lake Superior Division, as it was then known, had grown 
in mileage and traffic to such an extent that the company decided to 
appoint a general superintendent at North Bay. Thos. Williams was 
the first appointee and heads of his staff were Robert Preston, 
master mechanic; Tiffin Harris, master car foreman; G. L. Wetmore, 
division engineer and E. M. Favreau, chief accountant. In the interest 
of economy by the consolidation of operating personnel the company, 
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in 1959, closed out the office of general superintendent here and so 
you might say our city practically lost its identity as a C.P.R. town. 
‘This was further manifested recently by the practical closing of the 
locomotive repair shops due to introduction of Diesel motive power. 
The staff of machinists, boiler makers and helpers has been greatly 
reduced, The city greatly regretted losing so many railwaymen who 
contributed largely to our community welfare in all its aspects. Never- 
theless “time marches on”—automation is in its infancy but doubtless 
we will keep up with the procession and continue to grow. 

One of the first buildings required for railway operation is a “station”; 
this one was constructed of logs and located on the lake side of the 
tracks. Later it was replaced by a two-storey frame building on the 
town side (presently occupied by restaurant and express office) with 
the top storey the office of superintendent and dispatcher’s office. I well 
remember this office, as I entered the employ of the railway in 1896 
as office boy in the superintendent's office at $15 per month, This 
probably was quite in keeping with the times as the superintendent 
rated $150 per month and the chief clerk $55. At that time typewriters 
were not in use (shortly after the “Empire” machine came into use) 
and the penmanship was with indelible ink so that “wet” copies could 
be retained in a tissue book. I recollect thinking that if ever got to be 
chief clerk at $55 per month I would have the world by the tail and 
a downhill haul. I eventually arrived in that position but there didn't 
seem to be much change in my progress up or down hill, 

A freight office, a water tank, a roundhouse and later a coal chute 
and dwellings for some of the staff were essential. The freight office 
was placed where the present locomotive shops are located; the round- 
house where the present freight shed is situated; the coal chute and 
water tank about as is. Enlarged machine shops and in addition repair 
buildings were added later, also the present depot. 

The dwellings for employees were built on company land, part of 
which is now Oak Street East, and were known as “the red row” and 
later “the green row” by changing the paint. With the opening of Oak 
Street from Ferguson Street to Wyld Street these buildings were 
removed. 

‘A feature of railway traffic through North Bay in early times was 
the movement of all kinds of livestock. The railway had many feeding 
points along the system and North Bay was one of importance. All 
livestock passing through were unloaded at an extensive stockyard 
along the lake shore east of the shops in order to feed and water the 
animals as well as give them a rest, Today due to the faster movement 
of trains this traffic has been greatly reduced. 
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‘The movement of wheat from the wettetn provinces. to the east 
after the closing of navigation on the Great Lakes added greatly to the 
number of railway employées at this point. There was a shortage of 
elevator space at the head of the lakes and also in the east. Consequently 
there were times when sidings west of North Bay for many miles would 
be blocked with cars waiting for movement. When these car loads 
would be at North Bay the consignee would require a sample of the 
contents in many cases. The car would be opened, a small bag of grain 
taken from the centre and mailed to the consignee, and he would then 
give forwarding orders, 

Another source of business was the great movement of settlers and 
their effects to Western Canada particularly during the years Clifford 
Sifton was Minister of the Interior. Entire trains would arrive from 
Southern Ontario over the old Grand Trunk railway from Nipissing 
Junction. In addition during this time immigration of all classes from 
the Balkans, Russia and Scandinavian countries, as well as from Italy 
and the British Isles passed through North Bay. We all thought the 
costumes of the northern women rather odd as they wore heavy top 
boots, trousers, and scarfs over their head; they evidently introduced 
the style to Canada, as that type of costume, or at least part of it, 
seems quite popular in our day. 

I must not overlook the “harvester excursions”. The shortage of 
labor in the prairie provinces required the railway to offer cheap fares 
to bring men from as far east as the Maritimes, and believe me there 
‘was an element among them that warned the merchants along the route 
to close up their shops if they wanted to retain their merchandise. 

During the South African War, 1899-1901, bulletins were received 
daily covering progress of the conflict and we could not understand 
why the British were losing so many battles to the Boers as we fully 
expected General Buller and his redcoats would soon wipe them up. 
However, it took Lord Roberts and Kitchener some time to clear the 
situation. The siege of Ladysmith by Sir Geo. White; the relief of 
Mafeking and Baden-Powell, and the escape of Churchill, the war 
correspondent, were all sensational. Today another clement, called 
apartheid, now holds the spotlight. 

‘On entering the C.P.R. employ Mr. Bury, a young man full of vim 
and vigour, said to me: “Willie, put on long pants, learn shorthand, and 
I will take you out on the road with me.” I did and he did but we did 
not travel in a private car—the trainman’s van was our vehicle, With 
pin and link couplings, hand brakes and rough track it was a problem 
to carry on with secretarial duties. Mr. Bury also urged me to have the 
ambition to be president of the C.P.R.—that was his ambition. Even- 
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: . 
tually through many ‘prémbtions over the system he became vice- 
president of all lines at Montreal. No doubt he gave the same advice 
to another of his secrétaries—D. C. Coleman—who profited by the 
advice and with exceptional ability reached the goal, Mr. Bury at the 
height of his career was knighted for exceptional service rendered, I 
believe, in connection with a survey he made of the Russian railway 
system. On his retirement he moved to Vancouver and in 1959 died 
at age ninety-one. 

In the earliest days, before a bank opened at North Bay, the pay 
for the employees arrived by “pay car” in charge of Charlie Salisbury 
and that was an important event all along the line, The company had 
experienced financial troubles from time to time, and the pay car was 
often late, 

In 1896 at the dry goods store of W. J. Parson (Cheap Jack) a $35 
seal cape could be bought for $28, and on down to $3.50. Eight pair 
of heavy wool socks for $1.00; men’s blue serge suits for $4.00 up; 
corsets—take your choice for 50¢; ladies’ hose—all colors—for 25¢; 
according to an ad in the weekly newspaper. A favorite playground 
was the present location of the C.P.R. garden—there was a ball game 
there every evening. Rorabeck’s drug store had a medicine for “colds” 
called “110”, This was his telephone number and the number of the 
CPR. switching engine, Hence the derivation of the name, 

Curfew was in force and all youngsters had to be off the streets by 
9 pam. or Larry Brennan, the night constable, would say “come now 
boys—run away home” with an Irish accent. The first jail was on Wyld 
Street, east side, between Main and McIntyre, a log building. At “the 
old blue school” there was an alder swamp at the rear and a miscreant 
was permitted to go out and cut his own switch, A big day in the life 
of the town was the twelfth of July and the Orange Association cer- 
tainly put on a demonstration. Evergreen arches were erected at all 
street intersections on the line of march from the C.P.R, station to 
Lakeview Park, proceeding down Main Street and then along Regina 
Street and so across Chippewa Creek. 

‘Another banner day for the kids was when the circus came to town 
and crowds would watch the unloading and hauling of equipment up 
to the old race track property with the calliope leading the way when 
the procession formed up. Open bars were permitted at the hotels and 
a quiet poker game was proceeding at the rear. Back in 1908 the town 
had the say as to how many hotel licences were to be granted. 

‘There were no steam laundries in operation nor for that matter a 
Chinese establishment. Jas. Halpenny’s gent’s furnishing had an agency 
for the “Swiss Steam Laundry” of Toronto and it was part of my work 
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to drag a small ted wagon around town’ collecting laundry on Monday 
morning for shipment and then on Saturday, return the finished product. 
If you hired a “livery rig” for an: afternoon costing $1.50 you really 
belonged to the upper ten. There was a “piggéry” at the corner of 
Ferguson Street and First Avenue—now Memorial Park. The Fee and 
‘Mackey hotel people owned the property and Moise Guay carried the 
kitchen scraps in pails along the street. The Methodist Church people 
at one time complained about the, odour from pigs next door on 
Melntyre Street. A great many residents kept a cow and nearly all had 
a few chickens. I delivered milk on foot at five cents a quart and eggs 
at ten cents a dozen. 

To pick blueberries you walked down the railway tracks to Nipis- 
sing Junction, where the berries were plentiful, and in the early evening 
came home on the Grand Trunk local train. Going to school in the 
winter time you ploughed through snow drifts with temperatures any- 
where between thirty and fifty below zero and thought nothing of it, 
In the early days of the automobile, around 1912, the only piece of 
hard-surfaced road in the town was around by the C.P.R. depot; cars 
found it difficult to climb old Thibeault Hill because of its sand and 
rough surface. About this time Kennedy & Shea sold the first self- 
starter automobiles in town—Studebaker “35”, costing $1,500; you 
pulled a handle on the steering column which operated a chain mech- 
anism, instead of cranking. Bill Rankin made a trip to Toronto, on 
April 11, 1924, in one day—considered some accomplishment. 

Excitement and interest created in 1934 by the birth of the “Dionne 
Quintuplets”, children of Mr. and Mrs. Oliva Dionne. This event was 
a great tourist attraction to the district for many years. The opening 
of a highway through to Sturgeon Falls was a boon to motorists as was 
also No. 11 Highway north and No, 63 to Temiskaming. There was a 
passable road to Mattawa but it took a half day to get there by auto, 
as late as 1912. 

In 1923, May 18, the shooting of constable Fred Lefebvre by Leo 
Rogers, on Worthington Street East, took place at 5:30 a.m. when 
Rogers resisted arrest. Thirteen provincial police and a posse of twenty 
citizens were engaged in an attempt to capture Rogers and eventually 
he was shot on the south shore of Lake Nipissing near where Waltonian 
Inn is now. At one time ice boating was tried on Lake Nipissing but 
this could only be when the ice was not covered with snow, which was 
seldom. However, many a year skaters could cross to the islands or 
travel east or west and frequently there would be skating parties along 
the shore line with a big bonfire to liven the party. 

On July 1, 1919, a light aircraft piloted by a chap named Foster 
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was taking passengers up for a flight and on one occasion, with Best 
Nichols as a passenger, he had to make an emergency landing at the 
racetrack, fortunately without, serious mishap. On May 24, 1902, a 
picnic party left North Bay wharf in the sailboat “Sea Foam” (owned 
by Thos, Wallace) and were not able to return home because of rough 
weather until two days later. In the meantime they were marooned on 
Brill’s Island off the south shore. The party consisted of Jack Wallace, 
Les Banner, Alice Wallace, Abbie Kennedy, Mabel Wallace, Myrtle 
Clegg and Bill Kennedy; that ended sailboating on Lake Nipissing. 

‘The C.P.R. used to have a machine sawing stove wood down in front 
of the present depot; Tom Longway was the operator and it was kept 
buzzing all day long. The standard wage for men working in the freight 
shed was $1.10 a day of ten hours and the same for sectionmen; and a 
six-day week and no extra for overtime. Today—well, comparisons are 
odious. John Morris, a C.P.R. locomotive engineer, was inclined to 
music, On his locomotive, No. 444, he would announce his home- 
coming by attempting to play “Home Sweet Home” with the loco- 
motive whistle. 

‘There was a “depression” in 1893—work was scarce for artisans, 
What did they do? They tightened their belts; there was no unemploy- 
‘ment insurance, old age pensions, mother's allowances, baby bonuses, 
hospital insurance—and yet they carried on, Around 1890, with only 
two doctors available, there were typhoid epidemics, diptheria, small- 
pox and other communicable diseases prevalent with no hospital 
accommodation, but good neighbors. In the living room of our home 
my father fashioned a coffin, when needed, for the child of a neighbor 
who could not afford an expensive casket. Of course, there was no 
embalming in those early days. 

On a freight train the communication from locomotive to van was 
by way of a bell cord stretched across the top of the train and attached 
to a bell in the van and in the engine. A break in the train would also 
signal what had taken place. The speed of a freight train down grade 
would be regulated by the brakeman getting out on top of the cars and 
applying hand brakes. This was a difficult feat when the tops of the 
cars were coated with snow and ice. There were lots of flat wheels 
occurring through failure to properly release the brake. The intro- 
duction of the air brake solved a lot of problems for train and engine- 
men. The only protection from winter weather for the enginemen was 
canvas curtains blowing in all directions. 

‘One of the early wood-burner locomotives in use on the C.P.R. was 
the Lucy Dalton” (named after a niece of Lord Lisgar), and operated 
into North Bay in 1882, One of the crew was Lott Britton whose family 
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took an active ‘interest in ‘community fort: Mr. Britton was long a 
member of St. Andrew's choir; his daughter Florence (Mrs. Walton 
Wallace) was organist for a nuraber of years; another daughter Ruth 
(Mrs. Paddy Jessup) was interested in drama and élocution, and Mabel 
(Mrs, Art Hayward) was a soloist in St. Andrew’s choir. In St, Andrew's 
choir Miss Nessie Cormack was organist for many years and Miss Jean 
Carruthers (Mrs. R. L, Lamb) daughter of Dr. Carruthers, was a soloist 
in the same choir. 

During the first World War all troops from Western Canada de- 
trained at North Bay formed up, and marched along a number of 
streets for exercise, It was very exciting, particularly when a Highland 
regiment was marching with the pipe band in the lead. It certainly 
created a martial spirit and helped recruiting. 

Tt was quite a show when the “patent medicine man” arrived in town 
to dispense cure-alls to those with a dollar burning a hole in their 
pocket, He was accompanied by Mike and Rastus; they took up their 
stand on a temporary platform erected at a convenient spot in town, 
an oil torch on each side of the platform lighting the area. “Kickapoo 
Indian” liquid and “Kickapoo Indian” salve were stressed as being 
the one and only remedy for ills of any nature and all for only one 
dollar, For entertainment his dialogue with Mike and Rastus was 
amusing and helped hypnotize the audience into parting with their 
cash. The ventriloquist act would be repeated until he was satisfied 
he had cleaned the market, “Banyan” was another come-on by a dif- 
ferent character. This product guaranteed to have been obtained from 
the banyan tree, whatever that is, was supposed to be even better than 
“Kickapoo”. 

Judge Valin arrived in town on his appointment as District Judge in 
1895, He took up residence at the south-west corner of Sherbrooke 
and Worthington Streets and each morning was driven to the Court 
House with a horse and gig and his own cabby. 

"The council conducted the affairs of the city during what has always 
been known as the great depression of the 1930's. From my knowledge 
of conditions existing during those trying years, and from perusal of 
minutes of council meetings, I have always felt that they were entitled 
to, and possibly did not receive, the appreciation of the citizens which 
was their due, Trust I am right, on behalf of all, in recording it here. 
‘Those years of economic recession had the effect of moulding people 
together by the bond of a terrible shared experience, a recurrence of 
which should not take place. 

The “flu” epidemic struck North Bay in the fall of 1918 at the same 
time it was spreading all over Canada. Schools, theatres and all meeting 
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places were closed to prevent contagion, Citizens were organized to 
provide nursing help wherever possible and neighbor helping neighbor 
was the order of the day: A real community effort helped to control this 
devastating malady, but in spite of everything the toll was heavy.

Ofall the many characters of North Bay’s pioneer days, none was more 
colorful than George Belton Ford, Winter or summer George was attired 
in several layers of coats with a hunk of rope for a sash, He learned the 
secret of insulation that whatever kept heat in would also keep heat out. 

George Ford, the pauper, and Henry Ford, motor manufacturer, 
had the same problem of getting dependable winter traction. Henry 
solved his problem by using a rubber tire with a special tread, Poor 
George could not even afford rubber footwear, so he got traction by 
wrapping his feet in burlap bags. 

George lived in the days when the rule of living was “work or starve”. 
George did neither. He lived in a miserable hovel set in a small clear- 
ing in the bush near Trout Lake. He did not farm, but was able to 
scrounge enough food from townspeople to eke out a precarious 
existence, 

George was a recluse who led a hermit-like life similar to the legend- 
ary Rip Van Winkle, so it was inevitable that he should be named Rip. 

Old Rip and Santa Claus both carried big, bulging bags over their 
shoulders and both had a great effect on the children of North Bay. 
Children behaved before Christmas in anticipation of getting toys 
from Santa’s bag. North Bay children also behaved the year round 
when Rip was in town because they had been warned Rip’s bag was 
not filled with toys, but with bad boys, who had disobeyed their parents. 

Rip resembled Santa in many ways. They were of similar physique, 
the same twinkling eyes and beards. Santa’s beard is pure white. Rip’s 
was a tattle-tale grey, deeply stained with “chawing terbaccer”. 

Rip, of course, was taunted and tormented by a rowdy element in 
the community. He was often surrounded by frightened young children 
at which time Rip would proceed to put on a real performance for their 
‘benefit, He would wave his hands wildly, grow! loudly and make furious 
rushes in their direction. 

‘Adults noticed that he always stopped short of catching or chastising 
the youngsters. It was also noticeable that the merriment in his eyes 
belied the ferocity of his actions. 

‘One day word was brought to North Bay that old Rip had passed 
away. Rip had never darkened the doors of any church, but the 
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pioneers decided he was entitled to a Christian burial. They provided 
a roughbox and arranged for Tommy Martin and a Mr. Kinsella to 
take a wagon and team to transport the box to Rip’s shack and bring 
back the body. 

Residents of North Bay anxiously awaited the return of the hearse. 
All eyes were intently turned toward the east end of Main Street. 

At long last, late in the afternoon, a horse-drawn dray appeared. 
‘The outfit came rapidly into view, with clouds of dust flying in all 
directions, The horses, driven at breakneck speed, provided as much 
excitement and as many thrills as the chariot race of Ben Hur. 

Spectators noticed a familar figure seated on the roughbox cracking 
a black snake whip over the racing steeds and waving his other hand 
to the startled onlookers who lined the sidewalks. 

To add to the din, the apparently resurrected Rip emitted raucous 
roars of jubilation to prove he was very much alive, He was really 
enjoying the experience of driving the hearse at his own funeral. 

‘This time, the roughbox was not needed and neither were the three 
letters RLP., which could have served the dual purpose of identify- 
ing the corpse and expressing the reverential wish that Rip would 
“Rest-In-Peace”. 

When the daughters and sons of the pioneers congregate for North 
Bay’s next old home weck, they will be reminiscing about early days. 

Many will recall the rip-roaring, rip-snorting days, when George 
Belton Ford, our Rip, did more than his share of roaring and snorting. 

Oldtimers will never forget the lonely figure of old Rip as he 
wended his weary way along backwoods roads, unaccompanied by kith, 
kin or canine. 











CHAPTER 22 


Prospective 


The glowing promise of the Sixties is a challenge to the imagination, 
The city in 1961 is making a start on another decade looking forward 
to the completion of an over-pass at the east end of the city; possible 
extension of city boundaries; completion of sewer extension pro- 
gramme; addition to Chippewa Secondary School; development of 
recreation grounds; final settlement of a new location for a dumping 
ground. All are important for the good and welfare of the citizens 
generally. 

One of the urgent problems facing the city in the immediate future 
is the required extension to the Civic Hospital. This should come 
before other projects that do not have the same bearing on the general 
welfare of the people. 

With Mayor Hewitt in office and a council of young men eager to 
prove their worth as aldermen we look forward to a year of marked 
progress. The council consists of M. Brown, G. Cardinal, J. R. Gor- 
man, R. Lehman, E, Loukidelis, Nell Mallory, C. E. Rennick, W.

C. K. Beaton, Tax Collector and Water Commissioner; F. Strange, 
Fire Chief; A. Haley, Deputy Chief; W. J. Gigg, Welfare Commis- 
sioner; C. E, Armstrong, Deputy Clerk-Treasurer; T. B. Elliott, Sani- 
tary Inspector; R. Lassman, Building Inspector; Miss P. Lamourie,

In 1925 a school boy, ten years of age, wrote an essay on municipal 
government and this is what he said: “The Mare and council have a 
lot of work. Mare McDonald looks after the councillors—keeps them 
busy. Each one has his own duty and the town is ruined in that way.” 
Let us hope those days are past and gone. 
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The travelling public are looking forward to the opening of the new 
airport terminal building this coming summer, and no doubt the staff 
will welcome it too, Time marches on, and the present accommodation 
is now obsolete. Completion of the “Bomare” missile plant in Widdi- 
field Township will likely be in operation this year as well as the SAGE 
operation—depending on defence requirements for the North Ameri- 
can continent—in the meantime we will be in the limelight, well or 
otherwise, for some time to come. 

‘North Bay has come a Jong way in seventy-eight years and the future 
never looked brighter as long as the nations of the earth work towards 
the establishment of peace and progress in the interest of all mankind. 
As the “Gateway of the North” and the practical centre of the great 
Province of Ontario our potential is unlimited and all that is needed 
is the same faith in our future as that displayed by the pioneers of 
1882 and succeeding years. In 1853 a survey of Lake Nipissing had 
the map marked “Great North Bay” and possibly this is a forecast of 
what is to be. 

At present, with an area population of approximately 40,000, our 
geographical location and transportation facilities are gradually prov- 
ing attractive to industry. Every year substantial development in this 
respect is taking place, and with proper publicity and encouragement, 
the progress will be more rapid. 

True, our future greatly depends on the further opening up of the 
great heritage possessed by this section of Northern Ontario and to 
this all look forward with enthusiasm. The Great Clay Belt stretching 
in a broad band across the middle of the Northeastern region of 
Northern Ontario contains about sixteen million acres of rich, arable 
land most of which is still heavily wooded. Many productive farms 
operate in this area. South of the eastern part of this great clay belt is 
the little clay belt of fertile agricultural land in the Haileybury-New 
Liskeard district. 

Economic acitivities of Northern Ontario are logging, saw milling, 
pulp and paper manufacturing, agriculture and the mining of gold, 
silver, copper, iron, cobalt, asbestos and uranium. Hydro electric 
development is being carried on in a number of locations, guaranteeing 
a continuing supply of power, and recently, natural gas has been 
brought through a great part of the area. This, of course, can be 
extended as required, The tourist trade is expanding from year to year 
and trapping and fur farming are becoming more important, Based 
primarily on rich mineral and forest resources, unexcelled facilities for 
vacationing and the growth of manufacturing, surely the economic 
potential of the area is almost unlimited. 
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Transportation through North Bay is provided by the Canadian 
Pacific and National Transcontinental railways, East, West, and South, 
and for the North the Ontario Northland provides an excellent service 
as well as a Bus Line, Highways are maintained up to standard at all 
times throughout the District, and Trans-Canada Air Lines provide fast 
movement when required, 

Recently the development of iron ore in the Temagami district is 
receiving attention with the possible expenditure of $30,000,000 and 
this may prove of inestimable value fo the area. Possibly the greatest 
boost to Northern Ontario will be the development of an ocean port at 
‘Moosonee on James Bay, as advocated by Col. Reynolds, chairman of 
the Ontario Northland Transportation Commission. This would seem 
to be a must and would appear to have the approval of both the 
Canadian Government and the Province of Ontario. Iron ore deposits 
on Belcher Islands and in the Great Whale River area, with smelter at 
‘Moosonee, would seem to warrant their development on an economic 
basis. 

With regard to the improvement of the Ottawa-Mattawa River 
waterway and the canal to Georgian Bay on Lake Huron, Information 
gleaned from various sources would indicate this to be a feasible project 
according to numerous surveys made from time to time. Listed below 
are some reports in this connection:

If and when this canal is constructed, some Township to the South 
of North Bay bordering on Lake Nipissing will most likely have a 
commercial development outstripping all previous achievements in the 
district. With the pressure of current traffic on the Great St. Lawrence 
Seaway, surely this should not be too far distant. 

Taking everything into consideration can anyone doubt the great 
future in store for the City of North Bay—the “GaTEWay OF THE
